AN  ACT 


To  repeal  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  for  the  protection  of  the 
public  health,  prohibiting  hereafter  the  establishing  or  main- 
tenance of  additional  hospitals,  pest-houses,  and  burial 
f;rounds  in  the  built-up  portions  of  cities,"  approved  the 
twentieth  day  of  April,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  ninety-nine. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  the  act  of  Assem- 
bly approved  the  twentieth  day  of  April,  Anno  Domini 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-nine,  entitled 
"An  act  for  the  protection  of  the  public  health,  pro- 
hibiting hereafter  the  establishing  or  maintenance  of 
additional  hospitals,  pest-houses,  and  burial  grounds 
in  the  built-up  portions  of  cities,"  and  which  reads  as 
follows: 

^•Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  tsoS.^ciuS!^"  *' 
of  Representatives  in  General  Assembly  met,  and  it 
is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
for  the  purpose  of  protecting  the  public  health,  it  shall 
be  unlaw^fui  hereafter  to  establish  or  maintain  any 
additional  hospital,  pest-house,  or  burial  ground  in  the 
built-up  portions  of  cities:  Provided  however.  That 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  so  construed  as  to 
prevent  the  maintenance  of  any  hospital,  pest-house, 
or  burial  gi-ound  now  lawfully  established  and  main- 
tained in  such  portions  of  cities,"  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  repealed.  Repeal.

AN  ACT 

To  reyive  and  continue  in  force  the  provisions  of  an  act,  entitled  '^An 
act  to  extend  for  a  further  period  of  five  years,  the  time  during 
which  corperations,  incorporated  and  existing  under  the  laws  of 
anv  other  State  of  the  United  States,  are  now  authorized  by  law  to 
hold  real  estate  heretofore  purchased  at  sheriffs'  or  other  judicial 
sales/'  approved  the  eighth  day  of  June,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  ninety-seven. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  the  provisions  of 
an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  extend  for  a  further  period 
of  five  years,  the  time  during  which  corporations,  in- 
corporated and  existing  under  the  .laws  of  any  other 
State  of  the  United  States,  are  now  authorized  by  law 
to  hold  real  estate  heretofore  purchased  at  sheriffs'  or 
other  judicial  sales,"  approved  the  eighth  day  of  June, 
Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety- 
seven,  which  provides:  "That  the  time  during  which 
any  corporation,  incorporated  and  existing  under  the 
laws  of  any  other  State  of  the  United  States  and  doing 
business  in  this  State,  and  having  therein  one  or  more 
known  places  of  business  and  an  authorized  agent  or 
agents  upon  whom  process  may  be  served,  is  now 
authorized  by  law  to  hold  real  estate  heretofore  pur- 
chased according  to  law  at  any  sheriffs'  or  other  judi- 
cial sale,  and  upon  which  such  corporation  may  have 
held  any  mortgage^  judgment  or  lien,  be  and  said  time 
hereby  is  extended  for  a  further  period  of  five  years," 
be  and  the  same  hereby  are  revived,  continued  and  ex- 
tended for  a  further  period  of  five  years.

Relating  to  school  districts* in  townships,  and  boroughs  erected  there- 
from. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c..  That  whenever  a  bor- 
ough has  been  or  shall  be  erected  out  of  a  portion  of  a 
township,  leaving  the  remaining  portion  of  the  town- 
ship without  a  school-house,  and  with  less  than  ten 
resident  freeholders,  and  less  than  twenty-five  resident 
children  between  the  ages  of  six  and  sixteen  years; 
then,  and  in  such  case,  the  creation  of  such  borough 
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ProTlao. 


shall  not  cause  a  diTision  of  the  school  district  of  the 
township  out  of  which  such  borough  was  formed;  but 
the  school  district,  as  it  existed  in  such  township  be- 
fore the  creation  of  such  borough,  shall  be  and  remain 
as  theretofore:  Provided,  however.  That  whenever  it 
shall  be  made  to  appear  to  the  court  of  common  pleas 
of  the  proper  county,  by  petition  of  at  least  twenty  ^^^^  *'  "^ 
freeholders  of  such  undivided  school  district,  and 
proper  hearing,  that  the  portion  of  such  school  district  Heann*. 
outside  the  borough  has  at  least  ten  resident  freehold- 
ers and  twenty-five  children, as  aforesaid; then  the  said 
court,  in  its  discretion,  may  decree  that  said  school 
district  shall  be  divided  into  two  districts,  one  consist- 
ing of  the  territory  within  such  borough,  and  the  other 
to  consist  of  the  part  of  the  original  township  territory 
not  included  within  such  borough  lines. 

Section  2.  All  laws  or  parts  of  laws,  whether  general 
or  special,  in  conflict  with  this  act  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT 

To  enable  city,  county,  poor,  township,  ward,  school,  and  borough  tax 
coUectors  to  collect  taxes,  for  the  payment  of  which  they  have  be- 
come personally  liable,  or  for  which  they  shall  during  the  vear  one 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  three  become  personaUy  liable,  with- 
out haying  collected  the  same,  by  expiration  of  the  authority  of 
their  respectiye  warrants  or  by  the  expiration  of  their  term  or  of- 
fice, and  to  extend  the  time  for  the  collection  of  the  same  for 
the  period  of  one  year  from  the  passage  of  this  act. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c..  That  in  all  cases  in 
which  the  period  of  two  years,  the  limitation  of  the 
warrants  in  the  duplicate  of  county,  poor,  city,  town- 
ship, ward,  school,  and  borough  tax  collectors,  have 
expired,  and  in  all  cases  where  the  power  and  au- 
thority of  said  tax  collectors  have  expired,  or  shall 
expire  during  the  year  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
three,  by  virtue  of  the  expiration  of  their  term  of  of- 
fice, and  said  collector  or  collectors  have  or  shall  be- 
come liable  for  the  amount  of  tax  on  said  duplicates 
without  having  collected  the  same,  the  said  duplicates 
and  warrants,  and  the  powers  and  authority  of  said  2lJSJinu?aSS*att- 
tax  collectors  in  all  such  cases,  are  hereby  revived  tSraJ^CTdnJid^tor 
and  extended  for  another  period  of  one  year  from  the  one 'year. 
passage  of  this  act;  and  said  collector  or  collectors  are 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  proceed  and  col- 
lect said  taxes  from  all  persons  who  have  not  paid

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taxes  assessed  to  them,  residing  in  said  district  within 
which  it  may  have  been  assessed,  as  well  as  from  all 
persons  who  remove  from  said  city,  ward,  township 
or  townships,  or  boroughs,  and  have  neglected  to  pay 
taxes  so  as  aforesaid  assessed,  with  like  effect  as  if 
said  warrant  had  not  expired  by  the  limitation  of 
two  years,  aforesaid,  or  the  term  of  office  of  said  col- 
lector had  not  expired:  Provided,  That  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  warrants  issued  prior  to 
the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-two, 
and  that  nothing  contained  in  this  act  shall  release 
any  bondsman  or  security:  Provided,  That  this  act  shall 
not  apply  to  cities  having  special  laws  upon  this  sub- 
ject: Provided,  further.  That  no  collector,  nor  the  sure 
ties  thereof,  who  take  advantage  of  this  act  shall  be 
permitted  to  plead  the  statute  of  limitations  in  any 
action  brought  to  recover  the  amount  of  said  dupli- 
cate so  extended  and  renewed.

Consolidation. 


To  amend  the  first  clause  of  the  second  section,  and  the 
third  section,  of  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  the 
consolidation  of  boroughs  and  the  government  and  regula- 
tion thereof,"  approved  the  sixth  day  of  June,  Anno  Domini 
one  thousand  elglit  hundred  and  ninety-three;  removing  any 
limit  upon  the  number  of  wards  into  which  a  consolidated 
borough  may  be  divided,  and  defining  the  laws  and  ordi- 
nances by  which  a  consolidated  borough  shall  be  governed. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c..  That  the  first  clause  of 
the  second  eection  of  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  pro- 
vide for  the  consolidation  of  boroughs  and  the  govern- 
ment and  regulation  thereof,"  approved  the  sixth  day 
of  June,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  ninety-three,  which  reads  ae  follows: 

"First.  The  town  council  of  each  borough  may  enter 
into  a  joint  agreement,  under  the  corporate  seals  of 
each  borough,  for  the  consolidation  thereof  into  one 
borough,  which  joint  agreement  shall  set  forth  the 
name  of  the  new  corporation,  the  number  of  wards 
into  which  such  consolidated  borough  shall  be  divided, 
not  exceeding  nine,  and  the  territorial  boundaries 
thereof,"  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read 
as  follows: 

First.  The  town  council  of  each  borough  may  enter 
into  a  joint  agi*eement,  under  the  corporate  seals  of 
each  borough,  for  the  consolidation  thereof  into  one 
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borough,  which  joint  agreement  shall  set  forth  the 
name  of  the  new  corporation,  the  namber  of  wards 
into  which  snch  consolidated  borough  shall  be  divided, 
and  the  territorial  boundaries  thereof. 

Section  2.  That  the  third  section  of  the  said  act, 
which  reads  as  follows: 

"Section  3.  Upon  the  issuance  of  such  Letters  Pat-  fJ^V*?  S«**?tt^ 
ent,  the  several  boroughs,  parties  to  said  joint  agree-  'or  amendiMnt. 
ment,  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  one  municipal  Municipal    corpo- 
corporation  by  the  name  provided  in  said  agreement,  '*"^'** 
possessing  all  the  rights,  privileges  and  franchises  of 
the  re^ective  boroughs  and  to  be  governed  and  con- 
trolled in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  acts  of 
assembly  theretofore    governing    and    controlling    the 
affairs  of  the  borough  which  shall  have  been  first  in- 
corporated"   be  and  the  same  is  Ihereby  amended  to 
read  as  follows: 

Section  3.  Upon  the  issuance  of  such  Letters  Pat- 
ent, the  several  boroughs,  parties  to  said  joint  agree- 
ment, 9hall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  one  municipal 
corporation,  by  the  name  provided  in  said  agreement, 
possessing  all  the  rights,  privileges,  and  franchises  of 
the  respective  boroughs,  and  to  be  governed  and  con-  how  governed, 
trolled  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  gen- 
eral acts  of  assembly  regulating  and  controlling  the 
affairs  of  boroughs  throughout  this  Commonwealth; 
the  ordinances  in  force  in  each  one  of  the  several  bor-  ordinance». 
oughs  consolidated,  at  the  time  of  such  consolidation, 
to  continue  in  force  throughout  the  territory  for  which 
they  were  originally  enacted,  until  altered  or  repealed 
by  the  consolidated  borough.

To  provide  for  special  courts,  the  issuing  of  process,  rules  and 
citations,  the  making  and  signlngr  of  decrees  and  orders, 
approving  securities,  in  case  of  vacancy  in  the  office  of  law 
judges  by  death,  resignation,  or  otherwise,  in  the  judicial 
districts. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  in  case  of  vacan- 
cies in  the  office  of  all  law  judges  in  any  judicial  die-  vacancies  in  the 
trict,  by  death,  resignation,  or  otherwise,  the  president  judgl«°'  '^"^ 
judge  of  the  court  of  common  pleas,  the  sessions  of 
which  are  held  in  the  court-house  nearest,  in  a  straight 
line  from,  the  court-house,  in  which  are  held  the  ses- 
sions of  the  court  wherein  the  vacancy  exists,  shall

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have  authority  to  issue  writB,  grant  preliminary  ap- 
plications, motions,  rules  to  show  cause,  and  may  ap- 
prove securities,  and  make  all  interlocutory  orders  and 
decrees,  until  the  successor  or  successors  shall  be  duly 
qualified. 

Section  2.  The  president  judge,  acting  in  the  manner 
and  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  the  first  section  of  this 
act,  shall  receive  the  sum  of  ten  (flO)  dollars  for  each 
day  so  employed  outside  of  his  own  district,  and  ten 
(10c)  cents  for  each  mile  necessarily  travelled  in  the 
performance  of  such  duty,  to  be  paid  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  judges  are  now  by  law  paid.

Providing  for  the  appointment  of  boards  of  visitation  for  in- 
Btitutione,  societies,  and  associations  caring  for  dependent, 
neglected  and  delinquent  children. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c..  That  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  in  each  county 
within  this  Commonwealth  to  appoint  a  board,  con- 
sisting of  six  or  more  reputable  citizens,  who  shall 
serve  without  compensation,  to  constitute  a  board  of 
visitation,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  visit  as  often  as 
once  a  year  all  institutions,  societies,  and  associations 
into  whose  care  and  custody  dependent,  neglected  or 
delinquent  children  shall  be  committed  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth.  3aid 
visit  shall  be  made  by  not  less  than  two  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  board,  who  shall  go  together,  and  make  a 
joint  report.  The  said  board  of  visitation  shall  make 
report  to  the  court,  from  time  to  time,  of  the  treatment 
the  children  receive  by  or  in  the  charge  of  such  insti- 
tutions, societies,  and  associations;  and  shall  make 
an  annual  report  to  the  Board  of  Public  Charities,  in 
euch  form  as  the  board  may  prescribe.  The  said  board 
of  visitation  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the 
county  in  which  they  shall  be  appointed,  such  sum  or 
sums  of  money  for  actual  and  necessary  expenses  as 
may  be  approved  by  the  board  of  county  commission- 
ers.

Relating  to  the  settlement  of  ezlstlner  claims  and  demands, 
the  disposition  of  surplus  money  in  the  hands  of  the  over- 
seers of  the  poor,  and  of  uncollected  taxes  levied  for  the 
support  of  the  poor  in  the  several  poor-districts  of  any 
county  of  this  Commonwealth,  in  which  a  county  poorhouse 
hitherto  h€i8  been  or  hereafter  may  be  erected,  and  the 
paupers,  chargreable  to  the  several  poor-districts  of  such 
county,  hitherto  have  been  or  hereafter  may  be  taken  in 
charge  by  the  commissioners  or  directors  of  the  poor  of  such 
county,  under  the  provisions  of  any  general  law  of  the 
Commonwealth  now  in  force. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  in  all  cases  where 
a  county  poorhouse  hitherto  has  been  or  hereafter  may 

be  erected  by  any  county  of  this  Commonwealth,  and   

the  paupers,  chargeable  to  the  several  poor  districts  5j£ J5,.^S*^  SJ 
of  such  county,  hitherto  have  been  or  hereafter  shall  d?roSoS°°*"  **' 
be  taken  in  charge  by  the  commissioners  or  directors 
of  the  poor  of  said  county,  under  the  provisions  of  any 
general  law  of  the  Commonweath  now  in  force,  all 
claims  and  demands  in  favor  of  or  against  the  several  claims  and  de- 
poor-districts  of  such  county  shall  be  fully  settled  and  p^^di»tricu. 
adjusted  by  the  overseers  thereof;  and  after  such  to  be  settled  by 
claims  and  demands  are  so  settled  and  adjusted,  all  °^*"~"' 
moneys,  of  whatever  source  derived,  remaining  in  the 
hands  of  the  overseers,  as  well  as  all  uncollected  taxes  ^gJJ^fies?" 
levied  for  the  support  of  the  poor  of  such  districts  in  ^  *^ 
said  county,  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  supervisors  of 
the  highways  of  said  county,  to  be  by  them  applied 
as  the  road  tax  is  applied  by  law  in  said  county;  and  Application  of. 
all  moneys,  from  whatever  source  derived,  remaining 
in  the  hands  of  or  subject  to  the  order  of  the  overseers 
of  the  poor  of  any  borough  in  said  county,  as  well  as  BorouKhs. 
uncollected  taxes  levied  by  them  for  the  support  of  JJuect'd'Sies?' 
the  poor,  when  collected,  shall  be  paid  over  to  the 
oflScer  authorized  to  receive  the  borough  taxes  of  said 
borough,  to  be  by  him  added  to  the  bordugh  fund, 
and  applied  as  the  borough  tax  of  said  borough  in  Application  of. 
said  county  is  by  law  applied.

To  regulate  the  fees  of  tipstaves  in  judicial  districts  contain- 
ing: more  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  inhabitants, 
and  less  than  five  hundred  thousand  inhabitants. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  in  all  the  judicial 
districts  of  this  Commonwealth,  containing  more  than

one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand,  and  less  than  five 
TipstaTei.  hundred  thousand,  Inhabitants,  the  tipstaves  of  the 

Annual  salary.  Several  courts  shall  be  paid  an  annual  salary,  not  to 
exceed  eight  hundred  dollars  per  annum.  The  said 
salary  shall  be  fixed  by  the  judges  of  said  districts, 
and  be  paid  out  of  the  county  treasury  monthly.

AN  ACT 

AuthorizinsT  the  orphans'  court  to  adjudge  real  estate  to  per- 
sons, to  whom  the  right  to  take  the  same  at  a  certain  valua- 
tion has  been  given  in  a  will,  and  who  are  appointed  execu- 
tors of  the  same  will;  providing  for  the  payment  of  the 
purchase  money,  and  confirming  titles  to  real  estate  here- 
tofore taken  under  similar  proceedings. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c..  That  in  all  cases  of 
wills  heretofore  made  and  duly  proved  and  recorded, 
and  in  all  cases  of  wills  hereafter  duly  proved  and 
recorded,  wherein  the  testator  has  given  or  shall  give 
the  right  to  one  or  more  persons  to  take  any  or  all  of 
his  real  estate  at  a  certain  valuation  therein  named, 
and  of  the  said  will  appoints  such  person  or  persons 
executor,  to  whom  letters  testamentary  shall  after- 
wards be  issued,  in  all  such  cases  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  the  person  or  persons  to  whom  the  said  right  is 
given,  to  present  his  or  their  petition  to  the  orphans' 
court  of  the  county  in  which  such  real  estate  is  situate, 
setting  forth  the  terms  and  character  of  such  devise 
or  direction,  that  he  or  they  have  been  appointed  ex- 
ecutor or  executors  of  the  said  will,  that  letters  tes- 
tamentary have  been  issued  to  him  or  them,  and  for- 
mally accepting  such  real  estate  at  such  valuation. 
Upon  the  presentation  of  such  petition,  the  court  shall 
have  power  to  adjudge  the  said  real  estate  to  such 
person  or  persons,  and  shall  have  power  to  decree  that 
he  or  they  shall  account  for  the  valuation  thereof,  in 
the  settlement  of  his  or  their  accounts  with  the  regis- 
ter of  wills  having  jurisdiction  of  such  accounts. 

Section  2.  Whenever  any  orphans'  court  shall  have 
heretofore  made  a  decree  adjudging  real  estate  to  cer- 
tain persons,  in  any  case  mentioned  and  provided  for 
in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  such  decree  shall  bo 
valid  and  available  to  vest  in  the  person  or  persons  to 
whom  such  real  estate  was  adjudged,  all  the  right, 
title,  arid  interest  of  the  testator  who  had  died,  leaving 
a  will  wherein  the  right  to  accept  such  real  estate  was 
given.

AN  ACT 

To  amend  an  act  "Authorizing  the  county  commissioners  of 
the  several  counties  in  this  Commonwealth  to  appoint  a 
county  solicitor,  fix  his  compensation,  and  prescribe  the 
term  and  duties  of  the  solicitor." 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  the  second  section 
of  an  act  of   the   General   Assembly,  approved   the 
twenty-second  day  of  May,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand 
eight  hnndred  and  ninety-five,  entitled  "An  act  au- 
thorizing the   county  commissioners  of    the   several  ^^If^^^^'^*  ■^'*°*"^" 
counties  in  this  Commonwealth  to  appoint  a  county  i^^^^y^  commi»- 
solicitor,  fix  his  compensation,  and  prescribe  the  term        *"' 
and  duties  of  the  solicitor,"  which  reads  as  follows: 

"That  the  solicitor  so  appointed  shall  hold  his  office  ^^"^  ww^cited 
for  the  term  of  three  years  and  shall  receive  such  foJ^amendment!* 
salary  as  the  commissioners  shall  determine:  Pro- 
vided, That  he  shall,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of 
his  office,  file  with  the  county  commissioners  an  agree- 
ment to  pay  all  fees,  attorney's  fees  and  commissions 
received  from  every  source,  as  county  solicitor,  into 
the  county  treasury,"  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
amended  to  read  as  follows: 

That  the  solicitor  so  apx)ointed  shall  hold  his  office 
during    the    term    of    the    commissioners    constituting  '^^^"^'

such  counties,  to  provide  all  needy,  sick  and  injured 
indigent  person  or  persons,  in  their  said  several  dis- 
tricts, with  necessary  support,  shelter,  medicine,  medi- 
cal attendance,  nursing,  and,  in  case  of  death,  burial, 
whether  said  needy,  sick  and  injured  indigent  person 
or  persons  have  a  legal  settlement  in  the  poor-district 
in  which  they  thus  require  assistance  or  not;  but  if 
such  indigent  person  or  persons  have  no  known  legal 
settlement  within  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania, 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  such  directors  or  overseers  to 
notify  the  commissioners  of  the  county,  where  such 
relief  is  asked  or  required,  of  the  necessity  for  such

shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  the  posting  of  any 
notice  required  by  law  or  order  of  court  to  be  posted^ 
nor  to  prevent  the  posting  or  placing  of  any  notice  par- 
ticularly concerning  or  pertaining  to  the  grounds  or 
premises  upon  which  the  same  is  so  posted  or  placed. 

Section  3.  Every  person  violating  the  provisions  of 
this  act  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  five 
dollars  nor  more  than  twenty  dollars,  to  be  recovered

of  the  first  class  In  this  Commonwealth,  and  providing  penal- 
ties for  violations,"  approved  the  eighteenth  day  of  April, 
Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-nine. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  the  second  sec-  ,  th   ii«t 

tion  of  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  the  cianf  ^  * 
better  protection  of  life  and  property  by  the  examina- 
tion and  licensing  of  engineers  haying  charge  of  steam 
boilers,  steam  engines,  and  appliances  connected  there- 
with, in  cities  of  the  first  class  in  this  Commonwealth, 
and  providing  penalties  for  violations,"  approved  the 
eighteenth  day  of  April,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  ninety-nine,  which  reads  as  follows:

spector  of  such  cities,  who  shall  examine  the  applicant 
as  to  his  knowledge  of  steam  machinery  and  his  expe- 
rience in  operating  the  same,  also  the  proofs  he  pro- 
duces in  support  of  his  claim,  and  if,  upon  full  consid- 
eration, the  inspector  is  satisfied  that  the  applicant's 
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character,  habits  of  life,  knowledge,  and  experience  in 
the  duties  of  an  engineer,  are  all  such  as  to  authorize 
the  belief  that  he  is  a  suitable  and  safe  person  to  be 
entrusted  with  the  powers  and  duties  of  such  a  station, 
he  shall  grant  him  a  license,  upon  the  payment  of  three 
(3)  dollars,  authorizing  him  to  be  employed  in  such 
duties  for  the  term  of  one  year,  and  such  license  shall 
be  annually  renewed,  without  examination,  upon  the 
payment  of  one  (1)  dollar,  provided  it  is  presented  for 
renewal  within  ten  days  after  its  expiration.  Licenses 
so  granted  shall  be  graded  into  two  classes:  One  of 
which  shall  entitle  the  licensee  to  have  charge  of  or  to 
operate  stationary  steam  boilers  and  steam  engines 
only;  the  other  of  which  shall  entitle  the  licensee  to 
have  charge  of  or  to  operate  portable  steam  boilers 
and  steam  engines  only;  such  licenses  shall  not  be 
transferred  from  one  grade  to  the  other  without  a  re- 
examination, said  re-examination  to  be  conducted 
without  cost  to  the  licensee. 

No  person  shall  be  eligible  for  examination  for  a  li- 
cense unless  he  furnishes  proof  that  he  has  been  em- 
ployed about  a  steam  boiler  or  steam  engine  for  a 
period  of  not  less  than  two  years  prior  to  the  date  of 
application,  which  must  be  certified  to  by  at  least  one 
employer  and  two  licensed  engineers.

AN  ACT 

To  prohibit  the  capture  or  kllliner  of  beaver  within  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Pennsylvania,  and  providing  penalties  for  the 
violation  of  its  provisions. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  from  and  after 
the  passage  of  this  act,  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  kill  or 
capture,  or  to  attempt  to  kill  or  capture,  any  beaver 
within  this  Commonwealth. 

Section  2.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  one  hundred 
dollars  for  each  offense;  or,  in  default  of  the  payment 
thereof,  with  the  costs  of  prosecution,  to  undergo  an. 
imprisonment,  in  the  jail  of  the  county  where  the  of- 
fense is  committed,  of  one  day  for  each  dollar  of  pen- 
alty imposed ;  and  the  possession  of  any  beaver,  or  of 
the  fresh  skin  or  any  portion  of  the  fresh  skin  or  car- 
cass of  such  animal,  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of 
a  violation  of  this  act  by  the  person  or  persons  in 
whose  possession  the  same  shall  have  been  found. 

Section  3.  For  the  purposes  of  this  act,  the  beaver 
shall  be  classed  as  game  in  this  Commonwealth;  and 
it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  all  oflBcers  of  the  State, 
entrusted  with  the  protection  of  game,  to  see  that 
the  provisions  of  this  act  are  enforced.  All  prosecu- 
tions for  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be 
brought,  and  the  course  of  proceeding  followed,  as  pre- 
scribed  by  section  twelve  of  an  act,  entitled  "An  act 
to  provide  for  the  protection  and  preservation  of  game, 
game  quadrupeds,  game  birds,  et  cetera,"  approved 
the  fourth  day  of  June,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  ninety-seven.

Authorizing  councils,  in  boroughs  and  in  cities  of  the  second 
class  and  third  class,  within  this  Commonwealth,  to  issue 
subpoenas,  and  to  take  the  testimony  of  witnesses  in  any 
pending  case  of  inquiry.  Investigation,  or  impeachment;  also 
providing  for  the  compulsory  production  of  books  and  papers, 
and  a  mode  of  compelling  the  attendance  of  witnesses,  by  at- 
tachment for  contempt;  and  providing  for  the  punishment  of 
perjury,  by  witnesses  so  called. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  the  councils,  and 
each  branch  thereof,  of  any  borough,  or  of  any  city  of 
the  second  or  third  class,  within  this  Commonwealth, 
shall  have  power  to  compel  the  attendance  of  wit- 
nesses, and  the  production  of  books,  papers  and  other 
evidence,  at  any  meeting  of  the  body  or  any  committee 
thereof,  and  for  that  purpose  may  issue  subpoenas, 
signed  by  the  President  of  council  or  the  chairman  of

to  provide  for  the  appointment  of  Fish  Commissioners 
and  fish  wardens,  and  to  declare  their  official  powers 
and  duties;  to  encourage  and  regulate  the  artificial 
propagation  of  game  and  food  fish  by  the  said  State 
Fish  Commissioners;  to  regulate  the  distribution  of 
the  same  in  the  waters  of  the  Commonwealth;  to 
provide  x)enalties  and  punishments  for  the  violation  of 
the  provisions  of  this  act,"  which  reads  as  follows:

in  width  of  me©h,  or  three-quarters  of  inch  from  knot 
to  knot:  Provided,  That  any  person  or  persons  using

Supplementary  to  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  authorize  the 
cities  of  the  first  class,  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, to  levy  a  tax  and  make  appropriations  for  tbe 
establishment  and  maintenance  of  free  libraries,"  approved 
the  seventh  day  of  June,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  ninety-five;  authorizin^r  cities  of  the  first  class 
to  enter  into  contracts  and  agreements  with  the  donor  or 
donors  of  funds  for  the  erection  of  free  libraries  or  branches 
thereof,  or  his  or  their  representatives,  and  to  provide  sites 
for  the  erection  and  funds  for  the  maintenance  thereof. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  it  shall  be  lawful 
cities  of  the  first  foF  citics  of  the  first  class,  within  this  Commonwealth, 
to  enter  into  contracts  or  agreements  with  any  person 
or  personis  desiring  to  donate  to  said  cities,  or  to  the

Relating  to  the  powers,   duties  and  compensation  of  the  fire 
marshal  in  cities  of  the  first  class. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  in  cities  of  the 
first  class  there  shall  be  a  fire  marshal,  to  be  subject 
to  the  direction  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety, 
and  shall  have  such  assistants  as  may  be  necessary, 
whose  salary  shall  be  fixed  by  the  councils  of  such 
city. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  fire  marshal  or 
his  assistants  to  examine  into  the  cause,  circum- 
stances or  origin  of  every  fire  occurring  in  any  such 
city,  by  which  any  building,  vessel,  vehicle,  or  any 
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personal  property  shall  be  burned,  destroyed  or  dam- 
aged, wholly  or  partially;  and  inquire  whether  the  fire 
was  the  result  of  carelessness  or  the  act  of  an  incen- 
diary. Such  fire  marshal  or  his  assistants  may  take 
the  testimony,  under  oath,  of  all  persons  supposed  to 
have  any  knowledge  of  the  matter,  reduce  it  to  writ- 
ing, and  transmit  the  same  to  the  mayor,  with  his  ^^^^  ^  »*y<» 
report  thereon;  and  shall  report  to  the  district  attor- 
ney the  facts  he  may  have  ascertained  from  such  in- 
vestigation when,  in  his  opinion,  there  is  evidence  of 
arson,  cause  such  person  or  persons  to  be  arrested,  ^  c»^  «'  »«»»• 
and  furnish  to  the  district  attorney  the  evidence  with 
the  names  of  witnesses.

the  hall  doors,  stairways,  passageways  and  aisles 
thereof,  furnishing  egress,  are  kept  clear  and  free  from 
all  obstructions  during  business  hours  or  when  any  ot»tnictioi». 
performance,  service,  exhibition,  lecture  or  ball  is 
going  on;  and  shall  serve  a  written  or  printed  notice  Nouce. 
on  the  owner,  lessee,  manager  or  occupant  of  any  such 
buildings  or  structure,  violating  any  city  ordinance  or 
law  in  such  case  made  and  provided,  directing  such 
changes  as  may  be  proper  or  expedient  to  furnish  full 
and  free  access  to,  and  egress  from,  all  aisles  and  exits 
to  any  fire-escapes,  doors,  hall,  stairways  and  street  en- 
trances, in  and  about  any  such  building  or  structure.

AN  ACT 

Relating  to  the  taking  of  stock  votes,  upon  subjects  presented 
to  stockholders  of  corporations  of  this  Commonwealth  for 
their  action. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  whenever  a  stock 
vote  is  duly  demanded  or  required,  on  any  subject  sub- 
mitted to  the  stockholders  of  any  corporation  of  this 
Commonwealth  for  their  action  at  any  annual  or 
special  meeting,  such  vote  may  be  taken  at  and  certi- 
fied to  such  meeting,  or  any  adjournment  thereof;  or, 
if  the  annual  election  for  directors  shall,  under  provi- 
sions of  the  charter  or  laws  governing  such  corpora- 
tion, be  held  at  a  time  which  shall  be  within  thirty 
days  after  the  annual  or  special  meeting  at  which  such 
subject  shall  be  submitted  to  the  stockholders,  then 
the  vote  on  such  subject  may  be  taken  at  the  same 
time  and  place,  by  the  same  persons,  and  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  vote  for  directors  or  managers  of  such 
corporation  shall  be  taken;  or,  if  under  provisions  of 
the  charter  or  laws  governing  such  corporations,  the 
annual  election  for  directors  or  managers  thereof  shall 
not  be  held  at  a  time  which  shall  be  within  thirty  (30)

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  section  eleven  of 
an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  the  incorpora- 
tion and  government  of  passenger  railways,  either 
elevated  or  underground,  or  partly  elevated  and  partly 
underground,  with  surface  rights,"  approved  June 
seventh,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  one,  which 
reads  as  follows:

ized and  empowered,  unth  the  consent  of  the  local  au- 
thorities of  any  city,  borough,  or  township  within  which 
Abandonment  Said  railway  is  located,  to  abandon  any  portion  of  its 
road,  unthout  prejudice  to  its  right  to  operate  or  com- 
plete and  operate  the  remaining  portion  of  its  railway, 
by  appropriate  action  of  its  board  of  directors,  with  the 
approval  of  a  majority  of  its  stockholders  present  at  a 


Section  11.  act  of 
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meeting  to  he  specially  caiUed  for  that  purpose,  after 
thirty  days  notice,  and  upon  filing  a  copy  of  such  ac- 
tiouy  duly  certified  by  the  president  and  secretaryy  un- 
der the  seal  of  the  company,  in  ths  office  of  the  Secretary 
of  the  Commonwealth,  and  also  with  the  proper  local 
authorities.  Every  company  incorporated  under  this 
act  shall  have  the  right  to  use  any  part  or  all  of  the 
tracks  or  railway  of  any  other  company  incorporated 
under  this  act,  with  the  consent  of  such  other  company, 
to  le  expressed  by  a  resolution  of  its  hoard  of  directors, 
ratified  hy  a  vote  of  a  majority  in  value  of  ths  stockhold- 
ers of  such  other  company,  and  such  use  may  he  exclusive 
or  in  confunctUm  with  such  other  company,  as  the  said 
companies  shall  agree;  and  companies  incorporated  un- 
der this  act  shall  have  the  right  to  merge  their  several  Merger. 
rights,  privileges  and  franchises  with  other  companies, 
so  incorporated,  whenever  in  the  opinion  of  the  directors 
and  stockholders  of  such  companies  it  shall  he  for  their 
mutual  interest;  hut  such  merger  shall  not  take  place 
untU  a  resolution  to  that  effect  shall  have  heen  adopted  Resolution. 
hy  the  hoards  of  directors  of  the  respective  companies  de- 
siring to  so  merge,  and  such  action  shall  have  heen  ap- 
proved hy  a  majofHty  in  value  of  the  stockholders  of  such 
company.  Whenever  two  or  more  roads  shall  he  so 
merged,  the  commencement  of  work,  in  good  faith,  upon  commenceinent 
any  pari  of  the  route  of  any  of  such  merged  roads  shall  he  °  ^^^ 
held  to  he  a  commencement  upon  all  the  merged  Unes  or 
roads,  within  the  meaning  of  this  act,  and  a  compliance 
with  the  provisions  hereof  as  to  the  time  unthin  which 
work  must  he  commenced:  Provided,  however,  That  the  ^*«>^^*«>- 
work  shall  he  completed  within  five  years  upon  all  the 
said  merged  roads,  unless  the  time  for  sueh  completion 
shall  he  extended  hy  the  proper  local  authorities  of  the 
city,  horough,  or  township  within  which  the  said  roads 
are  located.

That  one-half  of  all 
fines  and  forfeitures,  to  which  counties  having  a  popu- 
lation of  less  than  one  hundred  and  fifty -thousand  in- 
habitants are  by  existing  laws  entitled,  is  hereby  di- 
rected to  be  paid  by  the  county  treasurer  to  the  com- 
mittee hereinafter  provided,  for  the  purchase  and  sup- 
port of  a  law  library,  to  be  kept  in  or  near  the  court- 
house of  said  county,  for  the  use  of  the  citizens  there- 
of," be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 
•Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c..  That  one-half  of  all 
and  forfei-  fines  and  forfeitures,  to  which  counties  in  this  Com- 
monwealth are  by  existing  laws  entitled,  is  hereby  di- 
rected to  be  paid  by  the  county  treasurer  to  the  com- 
mittee hereinafter  provided,  for  the  purchase  and  sup- 
port of  a  law  library,  to  be  kept  in  or  near  the  court- 
house of  said  county,  for  the  use  of  the  citizens  thereof.

A  SUPPLEMENT

To  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  creating  a  Bureau  of  Health  in  the 
Department  of  Public  Safety  in  cities  of  the  second  class; 
defining  the  powers  and  duties  thereof  and  the  officers  there- 
under; prescribing  rules,  regulations  and  laws  respecting  the 
public  health,  and  authorizing  and  imposing  fines,  penalties 
and  punishments  for  violations  thereof,"  approved  June 
twenty-sixth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-five. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  certain  words 
used  in  this  act  shall  be  defined,  for  the  purposes  there- 
of, as  follows: 

'Tenement-house"  is  any  house  or  building,  or  por- 
tion thereof,  which  is :  (a)  intended  or  designated  to  be 
occupied,  or  (b)  leased  for  occupation,  or  (c)  actually 
occupied,  as  a  home  or  residence  for  three  or  more 
families,  living  in  separate  apartments,  and  doing 
their  cooking  upon  the  premises. 

"Apartment"  is  a  room  or  suite  of  two  or  more 
rooms,  occupied  or  leased  for  occupation,  or  intended 
or  designed  to  be  occupied,  as  a  family  domioile. 
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"Basement"  4e« 
fined. 


"Basement''  is  a  story  partly,  but  not  more  than  one- 
half, — "cellar"  is  a  story  more  than  one-half, — below  "ceiiar"  defined, 
the  level  of  the  street  or  ground  adjacent  to  or  ad- 
joining the  same;  where  the  grade  of  a  street  adjacent  orade. 
to,  or  of  ground  surrounding,  a  tenement-house  varies, 
the  mean  or  average  grade  of  such  street  or  ground 
shall  be  regarded  as  the  grade  of  such  street  or  ground, 
in  the  meaning  of  this  act. 

Section  2.  In  no  tenement-house  shall  any  room  or 
apartment  in  the  cellar  be  hereafter  constructed,  al-  ceiiar  or 
tered,  converted,  leased  or  occupied  for  living  pur-  Sfr^ef  """^^ 
poses,  and  no  room  or  apartment  in  the  basement  of 
any  such  building  shall  be  constructed,  altered,  con- 
verted, leased  or  occupied  for  living  purposes,  unless 
the  following  conditions  be  complied  with,  viz.: 

1.  Every  room  shall  be  at  least  eight  feet  six  inches  conditione. 
high,  in  every  part,  from  floor  to  ceiling. 

2.  Every  such  room  shall  have  a  window  or  windows 
opening  ui>on  the  street,  or  upon  a  yard  or  court.  The 
total  area  of  the  windows  in  such  room  shall  be  at 
least  one-eighth  of  the  floor  area  of  the  room,  and  one- 
half  of  the  sash  shall  be  made  to  open  the  full  width, 
and  the  top  of  each  window  shall  be  within  six  inches 
of  the  ceiling. 

3.  There  shall  be  appurtenant  to  every  such  room  or 
apartment  a  water-closet,  conforming  in  design,  ma- 
terials and  construction  to  the  building  and  health 
regulations  of  cities  of  the  second  class. 

Section  3.  All  such  basements,  used  for  living  pur- 
poses, shall  be  specially  subject  to  examination  by  the 
Bureau  of  Health,  and  if  found  to  be  damp  or  other-  iSSJf*o"°"  ^ 
wise  unfit  for  habitation,  the  owners  thereof  shall  be  H«»>th. 
required  to  put  the  same  in  proper  condition,  or  aban- 
don the  same  for  living  purposes. 

Section  4.  No  room  (other  than  basement-rooms, 
provision  for  which  is  made  in  section  two  of  this 
amendment)  in  any  tenement-house  hereafter  to  be 
erected  or  constructed,  or  altered  into  a  tenement- 
house,  shall  be  leased  or  occupied  for  living  purposes, 
unless  it  contains  at  least  one  window  having  a  super-  windowe. 
ficial  area  of  not  less  than  one-tenth  of  the  floor  area 
of  the  room,  which  window  opens  upon  a  street  or 
alley,  or  upon  a  yard  or  court,  having  a  sectional  area 
of  less  than  one  hundred  square  feet;  and  no  room  shall 
be  so  leased  or  occupied  in  any  now  existing  tenement- 
house,  unless  it  contains  a  window  of  the  foregoing  di- 
mensions, opening  upon  a  street  or  alley  or  upon  a 
yard  or  court  having  a  sectional  area  of  less  than 
twenty-five  square  feet;  or  unless  such' room  adjoins 
another  room  in  the  same  apartment,  which  other  room 
has  such  a  window,  opening  upon  such  a  street,  alley, 
yard  or  court,  and  between  which  two  adjoining  rooms 
there  is  a  sash-window  having  at  least  fifteen  equare 
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feet  of  glazed  surface,  the  upper  half  of  which  is  made 
to  open  easily. 

Section  5.  No  room  in  any  tenement-house  shall  be 
leased  or  occupied  for  living  purposes  unless  it  be  of 
such  dimensions  as  to  contain  at  least  seven  hundred 
cubic  feet  of  air,  nor  unless  every  part  of  the  finished 
ceiling  of  «uch  room  be  at  least  eight  feet  distant  from 
every  part  of  the  finished  floor  thereof:  Provided, 
That  an  attic-room  need  be  eight  feet  high  in  but  one- 
half  of  its  area. 

Section  6.  No  room  in  any  tenement-house  shall  be 
so  occupied  that  the  allowance  of  air  to  each  person 
living  in  such  room  shall,  at  any  time,  be  less  than  four 
hundred  cubic  feet  for  each  such  person  more  than 
twelve  years  old,  and  two  hundred  cubic  feet  for  each 
X)erson  of  twelve  years  or  under. 

Section  7.  In  all  tenement-houses  hereafter  erected, 
whenever  a  connection  with  the  city  water-main  is  in 
any  way  possible  (and  of  this  ijossibility  the  Bureau  of 
Health  of  said  cities  shall  be  the  :ole  judge),  there 
shall  be  an  independent  water  supply,  and  at  least  ono 
sink  for  every  tenement  or  suite  of  rooms;  and  in  every 
now  existing  tenement-house,  or  house  that  may  be 
hereafter  converted  into  a  tenement-house,  there  shall 
be  on  every  floor  at  least  one  proper  sink,  with  run- 
ning water,  accessible  to  all  the  tenants  of  that  floor, 
without  passing  through  any  other  apartment,  if  there 
be  no  such  sink  in  each  apartment;  and  the  space  under 
all  sinks  shall  have  no  woodwork  enclosing  the  same, 
but  shall  be  left  entirely  open. 

Section  8.  In  every  tenement-house  hereafter  to  be 
erected,  whenever  a  connection  with  a  public  sewer  is 
in  any  way  possible  (and  of  this  possibility  the  Bureau 
of  Health  shall  be  the  sole  judge),  there  shall  be  onfe- 
water-closet  for  every  tenement  or  suite  or  rooms 
which  has  Its  own  independent  hallway,  so  separated 
that  its  rooms  do  not  open  or  connect  with  any  other 
rooms;  and  in  tenement-houses  so  constructed  that  a 
tenement  may  consist  of  a  single  room  or  of  two  rooms, 
there  shall  be  at  least  one  water-closet  for  every  three 
rooms:  Provided,  That  in  the  case  of  buildings  exist- 
ing at  the  date  of  this  act,  which  shall  hereafter  be  al- 
tered into  tenement-houses,  there  shall  be  one  water- 
closet  for  six  rooms,  but  not  less  than  one  for  each 
floor.  In  every  now  existing  tenement-house  there 
shall  be  (subject  to  the  possibility  of  connection  with 
public  sewer,  as  above  set  forth)  at  least  one  water- 
closet  for  every  two  apartments.  Every  water-closet 
shall  be  separated  from  every  other  water-closet,  and 
shall  have  an  entrance  entirely  independent  of  the 
entrance  to  every  other  water-closet.  And  every  »uch 
water-closet  shall  be  properly  ventilated,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  regulations  governing  the  same  already 
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in  farce  in  said  cities.  When  necessary  (and  of  this 
necessity  the  said  Bureau  of  Health  shall  be  the  judge) 
snch  water-closets  may  be  located  in  the  yard.  Wher- 
ever located,  the  said  water-closets  shall  conform  in 
design,  materials  and  construction  to  the  building  and 
hea-th  regulations  of  said  cities. 

Section  9.  Every  tenement-house,  and  every  part 
thereof,  shall  be  kept  in  good  repair,  and  shall  be  clean 
and  free  from  any  accumulations  of  dirt,  filth  or  gar- 
bage, or  other  matter,  in  or  on  the  same,  or  in  the 
yards,  courts,  passages,  areas  or  alleys  connected  with 
or  belonging  to  the  same. 

Section  10.  No  horse,  cow,  swine,  pig,  sheep,  goat  or 
poultry  shall  be  kept  in  any  tenement-house;  and  no 
tenement-house  or  part  thereof,  shall  be  used  as  a 
stable,  or  for  the  storage  of  anything  dangerous  to  life 
or  detrimental  to  health;  nor  shall  any  explosive,  in- 
flammable or  combustible  thing  be  placed  or  stored 
under  any  stairway  in  any  tenement-house. 

Section  11.  Any  violations  of  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  subject  the  person  or  persons  so  offending  to 
a  fine  or  penalty  of  not  less  than  ten  dollars  nor  more  Fine  and  penalty, 
than  one  hundred  dollars;  and  any  such  violation  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  if  continued  after  the  first  fine  is 
imposed  therefor,  shall,  for  every  week  of  such  con- 
tinuance, be  punishable  by  an  additional  fine  of  not 
less  than  ten  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dol- 
lars. All  such  fines  and  penalties  shall  be  collected 
and  enforced  in  the  manner  provided  by  section  forty- 
two  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement. 

■Section  12.  Whenever  any  of  such  cities  shall  have 
incurred  exi>€nse  in  enforcing  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  imposing  duties  upon  persons  or  corporations, 
such  cities  shall  have  the  right  to  recover  the  same  by 
action  of  assumpsit  from  the  owners  or  occupants  of 
the  premises,  or  other  persons  or  corporations,  failing 
or  refusing  to  comply  vnth  or  execute  the  same. 

Section  13.  The  Bureau  of  Health  of  such  cities  shall 
employ  one  or  more  Special  Tenement-House  Inspec- 
tors, whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  regularly  inspect  the 
tenement-houses  within  the  purview  of  this  act,  and  to 
see  that  the  requirements  therefor  are  enforced.

Bxtending  the  powers  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  for  the  pur- 
pose of<enablingr  it  to  meet  the  emergency  occasioned  by  the 
epidemic  of  small-pox  now  prevailing  the  various  parts  of  this 
Commonwealth;  providing  a  penalty  for  the  violation  of  the 
rules  and  regulations  prescribed  by  the  said  Board  of  Health, 
and  making  an  appropriation  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  this 
act  into  effect. 

preamwe.  Whereas,  An  epidemic  of  Bmall-pox  has  prevailed  for 

several  months  past  in  various  parts  of  this  Comnrion- 
wealth,  and  is  threatening  other  localities  by  reason 
of  the  inability  of  the  local  authorities,  under  the 
present  laws,  to  properly  cope  therewith;  therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,That  the  State  Board  of 
Health  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  quar- 
antine any  building  or  buildings  in  which  small-pox 
may  at  any  time  exist,  in  any  place  where  a  local 
board  of  health  does  not  exist,  or  in  any  communities 
in  which  small-pox  exists  in  such  epidemic  form  as  to 
be,  in  the  judgment  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  dan- 
gerous to  other  communities;  and  to  adopt  such  rules 
and  regulations  as  they  deem  necessary  for  the  pur- 
pose of  carrying  this  act  into  effect;  and  may  appoint 
officers,  to  be  known  as  quarantine  officers,  who  shall 
have  all  the  powers  of  constables,  for  the  purpose  of 
enforcing  said  rules  and  regulations. 

Section  2.  Wherever  local  boards  of  health  exist, 
the  State  Board  of  Health  is  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  adopt  such  rules  and  regulations  as  it 
may  deem  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  this 
In  cue  of  failure  act  iuto  effect;  and,  in  case  of  the  failure  or  refusal  of 
the  local  boards  of  health  to  observe  or  obey  said  rules 
and  regulations,  no  part  of  the  appropriation  hereby 
made  shall  be  expended  in  such  communities. 

Section  3.  Any  person,  not  a  physician,  nurse,  or 
other  duly  authorized  attendant  or  visitor,  lay,  profes- 
sional or  clerical,  to  any  quarantined  building  or  build- 
ings, who,  in  the  presence  of  any  member  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health  or  of  the  local  boards,  or  in  the  pres- 
ence of  any  quarantine  officer,  has  broken  quarantine 
regulations  or  successfully  induced  others  to  break 
quarantine  regulations,  by  coming  out  of,  or  by  en- 
tering into  and  coming  out  of,  any  quarantined  build- 
ing or  buildings  and  mingling  with  other  people,  or 
going  to  places  where  people  congregate  or  are  likely 
to  congregate,  either  hall,  house,  shop,  store,  farm, 
post-office,  church,  street,  highway  or  road;  or  who 
sends,  by  messenger,  express  or  post,  packages,  par- 
cels, goods  or  supplies,  which  have  not  been  previously 
I,  marked  "permitted"  by  the  physician  in  charge,  from 
</iany  quarantined  building  or  buildings  to  any  point

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outside  of  said  building  or  buildings;  or  who  tears 
down  or  displaces  any  sign,  placard,  poster  or  notice 
placed  on  an^  quarantined  building  or  buildings  by 
order  of  the  Board  of  Health;  may  be  arrested  forth- 
with, without  warrant,  by  any  of  the  members  of  the  Amsrt  without 
State  Board  of  Health  or  of  the  local  Boards  of  Health,  ^"~t- 
or  by  any  of  the  quarantine  officers  appointed  by  the 
State  Board  of  Health,  under  the  authority  herein 
given;  and  any  x)erson,  not  a  physician,  nurse,  or  other 
duly  authorized  attendant  or  visitor,  lay,  professional 
or  clerical,  to  any  quarantined  building  or  buildings^ 
who,  upon  credible  information  communicated  either 
to  any  member  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  or  of  the 
local  Boards  or  to  any  quarantine  officer,  is  charged 
with  breaking  quarantine  regulations  or  successfully 
inducing  others  to  break  quarantine  regulations,  by 
coming  out  of,  or  by  entering  into  and  coming  out  of, 
any  quarantined  building  or  buildings  and  mingling 
with  other  people,  or  going  to  places  where  x)eople  con- 
gregate, either  hall,  house,  shop,  store,  farm,  post- 
office,  church,  street,  highway  or  road;  or  by  sending, 
by   messenger,    express    or   post,  packages,   parcels, 
goods  or  supplies,  which  have  not  been  previously 
marked  "permitted"  by  the  physician  in  charge,  from 
any  quarantined  building  or  buildings  to  any  point 
outside  of  said  building  or  buildings;  or  who  is  charged 
with  tearing  down  or  displacing  any  sign,  placard,  pos- 
ter or  notice  placed  on  any  quarantined  building  by 
order  of  the  Board  of  Health;  may  be  arrested,  upon 
warrant,  by  any  of  the  members  of  the  State  Board  of  wS!?nt?'^° 
Health  or  of  the  local  Boards  of  Health,  or  any  of  the 
said  quarantine  officers,  or  any  other  constable,  police 
officer  of  this  Commonwealth;  and  such  x)erson  so 
offending,  whether  arrested  with  or  without  warrant, 
as  above  provided,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor, and  upon  conviction,  in  the  court  of  quarter  Miwiemeanor. 
sessions  for  the  proper  county,  of  any  of  the  acts  here- 
inbefore stated,  shall  be  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  not 
exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  and  undergo  an  im- 
prisonment not  exceeding  one  year,  either  or  both,  at  ^°*  *"*  penalty, 
the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Section  4.  That  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  specifically  appropriated,

To  encourage  the  repression  of  tuberculosis  of  cattle,  ajid  to 
provide  for  the  disposition  of  the  carcasses  of  meat-produc- 
ing animals  that  are  infected  with  tuberculosis  to  a  degree 
that  renders  their  flesh  unflt  for  use  as  food. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  whenever  ii 
comes  to  the  knowledge  of  the  secretary  of  the  State 
Live  Stock  Sanitary  Board,  or  an  agent  of  that  board 
who  is  authorized  to  inspect  animals,  that  a  meat-pro- 
ducing animal,  killed  for  food,  was  found  to  be  infected 
with  tuberculosis,  or  with  a  disease  resembling  tuber- 
culosis, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  of  the 
State  Live  Stock  Sanitary  Board,  either  himself  or  by 
deputy,  or  of  an  authorized  agent  of  the  State  Live 
Stock  Sanitary  Board,  to  make  an  inspection  of  the 
said  dead  animal  and  its  parts,  for  the  purpose  of  as- 
certaining whether  it  is  or  was  infected  with  tuber- 
culosis, and,  if  infected,  to  what  extent. 

Section  2.  If  it  shall  be  found  that  the  animal,  from 
which  the  carcass  or  meat  came,  was  infected  with 
tuberculosis,  of  other  infectious  disease,  and  to  a  de- 
gree that  renders  the  flesh  unfit  for  use  as  food,  the 
said  dead  animal,  carcass  or  meat,  shall  be  condemned, 
and  shall  be  disposed  of  by  the  use  of  any  method  that 
is  approved  by  the  State  Live  Stock  Sanitary  Board. 
For  the  guidance  of  inspectors  of  animals  and  meats, 
and  of  agents  of  the  State  Live  Stock  Sanitary  Board, 
rules  for  the  inspection  of  the  carcasses  of  meat-pro- 
ducing animals  may  be  promulgated  by  the  State  Live 
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Stock  Sanitary  Board,  or,  in  the  absence  of  such  roles, 
the  rules  of  the  United  States  Bureau  of  Animal  In- 
dustry, that  cover  the  inspection  of  animals  and  car- 
casses for  tuberculosis  in  abbattoirs  under  federal  in- 
spection, shall  be  observed. 

Section  3.  When  it  is  decided  by  a  meat  inspector, 
approved  in  respect  to  competency  and  reliability  by 
the  secretary  of  the  State  Live  Stock  Sanitary  Board, 
or  by  a  member  or  agent  of  the  State  Live  Stock  Sani- 
tary Board,  and  certified  by  him  in  writing  on  an  owtuhmto. 
oflScial  form  that  shall  be  provided  for  this  purpose  by 
the  State  Live  Stock  Sanitary  Board,  that  the  flesh  of 
a  meat-producing  animal  is  unfit  for  use  as  food,  on  ac- 
count of  the  fact  that  the  animal  from  which  it  came 
was  infected  with  tuberculosis  to  an  injurious  degree, 
the  said  meat  or  carcass  may  be  appraised,  by  agree-  AppnOMiiMBt. 
ment  between  a  member  or  agent  of  the  State  Live 
Stock  Sanitary  Board  and  the  owner  or  his  agent,  or, 
if  an  agreement  cannot  be  made,  three  appraisers  shall 
be  appointed,  one  by  the  owner  or  his  agent,  one  by  the 
State  Live  Stock  Sanitary  Board  or  its  authorized 
agent,  and  the  third  by  the  two  so  appointed,  who 
shall,  under  oath  or  affirmation,  fairly  and  impartially 
appraise  the  meat  or  carcass,  taking  into  consideration 
its  apparent  market  value  at  the  time  of  appraisement:

Hens  shall  be  allowed  for  taxes,  and  for  municipal  improve- 
ments, and  for  the  removal  of  nuisances;  the  procedure  ui)on 
claims  filed  therefor;  the  methods  for  preserving  such  liens 
and  enforcing  payment  of  such  claims;  the  effect  of  judicial 
sales  of  the  properties  liened,  and  the  manner  of  distributing 
the  proceeds  of  such  sales,"  approved  the  fourth  day  of  June, 
one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  one. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  section  forty-one  L^ns  for  taxes, 
of  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  providing  when,  how,  upon 
what  property,  and  to  what  extent,  liens  shall  be  al- 
lowed for  taxes,  and  for  municipal  improvements,  and 
for  the  removal  of  nuisances;  the  procedure  upon 
claims  filed  therefor;  the  methods  for  preserving  such

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they  may  need,  upon  which  to  erect  or  construct  nec- 
essary municipal  buildings,  fire  engine  houses,  gas 
and  electric  light  works,  and,  within  or  without  the 
city  limits,  within  the  same  county,  upon  which  to 
erect  hospitals,  water-works,  and  for  the  purpose  of  a 
poor-farm;  and  in  case  they  cannot  agree  with  the 
owner  or  owners  as  to  the  price  thereof,  or  in  case  the 
owner  or  owners  thereof  are  absent  or  are  incapacita- 
ted from  any  cause,  or  are  unknown,  by  reason  of 
which  no  agreement  can  be  made,  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
each  respective  city,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  take  and  appropriate  for  said  pur- 
poses the  necessary  real  estate,  within  or  without  the 
city  limits  as  the  case  may  be,  after  an  ordinance  shall 
have  been  passed  providing  for  such  taking  and  appro- 
priation.

person  absent,  or  to  the  guardian  or  committee  of  any 
one  under  legal  incapacity,  the  condition  of  which 
shall  be  that  the  said  city  will  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid 
such  amount  of  damages  as  the  party  shall  be  entitled

sions  of  this  act,  shall  hear  the  parties  interested  and 
their  witnesses,  and  shall  estimate  and  determine  the  Hearing*, 
value  of  the  lands  taken  and  appropriated,  and  any 
damages  that  may  have  been  sustained  by  reason  of 
said  taking  and  appropriation,  and  to  whom  the  same 
is  payable;  and,  having  so  estimated  and  determined 
the  value  of  the  property  and  damages  sustained,  they

Upon  said  report  being  filed  in  court,  any 
interested  party,  within  thirty  days,  may  file  excep- 
tions thereto;  and  the  court  shall  have  power  to  con- 
firm, modify,  change,  or  otherwise  correct  the  same, 
or  refer  the  same  back  to  the  same  or  new  viewers, 
with  like  power  as  to  their  report.  Or,  vnthin  said 
thirty  days  from  the  filing  of  any  such  report  in  court, 
the  respective  city,  or  any  party  whose  lands  have 
been  taken,  may  appeal  to  the  proper  court  of  com- 
mon pleas,  and  demand  a  trial  by  jury,  according  to 
the  course  of  the  common  law;  and  said  court  shall 
have  power  to  order  what  notices  shall  be  given  in 
connection  with  any  part  of  the  proceedings,  and  make 
all  such  orders  as  it  may  deem  requisite.

Relating  to  the  location,  construction  and  maintenance  of  via- 
ducts  and  bridges  in  cities  and  adjacent  territory;  empower* 
lag  the  several  cities  of  this  Commonwealth  to  construct,  oi 
have  constructed,  bridges  or  viaducts  over  rivers,  creeks, 
streams,  railroads  and  private  lands,  or  over  and  across 
any  of  them,  for  public  highways,  and  to  procure  locations 
therefor  by  purchase  or  condemnation  proceedings,  whether 
the  same  be  wholly  within,  or  partly  within  and  partly 
without,  the  city  limits;  authorizing  said  cities  to  unite  and 
enter  into  a  contract  or  contracts  with  the  county  commis- 
sioners of  the  proper  county,  and  with  railroad,  street  rail- 
way, and  other  companies  and  parties  interested,  or  with 
any  of  them,  for  the  erection,  construction  and  mainte- 
nance of  said  viaducts  and  bridges,  and  for  the  payment 
of  the  damages  caused  by  their  location  and  erection;  and 
forbidding  any  railroad  company  to  pass  under  any  such 
viaduct  or  bridge,  without  contributing  to  the  cost  of  main- 
tenance thereof. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  the  several  cities 
of  this  Commonwealth  are  hereby  authorized  to  locate 
and  build  viaducts  or  bridges,  to  be  used  as  public  S"Siid*^i2d!lSu 
highways,  over  rivers,  creeks,  streams,  railroads  and  or  bridg««. 
private  property,  or  over  and  across  any  of  them, 
whether  the  said  viaducts  or  bridges  be  wholly  with- 
in, or  partly  without  and  partly  within,  the  city  limits, 
for  the  purpose  of  uniting  two  or  more  different  streets 
or  highways,  or  separate  parts  of  the  same  highway  or 
extension  thereof. 

Section  2.  The  said  cities  shall  have  the  right  to 
enact  ordinances,  providing  for  the  laying-out  and  ordiMuioefc 
opening  of  the  routes  or  locations  for  said  viaducts 
and  bridges,  which  shall  be  public  highways;  and  the 
proceedings  for  the  said  laying-out  and  fixing  the  loca- 
tions, and  for  the  opening  thereof,  shall  be  the  same 
as  is  provided  by  law  in  the  laying-out  and  opening  of 
streets  in  said  cities,  except  that  no  petition  of  prop- 
erty owners  shall  be  required  therefor. 

Section  3.  In  case  the  said  respective  city  has  not 
agreed  with  the  owner  or  owners  for  the  damages 
done,  or  likely  to  be  done,  by  the  erection  of  said  via- 
duct or  bridge,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  city  to 
take  and  appropriate  the  lands  and  property  neces-

The  said  county  commissioners  may  con- 
tract, subject  to  the  approval  of  the  court  of  quarter 
sessions  of  the  proper  county,  for  that  part  or  portion 
of  the  viaduct  or  bridge  which  crosses  any  river,  creek, 
stream,  or  other  place,  over  which  the  county  is  by 
law  authorized  to  build  bridges,  including  the  abut- 
ments and  piers  thereof,  and  such  part  shall  thereafter 
be  maintained  as  a  county  bridge;  or  they  may  con- 
tract for  such  part  or  portion  of  the  whole  structure 
as  is  equal  to  the  part  or  portion  of  the  viaduct  or 
bridge  over  the  respective  river,  creek,  stream,  or 
other  place,  as  aforesaid:  Provided,  however.  That 
the  said  county  commissioners  may  contract  to  pay  an

•Section  6.  The  contracts  herein  provided  for  may 
stipulate  that  the  respective  city,  county,  railroad 
company,  street  railway  or  other  company,  or  parties 
interested,  or  any  of  them,  shall  pay  a  certain  part  or 
portion  of  the  whole  contract  price  or  cost  of  the  work, 
including  damages;  or  may  stipulate  that  each  shall 
construct,  or  pay  for  the  construction  of,  a  certain  part 
or  portion  of  the  work,  and  may  otherwise  provide  for 
the  payment  of  the  damages.  When  any  railroad  com- 
pany, street  railway  or  other  company,  or  other  parties 
interested,  agree  to  pay  a  certain  part  or  portion  of 
the  cost  of  the  entire  work,  they  shall  pay  such  part 
or  portion  into  the  proper  city  treasury;  and  upon  said 
payment,  the  city  treasurer  shall  be  liable  therefor,

necessary  to  build  it,  without  entering  such  bridge  on  Kot  to  be  entarcd 
record  as  a  county  bridge.

To  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  the  sale,  use 
and  disposition  of  butts,  hogsheads,  barrels,  casks  or  kegs, 
used  by  the  manufacturers  of  malt  liquors,"  approved  the 
fourth  day  of  April,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  sixty-five;  and  extending  the  provisions  thereof 
to  the  sale,  use,  and  disposition  of  milk-cans,  milk-bottles 
and  milk- jars,  butter-boxes,  ice-cream  cans,  and  ice-cream 
tubs. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  section  one  of  an 
act,  entitled  ''An  act  in  relation  to  the  sale,  use  and 
disposition  of  butts,  hogsheads,  casks  or  kegs,  used 
by  the  manufacturers  of  malt  liquors,"  approved  April 
fourth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-five, 
which  reads  as  follows: 

"Section  1.  That  any  person  or  persons,  engaged  in  J^<*^  i*»*"itod 
the  manufacture  of  malt  liquor,  for  sale,  in  butts,  hogs-  for  amandoMnt

dred and  eighty-five,  which,  as  amended  by  an  act  ap- 
proved the  twenty-third  day  of  May,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  eighty-seven,  reads  as  follows: 

"The  clerk  of  the  court  shall  inquire  of  the  parties

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  whenever  a  child 
shall  be  or  hertofore  shall  have  been  committed  to  any 
House  of  Refuge  which  is  not  exclusively  under  State 
control,  and  shall  become  or  shall  have  become  an 
inmate  thereof,  one-half  of  the  expense  of  maintain-  szpenM  of  mam- 
ing  and  instructing  such  child    hereafter    shall  be  itSS^n."*  *"" 
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borne  by  the  county  from  which  such  child  shall  have 
been  received,  and  the  remaining  one-half  shall  be 
paid  out  of  the  appropriations  made  to  such  House  of 
Befuge,  from  time  to  time,  by  the  State.  The  method 
of  collecting  the  amount  due  by  the  sev- 
eral counties  from  which  children  have  been  sent,  shall 
be  by  orders  drawn  by  the  treasurer  of  any  such  House 
of  Kefuge  on  the  treasurers  of  said  counties,  who 
shall  accept  and  pay  the  same:  Provided,  That  the 
said  orders  shall  be  presented  quarterly,  on  the  first 
days  of  May,  August,  November,  and  February,  in 
each  and  every  year,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be 
convenient.  And  provided  also.  That  the  treack 
urer  of  such  House  of  Refuge,  on  or  before 
the  first  Monday  of  the  preceding  month,  shall 
transmit,  by  the  public  mail,  to  the  commis- 
sioners of  such  of  the  counties  as  may  have  become 
indebted  for  the  maintenance  and  instruction  of  in- 
mates in  such  House  of  Refuge,  an  account  of  the  ex- 
pense of  maintaining  and  instructing  them,  which  ac- 
count shall  be  signed  by  the  treasurer,  and  sworn  or 
affirmed  to  by  him,  and  attested  by  the  superintendent 
of  the  department  of  such  House  of  Refuge  in  which 
each  of  such  inmates  may  be  living.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  said  commissioners,  immediately  upon  the 
receipt  of  said  accounts,  to  give  notice  to  the  treasur- 
ers of  their  respective  counties  of  the  amount  of  said 
accounts,  with  instructions  to  collect  and  retain  money 
for  the  payment  of  said  orders  when  presented.  For 
the  purpose  of  fixing  the  amount  to  be  charged  for  the 
maintenance  and  instruction  of  each  inmate,  the  per 
capita  cost  of  maintaining  and  conducting  such  House

To  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  the  or- 
ganization, discipline  and  regulation  of  the  National  Guard 
of  Pennsylvania,"  approved  the  twenty-eighth  day  of  April, 
Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-nine, 
by  providing  for  the  organization  of  a  regiment  of  cavalry, 
the  establisbment  of  regimental  bands  and  of  a  hospital 
corps. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  section  two  of  the 
act,  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  the  organization, 
discipline  and  regulation  of  the  National  Guard  of 
Pennsylvania,"  approved  the  twenty-eighth  day  of 
April,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
ninety -nine,  which  reads  as  follows: 

"Section  2.  In  the  time  of  peace  the  National  Guard 
shall  consist  of  not  more  than  one  hundred  and  eighth- 
companies  of  infantry,  five  troops  of  cavalry,  five  bat- 
teries of  artillery,  four  companies  of  engineers,  and 
a  signal  corps  of  one  company,  fully  armed,  uniformed 
and  equipped,  to  be  allotted  and  apportioned  in  such 
localities  of  the  State  as  the  necessity  of  the  service  in 
the  discretion  of  the  Commander-in-Chief  may  require, 
and  organized  in  such  divisions,  brigades,  regiments, 
battalions  and  unassigned  companies,  with  power  to 
make  such  alterations  in  the  organization  and  arrange- 
ment thereof,  from  time  to  time,  as  he  may  deem  nec- 
essary: Provided,  That  there  shall  not  be  more  than 
one  major  general  and  five  brigadier  generals  of  the 
line.  But  the  Commander-in-Chief  shall  have  power 
in  case  of  war,  invasion,  insurrection,  riot,  or  immi- 
nent danger  thereof,  to  increase  the  said  force  and  or- 
ganize the  same  as  the  exigencies  of  the  occasion  may 
require,"  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to 
read  as  follows:

The  staff  of  the  Comman-  "**^** 
der-in-Chief  shall  consist  of  one  adjutant  general,  with 
the  rank  of  brigadier  general,  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Commander-in-Chief,  with  the  consent  of  the  Senate; 
one  assistant  adjutant  general,  with  the  rank  of  col- 
onel, to  be  appointed  by  the  Commander-in-Chief,  upon 
the  recommendation  of  the  adjutant  general;  one  in- 
spector general  and  one  judge  advocate  general,  each 
with  the  rank  of  colonel,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Com-

general  and  commissary  general,  respectively;    twelve 
aides-de-camp,  each  with  the  rank  of  lieutenant  col- 
onel, to  be  appointed  by  the  Commander-in-Chief;  and 
one  sergeant  major,  one  quartermaster  sergeant,  one 
conmiissary   sergeant,    one    ordnance    sergeant,    one 
chief  musician,  and  one  color  sergeant,  each  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Commander-in-Chief. 

''Of  the  division,  one  major  general  to  command  the 
same,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Commander-in-Chief, 
with  the  consent  of  the  Senate.  The  staff  of  the  divi- 
sion commander  shall  consist  of  one  assistant  adju- 
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tant  general,  one  inspector,  one  judge  advocate,  one 
quartermaster,  one  commissary  of  subsistence,  one 
ordnance  officer  and  one  inspector  of  rifle  practice, 
eacli  with  the  rank  of  lieutenant  colonel,  to  be  appoint- 
ed by  the  major  general,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Commander-in-Chief;  and  one  surgeon,  with  the  rank 
of  lieutenant  colonel,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Comman- 
der-in-Chief, and  assigned  to  duty  from  the  medical 
department;  three  aides-de-camp,  each  with  the  rank 
of  major,  to  be  appointed  by  the  major  general,  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  Commander-in-Chief;  and  one 
sergeant  major,  one  quartermaster  sergeant,  one  com- 
missary sergeant,  one  ordnance  sergeant,  one  chief 
musician  and  one  color  sergeant,  each  to  be  appointed 
by  the  major  general. 

^'Of  each  brigade,  one  brigadier  general  to  command 
the  same,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Commander-in-Chief, 
with  the  consent  of  the  Senate.  The  staff  of  a  brigade 
commander  shall  consist  of  one  assistant  adjutant 
general,  one  inspector,  one  judge  advocate,  one  quar- 
termaster, one  commissary  of  subsistence,  one  ord- 
nance officer,  each  with  the  rank  of  major,  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  brigadier  general,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Commander-in-Chief;  and  one  surgeon, 
with  the  rank  of  major,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief, and  assigned  to  duty  from  the  medi- 
cal department;  two  aides-de-camp,  each  with  the  rank 
of  captain,  to  be  appointed  by  the  brigadier  general, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Commander-in-Chief;

of  first  lieutenant,  each  to  be  appointed  by  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief, and  assigned  to  duty  from  the  medi- 
cal department;  one  chaplain,  with  the  rank  of  cap- 
tain, one  adjutant  (an  extra  captain),  one  regimental 
quartermaster  (an  extra  captain),  one  regimental  com-

"Of  every  company  of  infantry,  one  captain,  one 
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first  lieutenant  and  one  second  lieutenant,  each  to  be 
elected  by  the  written  or  printed  votes  of  a  majority  of 
the  non-commissioned  officers  and  privates  of  the  re- 
spective company;  one  first  sergeant,  four  sergeants, 
eight  corporals,  two  musicians,  thirty-five  privates 
minimum,  forty-five  privates  maximum;  the  non-com- 
missioned officers  to  be  appointed  by  the  respective 
captains,  approved  by  their  regimental  commander. 

"Of  every  battery  of  artillery,  one  captain,  two  first 
lieutenants  and  one  second  lieutenant,  each  to  be 
elected  by  the  written  or  printed  votes  of  a  majority 
of  the  non-commissioned  officers  and  privates  of  the 
respective  battery;  one  assistant  surgeon,  with  the 
rank  of  first  lieutenant,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief and  assigned  to  duty  from  the  medical 
department;  one  quartermaster  (an  extra  second  lieu- 
tenant), to  be  appointed  by  the  captain,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  respective  commanding  officer;  one 
first  sergeant,  one  quartermaster  sergeant,  one  com- 
missary sergeant,  one  stable  and  veterinary  sergeant, 
four  sergeants,  eight  corporals,  two  musicians,  two 
artificers,  one  tcagoner,  and  forty-six  privates  mini- 
mum, and  fifty-six  privates  maximum;  non-commis- 
sioned officers  to  be  appointed  by  the  respective  cap- 
tains, approved  by  their  respective  commanding  officer. 

"Of  every  troop  of  cavalry,  one  captain,  one  first 
lieutenant  and  one  second  lieutenant,  each  to  be 
elected  by  the  written  or  printed  votes  of  a  majority  of 
the  non-commissioned  officers  and  privates  of  the 
respective  troop;  one  assistant  surgeon,  with  the  rank 
of  first  lieutenant,  to  he  appointed  by  the  Commander-in- 
Chief,  and  assigned  to  duty  from  the  medical  de- 
partment; one  quartermaster  (an  extra  second  lieuten- 
ant), to  he  appointed  hy  the  captain,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  respective  commanding  officer;  one 
first  sergeant,  one  quartermaster  sergeant,  one  com- 
missary sergeant,  five  sergeants,  eight  corporals,  two 
trumpeters,  two  farriers  or  blacksmiths,  one  saddler, 
one  wagoner,  and  twenty-eight  privates  minimum, 
thirty-eight  privates  maximum,  the  non-commissioned 
officers  to  be  appointed  by  the  respective  captains,  and 
approved  by  their  respective  commanding  officer. 

"Of  every  company  of  engineers,  one  captain,  one 
first  lieutenant  and  one  second  lieutenant,  each  to  be 
elected  by  the  written  or  printed  votes  of  a  majority  of 
the  non-commissioned  officers  and  privates  of  the  re- 
spective company;  one  first  sergeant,  four  sergeants, 
eight  corporals,  two  musicians,  thirty-five  privates 
minimum,  forty-five  privates  maximum;  the  non-com- 
missioned officers  to  be  appointed  by  the  respective 
captains,  and  approved  by  their  respective  command- 
ing officer. 

"Of  the  signal  corps  of  one  company,  one  captain, 
one  first  lieutenant  and  one  second  lieutenant,  each 
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to  be  elected  by  the  written  or  printed  votes  of  a  ma- 
jority of  the  non-commissioned  officers  and  privates 
of  the  company;  and  one  first  sergeant,  three  ser- 
geants, four  corporals,  two  musicians,  and  twenty- 
eight  privates  minimum,  and  thirty-two  privates  max- 
imum; the  non-commissioned  officers  to  be  appointed 
by  the  captain,  and  approved  by  the  commanding 
officer. 

"To  every  company  there  shall  be  one  clerk,  Who 
shall  be  detailed  for  that  duty  from  the  company  by 
the  commanding  officer  thereof. 

"For  all  the  purposes  of  this  act  the  word  company, 
or  companies,  shall  apply  to,  and  include,  the  infantry, 
cavalry,  artillery,  engineer  and  signal  corps  forces. 

"Company  commanders  shall  each  give  bonds  in  the 
sum  of  two  thousand  dollars,  lieutenants  of  companies 
each  in  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  to  be  approv- 
ed by  the  Military  Board,  and  the  form  to  be  pre- 
scribed by  the  Adjutant  General,  conditioned  for  the 
faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  their  office,  and  for 
the  safe  keeping  and  return  of  the  property  of  the 
State,  issued  to  them  by  the  Adjutant  General,  or  ac- 
quired by  them  by  purchase  from  the  annual  allow- 
ances, when  demand  is  made  for  the  same  by  the  Ad- 
jutant General,"  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended 
so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  4.  The  officers  and  non-commissioned  officers 
of  the  National  Guard  shall  be  as  follows: 
commander-in-  A  Commander-in-Chief.      The    staff    of    the    Com-

with  the  rank  of  brigadier  general,  to  be  appointed  by 
the  Commander-in-Chief,  with  the  consent  of  the  Sen- 
ate; one  assistant  adjutant  general,  with  the  rank  of 
colonel,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Commander-in-Chief, 
upon  the  recommendation  of  the  adjutant  general;

by  the  Commander-in-Chief,  with  the  consent  of  the 
Senate;  one  general  inspector  of  rifle  practice,  and  one 
chief  of  ordnance,  each  with  the  rank  of  colonel,  to 
be  appointed  by  the  Commander-in-Chief;  one  assist- 
ant quartermaster  general,  and  one  assistant  commis- 
sary general  of  subsistence,  each  with  the  rank  of  lieu- 
tenant colonel,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Commander-in- 
Chief,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  quartermaster 
general  and  commissary  general,  respectively;  <Wr- 
teen  aides-de-camp,  each  with  the  rank  of  lieutenant 
colonel,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Commander-in-Chief; 
and  one  sergeant  major,  one  quartermaster  sergeant, 
one  commissary  sergeant,  one  ordnance  sergeant,  one 
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chief  macdciaiiy  and  one  color  sergeant,  each  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Commander-in-Chief. 

Of  the  division,  one  major  general  to  command  the  ^^^  G«n«rai 
same,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Commander-in-Chief,  and  «■  ■uir. 
with  the  consent  of  the  Senate.  The  staff  of  the  di- 
vision commander  shall  consist  of  one  assistant  adju- 
tant general,  one  inspector,  one  judge  advocate,  one 
quartermaster,  one  commissary  of  subsistence,  one  in- 
spector of  rifle  practice,  and  one  ordnance  officer,  each 
with  the  rank  of  lieutenant  colonel,  to  be  appointed 
by  the  major  general,  subject  to  the  approval  of  iho 
Commander-in-Chief;  and  one  surgeon,  with  the  rank 
of  lieutenant  colonel,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief, and  assigned  to  duty  from  the  medi- 
cal department;  three  aides-de-camp,  each  with  the 
rank  of  major,  to  be  appointed  by  the  major  general, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Commander-in-Chief; 
and  one  sergeant  major,  one  quartermaster  sergeant, 
one  commissary  sergeant,  one  ordnance  sergeant,  one 
chief  musician,  and  one  color  sergeant,  each  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  major  general. 

Of  each  brigade,  one  brigadier  general  to  command  Brt»adier  Q^wni 
the  same,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Commander-in-Chief,  *°*  ^*  ■**^ 
with  the  consent  of  the  Senate.  Hie  staff  of  a  brigade 
commander  shall  consist  of  one  assistant  adjutant 
general,  one  inspector,  one  judge  advocate,  one  quar- 
termaster, one  commissary  of  subsistence,  one  ord- 
nance officer,  each  with  the  rank  of  major,  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  brigadier  general,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Commander-in-Chief;  and  one  surgeon, 
with  the  rank  of  major,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief, and  assigned  to  duty  from  the  medi- 
cal department;  two  aides-de-camp,  each  with  the  rank 
of  captain,  to  be  appointed  by  the  brigadier  general, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Commander-in-Chief; 
and  one  sergeant  major,  one  quartermaster  sergeant, 
one  commissary  sergeant,  one  ordnance  sergeant,  one 
chief  musician,  and  one  color  sergeant,  each  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  brigadier  general. 

Of  each  regiment  of  infantry,  one  colonel,  one  lieu-  infantry  wgi- 
tenant  colonel,  and  not  more  than  three  majors,  each  m«ntai  offloen. 
to  be  elected  by  the  written  or  printed  votes  of  the 
majority  of  the  commissioned  officers  of  the  com- 
panies of  the  respective  regiments;  one  surgeon,  with 
the  rank  of  major,  and  two  assistant  surgeons,  with 
the  rank  of  first  lieutenant,  each  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Commander-in-Chief,  and  assigned  to  duty  from  the 
medical  department;  one  chaplain,  with  the  rank  of 
captain,  one  adjutant  (an  extra  captain),  one  regi- 
mental quartermaster  (an  extra  captain),  one  regi- 
mental commissary  (an  extrs, captain),  one  regimental 
inspector  of  rifle  practice  (an  extra  captain),  three  bat- 
talion adjutants  (extra  first  lieutenants),  each  to  be 

appointed  by  the  colonel,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
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the  brigade  commander;  and  one  sergeant  major,  one 
quartermaster  sergeant,  one  commissary  sergeant,  Uco 
color  sergeants,  and  three  battalion  sergeants  major, 
each  to  be  appointed  by  the  colonel. 

Of  each  regiment  of  cavalry^  one  coUmely  one  lieutenant 
colonel,  and  not  more  than  three  majors^  each  to  he  elected 
by  the  icritten  or  printed  votes  of  the  majority  of  the 
commissioned  officers  of  the  troops  of  the  respective  regi- 
ments; one  surgeon,  with  the  rank  of  major,  and  t%DO 
assistant  surgeons,  with  the  rank  of  first  lieutenant, 
each  to  he  appointed  by  the  Commander-in-chief,  and  iw- 
signed  to  duty  from  the  medical  department;  one  chaplain, 
with  the  rank  of  captain,  one  adjutant  (a/n  extra  captain), 
one  regimental  quartermaster  (an  extra  captain),  one 
regimental  commissary  (an  extra  captain),  one  regimental 
inspector  of  rifle  practice  (an  extra  captain),  one  veteri- 
narian, with  the  rank  of  second  lieutenant,  three  squad- 
ron adjutants  (extra  first  lieutenants),  each  to  he  ap- 
pointed hy  the  colonel,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  tifi- 
mediate  superior  commanding  officer;  and  one  sergeant 
major,  one  quarterma^ster  sergeant,  one  commissary  ser- 
geant, tux)  color  sergeants,  and  three  squadron  sergeants 
major,  each  to  be  appointed  by  the  colonel. 

Of  every  company  of  infantry,  one  captain,  one  first 
lieutenant  and  one  second  lieutenant,  each  to  be 
elected  by  the  written  or  printed  votes  of  a  majority  of 
the  non-commissioned  offlcers  and  privates  of  the 
respective  company;  one  first  sergeant,  one  quarter- 
master sergeant,  four  sergeants,  six  corporals,  two 
musicians,  not  more  than  two  cooks,  one  artificer,  and 
thirty-five  privates  minimum,  forty-five  privates  max- 
imum; the  non-commissioned  officers  to  be  appointed 
by  the  respective  captains,  approved  by  their  regi- 
mental commander. 

Of  every  battery  of  artillery,  one  captain,  two  first 
lieutenants,  and  one  second  lieutenant,  each  to  be 
elected  by  the  written  or  printed  votes  of  a  majority 
of  the  non-commissioned  officers  and  privates  of  the 
respective  battery;  one  assistant  surgeon,  with  the 
rank  of  first  lieutenant,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Oom- 
mander-in-Chief,  and  assigned  to  duty  from  the  medi 
cal  department;  one  quartermaster  (an  extra  second 
lieutenant),  to  be  appointed  by  the  captain,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  respective  commanding  officer; 
one  first  sergeant,  one  quartermaster  sergeant,  one 
stable  and  veterinary  sergeant,  five  sergeants,  eight 
corporals,  two  musicians,  two  artificers,  not  more  than 
two  cooks,  and  forty-six  privates,  minimum,  and  fifty- 
six  privates  maximum;  non-commissioned  officers  to 
be  appointed  by  the  respective  captains,  approved  by 
their  respective  commanding  officer. 

Of  every  troop  of  cavalry,  one  captain,  one 
first  lieutenant  and  one  second  lieutenant,  each  to 
be  elected  by  the  written  or  printed  votes  of  a  ma-

mam;  the  non-commissioned  officers  to  be  appointed 
by  the  respective  captains,  and  approved  by  their  re- 
spective commanding  officer.  When  a  troop  is  not 
assigned  to  or  part  of  a  regiment  of  cavalry,  an  assistant 
surgeon,  tDtth  the  rank  of  first  lieutenant,  may  he  ap- 
pointed by  the  Commander-in-Chief,  and  assigned  to  duty 
from  the  medical  department;  and  one  quartermaster  (an 
extra  second  lieutenant),  may  he  appointed  by  the  captain, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  respective  commanding 
officer. 

Of  every  company  of  engineers,  one  captain,  one 
first  lieutenant  and  one  second  lieutenant,  each  to  be 
elected  by  the  written  or  printed  votes  of  a  majority 
of  the  non-commissioned  officers  and  privates  of  the 
respective  company;  one  first  sergeant,  one  quarter- 
master sergeant,  four  sergeants,  eight  corporals,  two 
musicians,  not  more  than  tico  cooks,  thirty-five  pri- 
vates minimum,  sixty  privates  maximum;  the  non- 
commissioned officers  to  be  appointed  by  the  respec- 
tive captains,  and  approved  by  their  respective  com- 
manding officer. 

Of  the  signal  corps  of  one  company,  one  captain,  one 
first  lieutenant  and  one  second  lieutenant,  each  to  be 
elected  by  the  written  or  printed  votes  of  a  majority  of 
the  non-commissioned  officers  and  privates  of  the  com- 
pany; and  one  first  sergeant,  three  sergeants,  four 
corporals,  two  musicians,  not  more  than  two  cooks, 
and  twenty-eight  privates  minimum,  and  thirty-two 
privates  maximum ;  the  non-commissioned  officers  to  be 
appointed  by  the  captain,  and  approved  by  the  com- 
manding officer. 

To  every  company  there  shall  be  one  clerk,  who  shall 
be  detailed  for  that  duty  from  the  company  by  the 
commanding  officer  thereof. 

For  all  the  purposes  of  this  act  the  word  company, 
or  comjvanies,  shall  apply  to  and  include  the  infantry, 
cavalry,  artillery,  regimental  band,  engineer,  signal 
corps  and  hospital  corps  forces. 

Company  commanders  shall  each  give  bonds  in  the

There  shall  he  organized  a  hospital  corps,  to  be  pari  of 
the  Medical  Department  of  the  National  Ouard  of  Penn- 
sylvania, to  consist  of  not  more  than  fifty  hospital  gtew- 
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arda,  <me  hundred  acting  hospital  stewards,  and  three 
hundred  privates;  to  be  organized,  apportioned  and  as- 
signed to  duty  among  the  several  organizations  as  the 
Commander-in-Chief  may  direct.  Enlistment  for  the 
hospital  corps  to  he  made  in  such  manner  as  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief may  direct,  and  upon  blank  forms  to  he 
prepared  by  the  Surgeon  Oeneral,  and  approved  by  the 
Commander-in-Chief.  Appointments  of  hospital  stewards  ^  ^^^,^^, 
and  acting  hospital  stewards  shall  be  made  as  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief may  direct;  such  appointments  to  be  made 
upon  the  recommendation  of  the  senior  surgeon,  on  duty 
with  the  command,  and  after  they  have  satisfactorily 
passed  such  examination  as  to  fitness  and  professional 
qualifications  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Surgeon  Gen- 
eral. The  equipment  of  members  of  the  hospital  corps  ag^pn^t. 
shaU  conform,  as  nearly  as  practicable,  to  that  of  the 
hospital  corps  of  the  United  States  Army,  Hospital  stew- 
ards and  acting  hospital  stewards  sliall  have  the  rank, 
and  receive  the  per  diem  pay,  of  sergeants  of  the  non- 
commissioned staff  of  the  National  Guard  of  Pennsyl- 
vania; the  privates  of  the  hospital  corps  shall  receive 
the  same  per  diem  pay  as  privates  of  infantry. 

The  hospital  corps  may,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief, be  organized  into  companies;  the  mini-  onmaiiauon  into 
mtffii  and  maximum  strength,  and  the  number  of  non-  oompaniM. 
commissioned  officers  of  such  companies,  to  be  determined 
by  the  Commander-in-Chief;  the  said  minimum  strength 
in  no  case  to  be  less  than  fifty  non-commissioned  officers 
and  privates.    The  commissioned  officers  of  each  company  commiMioiwd  of- 
shaU  be  one  captain,  one  first  lieutenant,  and  one  second  a<^>** 
lieutenant,  each  to  be  appointed  by  the  Commander-in- 
Chief,  after  the  applicant  has  passed  successfully  such 
examination  as  to  character,  professional  ability,  and 
physical  condition  as  may  be  required  by  the  Surgeon 
General,  and  he  has  been  recommended  J^  the  Surgeon 
General.    The  commissioned  officers  of  each  hospital  corps 
company  shaU  furnish  bonds,  in  the  same  sum  and  in  the  ^^^  ^' 
same  manner  as  are  now  required  from  commissioned 
officers  of  a  company  of  infantry.    In  the  event  of  the 
hospital  corps  being  organized  into  companies,  each  com- 
P<^ny,  found  upon  proper  inspection  to  be  fully  up  to  the 
standard  in  numbers,  drill,  discipline  and  efficiency,  shall 
receive  the  same  annual  allowances  as  are  paid  to  com-  Annual  aiiow- 
panics  of  infantry;  the  allowances  to  be  used  and  expended 
for  like  purposes;  the  payment  to  companies  to  be  made 
by  the  Adjutant  (General,  by  warrant  drawn  upon  the 
State  Treasurer  to  the  order  of  the  commanding  officer. 

Section  4.  That  section  twenty-six  of  the  said  act, 
which  reads  as  follows: 

"Section  26.  Every  brigade  commander  of  the  Na- 
tional Gnard  of  Pennsylvania,  and  such  of  his  regi- 
mental commanders  as  he  may  select,  and  one  surgeon 
to  be  selected  by  the  brigade  commander,  shall  consti- 
tute a  military  board  or  commission,  whose  duty  it 
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shall  be  to  examine  the  capacity,  qualiflcatioiiB,  effi 
ciencj,  and  physical  ability  for  active  service,  of  every 
commissioned  officer  in  his  brigade,  or  who  may  here- 
after be  elected  or  appointed,  and  upon  report  of  said 
board,  if  adverse  to  said  officer,  and  approved  by  the 
CommanderinChief,  the  commission  of  said  officer 
shall  be  vacated  or  denied,  and  a  new  election  ordered, 
or  new  appointment  made:  Provided,  always,  That  if 
any  officer  shall  refuse  to  present  himself,  when  di- 
rected, before  such  board,  the  Commander-in-Chief 
may,  upon  report  of  such  refusal,  declare  his  commis- 
sion vacated,  or  refuse  the  same,  and  direct  that  a  new 
election  be  held,  or  authorize  an  appointment  to  fill 
the  vacancy;  and  in  case  any  company  shall  neglect 
within  thirty  days  after  the  finding  of  such  board,  ap- 
proved  by  the  Commander-in-Chief,  to  elect  a  suitable 
officer,  the  Commander-in-Chief  may  assign  a  snitable 
officer  to  fill  the  vacancy  in  such  organization,  or  dis- 
band the  same,  in  his  discretion. 

^'When  one  or  more  companies,  or  battalions,  shall 
report  directly  to  the  division  commander,  he  shall 
constitute  a  military  board  or  commission,  of  not  ex- 
ceeding five  officers,  of  which  he  may  be  one,  whose 
duties  and  powers  shall  be,  to  all  intents  and  pur- 
poses, similar  to  those  prescribed  for  the  brigade  board 
or  commission,  and  any  officer  in  commission,  or  here- 
after to  be  elected  or  appointed,  in  such  companies  or 
battalions,  shall  report  to  such  board  or  commission 
for  examination;  and  on  failure  so  to  report,  or  to  pass 
such  examination,  the  commission  of  such  officer  shall 
be  vacated,  or  denied,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief, and  a  new  election  or  appointment 
shall  be  ordered,  or  the  said  division  commander  may 
order  such  officer  before  the  brigade  board,  with  like 
effect  as  if  he  were  in,  or  attached  to  the  brigade,"  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  fol- 
lows:

election  or  appointment  shall  be  ordered,  or  the  said 
division  commander  may  order  such  officer  before  the 
brigade  board,  with  like  effect  as  if  he  were  in  or  at- 
tached to  the  brigade. 

Section  5.  That  section  thirty-seven  of  the  said  act, 
which  reads  as  follows: 

"Section  37.  Each  company  of  the  National  Guard,  section  n.  act  ot 
its  voucher  therefor  being  duly  passed  and  approved  ^tid  fm  i^end- 
by  the  State  Military  Board,  in  addition  to  its  appro-  °**°*- 
priation  under  section  thirty-four,  shall,  if  entitled 
thereto,  receive  a  warrant  from  the  Adjutant  General 
to  the  order  of  its  commanding  officer,  drawn  upon  the 
State  Treasurer,  for  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars, 
to  be  devoted  and  applied  to  the  payment  of  armory 
rent  only,"  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  so  as 
to  read  as  follows: 

Section  37.  Each  company  of  the  National  Guard,  ^'gj^f'ijjjjji^** 
excqift  regimental  hands,  its  vouchers  therefor  being  ^^  **  annor««. 
duly  passed  and  approved  by  the  State  Military  Board, 
in  addition  to  its  appropriation  under  section  thirty- 
four,  shall,  if  entitled  thereto,  receive  a  warrant  from 
the  Adjutant  General  to  the  order  of  its  commanding 
officer,  drawn  upon  the  State  Treasurer,  for  the  sum 
of  two  hundred  dollars,  to  be  devoted  and  applied  to 
the  payment  of  armory  rent  only. 

Section  6.  That  section  forty  of  the  said  act,  which 
reads  as  follows: 

"Section  40.  When  the  National  Guard  shall  be  in  ^^^^^-^^^  *>' 
actual  service,  its  commissioned  officers  shall  be  paid  cifed  for  amend- 
the  same  as  the  officers  of  like  grade  in  the  regular  "•"*• 
army  of  the  United  States;   non-commissioned   staff 
officers  and  first  sergeants  three  dollars  per  day,  ser- 
geants two  dollars  per  day,  corporals  one  dollar  and 
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seventy-flve  cents  per  day,  privates  one  dollar  and 
fifty  cents  per  day,  and  musicians  in  the  brigade  bandy 
excepting  the  leader^  two  dollars  per  day^  and  each 
enlisted  man,  except  musicians  in  the  brigade  band, 
after  having  served  a  full  term  of  enlistment,  shall  be 
entitled  to  the  additional  pay  of  twenty-five  cents  per 
day  for  his  second  and  third  terms  of  consecutive  en- 
listment, and  the  said  payments  shall  be  made  on  the 
pay  rolls,  prepared  in  such  form  as  the  Adjutant  Gen- 
eral shall  direct,  upon  warrants  drawn  by  the  Gov- 
ernor direct  upon  the  Teasurer  of  the  Commonwealth, 
out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  ap- 
propriated; and  the  necessary  subsistence  and  quar- 
termaster stores,  and  transportation  for  the  troops,  iu 
actual  service,  may  be  contracted  for  by  the  proper 
department  officers,  by  direction  of  the  Gommander-in- 
Ohief,  and  paid  for  in  like  manner,"  be  and  the  same 
is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  40.  When  the  National  Guard  shall  be  in 
actual  service,  its  commissioned  officers  shall  be  paid 
the  same  as  the  officers  of  like  grade  in  the  regular 
army  of  the  United  States,  excepting  longevity  pay, 
and  commutation  for  quarters;  non-commissioned 
stalf  officers  and  first  sergeants  three  dollars  per  day, 
quarter-master  sergeants  and  sergeants  two  dollars 
per  day,  corporals  one  dollar  and  seventy-five  cents 
per  day,  cooks  two  dollars  per  day^  privates  one  dol- 
lar and  fifty  cents  per  day,  and  each  enlisted  man,  after 
having  served  a  full  term  of  enlistment,  and  hatnng 
re-enlisted  within  thirty  days,  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
additional  pay  of  twenty-five  cents  per  day  for  his 
second  and  third  terms  of  consecutive  enlistment,  and 
the  said  payments  shall  be  made  on  the  pay-rolls,  pre- 
pared in  such  form  as  the  Adjutant  General  shall 
direct,  upon  warrants  drawn  by  the  Governor  direct 
upon  the  Treasurer  of  the  Commonwealth,  out  of  any 
money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated; 
and  the  necessary  subsistence  and  quarteruLaster 
stores,  and  transportation  for  the  troops,  in  actual 
service,  may  be  contracted  for  by  the  proper  depart- 
ment officers,  by  direction  of  the  Commander-in-Chief, 
and  paid  for  in  like  manner. 

Section  7.  That  section  forty-five  of  the  said  act, 
which  reads  as  follows: 

"Section  45.  The  commanding  officer  of  each  infan- 
try, cavalry,  artillery,  engineer,  and  signal  corps  com- 
panies, shall,  at  such  times  as  the  Commander-in-Chief 
may  direct,  make  a  return  to  the  Adjutant  General, 
containing  an  itemized  account  and  statement  of  all 
disbursements  of  the  money  appropriated  during  the 
preceding  year  to  said  company,  which  account  and 
statement  shall  be  verified  by  the  proper  original 
vouchers  for  such  disbursements,"  be  and  the  same 
is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 
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Section  45.  The  commanding  officer  of  each  infantry,  company  oaom 
cavalry,  artillery,    regimental   hand,     engineer,  signal  JJctSf'^jtinfiJ"" 
coq)8,  and    hospital  corps  companies,  shall,  at  such  aocomita. 
times  as  the  Commander-in-Chief  may  direct,  make  a 
retnrn  to  the  Adjutant  General,  containing  an  item- 
ized account  and  statement  of  all  disbursements  of  the 
money  appropriated  dnring  the  preceding  year  to  said 
company,  which  account  and  statement  shall  be  veri- 
fied by  the  proper  original  itemized  vouchers  for  such 
disbursements. 

Section  8.  That  section  forty-six   of   the    said  act, 
which  reads  as  follows: 

''Section  46.  No  part  of  the  annual    appropriation  section  4i.  set  oc 
paid  under  this  act  to  the  several  infantry,  cavalry,  ^^  Sr  umba- 
artillery,  engineer,  and  signal  corps  companies,  shall  "'*^*- 
be  used  in  the  purchase,  erection  or  construction  of  any 
armory,  unless  the  title  thereof  be  vested  in  the  Com- 
monwealth," be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  so 
as  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  46.  No  part  of  the  annual   appropriations  jntio  o*  jg^a^J^^ 
paid  under  this  act  to  the  several  infantry,  cavalry,  ar-  monweSth.* 
tillery,  regimental  hand,   engineer,  signal  corps,  and 
hospital  corps   companies,  shall  be  used  in  the  pur- 
chase, erection  or  construction  of  any  armory,  unless 
the  title  thereof  be  vested  in  the  Commonwealth. 

Section  9.  That  section  forty-nine  of  the  said  act, 
which  reads  as  follows: 

"Section  49.  There  shall  be  enlisted,  and  attached  S^^f^V^jsK*  "^ 
to  each  brigade,  a  military  band  of  not  less  than  twen-  cited  for  amend- 
ty  nor  more  than  thirty-five  musicians,  who  shall  be  "*" 
entitled  to  receive  from  the  State,  subject  to  the  pro- 
visions of  section  thirty-four,  an  annual  allowance, 
and  an  amount  for  armory  rent,  equal  to  the  amount 
given  to  a  company  of  infantry,  to  be  paid  by  warrant 
drawn  in  favor  of  the  brigade  quartermaster.  The 
leader  of  said  band  shall  be  entitled  to  the  rank,  pay 
and  allowance  of  a  first  lieutenant,  and  shall  furnish 
bond,  in  form  to  be  prescribed  by  the  Adjutant  Gen- 
eral, and  to  be  approved  by  the  State  Military  Board, 
in  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  for  the  safe  keep- 
ing and  proper  return,  when  required  by  the  Adjutant 
General,  of  all  State  property  in  his  possession.  The 
said  band  shall  be  subject  to  the  orders  of  the  brigade 
commander,  who  may  discharge  and  recruit  said  band 
at  his  discretion.  The  duties  of  the  brigade  band  shall 
be  to  furnish  music  for  the  troops  at  the  encampments 
required  by  law,  and  upon  such  other  military  occa- 
sions as  the  brigade  commander  may  direct,"  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Section  49.  There  shall  he  enlisted^  and  attached  to 
taeh  regiment  of  the  National  Oiiard  of  Pennsylvania,  a 
reirimental  hand,    to  consist  of  one  chief  musician,  one  RecimentM  bands. 
principal  musician^  and  one  drum  major,  each  toith  the 
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rank  of  sergeant y  of  the  non-commissioned  staffs  four  ser- 
geants, eight  corporals,  one  cook,  and  twelve  privates. 
The  chief  musician  shall  receive  the  pay  of  a  first  lieu- 
tenant of  infantry,  and  shall  furnish  bond,  in  form  to  he 
prescribed  by  the  Adjutant  General,  and  to  be  approved 
by  the  State  Military  Board,  in  the  sum  of  one  thousand 
dollars,  for  the  safe  keeping  and  proper  return,  when 
required  by  the  Adjutant  Cfeneral,  of  all  State  property 
in  the  possession  of  the  regimental  band.  The  said  regi- 
mental band  shall  be  subject  to  the  orders  of  the  regimental 
commander,  who  may  recnUt  and  discharge  said  band  at 
his  discretion;  all  enlistment  papers  to  be  made  in  dupli- 
cate, one  copy  to  be  forwarded  direct  to  the  Adjutant 
General,  one  copy  to  be  retained  at  regimental  headquar- 
ters. The  non-commissioned  officers  of  regimental  bands 
will  be  appointed  by  the  regimental  commander.  Bach 
regimental  band,  duly  organized,  and  found  by  the  MUi- 
tary  Board  on  examination  of  the  rolls  and  the  reports  re- 
turned by  the  inspecting  officer,  to  be  fuUy  up  to  the 
standard  in  number,  drill,  discipline  and  efficiency^  shaU 
receive  the  sum  of  four  hundred  dollars  per  annum;  the 
same  to  be  paid  by  warrants  drawn  by  the  Adjutant  Cfen- 
eral  to  the  order  of  the  chief  musician,  but  it  shaU  be  the 
duty  of  the  Adjutant  General,  before  paying  any  of  said 
allowances  in  money,  to  purchase  and  issue  to  the  chief 
musician,  for  each  enlisted  man  not  already  provided 
therewith,  the  fegulation  uniform  and  equipments,  not 
including  band  itistruments ;  the  cost  of  said  uniforms  and 
equipments  to  be  deducted  from  the  annual  aUowanee  to 
said  regimental  band,  and  the  balance,  if  any,  to  be  paid 
as  heretofore  provided.  The  annual  allowances,  so  paid 
to  any  regimental  band,  shall  be  used  and  expended  solely 
for  military  purposes,  and  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the 
said  regimental  band.

Rabies,  or  hydro- 
phobia. 


To  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease  known  as  rabies,  or 
hydrophobia;  and  to  authorize  the  quarantine,  restraint, 
confinement,  or  muzzling  of  dogs,  during  outbreaks  of  this 
disease;  and  to  empower  the  State  Live  Stock  Sanitary 
Board  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  whenever  the  dis- 
ease known  as  rabiee,  or  hydrophobia,  shall  occur 
among  the  dogs  or  other  animals,  in  any  locality  in 
Pennsylvania,  and  it  is  adjudged  by  the  State  Live 
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Sfock  Sanitary  Board  that  the  disease  is  spreading,  on; 
is  liable  to  be  spread  by  dogs  that  have  been  exposed, 
the  said  Board  may  order  the  quarantine,  restraint, 
confinement,  or  muzzling  of  any  or  all  dogs,  within  SSS5I**mtt«Jta«. 
the  limits  of  the  locality  in  which  the  danger  of  infee-  •ac- 
tion is  deemed  to  exist.  The  authority  hereby  con- 
ferred is  not  to  annul  or  restrict  the  authority  now 
possessed  by  cities  or  boroughs  to  quarantine,  restrain, 
confine,  or  muzzle  dogs,  within  the  limits  of  their  re- 
spective jurisdictions. 

Section  2.  A  quarantine,  or  order  to  restrain,  con- 
fine or  muzzle  dogs,  shall  be  operative  when  it  is  ap- 
proved by  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  State 
Live  Stock  Sanitary  Board,  and  when  a  copy  of  it  has 
been  left  at  the  usual  place  of  residence  of  the  owner  Nouce  to  owmr. 
of  the  dog  that  it  is  believed  to  have  been  exposed  to 
rabies,  or  hydrophobia;  or  when  the  notice  or  order  to 
quarantine,  restrain,  confine  or  muzzle  dogs,  has  been 
published  in  each  of  two  papers  in  each  of  the  coun- 
ties within  which  the  regulation  is  established,  and 
when  printed  notices,  giving  the  text  of  the  regulation 
or  order,  have  been  posted  in  public  places,  in  the 
locality  in  which  the  regulation  or  order  applies. 

Section  3.  Should  dogs  be  permitted  to  run  at  large,  wben  dog«  mmy 
or  to  escape  from  restraint  or  confinement,  or  to  go  ^  ■*'°^'  ®^- 
without  muzzles,  in  violation  of  the  quarantine,  or  reg- 
ulation, or  order,  established  by  the  State  Live  Stock 
Sanitary  Board  to  restrict  the  spread  of  rabies,  or  hy- 
drophobia, as  provided  by  this  act,  such  dogs  may  be 
secured' and  confined,  or  they  may  be  shot  or  otherwise 
destroyed,  and  the  owner  or  owners  thereof  shall  have 
no  claim  against  the  person  so  doing. 

Section  4.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  or  of  a  quarantine,  or  of  a  regulation  or  order 
to  restrain,  confine  or  muzzle  dogs,  duly  established 
by  the  State  Live  Stock  Sanitary  Board,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  restricting  the  spread  of  rabies,  or  hydropho- 
bia, in  the  manner  provided  in  the  other  sections  of 
this  act,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor;  and  iii«iem«anor. 
upon  conviction  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine  of  not 
less  than  ten  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dol-  pine  and  peimuy. 
lars,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court.

To  prevent  blffamous  marriaeres;  deflnliur  same,  and  declaiifig 
same  misdemeanors;  fixing:  the  punishment;  declaring  certain 
marriages  void;  exempting  certain  persons  from  the  penalties; 
marking  out  limits  of  time  within  which  the  prosecution 
must  be  brought,  and  repealing  inconsistent  acts. 

•Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  the  word  *Tiub- 
band"  or  "wife,"  for  the  purposes  of  this  act,  shall  be 
construed  to  include  any  person  who  has  gone  throogh 
any  form  of  marriage  with  any  other  person,  which 
form  is  recognized  as  binding  by  the  laws  of  the  place 
where  such  form  is  used,  whether  the  marriage  be 
valid  in  law  or  not,  if  not  legally  declared  annulled  and 
void  by  the  decree  of  a  proper  court  of  record. 

Section  2.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this 
act,  if  any  person  shall  have  two  wives  or  two  hus- 
bands, at  one  and  the  same  time;  or,  if  any  person  who 
has  entered  into  a  contract  of  marriage  with  another 
person,  whether  the  marriage  be  valid  in  law  or  not, 
shall,  while  the  other  contracting  party  be  alive,  and 
before  said  former  marriage  has  been  legally  declared 
void  or  annulled  by  the  decree  of  a  proper  court  of 
record,  go  through  any  form  of  marriage  recognized  as 
binding  under  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth  with 
any  other  person,  whether  the  parties  thereto  cohabit 
thereafter  as  man  and  wife  or  not;  he  or  she  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  miedemeanor;  and  on  conviction' be  sen- 
tenced to  pay  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dol- 
lars, or  to  undergo  an  imprisonment,  by  separate  and 
solitary  confinement  at  labor,  not  exceeding  two  years, 
or  both,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court,  and  in  all  such 
cases,  where  the  first  marriage  shall  be  valid  in  law, 
the  second  and  all  subsequent  marriages  shall  be 
bigamous  and  void :  Provided,  That  if  any  husband  or 
wife  upon  any  false  rumor,  in  appearance  well-found- 
ed, of  the  death  of  the  other  (when  such  other  person 
has  been  absent  for  two  whole  years),  hath  married  or 
shall  marry  again,  he  or  she  shall  not  be  liable  to  the 
penalties  of  fine  and  imprisonment  imposed  by  this  act. 

Section  3.  If  any  person,  being  unmarried,  shall 
knowingly  marry,  or  go  through  any  form  of  marriage 
recognized  as  binding  under  the  laws  of  this  Gonunon- 
wealth,  with  the  husband  or  wife  of  any  person, 
whether  the  parties  to  such  marriage  cohabit  there- 
after as  man  and  wife  or  not,  he  or  she  shall  be  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor;  and  on  conviction,  be  sentenced  to 
pay  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  or  un- 
dergo an  imprisonment,  by  separate  and  solitary  con- 
finement at  labor,  not  exceeding  two  years,  or  both, 
at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 
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Section  4.  No  indiotment  which  is  brought  or  ex-  indictmentB  not 
hibited  nnder  sections  two  and  three  of  this  act  shall  5?*"iSitStio'2r*"'* 
be  barred  by  any  statute  of  limitation:    Provided,  The  Proviio. 
indictment  is  brought  or  exhibited  within  two  years 
next  after  any  act  of  cohabitation  between  the  parties 
to  the  bigamous  marriage  laid  in  the  indictment,  or, 
if  there  be  no  act  of  cohabitation,  within  two  years 
from  the  date  of  entering  into   such  bigamous  mar- 
riage. 

Section  5.  That  all  such  acts  of  Assembly,  or  parts 
of  acts,  inconsistent  herewith,  be  and  the  same  are  Repeal 
hereby  repealed.

a  headstone  for  the  body  of,  any  honorably  discharged  sol- 
dier, sailor  or  marine,  who  served  in  the  army  or  navy  of 
the  United  States  during  the  late  rebellion,  or  any  preceding 
war,  and  shall  hereafter  die  in  their  county  leaving  insuffi- 
cient means  to  defray  the  necessary  burial  expenses,"  ap- 
proved May  thirteenth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
eighty-flve. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  section  one  of  the 
act,  entitled  ^'An  act  authorizing  and  requiring  the 
county  commissioners  of  each  county  in  the  State,  to 
appoint  a  sufficient  number  of  suitable  persons  in 
each  township  and  ward  of  their  county,  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  county,  to  look  after,  bury  and  provide  a 
headstone  for  the  body  of  any  honorably  discharged 
soldier,  sailor  or  marine,  who  served  in  the  army  or 
navy  of  the  United  States  during  the  late  Rebellion, 
or  any  preceding  war,  and  shall  hereafter  die  in  their 
county  leaving  insufficient  means  to  defray  the  neces- 
sary burial  expenses,"  approved  May  thirteenth,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-five,  which  reads  as 
follows: 

That  it  shall  be  the  section  i.  act  of 
duty  of  the  county  commissioners  of  each  county  in  dted  ^ f or^^end- 
this  State  to  appoint  a  sufficient  number  of  suitable  "*°^ 
persona  in  each  township  and  ward  in  their  county, 
other  than  those  prescribed  by  law  for  the  care  of 
paupers  and  the  custody  of  criminals,  to  look  after  and 
oause  to  be  buried  in  a  decent  and  respectable  man- 
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lier, in  any  cemetery  or  burial  gronnd  within  this 
State,  other  than  those  used  exclusively  for  the  burial 
of  the  pauper  dead,  at  an  expense  to  their  county 
not  exceeding  thirty- five  dollars,  the  body  of  any  hon- 
orably discharged  soldier,  sailor  or  marine,  who  served 
in  the  army  or  navy  of  the  United  States  during  the 
late  rebellion,  or  any  preceding  war,  and  shall  here- 
after die  in  their  county,  leaving  insufficient  means 
to  defray  the  necessary  burial  expenses.  And  the 
persons  so  appointed  shall  hold  their  offices  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  county  commissioners  and  shall  serve 
without  compensation,"  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  it  'shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  county  commissioners  of  each  county  in 
this  State  to  appoint  a  sufficient  number  of  suitable 
persons,  in  each  township  and  ward  in  their  county, 
other  than  thoee  prescribed  by  law  for  the  care  of 
paupers  and  the  custody  of  criminals,  to  look  after 
and  cause  to  be  buried,  in  a  decent  and  respectable 
manner,  in  any  cemetery  or  burial  ground  within  this 
State,  other  than  those  used  exclusively  for  the  burial 
of  the  pauper  dead,  at  an  expense  to  their  county  not 
exceeding  fifty  dollars,  the  body  of  any  honorably  dis- 
charged soldier,  sailor  or  marine,  who  served  in  the 
army  or  navy  of  the  United  States  during  the  late 
Rebellion  or  any  preceding  war,  and  shall  hereafter 
die  in  their  county,  leaving  insufficient  means  to  de- 
fray the  necessary  burial  expenses.  And  the  persons 
80  appointed  shall  hold  their  offices  at  the  pleasure  of 
the  county  commissioners  and  shall  serve  without  com- 
pensation. 

Section  2.  That  section  three  of  said  act  which  reads 
as  follows: 

"Section  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  com- 
missioners of  each  county  of  this  State,  upon  receiving 
the  reports  and  statements  of  expenses  from  their  ap- 
pointees, under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  to  transcribe 
in  the  book  to  be  kept  for  the  purpose,  all  facts  con- 
tained in  such  reports  and  statements,  and  to  draw 
warrants  upon  the  treasurer  of  their  county  for  the 
payment  of  such  expenses,  not  exceeding,  however,  the 
said  sum  of  thirty-five  dollars  on  each  body  buried  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  to  be  paid 
out  of  the  fund  of  the  county,  and  such  warrants  shall 
be  made  payable  to  the  persons  appointed  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  who  shall  have  buried  the  bodies 
for  which  the  warrants  are  to  be  so  drawn,"  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows:

monwealth  is  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  and  com-  Appointment,  etc 
mission  them  as  commissioners,  in  each  or  any  of  the 
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States  of  the  United  States,  or  in  the  District  of  Co- 
lumbia, as  he  may  deem  it  expedient. 

Section  2.  That  whenever  any  female  commissioner 
shall  marry,  she  shall,  before  the  performance  of  any 
official  act,  return  her  commission  to  the  Governor, 
stating  the  fact  of  her  marriage,  and  giving  her  mar- 
ried name;  and  the  Governor  shall  thereupon  issue  to 
her  a  new  commission,  conforming  to  the  change  of 
name  and  covering  the  term  for  which  she  was  origin- 
ally commissioned,  without  requiring  any  payment  to 
the  Commonwealth  other  than  that  originally  made;

Authorizing:  and  empowering  the  city  treasurers  of  the  sev- 
eral cities  of  second  class  and  third  class  of  this  Common- 
wealth to  sell  at  public  sale  all  properties  upon  which  the 
taxes,  assessed  and  levied,  are  delinquent  and  remain  un- 
paid. 

•Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  in  addition  to  the 
remedies  now  provided  by  law  for  the  collection  of  de- 
linquent city  taxes,  the  city  treasurers  of  the  several 
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citieB  of  the  second  class  and  third  class  of  this  Com-  cities  of  Moond 
monwealth  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  •^  ^^^^  ^'^"^ 
sell  at  public  sale,  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided,  ^'*"*»  ■•^^ 
all  snch  property  upon  which  the  taxes,  assessed  and  D«unqu«nt  uzw. 
levied,  have  not  been  paid  and  have  become  delinquent. 

Section  2.  Such  sales  shall  be  made  on  the  first  Mon-  xima  of 
day  in  June,  in  the  year  succeeding  the  year  in  which 
the  respectiye  taxes  are  assessed  and  levied,  or  on  any 
day  to  which  such  sale  may  be  adjourned,  or  on  any 
first  Monday  of  June  in  any  succeeding  year. 

Section.  3.  Where  the  respective  treasurer  has  not  al- 
ready in  his  hands  the  duplicates  of  said  taxes,  or  cer- 
tificates or  schedules  thereof,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
any  receiver  or  collector  of  taxes,  or  other  person  hav- 
ing such  delinquent  taxes  in  his  hands,  to  certify  to  the 
said  city  treasurer  schedules  of  all  unpaid  taxes,  with  scheduiM 
descriptions  of  the  property  assessed;  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  city  treasurer  to  advertise  for  sale 
all  the  lands  upon  which  it  appears  the  taxes  have  not 
been  paid,  as  shown  by  the  duplicates  in  his  hands,  or 
by  the  returns  or  schedules  certified  to  him,  as  afore- 
said. Said  advertisement  shall  be  made,  once  a  week 
for  three  successive  weeks  prior  to  the  day  of  sale,  in 
at  least  two  newspapers  of  general  circulation,  print- 
ed and  published  in  the  respective  city,  and,  in  case 
two  newspapers  are  not  published  in  said  city,  then 
publication  shall  be  made  in  two  newspapers  printed 
and  published  in  the  county  in  which  said  city  is  situ- 
ate; and  said  treasurer  shall  also  cause  to  be  posted 
or  tacked,  in  a  conspicuous  place  on  each  parcel  or 
lot  of  land  advertised  for  sale,  at  least  ten  days  prior 
to  the  day  of  sale,  a  notice  stating  that  said  lands  will 
be  sold  by  said  treasurer,  for  delinquent  taxes,  on  a 
certain  day  and  time,  and  at  a  certain  place  within  the 
dty,  for  which  posting  of  notice  he  shall  receive  and 
tax  as  costs  twenty-five  cents  for  each  notice:  Pro- 
vided, That  no  sale  shall  be  valid  where  the  taxes  have 
been  paid  prior  to  said  advertisement,  or  where  the 
taxes  and  costs  have  been  paid  after  advertisement 
and  before  sale:  And  provided  further.  That  the  lands 
sold  under  this  act  may  be  redeemed  by  the  owner,  or  Redemption. 
by  any  one  interested  in  said  lands,  at  any  time  with- 
in two  years  after  such  sale,  by  the  payment  to  the 
city  treasurer  of  the  full  amount  which  the  purchaser 
paid  to  said  treasurer  for  taxes  and  costs,  and  twenty- 
five  per  centum  in  addition  thereto;  and  when  the  sale 
has  been  made  for  less  than  the  taxes  and  costs,  the 
party  redeeming  shall  pay  to  said  treasurer  the  bal- 
ance of  taxes  and  costs  which  were  not  made  by  the 
sale  of  the  said  property.  In  case  there  are  any  city 
taxes,  levied  either  before  or  after  the  said  sale,  which 
remain  unpaid,  the  person  redeeming  shall  pay  the 
same;  and  in  case  the  purchaser  has  paid  any  taxes 
of  any  kind  whatsoever,  assessed  and  levied  against 
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said  property,  the  same  shall  be  reimbursed  to  said 
purchaser  before  any  redemption  shall  take  effect. 
The  said  treasurer  shall  keep  in  his  office  a  book,  in 
which  he  shall  enter  all  the  sales  made  by  him; 
giving  a  description  of  each  property  sold,  the  name 
of  the  person  as  the  owner  thereof  as  the  same  appears 
upon  the  duplicate,  or  has  been  returned  to  him,  the 
time  of  sale  and  the  price  at  which  sold,  together  with 
the  cost.  Each  respective  city  shall  have  the  right 
to  bid,  at  any  such  sale,  the  amount  of  taxes  and  costs, 
and  if  necessary  purchase  such  lands. 

Section  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  purchaser  or 
purchasers  at  said  treasurer's  sale,  as  soon  as  the  pro- 
perty is  struck  down,  to  pay  the  amount  of  the  pur- 
chase money,  or  such  part  thereof  as  may  be  necessary 
to  pay  all  the  taxes  and  costs,  as  also  one  dollar  and 
fifty  cents,  for  the  use  of  the  prothonotary,  for  enter- 
ing the  report  of  the  treasurer  and  acknowledgement 
of  the  treasurer's  deed,  as  hereinafter  mentioned;  and 
in  case  said  amount  is  not  forthwith  paid,  after  the 
property  is  struck  down,  the  sale  may  be  avoided  and 
the  property  immediately  put  up  again  by  the  said 
treasurer:  Provided,  however,  That  this  section  shall 
not  apply  when  the  lands  are  purchased  by  said  city. 

Section  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  treasurer, 
at  the  first  term  of  a  court  of  common  pleas  of  the 
proper  county  succeeding  such  sale,  to  make  a  report 
and  return;  wherein  he  shall  set  forth  a  brief  descrip- 
tion of  the  land  or  property  sold,  the  name  of  the  per- 
son (where  known)  in  which  the  same  is  assessed,  the 
amount  of  tax,  and  the  year  for  which  the  same  is  as- 
sessed, the  time  when  and  the  newspapers  in  which 
the  advertisement  for  sale  was  made,  with  a  copy  of 
said  advertisement,  the  time  of  sale,  the  name  of  the 
purchaser,  and  the  price  for  which  each  respective  pro- 
perty was  sold;  and  upon  the  presentation  of  said  re- 
port or  return,  if  it  shall  appear  to  said  court  that  such 
sale  has  been  regularly  conducted,  under  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act,  the  said  report  and  the  sale  so  made 
shall  be  confirmed  nisi;  in  case  no  objections  or  ex- 
ceptions are  filed  to  said  sales  within  ten  days,  a  decree 
of  absolute  confirmation  may  be  entered,  as  of  course, 
by  the  prothonotary.  In  case  any  objections  or  ex- 
ceptions are  filed,  they  shall  be  disposed  of  according

Section  6.  After  any  sale  of  property  or  lands  for 
delinquent  taxes  has  been  confirmed  by  the  court,  as 
aforesaid,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  purchaser  or  pur- 
chasers, where  the  bid  exceeds  the  taxes  and  costs  as 
aforesaid,  to  make  and  execute  to  the  said  treasurer, 
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for  the  use  of  the  persons  entitled,  a  bond  for  the 
snrplas  money  that  may  remain  after  satisfying  and  surpiua  bond. 
paying  all  the  taxes  and  costs,  as  aforesaid,  with  war- 
rant of  attorney  to  confess  judgment  annexed  thereto; 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  treasurer  to  forthwith 
file  said  bond  in  the  office  of  the  prothonotary  of  the  Fiiin«  of. 
proper  county,  at  the  number  and  term  where  said 
report  and  return  is  filed;   and   the  surplus  bond, 
filed  as  aforesaid,  from  the  time  of  the  date  of  the  deed 
for  property  thus  sold^  shall  bind  as  effectually,  and  in 
like  manner  as  judgments,  the  land  by  said  treasurer 
sold,  into  whose  hands  or  possession  soever  they  may 
come;  and  the  owners  of  said  lands  at  the  time  of  sale, 
their  heirs  or  assigns,  or  other  legal  representatives, 
may,  at  any  time  within  five  years  after  such  sale, 
cause  judgment  to  be  entered  in  said  court  upon  said  judgment  on 
bond,  in  the  name  of  said  treasurer,  for  the  use  of  said  ^°*- 
owners,  their  heirs,  assigns  or  legal  representatives 
(as  the  case  may  be),  and  in  case  the  moneys  mentioned 
in  said  bonds,  with  legal  interest  thereon  from  the 
time  it  is  demanded,  be  not  paid  within  three  months 
after  such  entry,  execution  may  forthwith  issue  for  Execution, 
the  recovery  thereof. 

Section  7.  When  the  purchaser  has  paid  the  amount 
of  his  bid,  or  such  portion  thereof  as  he  is  required  to 
pay  under  this  act,  and  has  given  the  surplus  bond  as 
above  required,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  treas- 
urer to  make  the  said  purchaser  or  purchasers  his  or 
their  heirs  or  assigns,  a  deed  in  fee  simple  for  the  lands 
sold,  as  aforesaid,  and  the  said  deed  or  deeds  to  duly 
acknowledge  in  the  court  of  common  pleas;  and  such 
acknowledgement  shall  be  duly  entered  and  recorded 
by  the  prothonotary  of  said  court  in  the  treasurer's 
deed  book,  and  for  such  service  and  the  entry  of  the 
report  of  said  treasurer  said  prothonotary  shall  receive 
the  sum  of  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents.

office,  as  aforesaid,  and  thereafter  said  deed  shall  be 
void  and  of  no  effect;  and  thereupon  such  owner  or 
persons  interested,  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  entitled  to 
have  the  treasurer's  deed  delivered  up  to  him,  her  or 
them,  by  the  purchaser,  for  cancellation.  And  it  shall

violation  of  the  same. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  no  tenement-hoase 
shall  hereafter  be  erected,  altered  or  constructed  in 
2S2i?rf^  any  city  of  the  second  class,  unless  such  erection,  al- 
teration or  construction  shall  be  in  conformity  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Seotion  2.  Certain  words  used  in  this  act  shall  be 
defined,  for  the  purposes  thereof,  as  follows: 

^Tenement-house"  is  any  house  or  building,  or  por- 
tion thereof,  which  is  intended  or  designed  to  be  oc- 
cupied or  leased  for  occupation,  or  actually  occupied, 
as  a  home  or  residence  for  three  or  more  families,  liv- 
ing in  separate  apartments,  and  doing  their  cooking 
upon  the  premises. 

^'Apartment"  is  a  room  or  suite  of  two  or  more 
rooms,  occupied  or  leased  for  occupation,  or  intended 
or  designed  to  be  occupied,  as  a  family  domicile. 

Section  3.  Every  tenement-house  hereafter  erected, 
altered  or  constructed,  in  any  city  of  the  second  class, 
shall  have  attached  to  it,  in  the  rear  or  at  the  side,  an 
Open  vpAM  or  open  spacc,  equal  in  area  to  at  least  twenty  per  centum 
of  the  entire  area  of  the  lot  upon  which  said  tenement- 
house  is  erected,  which  open  space  shall  be  unobstruct- 
ed by  any  overhanging  structure,  except  fire-escapes 
required  by  law;  unless,  however,  such  tenement-house 
wh«tt  •recfd  on  shall  be  ercctcd  upon  a  corner  of  two  streets  neither 
of  which  is  less  than  twenty  feet  in  width,  in  which 
case  said  tenement-house  shall  have  an.open  space  at- 
tached to  it,  in  the  rear  or  at  the  side  next  the  adjoin- 
ing lot,  equal  in  area  to  at  least  ten  per  centum  of  the 
entire  area  of  the  lot  upon  which  said  tenement-house 
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hi  erected,  which  open  space  shall  be  nnobstrncted  by 
any  overhanging  structure,  except  fire  escapes  requir- 
ed by  law;  and  any  such  tenement-house  which  shall 
be  erected  upon  a  lot  bounded  on  three  sides  by  streets  SJjf  iSS^  ** 
not  less  than  twenty  feet  in  width,  may  be  erected  to 
coyer  the  entire  area  of  said  lot,  provided  that  every 
window  opening  from  the  living  rooms  in  said  tene- 
ment-house, shall  open  upon  one  of  said  streets.  Such 
open  space,  attached  to  every  such  tenement-house, 
shall  be  at  least  eight  feet  in  width  throughout  its  SST^"  ''

entire  length.  No  court  or  open  space  between  tene- 
ment-houses, or  between  wings  of  a  tenement-house, 
shall  be  of  a  less  width  than  ten  feet.  If  such  tene- 
ment-houses shall  be  built  upon  a  lot  which  is  bounded 
upon  two  opposite  sides  by  streets,  then  at  least  one 
end  of  every  such  open  space  shall  abut  upon  one  of 
such  streets.  Every  court  or  shaft  which  shall  be 
built  for  the  purpose  of  furnishing  light  or  air  to  any  ught  or  air- 
such  tenement-house  shall  open  upon  one  side  into  "" 
a  street  or  into  the  yard  or  open  space,  except  such 
shafts  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  ventilation,  of 
water-closets  or  bath-rooms. 

Section  4.  Every  room,  in  every  such  tenement- 
house,  shall  have  at  least  one  window,  opening  upon  windows 
a  street,  or  upon  the  open  space  provided  for  in  the 
third  section  of  this  act.  And  the  distance  from  every 
window,  in  every  such  tenement-house,  to  the  wall  or 
party  line  opposite  to  it,  shall  be  at  least  eight  feet. 
The  halls  on  each  floor  of  every  such  tenement-house  Haii«. 
shall  have  a  window  or  windows,  opening  either  upon 
a  street,  or  upon  the  open  space  provided  for  in  the 
third  section  of  this  act,  and  shall  have  no  room  or 
other  obstruction  at  the  end,  unless  sufficient  light  and 
ventilation  is  otherwise  provided  for  said  halls,  in  a 
manner  approved  by  the  superintendent  of  the  bureau 
of  building  inspection.  But  whenever,  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  superintendent  of  the  bureau  of  building 
inspection,  it  shall  be  possible  to  construct  such  tene- 
ment-house without  corridors  connecting  the  entrance  oorridow. 
of  several  tenements  or  suites  of  rooms,  the  superin- 
tendent of  the  bureau  of  building  inspection  may  re- 
quire that  such  tenement-house  be  so  constructed  that 
it  shall  contain  no  such  corridors. 

Section  5.  Every  habitable  room,  in  every  such  tene- 
ment-house, shall  be  of  such  dimensions  as  to  contain 
at  least  seven  hundred  cubic  feet  of  air.  Every  habi- 
table room,  in  every  such  tenement  house,  shall  be  in 
every  part  not  less  than  eight  feet  in  height,  from  floor 
to  ceiling:  Provided,  That  an  attic-room  need  be  eight  pwvii 
feet  in  but  one-half  its  area;  and  every  window  shall 
have  an  opening  of  not  less  than  one-tenth  of  the  floor 
area  of  the  room,  but  the  bureau  of  building  inspection 
may  permit  windows  of  less  size,  if  more  than  one  win- 
dow is  provided  f o»"  a  room,  so  that,  however,  the  total

window  space  for  any  one  room  shall  not  be  less  than 
one-tenth  the  floor  area  of  the  room. 

Section  6.  Every  tenement-house  basement-room, 
hereafter  constructed,  for  living  purposes,  and  every 
basement-room  in  already  existing  buildings,  which 
shall  be  converted  into  a  living-room,  shall  have  the 
ceiling  at  least  eight  feet  six  inches  in  every  part  from 
the  floor,  and  shall  be  at  least  one-half  its  height  above 
the  level  of  the  street  or  ground  outside  of  or  adjoin- 
ing the  same;  where  the  grade  of  the  street  or  ground 
adjacent  to  a  tenement-house  varies,  the  mean,  or 
average,  grade  shall  be  taken  to  conform  to  the  provis- 
ions of  this  act.  Such  room  shall  have  a  window  or 
windows,  opening  upon  the  street  or  upon  a  yard  or 
court.  The  total  area  of  the  windows  in  such  room 
shall  be  at  least  one-eighth  of  the  floor  area  of  the 
room,  and  one-half  of  the  sash  shall  be  made  to  open 
the  full  width,  and  the  top  of  each  window  shall  be 
within  six  inches  of  the  ceiling.  There  shall  be  appur- 
tenant to  every  such  room  or  apartment  a  water-closet, 
conforming  in  design,  materials  and  construction  to 
the  building  and  health  regulations  of  cities  of  the  sec- 
ond class. 

Section  7.  Every  new  tenement-house  shall  have  all 
walls,  below  the  ground  level,  and  all  cellar  or  lower 
floors,  made  damp-proof  and  water-proof.  Such  damp- 
proofing  and  water-proofing  shall  run  through  the 
walls,  and  up  the  same  as  high  as  the  ground  level, 
and  shall  be  continued  throughout  the  floor;  and  the 
said  cellar  or  lowest  floor  shall  be  properly  construct- 
ed, so  as  to  prevent  water  and  dampness  from  enter- 
ing. 

Section  8.  All  stairways  in  such  tenement-houses 
shall  lead  directly  to  the  ground  floor.  The  location 
and  construction  of  all  stairways  shall  be  determined 
by  the  superintendent  of  the  bureau  of  building  in- 
spection, so  as  to  provide  for  the  safety  of  the  occu- 
pants of  such  tenement-houses. 

Section  9.  All  tenement-houses  shall  be  provided 
with  a  suitable  number  of  outside  fire-escapes,  in  con- 
formity with  the  requirements  and  regulations  relative 
to  fire  escapes  already  in  force  in  this  Commonwealth, 

Section  10.  All  stairways  shall  have  a  rise  of  not 
over  eight  inches  to  a  step,  and  not  less  than  nine 
inches  tread,  exclusive  of  the  nosing.  All  stairways 
and  all  hallways  must  be  not  less  than  three  feet  in 
width,  in  houses  containing  less  than  fifteen  rooms; 
not  less  than  three  feet  six  inches  in  width,  in  houses 
containing  not  less  than  fifteen  rooms  and  not  more 
than  twenty-five  rooms;  and  not  less  than  four  feet  in 
width,  in  houses  containing  twenty-five  or  more  rooms. 

Section  11.  In  every  such  tenement-house,  when- 
ever a  connection  with  a  public  sewer  is  in  any  way 
possible  (and  of  this  possibility  the  bureau  of  health 
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of  said  cities  shall  be  the  sole  judge),  there  shall  be 
one  water  closet  for  every  tenement  or  suite  of  rooms,  waur-cioieu. 
which  has  its  own  independent  hallway,  so  separated 
that  its  rooms  do  not  open  into  or  connect  with  any 
other  rooms;  and  in  tenement  houses  so  constructed 
that  a  tenement  may  consist  of  a  single  room  or  of 
two  rooms,  there  shall  be  at  least  one  water-closet  for 
every  three  rooms :  Provided,  That  in  the  case  of  build- 
ings existing  at  the  date  of  this  act,  which  shall  here- 
after be  altered  or  converted  into  tenement-houses, 
there  shall  be  one  water-closet  for  every  six  rooms, 
but  not  less  than  one  for  each  floor.  Every  water- 
closet  shall  be  separated  from  every  other  water- 
closet,  and  shall  have  an  entrance  entirely  independent 
of  the  entrance  to  every  other  water-closet.  Every 
such  water-closet  shall  be  properly  ventilated,  in  con- 
formity with  the  regulations  and  requirements  al- 
ready in  force  in  said  cities  of  the  second  class.  But 
when  necessary  (and  of  this  necessity  the  bureau  of 
health  of  said  cities  shall  be  the  sole  judge),  such 
water  closets  may  be  located  in  the  yard.  Wherever 
located,  the  said  water-closets  shall  conform  in  design, 
materials  and  construction  to  the  ^building  and  health 
regulations  of  said  cities. 

Section  12.  In  all  tenement-houses  hereafter  erected, 
wherever  a  connection  with  the  city  water  main  is  in  connection^  with 
any  way  possible  (and  of  this  possibility  the  bureau  of  ""'^  *" 
health  shall  be  the  judge),  there  shall  be  an  independ- 
ent water  supply,  and  at  least  one  sink  for  every  tene- 
ment or  suite  of  rooms;  and  in  every  now  existing 
tenement-house,  or  house  that  may  be  hereafter  con- 
verted into  a  tenement-house,  there  shall  be  on  every 
floor  at  least  one  proper  sink,  with  running  water,  ac- 
cessible to  all  the  tenants  of  that  floor  without  pass- 
ing through  any  other  apartment,  if  there  be  no  such 
sink  in  each  apartment;  and  the  space  under  all  sinks, 
and  also  under  all  bath  tubs  where  such  exist,  shall 
be  left  entirely  open,  with  no  woodwork  enclosing  the 
same. 

Section  13.  All  tenement-houses  four  or  more  stories 
in  height,  which  shall  hereafter  be  erected,  altered  or 
constructed,  shall  be  made  flre-proof  throughout,  in  pir»-i»roof. 
conformity  with  the  fire-proof  ordinances  now  in  force 
in  said  cities. 

Section  14.  The  superintendent  of  the  bureau  of 
building  inspection  shall  require  such  plans  and  speci- 
fications of  any  proposed  erections,  alterations  or  con- 
structions of  tenement-houses,  as  suflSciently  set  forth 
and  record  the  intent  of  the  builder  to  comply  with  the 
requirements  of  this  act,  to  be  filed  with  him;  and  no 
permit  for  the  erection  or  construction  or  alteration  Permit. 
of  any  such  tenement-house  shall  be  granted,  unless

Section  15.  Any  violations  of  any  of  the  proTisionB 
of  this  act  shall  subject  the  person  or  persons,  so  of- 
fending, to  a  fine  or  penalty  of  not  less  than  ten  dol- 
lars nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars;  and  any  such 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  if  continued 
after  the  first  fine  is  imposed  therefor,  shall,  for  every 
week  of  such  continuance,  be  punishable  by  an  ad- 
ditional fine  of  not  less  than  ten  dollars  nor  more  than 
one  hundred  dollars.  All  such  fines  and  penalties 
shall  be  recoverable  by  summary  proceedings  before 
the  recorder,  mayor,  or  any  alderman  or  police  magis- 
tate,  in  any  of  said  cities;  and  all  suits  or  actions  at 
law,  instituted  for  the  recovery  thereof,  shall  be  in 
the  name  and  for  the  use  of  the  city  within  or  against 
which  the  offense  is  committed,  and  upon  the  recovery 
thereof  all  such  fines  and  penalties  shall  be  paid  to  the 
city  treasury  thereof.  In  default  of  the  payment  of 
any  fine  or  penalty  imposed  by  any  such  authority,  the 
person  or  persons  so  offending  may  be  committed  to 
the  jail,  workhouse  or  other  penal  institution  of  the 
county  in  which  said  city  is  situated,  for  a  period  not 
exceeding  thirty  days. 

Section  16.  Whenever  any  owner  or  builder  shall 
deem  himself  aggrieved  by  any  decision  of  the  super- 
intendent of  building  inspection,  made  in  performance 
of  the  powers  conferred  upon  him  by  this  act,  such 
owner  or  builder  shall  be  entitled  to  an  appeal  from 
such  decision,  as  provided  by  section  five  of  the  act  to 
which  this  is  a  supplement. 

Section  17.  Whenever  any  of  such  cities  shall  have 
incurred  expense  in  enforcing  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  imposing  duties  upon  persons  or  corpora- 
tions, such  cities  shall  have  the  right  to  recover  the 
same,  by  action  of  assumpsit,  from  the  owners  or  oc- 
cupants of  the  premises,  or  other  persons  or  corpora- 
tions failing  or  refusing  to  comply  with  or  execute  the 
sjame.

Amending  clajise  twenty-two  of  section  three  of  article  five, 
and  sections  one  and  two  of  article  thirteen,  of  an  act» 
entitled  "An  act  providing  for  the  Incorporation  and  gov- 
ernment of  cities  of  the  third  class,"  approved  the  twenty- 
third  day  of  May,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  eighty-nine,  and  amending  clauses  ten  and  forty  of 
said  section  three,  article  five,  and  section  eleven  of  article 
six,  and  section  four  of  article  sixteen,  of  said  act,  as  the 
same  were  enacted  by  amendment,  by  an  act  revising  and 
amending  said  act,  approved  the  sixteenth  day  of  May, 
Anno  Domini  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  one. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  an  act,  entitled 
"An  act  providing  for  the  incorporation  and  govern- 
ment of  cities  of  the  third  class/'  approved  the  twenty-  ati«i  of  tiw  tura 
third  day  of  May,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  eighty-nine,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
amended  as  follows: 

That  clause  ten  of  section  three  of  article  five  of 
said  act,  as  the  same  was  amended  by  an  act  revising 
and  amending  said  act,  approved  May  sixteenth,  Anno 
Domini  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  one,  which  now 
reads  as  follows:

transmissions  of  title  from  the  date  of  the  commencement 
of  such  plans;  hut  nothing  herein,  or  in  the  said  article, 
shall  invalidate  any  municipal  or  tax  claim,  hy  reason 
that  the  same  is  not  assessed  or  levied  against  the  regis- 
tered owner.    Certified  copies,  under  the  hand  of  the  said  StSSj*  *^***  ^ 
engineer,  of  any  of  the  entries  in  said  hooks,  or  upon 
said  maps  or  plans,  shall  he  received  in  evidence,  in  the 
same  manner  as  the  hooks,  maps  and  plans  themselves 
might  he  admissible  for  such  purpose,  and  may  he  also 
furnished  to  any  person  desiring  the  same,  for  such  fee 
or  compensation,  for  the  use  of  the  city,  as  may  he  flied 
by  ordinance.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c..  That  whereas,  William  ^^^ 
Bender  Wilson,  now  of  Holmesborg,  in  the  Thirty-fifth  ^ 
ward  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania,  then 
of  B[arri8bnrg,  Pennsylvania,  rendered  important  and* 
delicate  service  to  the  Commonwealth,  on  and  over  the 
borders  of  the  State,  as  a  telegraph  operator  and 
scout  during  the  raids  and  invasions  of  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  sixty-two,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
di^  and  sixty-three,  and  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  sixty-four,  the  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  is 
hereby  empowered  to  recognize  such  service  by  issuing  R«eoffnition  of 
to  said  William  Bender  Wilson  a  commission  as  col-  S^SUion. 
onel  in  the  volunteer  forces  of  the  State,  covering 
those  periods,  and  reciting  the  services  rendered,  to- 
gether with  a  gold  medal  commemorative  of  them.       Medai. 

Section  2.  The  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  is  hereby  Approprtation. 
set  apart  from  any  moneys  in  the  Treasury,  not  others 
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wise  appropriated,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  this  act 
into  effect. 

I  do  hereby  certify  that  the  above  bill,  entitled  "An 
act  to  recognize  the  aervices  of  William  Bender  Wil- 
son to  the  Commonwealth,  dnring  the  Civil  War,*'  was 
presented  to  the  Governor  on  the  nineteenth  day  of 
March,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  three,  and  was 
not  returned  within  ten  days  after  it  had  been  present- 
ed to  him,  wherefore  it  has,  agreeably  to  the  Consti- 
tution of  this  Commonwealth,  become  a  law  in  like 
manner  as  if  he  had  signed  it.

of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  having  viewed  the 
premises  or  examined  the  property,  shall  hear  all  par- 
ties interested  and  their  witnesses,  and  shall  estimate 
and  determine  the  damages  for  property  taken,  injured 
or  destroyed,  to  whom  the  same  is  payable;  and,  hav- 
ing so  estimated  and'  determined  the  damages,  to-

final  decree,  have  an  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court. 
The  said  court  of  common  pleas  shall  have  i>ower  to 
order  what  notices  shall  be  given  in  connection  with 
any  part  of  said  proceedings,  and  may  make  all  such 
orders  as  it  may  deem  requisite,"  be  and  the  same  i9 
hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  6.  Upon  the  report  of  said  viewers,  or  any 
two  of  them,  being  filed  in  said  court,  any  party  in- 
terested may,  within  thirty  days  thereafter,  file  ex-  jj^oepuoiui  to  v- 
ceptions  to  the  same;  and  the  court  shall  have  power  port. 
to  confirm  said  report,  or  to  modify,  change  or  other- 
wise correct  the  same,  or  change  the  assessments 
made  therein,  or  refer  the  same  back  to  the  same  or 
new  viewers,  with  like  power  as  to  their  report. 
When  said  report  is  first  filed  in  courty  the  prothono- 
tary  thereof  shall  mark  the  same  confirmed  nisi,  and  in 
case  no  exceptions  are  filed  thereto  udthin  said  thirty 
days,  he  sJiall  enter  a  decree  (as  of  course)  that  said 
report  is  confirmed  absolutely.  Within  thirty  days  after 
the  confirmation,  modification,  changing  or  correcting  of 
any  report,  any  interested  party  may  appeal  from  the  said 
decree  to  the  Superior  Court  or  to  the  Supreme  Court, 
as  the  cas^  may  be.  The  said  report,  when  and  as  finally 
confirmed,  shall  be  conclwive  as  to  any  assessments  made 
therein  to  pay  the  costs  and  expenses  of  any  sewer,  street 
or  other  improvement.  And  within  thirty  days  after  said 
report  is  filed  in  court,  as  aforestated,  any  party  whose 
property  is  taken,  injured  or  destroyed,  or  who  is  assessed 
benefits  to  pay  damages  for  property  taken,  injured  or 
destroyed,  may  appeal  to  the  court  of  common  pleas,  and 
demand  a  trial  by  jury,  according  to  the  course  of  the  by  jury. 
common  law.  Every  appellant  shall  state  in  the  appeal 
the  grounds  upon  or  for  which  the  appeal  is  taken,  and 
the  same  shall  be  signed  by  the  party  or  parties  taking 
the  appeal,  or  by  his  or  their  agent  or  attorney;  and  shall 
be  accompanied  by  an  affidavit  of  the  party  appellant, 
or  of  his  or  their  agent  or  attorney,  that  the  appeal  is 
not  taken  for  the  purpose  of  delay,  but  because  the  ap- 
pellant firmly  believes  that  injustice  has  been  done.  Upon 
the  trial  of  any  such  appeal  in  court,  the  report  of  the 
viewers,  as  finally  approved,  confirmed,  modified  or  changed 
by  the  court,  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  benefits 
as  therein  mentioned;  and  in  case  the  party  appellant  does 
not  obtain  a  verdict  more  favorable  th^an  was  the  report  of 
viewers,  as  finally  confirmed,  modified  or  changed,  the  said 
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appellant  shall  not  recavet'  any  costs  on  the  appeal. 
The  said  court  of  common  pleas  shall  have  power  to 
order  what  notices  shall  be  given  in  connection  with 
any  part  of  said  proceedings,  and  make  all  and  such  or- 
ders as  it  may  deem  requisite,  and  may  by  rule  or  other- 
wise, prescribe  the  form  of  the  pleadings.  After  verdict 
and  final  judgment^  either  party  may  have  an  appeal  to 
the  Superior  Court  or  Supreme  Courts  as  in  other  cases. 
No  appeal  taken  under  this  act  shall  prevent  the  filing 
of  liens  by  any  municipality  for  any  assessment  made 
by  said  report;  but,  upon  the  final  termination  of  the 
issue,  the  court  shall  make  such  order  as  to  the  lien  filed 
as  shall  appear  right  and  proper.

To  establish  a  Department  of  Fisheries,  to  provide  for  Its 
proper  administration,  and  to  provide  for  the  protection 
and  propagration  of  fish  by  the  Department  of  Fisheries. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.y  That  there  be,  and 
is  hereby,  established  a  Department  of  Fisheries,  to 
consist  of  a  Commissioner  of  Fisheries  and  four  other 
citizens  of  the  Commonwealth,  who  together  shall 
constitute  the  Fisheries  Commission,  each  of  whom 
ehall  be  appointed  and  commissioned  by  the  Ghovernor, 
by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Senate;  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Fisheries,  for  a  term  of  four  years,  two  of 
the  said  citizens  for  a  term  of  two  years,  and  two 
of  said  citizens  for  a  term  of  four  years;  and  thereafter 
all  appointments  shall  be  made  by  the  Governor, 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  for 
a  term  of  four  years.  The  persons  so  appointed,  be- 
fore entering  upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties  shall 
each  take  and  subscribe  to  the  oath  of  office  prescribed 
by  article  seven  of  the  Constitution  of  Pennsylvania. 
The  Commissioner  of  Fieheries,  and  the  Fisheries  Com- 
mission, so  appointed,  shall  be  clothed  with  all  the 
powers  heretofore  conferred  by  law,  respectively,  upon 
the  Board  of  Fish  Commissioners,  so  far  as  the  same 
are  consistent  with  the  provisione  of  this  act. 

Section  2.  The  Commissioner  of  Fisheries  shall  be 
the  president  and  executive  officer  of  the  Fisheries 
Commission,  and  shall  also  be  chief  superintendent  of 
all  hatching-stations  and  fish-cultural  establishments 
belonging  to  the  State;  and  he  shall  have  full  control 
and  management  of  all  such  establishments,  now  exist- 
ing or  which  may  hereafter  be  established;  and  he 
shall  have  full  control,  direction  and  management  of 
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all  fiflth-wardens  or  water-bailiffs;  and  he  shall  assame 
full  charge  of  the  work  of  the  enforcement  of  the 
laws  relating  to  the  protection,  propagation  and  dis- 
tribution of  fish;  and  all  fish-wardens,  constables,  po- 
lice, sheriffs,  and  guardians  of  the  peace,  shall  n^e 
prompt  report  to  him  of  all  cases  of  violation  of  the 
laws  relating  to  fish. 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Fisheries  Com-  xhium  of  Fuh- 
mission  to  encourage  and  promote  the  development  •'*••  go«»»***o"- 
of  the  fish^  interests  of  the  State,  and  to  obtain  and 
publish  information  resjiecting  the  extent  and  con- 
dition of  the  fisheries  of  the  Commonwealth,  and 
to  make  all  rules  and  regulations  for  the  enforcement 
of  all  laws  designated  for  the  protection,  extension 
and  propagation  of  fish;  and  it  is  empowered  to  em-  ^^^•^ 
ploy  such  legal  and  other  service  as  may  be  neces- 
sary for  the  protection  of  fish,  and  for  the  apprehen- 
sion and  punishment  of  persons  who  may  violate  any 
of  the  laws  relating  to  fish,  or  any  of  the  rules  and 
regulations  which,  under  the  powers  herein  given, 
may  be  adopted  by  the  said  Conunission. 

Section  4.  The  Commissioner  of  Fisheries  shall  re-  SSS&ii'  5°"" 
ceive  a  salary  of  three  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  »**«»»«rt«^ 
payable  quarterly,  by  warrant  drawn  by  the  Auditor 
General  on  the  State  Treasurer,  and  in  addition  there- 
to shall  be  reimbursed  for  all  necessary  expenses 
of  travel,  which  may  be  incurred  in  the  ddscharge  of 
the  duties  of  his  office;  and  the  other  members  of  the 
Commission  shall  serve  without  salary,  but  shall  be 
reimbursed  for  all  necessary  expenses  incurred  by 
them  in  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  their  office. 

Section  5.  The  Fisheries  Commission  shall  have  an  ^*"<*- 
office  in  the  State  Capitol,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Board  of. Commissioners  of  Public  Qrounde  and 
Buildings  to  provide,  from  time  to  time,  the  necessary 
rooms,  furniture,  apparatus  and  supplies  for  the  use 
of  the  Department  of  Fisheries,  created  under  the 
provisions  of  this  a^t. 

Section  6.  The  Commissioner  of  Fisheries  shall  have 
the  power  to  employ  one  clerk,  at  a  salary  of  twelve  ci«»"k. 
hundred  dollars  per  annum;  one  stenographer,  at  a  stenographs, 
salary  of  six  hundred  dollars  per  annum;  said  salaries 
to  be  paid  monthly,  by  warrants  drawn  by  the  Audi- 
tor General  on  the  State  Treasurer. 

Section  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  and  after 
the  first  Monday  of  June,  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  three. 

^ction  8.  That  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent 
with  the  provisions  of  this  act  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  repealed.  Repeal.

To  carry  out  the  provlalonB  of  acta  of  Assembly  relating  to 
the  care  and  treatment  of  the  Indigent  Insane,  approved  the 
thirteenth  day  of  June,  one  thousand  elsht  hundred  and 
elirhty- three,  and  the  twenty-second  day  of  June,  one  thou- 
sand elffht  hundred  and  ninety-two,  and  the  twenty-sixth 
day  of  June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-flTe, 
and  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  May,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  ninety-seven,  and  the  tenth  day  of  May.  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-nine,  and  making  an 
appropriation  therefor,  and  providing  for  an  additional  ap- 
propriation for  the  care  and  detention  of  chronic  insane, 
under  the  provisions  of  the  act  approved  the  twenty-second 
day  of  June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-one, 
during  the  two  fiscal  years  beginning  Jime  first,  one  thou- 
sand nine  hundred  and  three. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.y  That  the  sam  of  one 
million  eight  iiandred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  or 
BO  much  thereof  aa  may  be  necessary,  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  8i>eciflcally  apiNropriated  for  the  care 
and  treatment  of  the  indigent  insane,  as  prescribed 
by  acts  of  Assembly  approved  the  thirteenth  day  of 
June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-three, 
and  the  twenty-second  day  of  June,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  ninety-one,  and  the  twenty-sixth 
day  of  June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety- 
flve,  and  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  May,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  and  the  tenth  day 
of  May,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-nine, 
for  the  two  fiscal  years  commencing  on  the  first  day 
of  June,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  three;  and 
the  sum  of  fifty  cents  per  week  for  each  and  every 
patient,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  is 
hereby  specifically  appropriated,  in  addition  to  the 
maximum  amount  provided,  for  the  care  and  mainte- 
nance of  inmates  at  the  State  Asylum  for  the  Chronic 
Insane  of  Pennsylvania,  under  the  provisions  of  the 
act  approved  the  twenty-second  day  of  June,  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  ninety-one:  Provided,  That 
this  additional  appropriation  of  fifty  cents  per  week, 
or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  is  Umited  to 
the  two  fiscal  years  beginning  June  first,  one  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  three. 

The  said  appropriation  to  be  paid  on  the  warrant 
of  the  Auditor  General  on  a  settlement  made  by  him 
and  the  State  Treasurer,  but  no  warrant  shall  be 
drawn  on  settlement  made  until  the  directors  or  man- 
agers of  the  respective  hospitals  or  asylums  for  the 
insane  shall  have  made,  under  oath,  to  the  Auditor 
Oeneral  a  quarterly  report  containing  the  actual  num- 
ber of  indigent  insane  persons  received  and  main- 
tained in  said  hospitals  or  asylums  for  the  insane 
during  the  quarter,  with  date  of  admission,  date  of 
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discharge  or  death,  and  showing  the  actual  time  each 
indigent  insane  person  was  treated  and  cared  for. 

Such  qaarterly  report  or  account  shall  be  accom- 
panied by  a  specially  itemized  statement,  made  under 
oath  bj  the  directors  or  managers  of  the  receipts 
and  income  from  all  sources  whatever,  and  of  the  ex- 
penditures for  all  purposes  whatsoever,  during  the 
quarter,  together  with  the  cash  balance  on  hand  at 
the  beginning  of  or  available  at  any  time  during  the 
quarter.  And  any  such  cash  balances,  on  hand  at  the 
beginning  of  any  quarter,  or  that  is  available  during 
the  quarter,  shall  be  deducted  from  the  amount  charge- 
able for  maintenance  to  the  State  for  such  quarter: 
Provided,  That  the  words  "Oare,  treatment  and  main- 
tenanee,"  used  in  this  act,  shall  be  construed  to  mean 
medical  and  surgical  treatment  and  nureing,  food  and 
clothing,  and  alraolutely  necessary  repairs  to  the  pres- 
ent buildings. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  com- 
missioners, or  the  directors  or  overseers  of  the  poor 
of  the  different  counties  or  poor  districts  of  the  State, 
to  report  under  oath  to  the  Auditor  General,  on  the 
first  days  of  September,  December,  March  and  June 
of  each  year,  the  number  of  indigent  insane  persons 
transferred,  as  provided  by  law,  to  the  State  hospitals 
or  asylums  for  the  insane  in  their  respective  districts; 
said  report  shall  contain  the  name  of  every  indigent 
insane  person,  when  admitted,  length  of  time  cared 
for  in  eaid  State  hospital  or  asylum,  and  date  of  dis- 
charge or  death. 

Section  3.  That  for  the  neglect  or  refusal  of  the 
county  commissioners,  or  directors  of  the  poor  of  the 
county  i>oor-houses  or  almshouses,  or  otherwise,  con- 
trolling the  custody  of  such  indigent  insane  persons, 
or  of  the  directors  or  managers  of  the  State  hospitals 
or  asylums  wherein  the  indigent  insane  are  treated 
and  cared  for,  to  make  report  to  the  Auditor  General 
as  required  by  this  act,  said  counties,  hospitals  or 
asylums  shall  forfeit  the  whole  amount  due  for  the 
quarter  in  which  no  report  was  made:  Provided,  That 
all  insane  persons  who  apply  for  admission  to  any  of 
said  hospitals,  with  proper  papers,  and  are  willing 
and  able  to  pay  their  expenses,  be  admitted,  and  that 
accommodations  shall  be  furnished-  for  said  insane: 
Provided,  also,  That  no  payment  shall  be  made  on 
account  of  the  care  and  treatment  of  the  insane  until 
the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Charities  elhall  have 
certified  to  the  Auditor  General,  under  oath,  that  the 
quarterly  report  of  the  cost  of  such  care  and  treat- 
ment contain  no  charge  except  for  maintenance,  as 
construed  by  this  act.

Makins  an  appropriation  for  the  erection  of  a  monument  to 
commemorate  the  Bervices  of  the  ofacers  and  soldieni  of 
the  Tenth  Pennsylvania  Regiment,  United  States  Volun- 
teers, who  died  while  in  the  service  of  the  United  States  in 
the  late  war  with  Spain. 

Whereas  I.  Whereos,  The  act  of  Assembly  approved  July  eigh- 

teenthy  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  one,  pamphlet 
laws  seven  hundred  and  fifty-four,  appropriated  twen- 
ty thousand  dollars  for  the  purpose  mentioned  in  the 
title  of  this  act; 

And  whereas,  Said  act  limited  the  time  within 
which  said  money  was  to  be  expended  to  June  one, 
one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  three; 

And  whereas,  Because  of  difficulties  in  the  erection 
of  said  monument,  it  is  imx)086i<ble  to  complete  the 
same  properly  by  June  one,  one  thousand  nine  hun- 
dred and  three; 

And  whereas.  None  of  the  twenty  thousand  dollars 
appropriated  by  said  act  has  been  used: 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  the  sum  of 
twenty  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may 
be  necessary,  is  hereby  specifically  appropriated,  out 
of  the  moneys  in  the  State  Treasury  not  otherwise 
appropriated,  for  the  erection  of  a  monument  to  com-

A  SUPPLEMENT 

To  an  act.  entitled  "An  act  for  the  e8tat>llshment  of  tree 
public  libraries  in  the  several  school-districts  of  this  Com- 
mon wealth,  except  in  cities  of  the  first  and  second  class," 
approved  the  twenty-eighth  day  of  June,  Anno  Domini  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-five,  authorizing  school- 
districts  to  join  in  establishing  and  maintaining  free  public 
libraries,  or  to  Join  in  aiding  those  otherwise  established. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.  That  when  any  town- 
ship Bnrrounds  or  immediately  adjoins  any  boroagh 
within  this  Commonwealth,  the  school  directors, 
boards,  or  organizations  having  control  of  the  com- 
mon schoole  of  said  borough  and  township,  may  join 
in  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  a  free,  non- 
sectarian,  public  library  in  said  borough  or  township, 
or  partly  in  both,  the  expense  of  such  establishment 
and  maintenance  to  be  borne  by  said  borough  and 
township,  in  such  proportions  as  may  be  agre^  upon 
by  the  school  authorities  of  said  respective  school  dis- 
tricts, and  for  that  purpose  may  levy  the  taxes  pro- 
vided for  in  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement. 

Section  2.  When  any  township  surrounds  or  imme- 
diately adjoins  any  borough  within  this  (Tommon- 
wealth,  within  either  of  which  there  is  or  shall  be  here- 
after established,  otherwise  than  under  the  provisions 
of  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  a  free,  non- 
sectarian,  public  school  library,  the  school  directors, 
boards,  or  organizations  having  control  of  the  com- 
mon schools  of  said  districts,  may,  instead  of  estab- 
lishing another  public  library  and  providing  for  its 
maintenance,  join  in  extending  aid  to  euch  library, 
already  established,  guaranteeing  such  aid,  in  such 
proportion,  and  on  such  terms  as  to  control  and  man- 
agement, as  shall  be  agreed  upon  between  the  man- 
agers thereof  and  the  school  authorities  of  said  re- 
spective districts;  and  for  that  purpose  may  levy 
the  taxes  provided  for  in  the  act  to  which  thie  is  a 
supplement,  in  the  manner  therein  provided.

Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  eection  two  and 
three  of  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  the 
adoption  of  trade-marks,  labels,  symbols  or  private 
stamps  bj  any  incorporated  or  unincorporated  asso- 
ciation or  anion  of  workingmen,  and  to  regulate  the 
same,"  approved  March  twenty-one,  Anno  Domini  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-five,  amended  by 
an  act  approved  May  second.  Anno  Domini  one  thou- 
sand nine  hundred  and  one,  which  reads  as  follows:

order  as  to  uncollected  tax  or  other  claims, — ^as  shall 
be  just;  and  any  sura,  thus  decreed  to  be  due  by  any 
district  to  any  district  or  individual,  shall  be  entered 
in  the  nature  of  a  judgment  against  the  same,  and 
shall  be  subject  to  execution,  in  the  manner  prescribed 
in  the  twenty-first  section  of  the  general  common 
school  law,  on  the  eighth  of  May,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  fifty-four.

AN  ACT 


To  incorporate  the  Northampton  Bridge  Company,  in  North- 
ampton county,  Pennsylvania,  and  to  authorize  the  bulldingr 
of  a  bridge,  by  the  said  Northampton  Bridge  Company, 
across  the  Delaware  river  at  Martin's  creek;  and  authorizing 
the  said  Northampton  Bridge  Company,  by  and  with  the  con- 
sent of  the  Commonwealth  of  New  Jersey,  to  construct  the 
said  bridge,  in  conjunction  with  any  company  that  has  ob- 
tained or  may  obtain  the  consent  of  the  said  Commonwealth 
of  New  Jersey. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c..  That  H.  H.  Haines,  J. 
H.  Haggerty,  W.  H.  Sawin,  J.  F.  Riley,  and  W.  R. 
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Grabb,  aod  all  other  persons  who  may  hereafter  be 
sobscribers  to  or  holders  of  the  stock  hereinafter  men- 
tioned, are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate,  by 
the  name  of  the  Northampton  Bridge  Company,  for  the 
purpose  of  erecting,  constructing,  maintaining,  and 
managing  a  bridge  across  the  Delaware  river,  from  a 
point  near  the  mouth  of  Martin's  creek,  in  the  conoty 
of  Northampton  and  State  of  Pennsylvania,  to  connect 
with  a  point  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  Delaware  river, 
in  the  county  of  Warren  and  State  of  New  Jersey,  near 
the  station  called  Martin's  Greek,  on  the  Belvidere  and 
Delaware  Division  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad,  the 
immediate  location  to  be  fixed  as  hereinafter  provided.

Section  15.  If  any  person  shall  wilfully  do  or  cause 
to  be  done  any  act  or  acts,  whatever,  whereby  said 
bridge  or  any  appurtenances  thereto  belonging  shall 
be  obstructed,  impaired,  weakened,  injured  or  de- 
stroyed, the  person  or  persons,  so  offending,  shall  for- 
feit to  the  said  company  treble  the  damages  sustained 
by  reason  of  said  offense  or  injury;  to  be  recovered  in 
the  name  of  the  corporation,  with  costs  of  suit,  by 
an  action  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction  thereof; 
and  such  person  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor, and  be  punished  by  fine  or  imprisonment,  or 
both,  as  provided  by  law  for  the  punishment  of  misde- 
meanors when  no  other  punishment  is  prescribed.

a  penalty  for  said  act,  with  costs. 

Section  17.  Said  bridge  shall  be  constructed  within 
five  years  after  the  passage  of  this  act. 

Section  18.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  president 
and  directors  to  erect  a  gate  and  receive  toll,  at  or  near 
the  west  end  of  said  bridge,  or  at  or  near  the  east  end 
thereof,  at  the  discretion  of  the  said  president  and 
directors. 

Section  19.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

Allegheny  river,  in  what  is  now  Warr^i  county,  to  the 
Indian  Chief  Cornplanter,  of  the  Seneca  tribe,  this 
grant  being  made  to  said  Cornplanter  and  his  de- 
scendants to  provide  them  with  a  home,  and  in  consid- 
eration of  the  friendship  to  and  great  services  of  the 
said  Cornplanter  to  the  white  settlers  of  Western 
Pennsylvania;  and 
Whereas  H.  Whereas,  Since  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hun- 

dred and  fifty-six,  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylva- 
nia has  maintained  a  school  upon  said  land  for  the 
children  of  the  descendants  of  said  Cornplanter,  this 
school  now  containing  about  thirty  children  of  these

Whereas,  The  school  house,  built  many  years  ago,

That  a  commission 
shall  be  appointed,  consisting  of  three  persons,  resi- 
dents of  Warren  county,  Pennsylvania,  who  shall 
serve  without  compensation,  but  shall  be  allowed  nec- 
essary expenses,  and  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Governor.

Whereas,  Infections  and  contagious  diseases  are 
very  largely  disseminated  through  the  agency  of  the 
schools,  from  the  want  of  proper  disinfection  of  echool 
buildings;  therefore, 

■Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c..  That  on  and  after  the 
passage  of  this  act,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board 
of  school  directors,  trustees,  or  other  person  or  i)er- 
sons  having  control  of  any  school  or  college  building^ 
in  any  city  of  this  Commonwealth,  to  adopt  and  im- 
mediately put  into  operation  a  modern  method  and 
system  of  disinfection,  for  the  disinfection  of  such 
school  or  college  buildings. 

Section  2.  And  it  shall  further  be  the  duty  of  such 
board  of  school  directors,  trustees,  or  other  person  or 
persons  having  control  of  any  school  or  college  build- 
ing in  any  city  of  this  Commonwealth,  at  regular  in- 
tervals of  not  exceeding  two  weeks,  to  cause  all  of 
the  school  or  college  buildings  under  their  control  to 
be  thoroughly  disinfected,  by  means  of  the  method  and 
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system  which  they  may  adopt  in  compliance  with  sec- 
tion one  of  this  act. 

Section  3.  Whenever  there  exists  in  any  city  a  local 
board  of  health  for  such  city,  the  method  and  system 
of  disinfection  adopted  by  the  board  of  school  direc- 
tors,  trustees,  or  other  person  or  persons  having  con- 
trol of  any  school  or  college  building  in  such  city,  shall 
be  approved  by  such  local  board  of  health;  in  any  city 
where  no  such  local  board  of  health  exists,  such 
method  and  system  of  disinfection,  as  aforesaid,  shall 
be  approved  by  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  this  State. 

Section '4.  In  operating  such  methods  and  system 
of  disinfection,  as  aforesaid,  the  person  or  persons  in 
charge  of  such  duty  shall,  as  far  as  practicable,  per- 
form such  duty  in  such  manner  as  not  to  interfere  with  Not^  ^choS^w^ 
the  regular  school  ©essions  held  in  said  school  or  col-  uiodb,  ^  ***" 
lege  buildings,  and  it  shall  not  be  necessary,  under 
this  act,  to  i)erf orm  such  duty  in  any  school  or  college 
building  which  is  not  used  and  occupied  for  school 
purposes. 

Section  5.  In  order  to  fully  and  completely  carry  out 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  to  defray  the  expenses 
necessary  to  equip  and  put  into  operation  by  the 
board  of  school  directors,  trustees,  or  other  person  or

Providing  for  the  erection  of  memorial  tablets  or  monuments  to 
mark  the  position,  on  the  field  of  Antietam,  of  certain  Penn- 
sylvania commands  that  participated  in  the  battle  on  Sep- 
tember seventeenth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty- 
two,  but  were  not  In  the  battle  of  Gettysburg,  and  making 
an  appropriation  therefor. 

Whereaa,  The  following  commands,  to  wit:  The 
Forty-fifth,  Forty-eighth,  Fiftieth,  Fifty-first,  One  Hun- 
dredth, One  Hundred  and  Twenty-fourth,  One  Hun- 
dred and  Twenty-fifth,  One  Hundred  and  Twenty- 
eighth,  One  Hundred  and  Thirtieth,  One  Hundred  and 
Thirty-second,  and  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-seventh 
regiments  of  Pennsylvania  Volunteer  Infantry, 
Twelfth  Pennsylvania  Volunteer  Cavalry,  and  DurelPs 
Battery  of  Artillery,  participated  in  the  battle  of 
Antietam,  on  September  seventeenth,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  sixty-two,  but  were  not  at  Gettys- 
burg, and  have  no  monuments  to  commemorate  their 
services  on  any  battlefield,  and  it  is  but  right  and 
proper  that  the  Commonwealth  should  recognize  their 
valor  by  providing  monuments  marking  their  posi- 
tion on  the  field  of  Antietam; 

And  whereas,  An  appropriation  for  said  purpose  was 
made  at  the  seseion  of  the  General  Assembly,  in  the 
year  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  one,  but  was 
subsequently  found  not  to  be  large  enough  to  pur- 
chase ground  and  erect  suitable  monuments,  and  the 
Governor  reduced  by  one-half  the  appropriation  that 
had  been  made,  giving  as  a  reason  therefor  the  insuffi- 
ciency of  State  revenues,  and  at  a  meeting  of  repre- 
sentatives of  the  different  commands  interested  in 
said  appropriation,  held  at  Harrieburg  on  the  nine- 
teenth day  of  March,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
two,  it  was  resolved  that,  as  ground  could  not  be  pur- 
chased and  monuments  erected  for  the  meagre  sum 
then  available,  nothing  be  done,  and  that  the  next 
Legislature  be  appeal  to  to  provide  sufficient  appro- 
priation for  the  purpose;  therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  the  sum  of  thirty- 
two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof 
as  may  be  necessary,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  speci- 
fically appropriated,  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  State 
Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated  for  the  purchase 
of  ground  and  the  erection  of  suitable  monuments  or 
memorial  tablets  of  granite,  bronze,  or  other  durable 
material,  to  mark  the  position  on  the  field  of  Antietam 
of  each  of  the  commands  of  Pennsylvania  Volunteers, 
that  participated  in  that  battle  and  were  not  at  Gettys- 
burg. 
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Section  2.  That  the  Governor  shall  appoint  three 
commissioneriB,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  act  in  con- 
junction with  a  representative  or  committee  from  each 
of  said  commands,  for  the  purchase  of  ground,  when 
found  necessary  to  do  so,  and  in  the  selection  of  a  site, 
design,  material  and  inscription,  for  a  monument  or 
tablet  to  mark  the  position  of  each  command  on  the 
battlefield;  and  it  shall  be  the  further  duty  of  said 
commissioners  to  contract  for  the  erection  of  each 
monument  or  tablet,  and  give  such  supervision  as 
shall  be  necessary  in  the  erection  of  the  same,  and, 
when  erected  and  dedicated,  to  transfer  to  the  Antie- 
tam  Battlefield  Commission  of  the  War  Department 
said  monuments  or  tablets,  for  care  and  keeping.

Section  4.  That  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  Janu- 
ary (1904),  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  four,  the 
judges  of  the  court  of  common  pleas,  learned  in  the 
law,  in  all  the  judicial  districts  of  this  Commonwealth, 
except  as  hereinbefore  provided,  shall  receive  the  fol- 
lowing compensation: 

In  judicial  districts  having  a  population  of  ninety 
thousand  and  less  than  five  hundred  thousand,  the

ceive one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000)  additional;  and  in 
other  judicial  districts,  having  less  than  ninety  thou- 
sand, the  annual  salary  of  the  judges  of  the  court  of 
common  pleas,  learned  in  the  law,  shall  be  five  thou- 
sand dollars  (|5,000);  but  the  judges,  learnedinthelaw, 
of  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  Dauphin  county  shall 
each  receive  fifteen  hundred  dollars  (f  1,500)  additional 
for  trying  the  Commonwealth's  civil  cases. 

Section  5.  Such  annual  salary  shall  be  paid  monthly, 
by  warrant  drawn  by  the  Auditor  General  on  the  State 
Treasurer. 

Section  6.  In  the  counties  where  separate  orphans' 
courts  are  established,  the  annual  salaries  of  said 
judges  shall  be  the  same  as  are  paid  to  the  judges  of 
the  courts  of  common  pleas  in  the  respective  counties 
where  such  separate  orphans'  courts  are  established, 
to  be  paid  in  the  same  manner  as  the  salaries  of  said 
judges  of  the  courts  of  common  pleas  may  be  by  law 
payable.

For  the  creation  and  government  of  a  division  of  the  State  Ld- 
brary,  for  the  preservation  of  public  records. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c..  That  there  is  hereby 
created  a  Division  of  Public  Records,  in  connection 
with  the  State  Library,  which  shall  be  devoted  to  the 
preservation  of  all  public  records  throughout  the  Com- 
monwealth, but  which  shall  esi)ecially  have  custody 
of  all  public  records  of  the  State  government,  not  in 
current  use,  and  consequently,  primarily,  of  historical 
value. 

Section  2.  That  this  division  of  public  records  shall 
be  governed  by  the  trustees  of  the  State  Library. 

Section  3.  That  the  trustees  shall,  so  soon  as  may  be 
possible,  provide  adequate  fireproof  quarters  for  the 
record's  placed  in  their  care. 

Section  4.  That  the  Division  of  Public  Record's  ehall 
be  under  the  direction  of  the  State  Librarian,  who 
shall  have  immediate  charge  of  and  be  responsible 
for  everything  consigned  to  his  custody,  and  shall  en- 
force all  rules  and  regulations  provided  by  the  trus- 
tees. He  shall  receive  and  disburse  all  moneys  that 
are  or  may  be  hereafter  appropriated  for  thi«  Divi- 
sion's parx>oses,  and  keep  accurate  accounts  thereof, 
and  make  settlement  therefor  in  the  same  manner  as 
is  provided  for  the  accounts  of  the  State  Library.  He 
shall  collect,  classify,  preserve,  and  make  accessible 
for  reference,  all  records  which  may  come  into  the 
poesession  of  the  Division,  with  such  exceptions  as 
may  be  indicated  by  the  trustees.  He  shall  report  to 
the  trustees  biennially,  on  the  condition  of  the  State 
records,  with  such  recommendations  as  shall  be  desira- 
ble for  the  preservation  of  all  public  records  through- 
out Pennsylvania.  He  may  appoint  such  assistants, 
at  such  salaries,  as  shall  be  authorized  by  the  Legis- 
lature from  time  to  time  in  the  general  appropriation 
bill,  and  may  expend  such  sums  for  the  purpose  of  the 
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Division  as  may  be  appropriated  by  the  Legislatare 
for  that  purpose. 

Section  5.  That  the  heads  of  the  Tarions  depart- 
ments of  the  State  Government  shall  deposit  all  papers 
relating  to  their  departments,  with  this  diyi«ion,  be- 
ginning with  the  earliest  records,  to  the  year  one  thou- 
sand seven  hundred  and  fifty,  which  are  not  needed  by 
the  departments  for  business  purpose. 

Section  6.  That  the  Governor  shall  appoint,  an- 
nually, an  advisory  commission  of  public  records,  who 
shall  serve  without  compensation,  composed  of  five 
persons  of  known  knowledge  of  and  interest  in  tlie 
preservation  of  all  public  records,  whose  dnity  it  shall 
be  to  meet  with  the  trustees  and  the  State  Librarian, 
at  least  once  a  year,  at  such  time  as  the  Governor 
shall  arrange,  and  who  shall  make  such  additional 
recommendations  to  the  Legislature  as  shall  be 
deemed  wise  for  the  further  preservation  of  all  pub- 
lic records  throughout  the  State.  The  State  Librarian 
shall  be  the  secretary  of  this  meeting  and  of  all  meet- 
ings of  the  trustees. 

Section  7.  That  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent 
herewith  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

hiB  description  as  near  as  may  be,  which  said  certifi- 
cate shall  authorize  the  owner  thereof  to  hant  and 
kill  game  in  any  part  of  this  Commonwealth,  during 
the  period  of  that  year  when  game  may  be  legally 
killed,  under  the  restrictions  and  for  the  purposes  al- 
lowed by  law;  said  certificate  shall  not  be  transferable, 
and  shall  be  exposed  for  examination,  upon  demand 
made  by  any  game  protector,  constable,  or  game  war- 
den of  the  State.  One-half  of  the  license  fee  so  re- 
ceived by  any  county  treasurer  shall  be  retained  by 
him,  for  the  use  of  the  county  wherein  the  same  is 
paid,  and  the  remaining  one-half  of  said  fee  i^hall  be 
forwarded  by  him  to  the  State  Treasurer,  in  the  same

to  answer  said  complaint,  on  a  charge  of  misdemeanor, 
before  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the  peace  of 
the  county  where  said  offense  is  charged  to  have  been 
committed;  which  court,  on  the  conviction  of  the  de- 
fendant or  defendants,  and  failure  to  pay  the  penalty 
or  penalties  imposed,  with  the  cost  of  prosecution, 
shall  commit  the  said  defendant  or  defendants  to  the 
jail  of  the  county  for  a  period  of  one  day  for  each  dol- 
lar of  penalty  imposed. 

Section  3.  All  officers  of  the  Commonwealth  whose 
duty  it  is  to  protect  the  game  of  the  Commonwealth, 
shall  have  power  to  seize  all  guns  and  shooting  para- 
phernalia, and  game  in  possession  or  belonging  to  the 
suspected  pafties,  within  the  Commonwealth.  The 
game,  upon  conviction  of  the  parties  so  arrested,  shall 
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be  forfeited  to  the  State,  and  forwarded  by  said  officer 
to  the  most  convenient  public  hospital,  for  the  nse  of 
the  sick  or  injured  therein;  and  the  guns  and  shooting 
paraphernalia  held,  subject  to  the  payment  of  the  pen- 
alty or  penalties  imposed,  with  the  costs  of  prosecu- 
tion; and  in  the  case  of  default  of  the  payment  thereof 
for  a  i>eriod  of  five  days  from  the  date  of  conviction, 
unless  appeal  be  taken,  to  advertise  the  same  by  pub- 
lic handbill,  not  less  than  five  in  number,  conspica- 
ously  displayed  in  the  borough  or  township  where  the 
conviction  was  secured,  and  after  the  lapse  of  ten 
days  from  the  date  of  advertising,  to  sell  said  guns 
and  paraphernalia  at  public  auction.  The  fund  thas 
realized  shall  be  applied,  first,  to  the  payment  of  costs 
incurred,  then  to  the  payment  of  the  penalty  imposed, 
and  the  remainder,  if  any,  shall  be  returned  to  the 
owner  or  owners  of  the  property  so  seized  and  sold: 
Provided,  That  the  fact  that  imprisonment  is  suffered 
by  any  person  convicted  of  violating  the.  provisions 
of  this  act,  shall  not  prevent  the  sale  of  all  guns  and 
hunting  paraphernalia  so  seized,  and  the  application 
of  the  fund  thus  realized  to  the  purposes  before  men- 
tioned. 

Section  4.  "An  act  requiring  non-resident  gunners 
to  secure  a  license  before  hunting  in  the  Common- 
wealth of  Pennsylvania,  and  providing  penalties  for 
violations  of  its  provisions,"  approved  the  twenty- 
fourth  day  of  April,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
one,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed.  '

To  establish  a  Department  of  Mines  in  Pennsylvania;  defining 
its  purposes  and  authority;  providinflr  for  the  appointment  of 
a  Chief  of  said  Department,  and  assistants,  and  fixing  their 
salaries  and  expenses. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  there  is  hereby 
established  in  Pennsylvania  a  Department  known  as 
the  Department  of  Mines,  which  shall  be  charged  vrith 
the  supervision  of  the  execution  of  the  mining  laws 
gities  and  powers  Qf  this  Commonwealth,  and  the  care  and  publication 
of  the  annual  reports  of  the  inspectors  of  coal  minies 
and  any  and  all  other  mines  that  may  come  under  the 
provisions  of  the  mining  laws  of  this  Ccfmmonwealth. 
Section  2.  The  chief  officer  of  this  Department  shall 
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be  denominated  Chief  of  the  Department  of  Mines,  and  ^J*g,2Jt*5?  ^^ 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor,  by  and  with  the  *5ne«. 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  within  thirty  days 
after  the  final  passage  of  this  act,  and  every  four  years 
thereafter,  who  shall  be  commissioned  by  the  Gover-  by  toe*a?vernor. 
nor  to  serve  a  term  of  four  years  from  the  date  of  his  Term  and  saury 
appointment,  and  until  his  successor  is  duly  qualified,  <><- 
and  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  four  thousand 
dollars  and  travelling  expenses;  and  in  case  of  a 
vacancy  in  the  office  of  Chief  of  said  Department,  by 
reason  of  death,  resignation  or  otherwise,  the  Gover- 
nor shall  appoint  a  qualified  person  to  fill  such  va- 
cancy for  the  unexpired  balance  of  the  term. 

Section  3.  The  Chief  of  the  Department  of  Mines 
shall  be  a  competent  person,  having  at  least  ten  years'  ^^'*^*'^**"**°^ 
practical  experience  as  a  miner  and  the  qualifications 
of  the  present  mine  inspectors.  The  said  Chief  of 
the  Department  of  Mines,  so  appointed,  shall,  before 
entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  take  and  sub- 
scribe to  the  oath  of  office  prescribed  by  the  Consti-  ^^' 
tution,  the  same  to  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary 
of  the  Commonwealth,  and  give  to  the  Commonwealth 
a  bond  in  the  penal  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  with 
surety,  to  be  approved  by  the  Governor,  conditioned 
for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office. 

Section  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  of  the 
Department  to  devote  the  whole  of  his  time  to  duties 
of  his  office,  and  to  see  that  the  mining  laws  of  the 
State  are  faithfully  executed;  and  for  this  purpose 
he  is  hereby  invested  with  the  same  power  and  an-  fhOTUy"^i5*' 
thority  as  the  mine  inspectors,  to  enter,  inspect  and   cw«'- 
examine  any  mine  or  colliery  within  the  State,  and 
the  works  and  machinery  connected  therewith,  and 
to  give  such  aid  and  instruction  to  the  mine  inspectors, 
from  time  to  time,  as  he  may  deem  best  calculated  to 
protect  the  health  and  promote  the  safety  of  all  per- 
sons employed  in  and  about  the  mines;  and  the  said 
Chief  of  the  Department  of  Mines  shall  have  the  power 
to  suspend  any  mine  inspector  for  any  neglect  of  duty,  taSeSSSTrw"*"* 
but  such  suspended  mine  inspector  shall  have  the  »•»»««'  <>'  *"*y- 
right  of  appeal  to  the  Governor,  who  shall  be  empow-  Appeal, 
ered  to  approve  of  such  suspension  or  restore  such 
suspended  mine  inspector  to  duty,  after  investigating 
the  causes  which  led  to  such  suspension.    Should  the 
Chief  of  Department  of  Mines  receive  information  by 
petition,  signed  by  ten  or  more  miners  or  three  or  more  S^^yj^torfc"*"" 
operators,  setting  forth  that  any  of  the  mine  inspectors 
are  neglectful  of  the  duties  of  their  office,  or  are  physi- 
cally unable  to  perform  the  duties  of  their  office,  or 
are  guilty  of  malfeasance  in  office,  he  shall  at  once  in-  mveatifation. 
vestigate  the  matter;  and  if  he  shall  be  satisfied  that 
the  charge  or  charges  are  well  founded,  he  shall  then 
petition  the  court  of  common  pleas  or  the  judge  in 
chambers,  in  any  county  within  or  partly  within  the 
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inspection  district  of  the  eaid  mine  inspector;  which 
court  upon  receipt  of  said  petition  and  a  report  of  the 
character  of  the  charges  and  testimony  produced,  shall 
at  once  issue  a  citation,  in  the  name  of  the  Common- 
wealth, to  the  said  inspector  to  appear,  on  not  less 
than  fifteen  days'  notice,  on  a  fixed  day,  before  said 
court,  at  which  time  the  court  shall  proceed  to  inquire 
into  the  allegations  of  the  petitioners,  and  may  require 
the  attendance  of  such  witnesses,  on  the  subpoena 
issued  and  served  by  the  proper  officer  or  officers,  as 
the  judge  of  the  court  and  the  Chief  of  said  Depart- 
ment may  deem  necessary  in  the  case;  the  inspector 
under  investigation  shall  also  have  similar  power  and 
authority  to  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses  in  his 
behalf.  If  the  court  shall  find  by  said  investigation 
that  the  said  mine  inspector  is  guilty  of  neglecting 
his  official  duties,  or  is  physically  incompetent  to  per- 
form the  duties  of  his  office,  or  is  guilty  of  malfeasance 
in  office,  the  said  court  shall  certify  the  same  to  the 
Governor,  who  shall  declare  the  office  vacant,  and  shall 
proceed  to  supply  the  vacancy  as  provided  by  the  min- 
ing laws  of  the  State.  The  cost  of  sudi  investiga- 
tion shall,  if  the  charges  are  sustained,  be  imposed 
upon  the  deposed  mine  inspector;  but  if  the  charges 
are  not  sustained,  the  costs  shall  be  paid  out  of  the 
State  Treasury,  upon  voucher  or  vouchers  duly  certi- 
fied by  said  Chief  of  Department. 

To  enable  said  Chief  of  the  Department  of  Mines  to 
conduct  more  efifectually  his  examinations  and  investi- 
gations of  the  charge  and  complaints  which  may  be 
made  by  petitioners  against  any  of  the  mine  inspectors 
as  herein  provided,  he  shall  have  power  to  administer 
oaths  and  take  affidavits  and  depositions,  in  form  and 
manner  provided  by  law:  Provided,  however.  That 
nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  as  to  repeal 
section  thirteen  of  article  two  of  the  act  of  Assembly, 
approved  the  second  day  of  June,  Anno  Domini  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-one,  entitled  "An 
act  to  provide  for  the  health  and  safety  of  persons  em- 
ployed in  and  about  the  anthracite  coal  mines  of  Penn- 
sylvania, and  for  the  protection  and  preservation  of 
property  connected  therewith,"  and  also  articled  thir- 
teen and  fourteen  of  an  act  of  Assembly,  approved  the 
fifteenth  day  of  May,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  ninety-three,  entitled  "An  act  relating 
to  bituminous  coal  mines,  and  providing  for  the  lives, 
health,  safety  and  welfare  of  persons  employed 
therein."

to  the  General  Assembly  of  this  Commonwealth,  on  Jntfto  the'ato- 
or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  March  in  each  year.    It  •^^  AB«^«wy. 
shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  of  Department  of 
Mines  to  see  that  said  reports  are  placed  in  the  hands 
of  the  public  printer  for  publication,  on  or  before  the  f^S^^^  ®' 
first  day  of  April  in  each  year;  the  same  to  be  pub- 
lished under  the  direction  of  the  Chief  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Mines.

ons  mines,  and  the  Board  styled  Miners'  Examining 
Board  for  applicants  for  certificates  of  competency  as 
miners,  shall  send  to  the  Chief  of  the  Department  of 
Mines  duplicates  of  the  manuscripts  and  all  other  EHipucate  papers 
papers  of  applicants,  together  with  the  tally-sheets 
and  the  solution  of  each  question  as  given  by  the  Ex- 
amining Board,  which  shall  be  filed  in  the  Depart-  Fuin«oc.

Chief  of  the  Department  of  Mines  to  each  applicant 
who  has  passed  a  successful  examination.

For  the  loan  of  arms  and  accoutrements  to  the  different  con- 
tinerents,  within  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  of  the  Society  of 
American  Veterans  of  the  Philippine  and  China  Wars. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  the  Adjutant 
Oeneral  of  the  State  of  Pennsjlvania  be  authorized  to 
issue,  from  time  to  time,  to  the  regularly  constituted 
contingents  of  the  Societies  of  the  Spanish- American 
and  China  Wars  in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  such 
arms  and  accoutrements  as  may  be  in  his  control,  be- 
longing to  the  State,  as  may  not  be  necessary  for  the 
arming  of  the  National  Guard,  on  said  contingents 
entering  into  bonds  for  the  safe-keeping  of  such  arms 
and  return  of  same  when  called  for  by  the  Adjutant 
General. 

Section  2.  Said  arms  and  accoutrements  shall  be 
furnished  on  requisitions  from  commanders  of  con- 
tingents, and  each  requisition  shall  state  the  number 
of  active  members  in  the  contingent,  and  the  arms 
shall  be  distributed  in  proportion  to  the  number  of 
active  members  in  each  contingent:  Provided,  Not 
less  than  sixteen  stand  of  arms  shall  be  furnished  to 
any  one  contingent.

Providing  for  the  establishment  of  a  State  Highway  Department,  by 
the  appointment  of  a  State  Highway  Gommissioner  and  staff  of  as- 
sistants, and  defining  the  powers  and  duties  thereof;  authorizing 
the  State  Highway  Department  to  oo-operate  with  the  several  conn- 
ties  and  townships,  and  with  boroughs  in  certain  instances,  in  the 
improvement  of  the  public  highways  and  the  maintenance  of  im- 
proved highways;  providing  for  the  application  of  counties  and 
townships  for  State  aid  in  highway  improvement  and  maintenance; 
providing  for  the  payment  of  the  cost  of  highway  improvements, 
made  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  by  the  State,  the  oountiei 
and  the  townships,  and  malring  an  appropriation  for  this  purpose. 

Whereas,  It  is  of  great  importance  to  the  people  of 
this  Commonwealth  that  the  public  highways  should 
be  systematically  improved,  and  that  the  several  coun- 
ties and  townships  should  be  given  the  aid  and  en- 
couragement of  the  State  in  the  building  and  mainte- 
nance of  improved  highways;  therefore. — 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c..  That  immediately  upon 
the  approval  of  this  act,  a  State  Highway  Department 
shall  be  established  by  the  appointment,  by  the  Gover- 
nor of  the  Commonwealth,  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  Senate,  for  a  term  of  four  years,  of  a  State 
Highway  Commissioner,  who  shall  be  a  competent 
civil  engineer,  and  experienced  in  the  construction  and 
maintenance  of  improved  roads.  Said  State  Highway 
Commissioner  shall  receive  a  salary  of  three  thousand 
five  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  and  shall  be  allowed 
his  actual  traveling  expenses,  not  exceeding  five  hun- 
dred dollars,  while  officially  employed.  He  shall  fur- 
nish a  bond  in  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  dol- 
lars for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duty,  said 
bond  to  be  approved  by  the  Governor,  and  he  shall 
give  his  whole  time  and  attention  to  the  duties  of  his 
position.  The  said  State  Highway  Commissioner  may 
appoint,  as  the  work  of  the  department  requires  it, 
and  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Governor,  one  assist- 
ant, who  shall  be  a  capable  and  comi>etent  civil  en- 
gineer, and  experienced  in  road  building,  who  shall  re- 
ceive an  annual  salary  of  two  thousand  dollars,  and 
shall  be  allowed  his  actual  traveling  expense,  not  to 
exceed  five  hundred  dollars,  when  on  official  business; 
and  he  shall  also  appoint  a  chief  clerk,  at  an  annual 
salary  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  and  may 
employ  an  additional  clerk  who  shall  be  a  competent 
stenographer,  at  an  expense  not  to  exceed  one  thou- 
sand dollars  per  annum.  The  State  Highway  Com- 
missioner may  require  the  employes  of  the  Depart- 
ment to  give  bond  for  the  faithful  performanceof  their 
duty,  in  suitable  and  reasonable  amounts. 

Section  2.  The  State  Highway  Department  shall  be 
provided  with  suitable  rooms  in  the  State  buildings  at 
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Harrisborg,  and  its  offices  shall  be  open  at  all  reason- 
able times  for  the  transaction  of  pablio  business.  The 
State  Highway  Commissioner  shall  carry  into  effect 
the  provisions  of  this  act  and  all  acts  of  Assembly  pro- 
viding for  the  co-operation  of  the  State  in  the  con- 
strnction  and  maintenance  of  public  highways.  He 
shall  have  charge  of  the  records  of  the  State  Highway 
Department;  and  shall  each  year  submit  to  the  Gover- 
nor of  the  Commonwealth  a  full  report  of  the  opera- 
tions of  the  Department,  the  number  of  miles^cost  and 
character  of  the  roads  built  under  its  direction,  de- 
tailed statements  of  the  expenses  of  the  Department, 
and  such  other  information  concerning  the  condition 
of  the  public  roads  of  the  State  and  the  progress  of 
their  improvement  as  may  be  proper. 

Section  3.  Whenever  the  county  commissioners  of 
any  county  shall  represent  by  petition  to  said  State 
Highway  Department  that  any  principal  highway  in 
said  county,  outside  of  the  corporate  limits  of  any  city 
or  borough,  is  not  in  a  satisfactory  condition  for  com- 
fortable or  economical  travel,  and  ought  to  be  recon- 
structed under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  shall 
furnish  to  the  said  Department  an  accurate  plan  of  the 
layout,  lines,  profile  and  established  grade  of  such 
highway,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State  Highway 
Commissioner  to  examine  such  highway,  or  instruct 
one  of  his  assistants  so  to  do;  and  if  in  the  judgment 
of  the  State  Highway  Commissioner  said  representa- 
tion is  well-founded,  he  shall  determine  what  changes 
should  be  made  in  said  existing  highway,  what  por- 
tion of  it  should  be  improved  and  in  what  manner,  and 
shall  prepare  accurate  plans  and  make  careful  de- 
tailed estimates  of  the  expense  of  the  work  which,  in 
his  opinion,  should  be  done,  and  report  the  same  to  the 
county  commissioners  of  the  county  and  the  super- 
visors or  commissioners  of  the  township  or  townships 
in  which  the  said  highway  may  lie.    If  the  said  county 
commissioners  and  township  supervisors  or  commis-

tion, so  apportioned  by  the  State,  shall  not  be  so  ap- 
plied for  a  period  of  two  years  after  it  has  become 
available,  the  amount  so  apportioned  and  set  aside  for 
that  county  shall  be  returned  to  the  State  Treasury, 
and  added  to  the  appropriation  for  the  current  year, 
and  distributed  anew  under  the  provisions  of  this  act: 
And  provided  further,  That  nothing  herein  contained 
shall  prevent  any  county  and  townships  from  agree- 
ing to  appropriate  a  larger  amount  for  such  road  im- 
provement than  the  amounts  specified  in  this  act:  And 
provided,  That  counties  and  townships  may  agree 
among  themselves  to  contribute  their  combined  pro- 
portion of  the  thirty-three  and  one-third  per  centum 
of  the  total  expense  of  construction,  herein  provided 
to  be  borne  by  them,  in  different  proportions  from  that 
hereinabove  specified;  but  in  no  case  shall  any  town- 
ship or  county  pay  less  than  five  per  centum  of  the 
entire  expense  of  such  improvements:  Provided,  That 
the  county  commissioners  shall  furnish,  under  oath, 
to  the  State  Highway  Commissioner  the  total  number 
of  miles  of  township  or  county  public  roads,  by  town- 
ships, to  the  State  Highway  Commissioner. 

Section  4.  All  highways  improved  under  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act  shall  conform  to  the  standard  of  con- 
struction established  by  the  State  Highway  Depart- 
ment, as  best  adapted  to  the  locality  in  which  they 
may  be  located,  with  due  regard  to  the  topography  and 
natural  conditions  and  the  availability  of  road-build- 
ing materials,  and  shall  be  constructed  according  to 
the  best  engineering  practice.  No  section  of  highway 
improved  under  this  act  shall  be  less  than  one-fourth 
mile  in  length,  nor  shall  the  improved  portion  thereof 
be  less  than  twelve  feet  in  width.  So  far  as  is  con- 
sistent with  the  just  and  equitable  administration  of 
this  act,  the  State  Highway  Department  shall  encour- 
age a  general  system  of  highway  improvement. 

Section  5.  All  work  done  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  be  by  contract,  according  to  plans  and  specifi- 
cations to  be  prepared  by  the  State  Highway  Commis- 
sioner and  approved  by  the  county  commissioners  of 
the  county  and  the  supervisors  or  commissioners  of 
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the  township  or  townships,  as  hereinbefore  provided; 
and  in  awarding  said  contracts  the  work  shall  be  given 
to  the  lowest  and  best  bidder,  with  the  option  upon  the 
part  of  the  State  Highway  Commissioner,  the  county 
commissioners,  or  the  township  supervisors  or  com- 
missioners, to  reject  any  or  all  bids  if  they  consider 
the  same  unreasonable,  or  if  the  prices  named  are 
materially  higher  than  the  estimated  cost  of  the  work 
as  provided  for.  Every  person,  firm  or  corporation, 
before  being  awarded  any  contract  for  the  construc- 
tion or  improvement  of  any  highway  under  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act,  shall  furnish  a  bond,  acceptable  to 
the  State  Highway  Commissioner,  in  a  sum  equal  to 
the  contract  price  of  the  work,  conditioned  upon  the 
satisfactory  completion  of  the  same  and  to  save  harm- 
less the  State,  county  and  the  township  or  townships, 
in  which  the  work  may  lie,  from  any  expense  incurred 
through  the  failure  of  said  contractor  to  complete  the 
work  as  specified,  or  for  any  damages  growing  out  of 
the  carelessness  of  said  contractor  or  his  or  its  ser- 
vants. 

Section  6.  Any  township  may,  through  its  supervi- 
sors or  commissioners,  be  authorized  to  bid  for  the 
construction  of  such  portion  of  any  highway  improve- 
ment, undertaken  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  as 
may  lie  within  its  limits;  and  any  township  submitting 
such  bid  shall  have  the  same  consideration  as  other 
bidders,  and,  if  awarded  the  contract,  shall  fulfill  the 
same  and  be  subject  to  the  same  regulations  as  are 
laid  down  for  other  bidders. 

Section  7.  Upon  the  completion  of  any  highway,  re- 
built or  improved  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the 
State  Highway  Commissioner  shall  immediately  as- 
certain the  total  expense  of  the  same,  and  apportion 
the  said  total  expense  between  the  State,  the  county 
and  the  township,  or  townships,  in  the  proportion  here- 
inbefore provided;  and  in  case  the  said  improved  high- 
way shall  extend  into  or  through  two  or  more  town- 
ships, he  shall  apportion  the  proportion  of  the  ex- 
pense, aforesaid,  to  be  borne  by  each  township  among 
the  several  townships, in  the  same  proportionate  parts 
as  the  cost  of  the  improvement  within  each  township 
shall  bear  to  the  whole  expense  of  the  improvement 
which  has  been  made  according  to  the  provisions  of 
this  act;  and  the  said  State  Highway  Commissioner 
shall  certify  the  total  expense  of  said  improvement 
to  the  county  commissioners  and  to  the  supervisors 
or  commissioners  of  the  township,  or  townships,  in 
which  the  improved  highway  has  been  constructed,  re- 
spectively, specifying  the  amounts  to  be  borne  by  the 
State,  the  county  and  the  township,  or  each  township, 
as  provided  by  this  act. 

Section  8,  The  State's  share  of  the  expense  of  high- 
way improvement  or  maintenance,  under  the  provi- 
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Bions  of  this  act,  shall  be  paid  by  the  State  Treaaurer 
upon  the  warrant  of  the  State  Highway  CommiBsioner, 
attested  by  the  chief  clerk  of  the  State  Highway  De- 
partment, out  of  any  specific  appropriations  made  by 
the  legislature  to  carry  out  the  prorisions  of  this  act; 
and  the  share  of  the  county  in  which  said  highway  im- 
provementy  as  herein  provided,  has  been  made,  shall 
be  a  charge  upon  the  funds  of  said  county,  and  shall 
be  paid  by  the  county  treasurer  upon  the  order  of  the 
county  commissioners.  The  share  of  the  township  or 
townships  in  which  the  said  highway  improvement, 
as  herein  provided,  has  been  made,  shall  be  paid  by 
the  township  supervisors  or  commissioners,  as  other 
debts  of  said  township  or  townships  are  paid.  The 
State  Highway  Department,  the  county  commission- 
ers  of  the  county,  and  the  supervisors  or  commission- 
ers of  the  township,  or  townships,  in  which  any  high- 
way is  being  improved  under  tiie  provisions  of  this 
act,  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  State  Highway 
Commissioner,  make  partial  payments  to  the  con- 
tractor or  contractors  performing  the  work,  as  the 
same  progresses; but  not  more  than  two-thirds  of  their 
proportionate  shares  of  the  contract  price  for  the 
work  shall  be  paid,  in  advance  of  the  full  completion 
of  the  same,  by  either  the  State  Highway  Department, 
the  county,  and  the  township  or  townships,  so  that 
at  least  one-third  of  the  full  contract  price  shall  be 
withheld  until  the  work  is  satisfactorily  completed 
and  accepted,  and  the  exact  proportions  of  the  cost 
thereof  apportioned  to  the  State, county  and  township, 
or  townships:  Provided,  That  a  cash  road  tax  be  levied 
by  each  township,  where  such  road  improvement  is 
being  made,  to  meet  the  cost  of  such  permanent  road 
improvement  as  is  provided  in  this  act. 

Section  9.  Every  contract  authorized  to  be  made  by 
the  State  Highway  Department,  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  shall  be  made  in  the  name  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Pennsylvania,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the 
State  Commissioner  of  Highways  and  attested  by  the 
Chief  Clerk  of  the  Department,  and  shall  be  approved, 
as  to  form  and  legality,  by  the  Attorney  General  or 
Deputy  Attorney  General  of  the  Commonwealth.  No 
contract  for  any  highway  improvement  shall  be  let  by 
the  State  Highway  Department,  nor  shall  any  work 
be  authorized  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  until 
the  written  agreement  of  the  county  commissioners 
of  the  county  and  the  supervisors  or  commissioners  of 
the  township,  or  townships,  in  which  said  proposed 
improvement  is  to  be  made  agreeing  to  assume  their 
respective  shares  of  the  cost  thereof  as  hereinbefore 
provided  shall  be  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  State  High- 
way Department  and  shall  have  been  approved  as  to 
form  and  legality  by  the  Attorney  General  or  the  De- 
puty Attorney  General  of  the  Commonwealth. 
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Section  10.  The  county  commissioners  of  any 
connty  may  upon  the  presentation  to  them  of  a  peti- 
tion from  the  supervisors  or  commissioners  of  any 
township  or  of  two  or  more  adjoining  townships^ 
representing  that  any  principal  highway  or  section 
thereof,  lying  within  said  township  or  townships,  is 
in  need  of  reconstrnction,  and  setting  forth  that  said 
township  or  townships  desire  to  take  advantage  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act  to  improve  said  highway,  pass  a 
resolution  petitioning  the  State  Highway  Department 
to  undertake  the  improvement  of  the  highway  or  sec- 
tion thereof  specified  in  the  petition  from  the  township 
or  townships  aforesaid,  and  authorizing  the  assump- 
tion by  the  county  of  its  share  of  the  expense  of  said 
improvement;  accompanying  the  said  petition  to  the 
State  Highway  Department  with  a  map  or  plan  show- 
ing the  layout,  lines,  profile  and  grade  of  such  high- 
way, as  hereinbefore  provided:  Provided,  That  where 
the  county  commissioners  petition  the  State  Highway 
Commissioner  for  the  improvement  of  a  public  road 
or  parts  thereof,  they  shall  state  the  kind  of  material 
to  be  used  or  available  for  such  road. 

Section  11.  The  supervisors  or  commissioners  of  any 
township  in  any  county  of  the  Commonwealth  may 
petition  the  county  commissioners  of  said  county  to 
make  application  to  the  State  Highway  Department 
for  the  co-operation  of  the  State  in  the  reconstruction 
or  permanent  improvement  of  any  principal  highway 
within  the  said  township,  or  any  section  thereof  which 
is  much  used  as  a  thoroughfare  by  the  people  of  said 
township  and  the  neighboring  townships,  cities  and 
boroughs,  agreeing  by  resolution  to  assume  for  said 
township,  the  proportionate  share  of  the  expense  of 
said  improvement,  as  hereinbefore  provided.  It  shall 
be  lawful  for  any  township  to  incur  indebtedness  or  to 
issue  bonds,  in  the  manner  authorized  by  law,  for  the 
payment  of  the  said  township's  share  of  the  cost  of 
any  highway  improvement  undertaken  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act.  If  within  thirty  days  after  the 
receipt  of  any  petition  for  highway  improvement  in 
any  township,  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  a  peti- 
tion, signed  by  theowners  of  a  majority  of  the  assessed 
valuation  of  real  estate  in  said  township,  is  received 
by  the  county  commissioners  of  the  county  in  which 
said  township  is  located,  protesting  against  said  pro- 
posed expenditure  upon  the  part  of  the  township,  then 
the  county  commissioners  shall  take  no  action  on  said 
petition  for  improvement,  but  shall  return  the  same 
to  the  supervisors  or  commissioners  from  whom  it  was 
received.  Upon  the  receipt  of  a  petition,  signed  by 
the  owners  of  a  majority  of  the  assessed  valuation  of 
real  estate  in  any  township,  requesting  the  application 
by  said  township  for  the  improvement  of  any  high- 
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way  in  said  township  according  to  the  proyisionB  of 
this  act,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  supervisors  or  com- 
missioners of  said  township  to  petition  the  county 
commissioners  in  the  manner  hereinbefore  described. 

Section  12.  In  case  the  county  commissioners  of  any 
county  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  act  upon  the  petition 
of  any  township  or  townships  for  highway  improve- 
menty  as  herein  provided,  or  shall  refuse  to  petition 
the  State  Highway  Department  for  State  aid  in  such 
proposed  improvement,  after  said  township  or  town- 
ships shall  have  complied  with  the  conditions  of  this 
act  in  petitioning  said  county  commissioners,  the  su- 
pervisors or  commissioners  of  said  township  or  town- 
ships may,  through  their  proper  officers,  petition  the 
court  of  quarter  sessions  of  said  county  for  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  jury  of  view  to  examine  into  the  ne- 
cessity of  said  proposed  highway  improvement;  and 
upon  the  said  jury  of  view  making  a  report  favorable 
to  said  improvement,  and  with  the  approval  of  the 
court,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of,  and  the  court  may  by 
order  require,  the  said  county  commissioners  to  peti- 
tion the  said  State  Highway  Department  for  the  co- 
operation of  the  State  in  the  said  proposed  highway 
improvement,  in  the  manner  herein  provided.  Said 
jury  of  view  to  be  appointed  and  compensated  in  the 
same  manner,  and  to  have  the  same  powers,  as  juries 
of  view  for  laying  out  or  changing  public  roads  have 
by  existing  law. 

Section  13.  The  supervisors  or  commissioners  of  any 
adjacent  townships,  in  the  same  county,  in  which  any 
portion  of  a  principal  highway  running  into  or  through 
said  townships  may  lie,  may  by  resolution  jointly  peti- 
tion the  county  commissioners  of  their  county  to  make 
application  to  the  State  Highway  Department  for  the 
co-operation  of  the  State  in  repairing  or  rebuilding 
said  highway,  as  herein  provided. 

Section  14.  Advertisements  for  proposals  for  the  re- 
construction or  improvement  of  highways  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  given  by  the  county  com- 
missioners, at  least  thirty  days  before  the  contracts 
may  be  awarded,  by  public  notice  in  at  least  two  news- 
papers of  general  circulation  in  the  county  in  which 
the  highway  to  be  improved  is  located;  such  advertise- 
ment to  designate  where  the  plans  and  specifications 
may  be  had,  and  the  time  and  place  of  the  reception  of 
bids  and  the  letting  of  the  contract. 

Section  15.  Ten  per  centum  of  the  amount  available 
for  highway  purposes,  under  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
shall  be  set  aside  for  the  purpose  of  maintenance  of 
highways,  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  shall  be  ap- 
portioned by  the  State  Highway  Commissioner  among 
the  townships  or  counties  applying  for  the  same,  in 
proportion  to  the  mileage  of  improved  highways  made 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  which  have  already 
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been  made  or  may  hereafter  be  made,  at  the  expense 
of  such  townships  or  counties,  and  which  are  of  the 
standard  prescribed  by  the  State  Highway  Depart- 
ment for  improved  highways. 

Section  16.  Whenever  the  supervisors  or  commis- 
sioners of  any  township  or  county  shall  desire  State  ^^^  ^^  ,^p 
aid  for  the  purpose  of  maintenance  of  improved  high-  maintenance. 
ways,  whether  State  highways  improved  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  or  otherwise,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
said  supervisors  or  commissioners  to  file  with  the  State 
Highway  Department,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
April  in  each  year,  a  sworn  petition  requesting  such  swom  petition. 
State  aid,  and  setting  forth  the  number  of  miles  of 
highways  improved  according  to  the  standards  of  the 
State  Highway  Department  in  said  township,  and  the 
cost  of  the  same  to  said  township,  together  with  the 
condition  of  said  improved  highways  and  the  average 
annual  cost  of  maintaining  the  same.  The  State  Com- 
missioner of  Highways,  if  in  his  judgment  the  condi- 
tions warrant  the  co-operation  of  the  State  in  main- 
taining said  highways,  shall  apportion  to  said  town-  ^toJSp?"*"*  ^ 
ship  its  proportion  of  the  total  amount  available  for 
the  maintenance  of  improved  highways,  as  hereinbe- 
fore provided,  and  the  said  amount  shall  be  paid  to  the 
supervisors  or  commissioners  of  said  township  by  war- 
rant of  the  State  Highway  Department;  but  in  no  case 
shall  the  amount  thus  given  by  the  State  for  mainte- 
nance, be  more  than  one-half  the  amount  which,  in  the  umited  to  one- 
judgment  and  experience  of  the  State  Highway  Com-  cSt.  "*' "^"** 
missioner,  the  annual  cost  of  maintaining  improved 
highways  of  the  standard  of  construction  prevailing 
in  such  township  should  be,  nor  more  than  one-half 
the  sworn,  average  annual  cost  of  maintenance,  as 
set  forth  in  the  petition  of  the  supervisors  or  commis- 
sioners of  the  said  townships. 

Section  17.  All  highways,  or  portions  of  highways, 
constructed  or  improved  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  shall  thereafter  be  known  as  "State  Highways,'*  ^^sjue  Hi«h- 
but,  so  far  as  the  same  may  be  within  the  limits  of  any  ^^^ 
township,  shall  be  kept  in  repair,  so  that  they  may  be 
maintained  at  the  standard  of  condition  prescribed 
for  highways  of  their  class  by  the  State  Highway  De- 
partment, at  the  expense  of  said  township;  but  the  su- 
pervisors or  commissioners  of  any  township  possessing 
improved  highways  may  ask  for  and  receive  State  aid 
for  the  maintenance  of  the  same,  as  hereinbefore  pro- 
vided.   It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  supervisors  or  com-  ^^y^o'  Bupervn- 
missioners  of  every  township  in  which  said  State  High-  ^^'  *^^* 
ways  may  lie,  to  maintain  the  same  generally  at  a 
reasonable  standard,  prescribed  for  such  roads  by  the 
State  Highway  Department. 

Section  18.  The  word  "highway,"  as  used  in  this  act,  ..Hj^h^^y  con- 
sball  be  construed  to  include  any  existing  causeway  or  stmed. 
bridge,  or  any  new  causeway  or  bridge,  or  any  drain 
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or  water-course  which  may  form  a  part  of  a  road,  and 
which  might  properly  be  built,  according  to  existing 
laws,  by  the  township  or  townships;  but  shall  not  in- 
clude causeways  or  bridges  which  should  properly  be 
built  by  a  county,  or  adjoining  counties,  or  by  the 
State, 

Section  19.  Where  a  portion  of  an  important  main 
highway,  traversing  one  or  more  townships,  and  for 
the  improvement  of  which  according  to  the  provisions 
of  this  act  application  has  been  made  by  said  township 
or  townships,  shall  lie  within  the  limits  of  any  bor- 
ough or  boroughs,  and  where  the  failure  of  said  bor- 
ough or  boroughs  to  improve  the  said  highway  would 
leave  a  break  or  unimproved  section  in  a  continuous 
improved  highway,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  county 
commissioners  of  the  county  in  which  said  highway  is 
located,  to  enter  into  an  agreement  with  said  borough 
or  boroughs  to  bear  a  portion  of  the  expense  of  said 
improvement  of  the  highway  within  the  borough  limits, 
in  the  same  manner  as  is  herein  provided  for  co-oi^era- 
tion  between  the  counties  and  townships;  and  the 
State  Highway  Department  may,  if  the  State  Highway 
Commissioner  so  recommends,  bear  a  portion  of  the 
expense  of  said  improvement  of  said  highway  within 
said  borough  limits,  but  in  no  case  shall  ^e  portion  of 
said  expense  to  be  borne  by  the  State  exceed  one-third 
of  the  total  expense  of  said  improvement,  and  bor- 
oughs shall  only  receive  aid  from  the  State,  as  afore- 
said, in  cases  where  failure  to  receive  such  aid  would 
prevent  a  continuous  improvement  of  an  important 
main  highway,  provision  for  the  rebuilding  of  which 
has  been  made  in  the  township  or  townships  adjoin- 
ing said  borough  or  boroughs.  All  improvements 
made  in  borough  highways,  as  herein  provided,  shall 
be  of  a  character  similar  to  that  specified  for  the  town- 
ship or  townships  through  which  the  highway  to  be 
improved  passes  in  reaching  said  borough  and  bor- 
oughs, and  the  plans  and  specifications  for  the  work 
shall  be  approved  by  the  State  Highway  Department; 
and  the  completed  work  shall  be  approved  by  said  de- 
partment before  any  warrant  shall  be  issued  for  the 
State's  share  in  such  improvement,  as  herein  provided. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  proper  officers  of  said  bor- 
ough or  boroughs,  charged  with  the  maintenance  of 
the  streets  and  highways  of  said  borough  or  boroughs, 
to  keep  and  maintain  said  improved  highway,  within 
the  boroujjh  limits,  in  a  condition  to  conform  to  the 
standard  established  by  the  State  Highway  Depart- 
ment for  the  maintenance  of  similar  highways. 

Section  20.  The  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania 
shall  not  be  liable  to  any  person  or  corporation  for 
damages  arising  from  the  rebuilding  or  improvement 
of  any  highway  under  this  act,  nor  shall  the  State  en- 
gage to  keep  such  highway  in  repair  after  the  same 
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shall  have  been  rebuilt  or  improved,  except  to  extend 
the  aid  in  maintenance  herein  provided.    In  case  any 
person  or  persons,  or  corporations,  shall  sustain  dam-  DamacM. 
age  by  any  change  in  grade,  or  by  the  taking  of  land  to 
alter  the  location  of  any  highway  which  may  be  im- 
proved nnder  this  act,  and  the  county  comnussioners 
and  the  parties  so  injured  cannot  agree  on  the  amount 
of  damages  sustained,  such  persons  or  corporations 
may  present  their  petition  to  the  court  of  quarter  petition. 
sessions  for  the  appointment  of  viewers  to  ascertain  view«n. 
and  assess  such  damage;  the  proceedings  upon  which  Proceedingi. 
said  petition  and  by  the  viewers  shall  be  governed  by 
the  laws  relating  to  the  assessment  of  damages  for 
opening  public  highways,  and  such  damages,  when  as- 
certained, shall  be  paid  by  the  respective  counties,  and 
afterwards  apportioned  by  the  Commissioner  of  High- 
ways, according  to  the  provisions  of  section  seven. 

Section  21.  In  addition  to  his  other  duties,  the  State 
EQghway  Commissioner  shall  cause  to  be  made  and 
kept  for  the  State  Highway  Department  a  general  Sf^^^^JJ?  **' 
highway  plan  of  the  State,  and  compile  statistics  and 
collect  information  relative  to  the  mileage,  character 
and  condition  of  the  highways  in  the  townships  and 
counties  of  the  State.    He  shall  investigate  and  de-  gSSSuSoSTr. 
termine  upon  the  various  methods  of  road  construc- 
tion best  adapted  to  the  various  sections  of  the  State; 
and  establish  standards  for  the  construction  and  main- 
tenance of  highways  in  the  various  sections,  taking 
into  consideration  the  topography  of  the  country,  the 
natural  conditions  and  the  character  and  availability 
of  road-building  material,  and  the  ability  of  the  town- 
ships and  counties  to  build  and  maintain  roads  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act.    He  may,  at  all  reasonable  h*  may  be  wn- 
times,  be  consulted  by  county,  city,  borough  or  town-  ■"***^  ^  ^  ^^ 
ship  officers   having   authority   over  highways   and 
bridges,  and  shall,  when  requested,  advise  and  give  in- 
formation to  such  officers  relative  to  the  construction, 
repairing,  alteration  and  maintenance  of  the  said  high- 
ways  and  bridges.    He  shall  at  all  times  lend  his  aid 
in  promoting  improvement  throughout  the  State,  and  Promouon  or  im- 
shall  prepare  and  disseminate  useful  information  rela-  p"*^*"*"^ 
tive  to  road  building  and  improvement. 

Section  22.  County  commissioners  or  county  engi-  Duty  of  county. 
neers  of  the  several  counties  of  this  State,  and  the  fiSi,h?rofli5e™* 
officers  of  all  cities,  boroughs  and  townships  in  the 
State,  who  now  have,  or  may  hereafter  have  by  law, 
authority  over  the  public  highways  and  bridges,  shall, 
upon  the  written  request  of  the  State  Highway  De- 
partment, furnish  said  Department  with  any  informa- 
tion relative  to  the  mileage,  cost  of  building,  and 
maintenance,  condition  and  character  of  the  highways 
under  their  jurisdiction,  and  with  any  other  needful 
information  relating  to  the  said  highways. 
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Bection  23.  All  highways  improved  under  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act  shall  require  the  construction  of  a 
macadamised  road,  or  a  telford  or  other  stone  road,  or 
a  road  constructed  of  gravel,  cinder,  oyster-shelki,  or 
other  good  materials,  in  such  manner  that  the  same, 
of  whatever  material  constructed,  will,  with  reason- 
able repairs  thereto,  at  all  seasons  of  the  year  be  Arm, 
smooth  and  convenient  for  travel.  The  county  com- 
missioners shall  have  the  authority  to  select  the 
kind  of  materials  to  be  used  in  improving  any  road 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act.  Any  difference  of 
opinion  that  may  arise  between  the  county  comnds- 
sioners  and  the  township  road  authorities,  as  to  the 
kind  of  a  road  to  be  built,  shall  be  decided  by  the  State 
Highway  Commissioner.  The  State  Highway  Com- 
missioner shall  furnish  to  the  county  commissioners 
and  township  road  authorities  information  as  to  the 
probable  cost  of  improved  highways,  as  defined  in  this 
section. 

Section  24.  The  sum  of  six  millions  five  hundred 
thousand  dollars  is  hereby  appropriated  to  carry  out 
the  provisions  of  this  act  during  the  next  six  years. 
Of  this  sum,  an  amount  not  to  exceed  five  hundred 
thousand  dollars  shall  be  available  in  the  first  year 
after  the  passage  of  this  act,  not  more  than  five  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars  shall  be  available  in  the  second 
year,  one  million  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dol- 
lars in  each  of  the  two  next  following  years,  and  one 
million  five  hundred  thousand  dollars  in  each  of  the 
two  years  next  following. 

Section  25.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent 
herewith  are  hereby  repealed:  Provided,  That  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  shall  not  be  construed  to  repeal  any 
of  the  provisions  of  the  road  acts  approved  June 
twenty-sixth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety- 
five  (Pamphlet  laws,  three  hundred  and  thirty-six), and 
June  twenty-three,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
ninety-seven  (Pamphlet  laws,  one  hundred  and  ninety- 
four),  and  July  ten,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  one 
(Pamphlet  laws,  six  hundred  and  thirty-six).

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c..  That  six  months  after 
the  passage  of  this  act  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
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Unlawful  to  dls- 


pereon  to  discharge,  on  the  streets  or  alleys,  of  any  

city  or  boroagh  in  this  Commonwealth,  a  flobert  rifle,  Jj^f*^  itrieu 
air  gun,  spring  gun,  or  any  implement  which  impels    '     *^' 
with  force  a  metal  pellet  of  any  kind. 

Section  2.  Any  person  violating  this  act  shall  be 
arrested,  and  fined  in  the  sum  of  five  dollars  before 
any  committing  magistrate;  and  for  the  second  offense, 
shall  be  fined  in  the  sum  of  fifteen  dollars,  and  may 
undergo  an  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  a 
period  not  less  than  ten  days  and  not  exceeding  thirty 
days,  the  person  so  offending  to  pay  all  costs  of  prose- 
cution.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  in  the  event  of  a 
vacancy,  caused  by  death,  resignation  or  otherwise, 
in  the  office  of  commissioner  or  treasurer  in  the  town-  Towaahip*  of  um 
ment  of  a  qnalifled  elector  of  said  township,  upon  the  '^"*  <***"• 
court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the  county  wherein  such  vacancies  m  the 
township,  wherein  a  vacancy  occurs,  is  located,  shall  Stom^or^tK^* 
All  the  same  for  the  unexpired  term  by  the  appoint-  "™'"'  ""*"«  °'- 
ment  of  a  qualified  elector  of  ffaid  township,  upon  the 
petition  of  twenty  or  more  qualified  voters  thereof, 
setting  forth  such  vacancy  and  the  term  thereof:  Pro- 
videdy  bowever.  That  such  appointment  shall  not  be 
made  ontil  at  least  ten  days'  notice  of  the  filing  of 
such  petition  shall  be  given,  by  putting  up  ten  or  more 
notices  thereof  in  the   most    public  or  conspicuous 
places  in  said  township.

Section  2.  As  used  in  this  act,  the  term  master  in- 
eludes  every  person  having,  for  the  time,  charge,  con- 
trol or  direction  of  a  vessel;  the  term  vessel  inclndea 
every  vessel  propelled,  in  whole  or  in  part,  by  machin- 
ery, and  carrying  paasengers  for  hire. 

Section  3.  The  Factory  In8i>ector's  Department  shall 
superintend  the  administration  of  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  and  within  thirty  days  aiter  its  passage  and 
thereafter,  from  time  to  time,  the  inspector  shall  pro- 
ceed to  discharge  the  duties  imposed  upon  him  by  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  and  make  the  necessary  teports 
from  time  to  time. 

Section  4.  The  inspector  shall  annually,  or  often^ 
if  he  have  good  cause  to  believe  it  reasonable,  inspect 
every  steam-vessel  engaged  in  carrying  passengers  for 
hire,  or  towing  for  Idre,  examine  carefully  her  hull, 
boats  and  other  equipments,  examine  her  engine  and 
boiler,  ascertain  how  long  it  will  be  safe  to  use  the 
same,  determine  the  pressure  of  steam  to  be  allowed, 
and  so  regulate  the  fusible-plugs,  safety-valves  and 
steam-cocks  as  to  insure  safety,  and  he  may  reqnife 
such  changes,  repairs  and  improvements  to  be  adopted 
and  used  as  he  may  deem  expedient  for  the  contem- 
plated business.  He  shall  also  fix  the  number  of  pas- 
sengers that  may  be  transported.  The  inspector  ahall 
aim,  whenever  he  deems  it  expedient  to  visit  any  ves- 
sel licensed  under  this  act,  and  examine  into  her  con- 
dition, for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether  or  not 
any  party  thereon,  having  a  certificate  from  said  in- 
spector, has  conformed  to  and  obeyed  the  conditions 
of  such  certificate  and  the  provisions  of  this  act;  and 
the  owner,  master,  pilot,  captain,  or  engineer,  of  such 
vessel,  shall  answer  all  reasonable  questions,  and  give 
all  information  in  his  or  their  power,  in  regard  to  said 
vessel,  her  machinery,  and  the  manner  of  managing 
the  same.  In  case  of  damage  by  fire  or  by  explosion 
or  by  means  of  an  electrical  apparatus,  the  inspector 
may  investigate  the  cause  thereof,  and  if  found  by  him 
to  have  been  occasioned  by  a  violation  of  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  or  of  the  order,  regulations  and 
requirements  of  said  inspector,  he  shall  so  certity  to 
the  district  attorney  of  the  county,  for  such  violation  as 
occurred,  together  with  the  names  of  the  persons 
guilty  thereof,  and  of  the  witnesses. 

Section  5.  The  inspector  shall  also  test  the  boilers  of 
all  steam-vessels,  before  the  same  shall  be  used,  and 
at  least  once  in  every  year  thereafter.  In  subjecting 
to  the  hydrostatic  test  boilers,  called  and  usually 
known  under  the  designation  of  high-pressure  boilers, 
the  hydrostatic  pressure  applied  must  be  in  propor- 
tion of  one  hundred  and  fifty  pounds  to  the  square 
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inch  to  one  hundred  pounds  to  the  square  inch  of  the 
Bteam-pressure  allowed  And  in  subjecting  to  the 
hydrostatic  test  that  class  of  boilers  usually  desig- 
nated and  known  as  low-pressure  boilers,  the  inspec- 
tor shall  allow,  as  the  working  power  of  each  new 
boiler,  a  pressure  of  only  three-fourths  the  number  of 
pounds  to  the  square  inch  to  which  it  shall  have  been 
subjected  by  the  hydrostatic  test,  and  found  to  be 
suiiicient  therefor;  but  should  said  inspector  be  of 
opinion  that  such  boiler,  by  reason  of  its  construction 
or  material,  will  not  safely  allow  so  high  a  working 
pressure,  he  may,  for  reasons  specially  stated  in  his 
certificate,  fix  the  working  pressure  of  such  boiler  at 
leas  than  three-fourths  of  said  test-pressure;  and  no 
boiler  or  pipe,  or  any  of  the  connections  therewith, 
shall  be  approved  which  is  made  in  whole  or  in  part 
of  bad  material,  or  is  unsafe  in  its  form,  or  dangerous 
from  defect  of  workmanship,  age,  use,  or  other  cause. 
In  addition  to  the  hydrostatic  test,  as  herein  provided, 
the  inspector  may  cause  a  hammer-test  to  be  made,  and 
an  internal  examination  of  such  boiler  or  boilers,  so 
tested,  whenever  deemed  necessary.  Any  boiler,  hav- 
ing been  in  use  ten  years  or  more,  may  be  drilled  at  the 
bottom  of  shell,  or  boiler,  and  also  at  such  other  points 
as  the  inspector  may  direct,  to  determine  the  thickness 
of  such  material  at  those  points;  and  the  general  con- 
dition of  such  boiler  or  boilers  at  the  time  of  inspec- 
tion,  and  the  steam-pressure  allowed,  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  such  ascertained  thickness  and  general  coui 
dition  of  the  boiler.  He  shall  also  see  that  all  con- 
nections to  said  boiler  or  engines  are  of  suitable  ma- 
terial, size  and  construction,  and  that  the  boiler,  ma- 
chinery and  appurtenances  are  such  as  may  be  em- 
ployed with  safety  in  the  service  to  be  x)erf ormed.  He 
shall  also  satisfy  himself  that  the  safety-valves  are 
of  suitable  dimensions,  and  that  the  weights  of  the 
same  are  properly  adjusted,  so  as  to  allow  no  greater 
pressure  than  the  maximum  amount  prescribed  by 
him;  and  that  there  is  a  sufficient  number  of  gauge- 
cocks,  properly  attached  to  the  boiler,  so  as  to  indicate 
the  quantity  of  water  therein;  and  suitable  steam- 
guages,  to  correctly  show  the  amount  of  steam  carried ; 
and  so  as  any  other  matter  connected  with  such  steam- 
vessel,  or  the  machinery  thereof,  that  said  inspector 
shall  appear  necessary  to  the  safety  of  her  passengers 
and  crew.  And  he  shall  make  such  inspection,  ex- 
amination and  test  of  naptha  (or  gas)  launches  and 
electric  launches,  carrying  passengers  for  hire,  and 
their  apx>aratus  and  machinery,  as  will  enable  him  to 
determine  whether  they  can  be  safely  used  in  naviga- 
tion. 

Section  6.  The  inspector,  if  satisfied  that  such  vessel 
is  in  all  respects  safe  and  conforms  to  the  require- 
ments of  this  aot,  shall  make  and  subscribe  duplicate 
14 
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certiflcatesy setting  forth  the  ageof  the  vessel  and  date 
of  inspection,  the  name  of  the  yessel,  the  name  of  the 
owner,  the  master,  the  number  of  licensed  officers  and 
the  crew  deemed  necessary  to  manage  the  vessel  with 
safety,  the  number  of  life  preservers  required,  and  the 
number  of  passengers  that  she  can  safely  carry ;  and,  if 
a  steam  vessel,  the  age  of  the  boiler,  and  the  pressure 
of  steam  she  is  authorized  to  carry.  (That,  in  determ- 
ining the  number  of  passengers  which  may  be  car- 
ried, the  inspector  shall  take  into  consideration  the 
size  of  the  body  of  water  to  be  navigated,  and  the 
risks  incident  to  such  water,  and  all  the  conditions  and 
circumstances  governing  the  particular  case).  One  of 
said  certificates  shall  be  kept  posted  in  some  conspicu- 
ous place  on  the  vessel,  to  be  designated  by  the  in- 
spector in  the  certificate,  and  the  other  copy  shall  be 
kept  by  the  inspector,  and  by  him  recorded  in  a  book 
to  be  kept  for  that  purpose.  If  the  inspector  refuse 
to  grant  a  certificate  of  approval,  he  shall  make  a  state- 
ment, in  writing,  giving  his  reason  for  such  refusal, 
and  deliver  the  same  to  the  owner  or  master  of  the 
vessel. 

Section  7.  No  greater  number  of  passengers  shall 
be  transported  upon  any  licensed  steam-vessel  than 
the  number  allowed  in  the  certificate  of  such  vessel, 
under  a  penalty  of  ten  dollars,  to  be  paid  by  the  mas- 
ter, for  each  passenger  in  excess  of  the  allowed  num- 
ber, unless  special  permission  is  first  obtained  from 
the  inspector,  under  such  precautions  as  he  deems 
exx)edient. 

Section  8.  All  vessels  to  which  this  act  is  appli- 
cable shall  hereafter  be  so  constructed  that  the  wood- 
work about  the  boiler,  chimney,  fire-boxes,  stove  and 
steam-pipes,  exposed  to  ignition,  shall  be  shielded  by 
some  incombustible  material  (and,  where  the  inspec- 
tor deems  necessary,  so)  that  the  air  may  circulate 
freely  between  such  material  and  woodwork,  or  other 
ignitable  substances;  and, before  granting  a  certificate 
of  inspection,  the  inspector  shall  require  that  all  other 
necessary  provisions  be  made,  throughout  such  vessel, 
as  he  may  judge  expedient,  to  guard  against  loss  or 
damage  by  fire. 

Section  9.  Every  vessel  engaged  in  carrying  passen- 
gers shall  be  provided  with  permanent  stairways  and 
other  sufficient  means,  convenient  for  passing  from 
one  deck  to  another,  with  gangways  large  enough  to 
allow  i)er8on8  freely  to  xwiss,  which  will  be  open  fore 
and  aft  of  the  length  of  the  vessel  and  to  and  along  tSie 
guards,  and  whoever  obstructs  such  gangways  by 
freight,  or  otherwise,  shall  forfeit  fifty  doUfirs  to  this 
Commonwealth  for  every  such  violation. 

Section  IQ.  Every  steam-vessel  or  vessel  prox»elled 
by  machinery,  used  in  the  transportation  of  passen- 
gers for  hke,  shall  have  a  Ufe-preserver  or  life-float 
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for  each  passenger  she  is  allowed  to  carry,  and  for 
each  member  of  her  crew.  Such  life-preserver  shall 
be  made  of  good,  soand  cork  blocks,  adjustable  to  the 
body  of  a  person,  with  belts  and  shoulder-straps  prop- 
erly attached,  and  shall  be  so  constructed  as  to  place 
the  cork  underneath  the  shoulders  and  around  the 
body  of  a  i>erson  wearing  it;  each  such  life-preserver 
to  contain  at  least  six  pounds  of  good  cork,  having  a 
booyancy  of  at  least  four  pounds  to  each  pound  of 
cork;  and  such  life-floats  shall  be  constructed  of  dry 
pine  plank,  at  least  four  feet  long,  two  inches  thick 
and  twelve  inches  wide;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  inspector  to  satisfactorily  ascertain  that  every  life- 
preserver  and  such  life-floats  are  as  herein  required. 
Soch  life-preservers  and  life-floats  shall  be  in  con- 
venient, accessible  places,  in  readiness  for  immediate 
use  in  case  of  accident;  and  the  place  where  the  same 
are  to  be  kept  shall  be  designated  in  the  inspector's 
certificate,  and  also  pointed  out  by  printed  notice, 
posted  in  such  places  as  the  inspector  directs. 

Section  11.  Whoever  intentionally  loads  or  ob- 
structs, or  cauees  to  be  loaded  or  obstructed,  in  any 
way,  the  safety-valve  of  the  boiler,  or  employs  any 
other  means  or  device  whereby  the  boiler  may  be  sub- 
jected to  a  greater  pressure  than  the  amount  allowed 
by  the  inspector's  certificate,  or  intentionally  deranges 
or  hinders  the  operation  of  any  machinery  or  device 
employed  to  denote  the  stage  of  water  or  steam  in  any 
boiler,  or  to  give  warning  of  approaching  danger,  or 
intentionally  permits  the  water  to  fall  below  the  low- 
water  limit  of  the  boiler,  shall  forfeit  to  the  Common- 
wealth the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  viola- 
tion. 

Section  12.  Every  person  employed  as  a  master,  pilot 
or  engineer  on  board  of  a  vessel,  propelled  by  machin- 
ery, carrying  passengers  for  hire,  shall  be  examined  by 
the  inspector  as  to  his  qualifications;  and,  if  satisfied 
therewith,  he  shall  grant  him  a  license,  for  the  term  of 
one  year,  for  such  boat,  boats  or  class  of  boats  as  said 
inspector  may  specify  in  such  license.  (Such  examina- 
tion shall  be  a  practical  and  not  a  theoretical  examina- 
tion, and  such  as  will  show  fitness  for  the  duties  or 
work  required).  In  a  proper  case,  the  license  may  per- 
mit, and  specify,  that  the  master  may  act  as  a  pilot, 
and  in  case  of  small  vessels,  as  engineer  and  pilot.  The 
license  shall  be  framed  under  glass,  and  posted  in 
some  conspicuous  place  on  the  vessel  on  which  he  may 
act.  Whoever  acts  as  master,  pilot  or  engineer,  with- 
out having  first  received  such  license,  or  upon  a  boat 
or  class  of  boats  not  specified  in  his  license,  shall  be 
liable  to  a  penalty  of  fifty  dollars  each  day  he  so  acts, 
except  as  in  this  act  otherwise  specified;  and  such 
Uoense  may  be  revoked  by  the  inspector  for  intemper- 
ance, Incompetency,  or  wilful  violation  of  duty. 
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Section  13.  No  licensed  vegsel,  carrying  passengers 
for  hire,  shall  be  allowed  to  use,  in  lamps,  lanters  or 
other  lights,  on  such  vessel,  any  oil  which  will  not 
stand  a  fire-teet  of  at  least  three  handred  degrees, 
Fahrenheit. 

Section  14.  No  master,  engineer  or  other  person, 
having  charge  of  the  boiler  or  apparatus  for  the  gen- 
eration of  steam  of  any  vessel,  shall  create  or  allow 
to  be  created  an  undue  or  unsafe  quantity  of  steam, 
in  order  to  increase  the  speed  of  such  steamboat  or  to 
excel  another  in  speed.  Any  person  violating  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section  shall  forfeit  to  the  people  of  the 
Commonwealth  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  for 
every  such  violation. 

Section  15.  Every  master  of  a  steamboat  or  vessel 
who  shall  violate  any  of  the  preceding  sections  of  this 
article  shall,  for  every  such  violation,  forfeit  to  the 
Commonwealth  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars,  unless 
a  different  penalty  is  prescribed. 

Section  16.  The  owner  of  every  steamboat  or  ves- 
sel shall  be  responsible  for  the  good  conduct  of  the 
master  employed  by  him,  and  if  any  penalty  incurred 
by  such  master  is  not  paid  by  him,  and  cannot  be  col- 
lected from  him  by  due  course  of  law,  it  may  be  re- 
covered of  the  owner  or  owners,  jointly  or  sev- 
erally, of  the  steamboat  or  vessel,  in  whose  employ  he 
was  at  the  time  of  incurring  of  such  x>6nalty,  in  the 
same  manner  as  if  such  owner  or  owners  were  sureties 
of  the  master. 

Section  17.  The  master  of  every  licensed  vessel  shall 
keep  a  copy  of  the  preceding  sections  of  this  act  posted 
in  a  conspicuous  place  on  such  vessel,  for  the  inspec- 
tion of  all  persons  on  board  thereof.  Every  master 
violating  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  forfeit  to 
the  Commonwealth  twenty-five  dollars,  for  each  month 
while  such  violation  continues. 

Section  18.  The  inspector  shall,  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  January  in  each  year,  make  a  verified  report  to 
the  Governor,  containing  a  detailed  statement  of  the 
names  and  number  of  vessels  examined  and  licensed, 
the  names  and  number  of  vessels  to  which  licenses 
were  refused,  and  stating  the  reasons  for  refusal,  the 
names  and  number  of  persons  examined  and  licensed, 
the  names  of  and  number  to  whom  licenses  were  re- 
fused, and  stating  the  reason  therefor,  and  may  in- 
clude in  such  repoH  any  other  information  the  inspec- 
tor may  deem  desirable. 

Section  19.  All  steam-vessels,  naptha  ^gas)  and  elec- 
tric launches,  carrying  passengers  for  hire,  must  com- 
ply with  all  the  terms  and  provisions  of  the  preced- 
ing sections,  and  with  all  orders,  regulations  and  re- 
quirements of  the  inspector;  if  any  such  vessel  is 
navigated  without  complying  therewith,  except  as 
herein  stated,  or  without  requisite  certificates  of  the 
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inspector,  the  owners  and  masters  shall  forfeit  to  the 
Commonwealth  the  penalties  prescribed  in  this  act;  p«n»iti«». 
and  the  vessel,  so  navigated,  shall  also  be  liable  there- 
for,  and  may  be  attached  and  proceeded  against  in  any 
court  having  jurisdiction.      But  if  any  such  vessel  is 


deprived  of  the  services  of  any  licensed  officer,  with-  J^rived*!?Ul! 
ont  the  consent,  fault  or  collusion  of  the  master,  owner  JJ§SJ,®'  iioeMed 
or  any  person  interested  in  the  vessel,  the  deficiency 
may  be  temporarily  supplied,  until  a  licensed  ofDcer 
can  be  obtained.    If  the  owner  or  master  of  any  vessel, 
at  least  twenty  days  before  the  expiration  of  his  cer-  SSSS^  **'  **^ 
tiflcate,  notify  the  inspector  of  such  expiration,  and 
request  a  new  inspection  and  certificate,  the  certifi- 
cate then  expiring  shall  continue  in  force  until  an 
inspection  is  made;  and  such  owners  and  masters  are 
not  liable  for  any  penalties,  provided  in  this  act,  on 
account  of  navigating  said  vessel  without  such  new 
certificate. 

Section  20.  That  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  5?wS7«S"d?t\S: 
provisions  of  this  act,  the  Factory  Inspector  is  hereby 
empowered  and  directed  to  appoint  two  deputy  inspec- 
tors, at  a  salary  of  one  thousand  two  hundred  dollars 
per  annum,  who  shall  have  a  practical  knowledge  of 
marine  engines,  boilers  and  machinery,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  make  the  inspections  required  by  this  act, 
and  make  report  thereof  to  the  Factory  Inspector. 
The  word  inspector,  as  used  in  this  act,  is  to  be  con- 
strued as  meaning  the  Factory  Inspector  or  his  deputy.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  the  sum  of  seven 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  I^JJ'JJ'*''*'"®'*- 
be  necessary,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  specifically  ap- 
propriated to  the  Department  of  Fisheries,  for  the 
purpose  of  co-operating  with  the  State  of  New  Jersey  pSSirtel!"*  **' 
in  the  artificial  propagation  of  the  species  of  fish 
known  as  sturgeon  in  the  Delaware  river  and  bay,  and 
the  said  Department  of  Fisheries  are  hereby  author- 
ized and  directed  to  undertake  the  work:  Provided,  The 
sturgeon  fishermen  shall  agree    to    furnish    free    of 
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charge  upon  the  demand  of  the  said  Fishery  Commis- 
sion, ripe  eggs  and  milt,  suitable  for  propagating  said 
sturgeon:  And  further  provided,  That  said  fishermen 
shall,  at  the  close  of  the  open  season,  furnish  tie  De- 
partment of  Fisheries  or  their  agents,  free  of  charge, 
at  least  two  boats  and  all  the  necessary  nets  and  ap- 
pliances for  capture  of  sturgeon  for  propagating  pur- 
poses on  the  spawning-beds  in  any  part  of  the  Dela- 
ware river  below  Trenton  Falls;  the  said  boats  and 
appliances  to  be  returned  to  the  owners  when  no 
longer  needed  for  the  purpose  aforesaid. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Department  of 
Fisheries,  having  in  their  possession  after  the  open 
season  has  expired  mature  sturgeon,  obtained  in  the 
securing  of  eggs  and  milt,  to  sell  or  otherwise  dispose 
of  said  sturgeon:  Provided,  That  all  moneys  accruing 
from  such  disposal  shall  be  used  only  for  the  purpose 
of  propagating  and  increasing  sturgeon  in  the  Dela- 
ware river  and  bay. 

Section  3.  This  act  shall  not  become  operative,  and 
the  money  appropriated  thereby  not  become  available, 
until  the  Legislature  of  New  Jersey  has  passed  a  rimi- 
lar  act  and  appropriation.

Board,  composed  of  the  Adjutant  General,  the  Audi-  National  Guard. 
tor  General,  and  the  State  Treasurer,  together  witii 
the  Major  General  commanding  the  Division  and  the 
three  Brigadier  Generals  of  the  National  Guard  of 
Pennsylvania,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  conertituted 
a  commission  to  select  and  purchase  a  permanent

To  authorize  and  provide  for  the  commitment  of  persons 
habitually  addicted  to  the  use  of  alcoholic  drink  or  intoxicat- 
ing drugs  to  a  proper  hospital  or  asylum,  for  restraint,  care 
and  treatment. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.y  That  from  and  after 
the  passage  of  this  act,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  per- 
son so  habitually  addicted  to  the  use  of  alcoholic 
drinky  absinthe,  opium,  morphine,  chloral^  or  other  in- 
toxicating liquor  or  drug,  as  to  be  a  proper  subject  for 
restraint,  care  and  treatment  in  a  hospital  or  asylum, 
or  for  at  lea»t  two  persons,  being  the  wife,  husband, 
parent,  child,  children,  or  next  friends  of  such  person, 
to  apply  by  petition  to  the  court  of  quarter  sessions, 
or  to  any  magistrate  or  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  pro- 
per county,  setting  forth  the  facts,  upon  oath,  and  re- 
questing the  commitment  of  such  person  to  a  proper 
hospital  or  asylum,  for  restraint,  care  and  treatment; 
and  such  petition  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  affi- 
davits of  at  least  two  physicians,  based  on  examina- 
tion by  them  of  the  alleged  drunkard,  setting  forth  the 
condition  of  such  person,  and  stating  that,  in  their 
opinion,  restraint,  care  and  treatment  in  a  hospital  or 
asylum  will  be  a  benefit  to  such  person.  Whereupon 
the  said  court,  magistrate  or  justice  shall  issue  a 
warrant  to  bring  before  them,  on  a  day  certain,  the 
petitioner,  both  physicians,  and  the  alleged  drunkard; 
and  a  hearing  shall  then  be  had,  and  if  the  facts  set 
forth  in  the  petition  and  affidavits  are  proved  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  judge,  magistrate  or  justice,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  court  to  commit  such  alleged  drunk- 
ard to  a  proper  hospital  or  asylum,  for  restraint,  care 
and  treatment,  until,  upon  further  hearing,  the  said 
court,  magistrate  or  justice  shall  be  satisfied  that 
such  restraint,  care  and  treatment  are  no  longer  bene- 
ficial to  the  person  committed  as  aforesaid:  Provided, 
that  such  restraint  shall  not  be  continued  in  any  case 
for  a  longer  period  than  one  year.  And  provided,  that 
no  person  shall  be  committed  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  or  be  admitted  into  any  hospital  or  asylum, 
until  payment  has  been  made,  or  security  has  been 
given  to  the  managers  of  the  hospital  or  asylum,  satis- 
factory to  them,  to  pay  the  proper  charges  for  the 
board,  care  and  treatment  of  the  alleged  drunkard,  and 
also  to  indemnify  the  said  managers  from  all  cost  and 
expense.

upon a  rule  shall  be  granted  upon  said  person,  not  in 
possession,  to  bring  his  or  her  action  of  ejectment 
within  six  months  from  service  of  such  rule  upon  him 
or  her,  or  show  why  the  eame  cannot  be  so  brought; 
which  rule  may  be  made  returnable  to  any  term  or 
return  day  of  such  court,  and  be  served  and  returned 
as  writs  of  eummons  are  by  law  served  and  returned, 
and  shall  be  entered  of  record  and  indexed  as  actions 
of  ejectment  are  now  indexed  in  the  courts  of  the 
Commonwealth,''  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows:

AmendinsT  section  twenty-three  of  the  act  of  June  tenth,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety- three  (Pamphlet  Laws, 
430),  relatinfiT  to  watchers  at  elections,  and  provldlngr  that 
they  must  he  residents  of  the  district  or  division  within 
which  they  act. 

• 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c..  That  section  twenty- 
three  of  the  act  of  June  tenth,  one  tihousand  eight 
hundred  and  ninety-three  (Pamphlet  Laws,  430),  which 
reads  as  foUowe: 

"No  voter  shall  be  allowed  to  occupy  a  voting  shelf  ^^^  *i»8**ci& 
or  compartment  already  occupied  by  another,  except  'or  amendment 
when  giving  the  help  allowed  by  section  twenty-six 
of  this  act,  nor  to  remain  within  said  compartment 
more  than  three  minutes  in  case  all  of  such  compart- 
ments are  in  use,  and  other  voters  are  waiting  to  oc- 
cupy the  same.  No  voter  not  an  election  officer  shall 
be  allowed  to  re-enter  the  enclosed  space  after  he  haa 
once  left  it,  except  to  help  as  hereinafter  described. 
Each  voter's  name  shall  be  checked  on  the  voting 
check-list  by  the  officer  having  charge  thereof,  as  soon 
as  he  has  cast  his  vote  in  the  manner  now  provided  by 
law.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  judge  of  election  to 
secure  the  observance  of  the  provision  of  this  section, 
to  keep  order  in  the  room  in  which  the  voting  is  held 
and  to  see  that  no  more  persons  are  admitted  within 
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the  enclosed  space  than  are  allowed  by  this  act.  Each 
party  which  has  by  its  primary  meeting,  caacas^  con- 
vention or  board,  sent  to  the  proper  office  a  certificate 
of  nomination,  and  each  group  of  citizens  which  has 
sent  to  the  proper  office  a  nomination  paper  as  pro- 
vided in  sections  two  and  three  of  this  act,  shall  be 
allowed  to  appoint  three  electors  to  act  as  watchers 
in  each  voting  place  without  exi>ense  to  the  county, 
one  of  whom  shall  be  allowed  to  remain  in  the  room 
outside  of  the  enclosed  space.  Each  watcher  shall  be 
provided  with  a  certificate  from  the  county  commis- 
sioners, stating  his  name,  the  names  of  the  persons 
who  have  appointed  him,  and  the  party  or  policy  he 
represents;  and  no  party  or  policy  shall  be  represented 
by  more  than  one  watcher  in  the  same  voting-room 
at  any  one  time.  Watchers  shall  be  required  to  show 
their  certificates  when  requested  to  do  so.  Until  the 
polls  are  closed,  no  person  shall  be  allowed  in  the 
room  outside  of  the  said  enclosed  space  except  these 
watchers,  voters  not  exceeding  ten  at  any  one  time 
who  are  awaiting  their  turn  to  prepare  their  ballots, 
and  peace  officers  when  necessary  for  the  preservation 
of  the  peace.  No  person  when  within  the  voting-room 
shall  electioneer  or  solicit  votes  for  any  party  or  can- 
didate, nor  shall  any  written  or  printed  matter  be 
posted  up  within  the  said  room  except  as  required  by 
law.  When  the  hour  for  closing  the  polls  shall  have 
arrived^  all  persons  within  the  enclosed  space  who 
have  received  ballots  but  have  not  yet  deposited  them, 
shall  be  required  to  mark  and  deposit  their  ballots 
forthwith,  but  no  other  person  shall  be  allowed  to 
vote;"  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to 
read  as  follows: 

•Section  23.  No  voter  shall  be  allowed  to  occupy  a 
voting  shelf  or  compartment  already  occupied  by 
another,  except  when  giving  the  help  allowed  by  sec- 
tion twenty-six  of  this  act,  nor  to  remain  within  said 
compartment  more  than  three  minutes,  in  case  all  of 
such  compartments  are  in  use  and  other  voters  are 
waiting  to  occupy  the  same.  No  voter  not  an  election 
officer  shall  be  allowed  to  re-enter  the  enclosed  space 
after  he  has  once  left  it,  except  to  give  help  as  herein- 
after described.  Each  voter's  name  shall  be  checked 
on  the  voting  check-list,  by  the  officer  having  charge 
thereof,  as  soon  as  he  has  cast  his  vote  in  the  manner 
provided  by  law.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  judge  of 
election  to  secure  the  observance  of  the  provision  of 
this  section,  to  keep  order  in  the  room  in  which  the 
voting  is  held,  and  to  see  that  no  more  persons  are  ad- 
mitted within  the  enclosed  space  than  are  allowed  by 
this  act.  Each  party  which  has,  by  its  primary  meet- 
ing, caucus,  convention,  or  board,  sent  to  the  proper 
office  a  certificate  of  nomination,  and  each  gronp  of 
citizens  which  has  sent  to  the  proper  office  a  nomina- 
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tion  paper,  as  provided  in  sei^tions  two  and  three  of 
this  act,  shall  be  allowed  to  appoint  three    qualified  wiSSlS55f  *^ 
electors^  who  must  be  three   electors   residents   of   the 
division  in  tohich  they  are  authorized  to  act  as  watch- 
ers, in  each  voting  place,  without  expense  to  the 
connty;  one  of  whom  shall  be  allowed  to  remain  in 
the  room  outside  of  the  enclosed  space.    Each  watcher

Supplementary  to  an  act  "authorizing  councils  of  cities  of  the 
third  class,  by  ordinance  to  sell  or  lease,  at  the  best  price 
obtainable,  the  coal  under  any  public  park  or  common  used 
by  said  city,  and  to  apply  the  proceeds  thereof  to  improvingr, 
poUcinff  and  ligrhting  the  said  park  or  common/'  approved 
the  fourth  day  of  June,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  one;  providing  for  the  issue  of  park  improve- 
ment bonds,  and  the  expenditure  of  the  surplus,  not  required 
for  Improvement,  in  the  purchase  of  other  parks  or  com- 
mons. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c..  That  whenever  any 
city  of  the  third  class  shall  have  sold  or  leased  the  ci» 
coal  underlying  any  public  park  or  common  within 
the  limits  of  said  city,  the  proceeds  of  such  sale  or  J?"iS2?VJoJl* 
leasing  shall  be  applied  only  as  follows:

contract  for  its  constmction,  and  its  erection  on  the 
battlefield  of  Shiloh;

To  act  as  assignees,  receivers,  guardians,  ex-  to  act  m  as- 
ecutors,  administrators,  and  to  take  and  receive  and  JiE*****  rwi%\rm, 
execute  trucrts  of  every  description  not  inconsistent 
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with  the  laws  of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States, 
and  to  receive  deposits  of  moneys,  and  to  Issue  their 
obligations  therefor,  to  invest  their  funds,  other  than 
funds  committed  to  their  care  by  the  Orphans'  Court, 
in  and  to  purchase  real  and  personal  securities,  and 
to  loan  money  on  real  and  personal  securities,  and  to 
invest  funds  committed  to  their  care  by  the  Orphans' 
Court  in  such  securities  as  shall  be  approved  by  such 
courts. 

Section  2.  That  every  court  into  which  money  may 
be  paid  by  parties,  or  to  be  placed  by  order  or  by  judg- 
ment, may,  by  order,  direct  the  same  to  be  deposited 
with  any  such  corporation.

To  amend  section  six  of  the  act  of  July  the  ninth,  one  thou- 
aand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-seven  (Pamphlet  Laws  223), 
by  providing  that,  where  objections  to  nomination  certificate 
or  paper  are  not  suAtaiued  by  any  oourtf  the  petitioner  shall  be 
compelled  to  pay  the  costs. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  section  six  of  the 
act  of  July  the  ninth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  ninety-seven  (Pamphlet  I^aws  223),  which  reads 
as  follows: 

'^Section  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officer  or  offi- 
cers to  whom  any  nomination  certificate  or  paper  is 
brought  for  the  purpose  of  filing,  to  examine  the  said 
certificate  or  paper,  and  if  it  lack  sufficient  signatures 
or  be  otherwise  manifestly  defective,  it  shall  not  be 
filed,  but  the  action  of  said  officer  or  officers  in  refus- 
ing to  receive  a  certificate  or  paper,  may  be  reviewed 
by  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  county  upon  an 
application  for  a  mandamus  to  compel  its  reception 
as  of  the  date  when  it  was  brought  to  the  office.  All 
nomination  certificates  and  papers  which  have  been 
filed  shall  be  deemed  to  he  valid,  unless  objections 
thereto  are  duly  made  by  writing  filed  in  the  court  of 
common  pleas  of  the  county  in  which  the  certificate 
or  paper  objected  to  has  been  filed,  and  with  the  offi- 
cer or  officers  with  whom  such  certificates  or  papers 
have  been  filed,  and  within  the  following  periods: 

'Tirst.  In  case  of  certificates  and  papers  filed  with 
the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  at  least  thirty- 
five  days  before  the  day  of  election  in  the  case  of  cer- 
tificates of  nomination,  and  at  least  twenty-eight  days 
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before  the  day  of  election  in  the  case  of  nomination 
papers. 

'^Second.  In  case  of  other  certificates  and  papers, 
except  those  designed  for  b<H*ough  and  township  offi- 
cers, at  least  eighteen  days  before  the  day  of  election. 

''Third.  In  the  case  of  certificates  and  papers  de- 
signed for  borough  and  township  officers,  at  least 
twelve  days  before  the  day  of  election.  In  case  the 
court  is  in  session,  one  or  more  judges  thereof  shall 
proceed  to  hear  such  objections  without  necessary 
adjournment  or  delay,  and  shall  give  such  hearing 
precedence  over  all  other  business  before  him  or  them. 
With  resi)ect  to  certificates  and  papers  filed  with  the 
Secretary  of  the  Oommonwealth,  such  objections  shall 
be  heard  and  finally  determined  at  least  sixteen  days 
before  the  day  of  election.  In  case  the  court  is  not 
in  session,  any  judge  thereof,  on  the  presentation  to 
him  of  the  certificate  of  the  prothonotary,  that  such 
objections  have  been  filed  as  aforesaid,  shall  proceed 
to  hear  such  objections  as  aforesaid.  No  objections 
of  any  nature  whatever  shall  be  filed,  unless  accom- 
X>anied  by  proof  of  service  of  notice  of  the  proposed 
objection  upon  at  least  one  of  the  candidates  named 
in  the  certificate  or  paper  objected  to;  nor  shall  any 
objection  be  heard  in  the  absence  of  any  of  the  said 
candidates  without  proof  of  service  of  notice  of  the 
hearing  upon  them.  If  the  court  decides  that  the  cer- 
tificate or  paper  objected  to  was  not  filed  by  parties 
entitled  under  this  act  to  file  the  same,  it  shall  be 
wholly  void;  but  if  it  be  adjudged  defective  only,  the 
court  shall  indicate  the  matters  as  to  which  it  requires 
amendment,  and  the  time  within  which  such  amend- 
ment must  be  made,  and  every  certificate  or  paper 
amended  after  the  time  when  the  names  therein  con- 
tained ahaU  have  been  sent  to  the  sheriff,  shall  be 
subject  to  the  provision  of  this  act  concerning  sub- 
stituted nominations.

All  nom- 
inations, certificates  and  papers  which  have  been  filed

In  case  of  other  certificates  and  papers,  ex- 
cept those  designed  for  borough  and  township  officers, 
at  least  eighteen  days  before  the  day  of  election. 

Third.  In  the  case  of  other  certificates  and  papers, 
designed  for  borough  and  township  officers,  at  least 
twelve  days  before  the  day  of  election.  In  case  the 
court  is  in  session,  one  or  more  judges  thereof  shall 
proceed  to  hear  such  objections,  without  unneoessarff 
adjournment  or  delay,  and  shall  give  such  hearing 
precedence  over  all  other  business  before  him  or  them. 
With  respect  to  certificates  and  papers  filed  with  the 
Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  such  objection  shall 
be  heard,  and  finally  determined,  at  least  sixteen  days 
before  the  day  of  election.  In  case  the  court  is  not 
in  session,  any  judge  thereof,  on  the  presentation  to 
him  of  the  certificate  of  the  prothonotary  timt  such 
objections  have  been  filed,  as  aforesaid,  shall  proceed 
to  hear  such  objections  as  aforesaid.

hearing  upon  them.  If  the  court  decide  that  the  cer- 
tificate or  paper  objected  to  was  not  filed  by  parties 
entitled,  under  this  act,  to  file  the  same,  it  shall  be 
wholly  void;  but  if  it  be  adjudged  defective  only,  the 
court  shall  indicate  the  matters  as  to  which  it  requires 
amendment,  and  the  time  within  which  such  amend- 
ment must  be  made;  and  every  certificate  or  paper, 
amended  after  the  time  when  the  names  therein  con- 
tained to  have  been  sent  to  the  sheriff,  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  the  provisions  of  this  act  concerning  substi- 
tuted nominations.  In  case  the  objections  fled  to  any 
nomination  are  not  sustained  by  the  court,  the  peti- 
tioner or  petitioners  shall  he  liable  for  and  shaU  pay 
the  whole  of  the  costs  of  such  proceedings,  including 
all  u^itness  fees.

to  the  printing  of  the  ballot.

AN  ACT 


TO  establish  county  associations  of  school- directors. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c..  That  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  each  county  superintendent  of  schools  to  call 
together,  during  the  school  year  beginning  June,  one 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  three,  and  annually  there- 
after, at  the  county  seat,  or  some  other  suitable  place 
in  the  county,  all  the  school-directors  of  the  county, 
for  the  consideration  and  discussion  of  questions  per- 
taining to  school  administration.  These  annual  meet- 
ings shall  not  be  held  during  the  week  of  the  annual 
county  teachers'  institute. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  school-direc- 
tor, in  each  of  the  districts  of  eacb  county,  to  attend 
each  annual  meeting  of  school-directors,  called  by  the 
county  superintendent  for  the  purpose  of  considering 
and  discussing  questions  pertaining  to  school  adminis- 
tration; and  each  school-director  attending  such  an- 
nual convention  shall  receive,  for  his  necessary  ex- 
penses, mileage  at  the  rate  of  three  cents  per  mile, 
to  be  paid  out  of  the  funds  of  the  district  which  he 
serves.  But  expenses  shall  not  be  paid  for  more  than 
two  days  at  any  annual  meeting. 

Section  3.  When  the  directors  have  assembled  in 
soch  annual  convention,  they  shall  proceed  at  once  to 
organize,  by  electing,  from  the  directors  present,  a 
president,  two  vice-presidents,  a  secretary,  and  a  treas- 
urer, which  officers  shall  continue  for  one  year,  and 
shall  severally  x>erform  such  duties  as  usually  devolve 
upon  such  officers. 

ISection  4.  The  officers  of  the  Directors'  Association 
shall  serve  also  as  a  program  committee;  and  shall 
prepare  a  suitable  program  for  each  annual  meeting, 
secure  competent  speakers,  and  perform  such  other 
duties  as  may  be  necessary  to  the  success  of  the  meet- 
ing. The  county  superintendent  shall  be  ex-officio  a 
member  of  the  program  committee,  and  shall  render 
such  assistance  to  the  officers  of  such  association  as 
they  may  require  of  him. 

To  prepare  a  program  for  the  first  meeting,  each 
county  superintendent  shall  appoint,  from  among  the 
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school-directorg  of  hie  county,  a  program  committee 
of  five  members. 

Section  5.  To  defray  the  necessary  expenses  of  these 
meetings,  the  county  treasurer  of  each  county  phall 
pay  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Directors'  Association,  from 
the  county  funds,  one  dollar  for  each  director  at- 
tending the  annual  meeting,  but  in  no  case  shall  the 
sum  paid  exceed  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  meeting. 
But  before  he  shall  receive  this  appropriation,  the 
treasurer  of  the  Directors'  Association  shall  present 
to  the  county  treasurer  a  statement,  showing  when 
and  where  the  meeting  was  held,  how  many  directors 
were  present,  what  speakers  were  employed,  and  what 
expenses  were  incurred.

AN  ACT 
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Authorizing  and  requiringr  county  commissioners  of  the  several 
counties  of  this  Commonwealth  to  have  the  county  bridges  of 
their  respective  counties  painted,  and  the  bolts  of  the  same 
tightened,  as  often  as  may  be  necessary. 

•Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c..  That  the  county  com- 
missioners of  the  several  counties  of  this  Common- 
wealth are  authorized  and  required  to  have  the  county 
bridges  of  their  respective  counties,  which  are  con- 
structed of  iron  or  steel,  painted,  and  the  bolts  of 
the  same  drawn,  as  often  as  may  be  necessary,  to 
preserve  them  from  the  effects  of  rust  and  prevent 
unnecessary  wear  occasioned  by  loose  bolts. 

Section  2.  Said  county  commissioners  shall,  during 
the  month  of  March  of  each  year  in  which  it  may  be 
necessary  to  paint  any  of  the  county  bridges  and 
tighten  the  bolts  thereof,  as  required  by  section  one 
of  this  act,  cause  to  be  published  in  two  newspapers 
of  the  proper  county  a  list  of  such  bridges,  stating 
their  location  and  specifying  the  kind  and  quantity 
of  paint  to  be  used,  and  asking  for  sealed  bids  fot 
furnishing  the  material  and  doing  the  work  upon 
each  separate  bridge;  which  bids  shall  be  opened  on 
the  first  day  of  the  following  May,  or  as  soon  there- 
after as  practicable,  and  the  contract  for  material 
and  work  upon  each  bridge  shall  be  given  to  the 
lowest  and  best  bidder.

Relating:  to  the  collection  of  school  taxes  in  boroughs  and  town- 
ships in  this  Commonwealth;  requirlng^  collectors  to  make 
monthly  statements  to  secretary  of  the  school-board  of 
amounts  collected,  dates,  and  names  of  parties  from  whom 
collected,  and  to  pay  said  taxes  monthly  to  treasurer;  and 
proTiding  for  meeting  of  school-directors  and  tax-collector 
and  for  the  collection  and  payment  of  all  school  taxes  to 
treasurer  on  or  before  first  Monday  of  June,  in  each  year, 
and  prescribing  a  penalty  for  the  violation  of  the  same. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  each  and  every 
collector  of  school  taxes  in  the  several  boroughs  and 
townships  of  this  Commonwealth  shall  hereafter,  on 
or  before  the  tenth  day  of  each  and  every  month,  after 
receiving  the  duplicate  containing  a  statement  of  the 
school  tax  to  be  collected  by  him,  deliver  to  the  sec- 
retary of  the  board  of  school-directors,  from  whom 
he  has  received  such  duplicate,  a  statement  in  writing, 
signed  by  him,  showing  the  names  of  all  of  the  persons 
from  whom  he  has  collected  any  school  taxes  upon  his 
duplicates,  to  and  including  the  last  day  of  the  pre- 
ceding month,  the  amount  collected  from  each,  and 
the  date  of  such  collection,  and  also  the  amount  of 
the  uncollected  school  taxes  upon  tire  said  duplicate, 
and  shall  at  the  same  time,  if  required  by  the  secretary 
or  any  member  of  the  school-board,  exhibit  the  dupli* 
cate,  showing  the  said  uncollected  taxes,  for  exam- 
ination; and  the  said  tax-collector  shall  pay  over,  on 
or  before  the  said  tenth  day  of  each  and  every  month 
during  his  term  of  office,  to  the  treasurer  of  the  school- 
district,  all  taxes  so  collected  by  him  during  the  pre- 
ceding month,  less  the  commission  or  fees  to  which 
he  is  by  law  entitled  for  the  collection  of  the  same. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  school 
directors  and  the  collector  of  the  school  taxes,  in  each 
of  the  boroughs  and  townships  of  this  Commonwealth, 
to  meet  together,  at  the  usual  meeting-place  of  the 
said  school-board,  on  the  first  Monday  of  February  of 
each  and  every  year,  and  examine  the  duplicate  of 
the  school  taxes,  which  the  said  collector  is  hereby 
required  to  produce  and  exhibit  to  the  said  board  of 
school-directors,  and  ascertain  the  amount  of  the  taxes 
then  uncollected;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every 
such  collector,  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  of  June 
thereafter,  to  collect,  and  pay  to  the  treasurer  of  the 
proper  school-district,  the  whole  amount  of  the  bal- 
ance of  the  taxes  charged  and  assessed  in  the  said 
duplicate,  excepting  such  sums  from  which  the  said 
school-directors,  in  their  discretion,  may  exonerate 
him, 

Section  3.  Any  tax-collector  who  shall  fail  to  pay 
over  to  the  treasurer  of  the  proper  school-district  the 
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taxes  collerted  by  him,  according  to  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  or  who  shall  fall  to  make  and  deliver  to  the 
secretary  of  the  board  of  school-directors  any  of  the 
statements  in  writing  required  by  this  act,  or  who 
shall  fail  to  produce  and  exhibit  the  duplicate  of  the 
school  taxes  to  the  secretary  of  the  board  of  school- 
directors  or  at  a  meeting  of  the  board  of  school-direc- 
tors, as  required  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  sihall  be 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof 
shall  be  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  hun- 
dred dollars. 

■Section  4.  All  act  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  here- 
with are  hereby  repealed.

To  amend  the  first,  second,  third,  fourth  and  seventh  sections 
of  an  act,  approved  June  third,  one  thousand  ei^ht  hundred 
and  ninety-five,  entitled  "An  act  authorizing  the  Common- 
wealth of  Pennsylvania  to  rebuild  county  bridges  over  navi- 
gable rivers,  and  other  streams,  which  have  been  declared 
public  highways  by  act  of  Assembly,  where  such  bridges  have 
been  destroyed  by  flood,  fire  or  other  casualty;  providing  for 
the  appointment  of  viewers  and  inspectors,  and  the  payment 
of  the  cost  of  rebuilding  such  bridges. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  the  first,  seccmd, 
third,  fourth,  and  seventh  sections  of  the  act,  approved 
June  third,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety- 
five,  entitled  "An  act  authorizing  the  Commonwealth 
of  Pennsylvania  to  rebuild  county  bridges  over  navi- 
gable rivers,  and  other  streams,  which  have  been  de- 
clared public  highways  by  act  of  Assembly,  where 
such  bridges  have  been  destroyed  by  flood,  fire  or 
other  casualty;  providing  for  the  appointment  of  view- 
ers and  inspectors,  and  the  payment  of  the  cost  of 
rebuilding  such  bridges,"  which  reads  as  follows, 
namely: 

"Section  1,  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this 
act  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  shall,  from 
time  to  time,  rebuild  all  bridges  maintained,  ovmed 
and  controlled  by  the  several  counties,  and  known  as 
county  bridges,  which  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be 
erected  over  and  across  the  navigable  rivers,  and  such 
other  streams  as  have  been  declared  public  highways 
by  act  of  Assembly,  which  may  hereafter  be  carried 
away  or  destroyed  by  flood,  fire  or  oth^  casualty,  and 
rebuild  the  same  in  case  the  same  are  again  carried 
away  or  destroyed  from  like  cause. 
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"Section  2.  Whenever  any  such  county  bridge  shall 
be  so  carried  away  or  destroyed  by  flood,  fire  or  other  |j^"<»  *'  *«*  o' 
camuUiy,  the  county  commissioners  of  the  county  in  fwVmenSSjen"** 
which  such  bridge  may  be  located,  or  when  such  bridge 
crosses  the  boundary  line  between  two  counties,  then 
the  commissioners  of  both  counties  may  apply  by 
petition  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  Dauphin 
county,  setting  forth  fully  in  said  petition  the  loca- 
tion of  such  bridge,  the  time  when  a  bridge  was  first 
erected  in  the  same  location,  the  time  when  the  bridge 
was  carried  away  by  flood,  destroyed  by  fire  or  other 
casualty,  the  character  of  the  bridge  so  carried  away  or 
destroyed,  and  the  probable  cost  of  replacing  the  same. 
Whereupon  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  court  to  appoint 
five  viewers,  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  civil  engineer, 
and  not  more  than  two  of  whom  shall  be  residents 
of  the  county  wherein  such  bridge  is  proposed  to  bo 
built.  The  viewers  so  appointed,  after  having  been 
duly  qualified  to  faithfully  perform  their  duties,  shall 
proceed  to  view  the  location  of  the  proposed  bridge 
and  make  report  at  such  time  as  the  court  may  direct, 
which  report  shall  contain  an  accurate  statement  of 
the  kind  and  character  of  the  bridge  carried  away  or 
destroyed,  which  it  is  proposed  to  replace,  the  length 
of  time  since  the  first  bridge  was  built  on  the  proposed 
location,  the  length  of  the  bridge,  together  with  a 
recommendation  of  the  viewers  as  to  the  kind  of  bridge 
needed,  and  the  probable  cost  thereof,  and  it  fihall  be 
the  duty  of  the  said  viewers  to  inquire  whether  the 
accommodations  of  the  traveling  public  in  the  locality 
demands  the  rebuilding  of  eaid  bridge:  Provided,  That 
the  Attorney  General  shall  have  due  notice  of  the 
time  of  filing  the  petition  and  the  application  for 
viewers,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  appear  for  and 
defend  the  interests  of  the  Commonwealth  in  all  such 
proceedings. 

"Section  3.  Upon  the  filing  of  such  report,  both  the  section  s.  act  of 
county  and  the  Commonwealth  shall  have  the  right  fw  IxMn^nt^ 
to  file  exceptions  thereto,  at  any  time  within  thirty 
days,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  court,  after  full 
hearing,  by  deposition  or  otherwise  as  the  said  court 
may  direct,  to  determine  all  questions  raised  by  the 
X>etition  or  exceptions;  and  to  the  final  order  so  made 
either  the  county  or  the  Commonwealth  shall  have  the 
right  of  an  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court  at  any  time 
within  thirty  days.  In  case  the  report  of  the  viewers, 
or  a  majority  of  them,  is  in  favor  of  the  erection  of  the 
bridge,  and  the  same  is  confirmed  by  the  court,  the 
court  shall  order  and  decree  such  rebuilding;  and 
thereupon  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Grounds  and  Buildings  immediately  to  proceed  and 
have  prepared,  in  conformity  with  the  report  of  the 
viewers,  such  plans  and  specifications  of  the  proposed 
iHidge  as  may  be  necessary,  and  after  advertising  for 
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bids  in  not  less  than  three  daily  newspapers,  two  of 
which  shall  be  published  in  the  county  or  counties  in 
which  such  bridge  is  located,  and  the  other  in  one 
newspaper  published  in  the  Btate  Capital,  for  a  period 
of  three  weeks,  and  in  counties  in  which  two  daily 
newspapers  are  not  published,  such  notice  in  the 
weekly  newspapers  of  the  county  or  counties,  or  other- 
wise, shall  be  given  as  the  court  may  order  and  direct, 
shall  proceed  to  let  the  contract  for  the  rebuilding 
of  such  bridge  to  the  lowest  and  best  bidder,  and  on 
behalf  of  the  Commonwealth  enter  into  contract  for 
the  same  with  such  bidder  under  the  advice  and  direc- 
tion of  the  Attorney  General. 

"Section  4.  Every  bridge  so  erected  by  the  Com- 
monwealth under  contract  with  it  shall  be  inspected 
by  9ix  fit  persons  to  be  appointed  by  the  said  court, 
none  of  whom  shall  be  residents  of  or  property  holders 
in  the  county  wherein  the  bridge  is  located,  and  make 
report  of  the  result  of  their  inspection  to  the  said 
court. 

'^Section  7.  The  fees  and  expenfies  to  be  allowed  the 
viewers  and  inspectors,  and  the  proper  charge  for  the 
preparation  of  the  plans  and  specifications  of  euch 
bridge,  the  cost  of  advertising,  costs  of  all  legal  pro- 
ceedings, and  all  other  costs  and  expenses  whatso- 
ever, shsdl  be  paid  by  the  county  or  counties  in  which 
the  bridge  is  located,  and  the  amount  of  the  fees  and 
expenses  herein  provided  to  be  paid  shall  be  fixed  by 
the  court,  according  to  the  circumstances  of  the  case, 
upon  notice  to  the  county  commissioners,"  be  and  the 
same  are  hereby  amended  so  that  the  said  sections 
shall  severally  read  as  follows,  to  wit: 

Section  1.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this 
act,  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  shall,  from 
time  to  time,  rebuild  all  bridges  maintained,  owned 
and  controlled  by  the  several  counties,  and  known  as 
county  bridges,  which  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be 
erected  over  and  across  the  navigable  rivers  and  such 
other  streams  as  have  been  declared  public  highways 
by  act  of  Assembly,  which  may  hereafter  be  carried 
away  or  destroyed  by  flood  or  wind  storm,  and  rebuild 
the  same  in  case  the  same  are  again  carried  away  or 
destroyed  from  like  cause. 

Section  2.  Whenever  any  such  county  bridge  shall 
be  so  carried  away  or  destroyed  by  flood  or  loind  storm, 
the  county  commissioners  of  the  county  in  which  such 
bridge  may  be  located, —  or,  when  such  bridge  crosses 
the  boundary  line  between  two  counties,  then  the 
commissioners  of  both  counties, — may  apply  by  peti- 
tion to  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  Dauphin  county, 
setting  forth  fully  in  said  petition  the  location  of  such 
bridge,  the  time  when  a  bridge  was  first  erected  in 
the  same  location,  the  time  when  the  bridge  was  car- 
ried away  by  flood  or  destroyed  hy  wind  atorm^  the 
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character  of  the  bridge  so  carried  away  or  destroyed, 
and  the  probable  cost  of  replacing  the  same.  Where- 
upon it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  court  to  appoint  five 
viewers,  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  civil  engineer,  and 
not  more  than  two  of  whom  shall  be  residents  of  the 
county  wherein  such  bridge  is  proposed  to  be  built. 
The  viewers  so  appointed,  after  having  been  duly  qual- 
ified to  faithfully  perform  their  duties,  shall  proceed 
to  view  the  location  of  the  proposed  bridge,  and  make 
report  at  such  time  as  the  court  may  direct;  which  re- 
port shall  contain  an  accurate  statement  of  the  kind 
and  character  of  the  bridge  carried  away  or  destroyed 
which  it  is  proposed  to  replace,  the  length  of  time 
since  the  first  bridge  was  built  on  the  proposed  loca- 
tion, the  length  of  the  bridge,  together  with  a  recom- 
mendation of  the  viewers  as  to  the  kind  of  bridge 
needed  and  the  probable  cost  thereof,  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  said  viewers  to  inquire  whether  the 
accommodations  of  the  traveling  public  in  the  locality 
demands  the  rebuilding  of  said  bridge:  Provided,  That 
the  Attorney  General  shall  have  due  notice  of  the 
time  of  filing  the  petition  and  the  application  for 
viewers,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  appear  for  and  de- 
fend the  interests  of  the  Commonwealth  in  all  such 
proceedings. 

Section  3.  Upon  the  filing  of  such  report,  both  the 
county  and  the  Commonwealth  shall  have  the  right 
to  file  exceptions  thereto  at  any  time  within  thirty 
days;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  court  after  full 
hearing,  by  deposition  or  otherwise  as  the  said  court 
may  direct,  to'  determine  all  questions  raised  by  the 
petition  or  exceptions;  and  to  the  final  order  so  made, 
either  the  county  or  the  Commonwealth  shall  have  the 
right  of  an  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court,  at  any  time 
within  thirty  days.  In  case  the  report  of  the  viewers, 
or  a  majority  of  them,  is  in  favor  of  the  erection  of  the 
bridge,  and  the  same  is  confirmed  by  the  court,  the  court 
shall  order  and  decree  such  rebuilding;  and  thereupon 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Public  Grounds  and 
Buildings  immediately,  to  proceed  and  have  prepared, 
in  conformity  with  the  report  of  the  viewers,  such 
plans  and  specifications  of  the  proposed  bridge  as  may 
be  necessary,  and  appoint  a  superintendent  of  con- 
structiony  and  fiw  his  compensation  for  said  services, 
tDhich  shaU  not  exceed  five  per  centum  of  the  amount 
of  the  contract;  and  after  advertising  for  bids  in  not 
less  than  three  daily  newspapers,  two  of  which  shall 
be  published  in  the  county  or  counties  in  which  such 
bridge  is  located,  and  the  other  in  one  newspaper  pub- 
lished in  the  State  Capital,  for  a  period  of  three  weeks, 
— and  in  counties  in  which  two  daily  newspapers  are 
not  published,  such  notice,  in  the  weekly  newspapers 
of  the  county  or  counties,  or  otherwise,  shall  be  given 
aa  the  court  may  order  and  direct, — shall  proceed  to 
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let  the  contract  for  the  rebailding  of  such  bridge  to 
the  lowest  and  best  bidder.  In  case  they  shaU  noi 
conclude  to  reject  aU  bids  submitted,  u>hich  they  are 
hereby  expressly  authorized  to  do,  and  thereupon  to 
readvertise  in  the  manner  aforesaid  for  bids,  and  upon 
the  acceptance  of  the  lowest  and  best  bidder,  the 
Board  of  Public  Grounds  and  Buildings^  on  behalf 
of  the  Commonwealth,  shaU  enter  into  contract  for 
the  same  with  such  bidder,  under  the  advice  and  di- 
rection of  the  Attorney  General. 

Section  4.  Every  bridge  so  erected  by  the  Oommon- 
wealth  under  contract  with  it,  shall  be  inspected  by 
three  fit  persons,  to  be  appointed  by  the  said  court, 
none  of  whom  shall  be  residents  of  or  property  holders 
in  the  county  wherein  the  bridge  is  located,  and  make 
report  of  the  result  of  their  inspection  to  the  said 
court. 

Section  7.  The  fees  and  expenses  to  be  allowed  the 
viewers  and  inspectors,  and  the  proper  charge  for  the 
preparation  of  the  plans  and  specifications  of  such 
bridge  and  the  superintending  of  construction  of 
the  same,  the  cost  of  advertising,  costs  of  ail  legal  pro- 
ceedings, and  all  other  costs  and  expenses  whatso- 
ever, shall  be  paid  by  the  county  or  counties  in  which 
the  bridge  is  located;  and  the  amount  of  the  fees  and 
expenses  herein  provided  to  be  paid  shall  be  fixed  by 
the  court,  according  to  the  circumstances  of  the  case, 
upon  notice  to  the  county  commissioners.

That  the  citizens  and  j^  ^  v,^^,  ,i 
owners  of  property  on  Front  street,  between  State  JJ^"**  ^^ 
and  Market  streets,  are  authorized,  at  their  own  ex- 
pense and  by  other  voluntary  contributions  they  may

Whenever  any  such  county  bridge  shall 
be  so  carried  away  or  destroyed  by  flood  or  toind  storm^ 
the  county  commissioners  of  the  county  in  which  such 
bridge  may  be  located, —  or,  when  such  bridge  crosses 
the  boundary  line  between  two  counties,  then  the 
commissioners  of  both  counties, — may  apply  by  peti- 
tion to  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  Dauphin  county, 
setting  forth  fully  in  said  petition  the  location  of  such 
bridge,  the  time  when  a  bridge  was  first  erected  in 
the  same  location,  the  time  when  the  bridge  was  car- 
ried away  by  flood  or  destroyed  6y  wind  stormy  the 
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character  of  the  bridge  so  carried  away  or  destroyed, 
and  the  probable  cost  of  replacing  the  same.  Where- 
upon it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  court  to  appoint  five 
Yiewers,  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  ciyil  engineer,  and 
not  more  than  two  of  whom  shall  be  residents  of  the 
county  wherein  such  bridge  is  proposed  to  be  built. 
The  viewers  so  appointed,  after  having  been  duly  qual- 
ified to  faithfully  perform  their  duties,  shall  proceed 
to  view  the  location  of  the  proposed  bridge,  and  make 
report  at  such  time  as  the  court  may  direct;  which  re- 
port shall  contain  an  accurate  statement  of  the  kind 
and  character  of  the  bridge  carried  away  or  destroyed 
which  it  is  proposed  to  replace,  the  length  of  time 
since  the  first  bridge  was  built  on  the  proposed  loca- 
tion, the  length  of  the  bridge,  together  with  a  recom- 
mendation of  the  viewers  as  to  the  kind  of  bridge 
needed  and  the  probable  cost  thereof,  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  said  viewers  to  inquire  whether  the 
accommodations  of  the  traveling  public  in  the  locality 
demands  the  rebuilding  of  said  bridge:  Provided,  That 
the  Attorney  General  shall  have  due  notice  of  the 
time  of  filing  the  petition  and  the  application  for 
viewers,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  appear  for  and  de- 
fend the  interests  of  the  Commonwealth  in  all  such 
proceedings.

Whenever  the  borough  or  town  authori- 
ties shall  extend  the  limits  of  such  borough  or  town, 
aa  aforesaid,  they  shall  file,  in  the  court  of  quarter  AdmiMioS!  "*** 
session  of  the  proper  county,  a  plan  or  plot,  showing 
the  boundary  both  of  the  original  borough  or  town  and 
of  the  section  admitted,  together  with  the  certified 
copy  of  the  ordinance,  and  a  description  of  the  boun- 
daries both  of  the  original  borough  or  town  and  of 
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the  borough  or  town  bb  extended,  giving  the  courses 
and  distances  in  words  at  length;  which  section  shall, 
after  the  filing  of  the  matter  as  aforesaid,  be  deemed 
part  of  said  borough  or  town,  and  subject  to  its  juris- 
diction and  government. 

Section  2.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent 
herewith  are  hereby  repealed.

To  provide  a  Miners'  Home  or  Homes  for  old,  crippled  and  help- 
less employes  of  the  coal  mines  of  Pennsylvania ;  for  the  nam- 
ing  Df  trustees »  with  power  to  purchase  land,  erect  buildings 
thereon,  and  manage  the  same;  the  admission  of  the  wives 
of  such  employes  where  they  have  reached  the  age  of  fifty- 
five  years ;  the  conditions  for  admission  to  such  Home  or 
Homes,  and  the  raising  of  revenue  to  support  it  or  them. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  a  board  of  ^ve 
citizens  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  two  of  whom 
shall  be  selected  from  the  anthracite  regions  of  Penn- 
sylvania, one  from  the  employer  and  one  from  the 
employe  class;  two  from  the  bituminous  regions  of 
Pennsylvania,  one  from  the  employer  and  one  from 
the  employe  class,  and  one  well  known  sociologist, 
shall  be  named  by  the  Governor  to  act  bb  trustees  for 
the  following  purposes: 

Section  2.  That  the  said  trustees  are  empowered,  in 
the  name  of  the  Miners'  Home  of  Pennsylvania,  to 
purchase  land,  and  erect  building  thereon  for  the  in- 
digent and  aged  people  who  have  been  employed  in, 
around  and  about  the  mines,  and  for  the  wives  of  such 
people,  and  to  do  all  necessary  acts  and  things  that 
may  be  essential  in  establishing  a  Home,  within  the 
intent  of  this  legislation. 

Section  3.  That  for  the  purposes  of  this  Home,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  trustees  to  enter  into  con- 
tracts with  the  employers  operating  coal  mines  in 
Pennsylvania,  and  the  employes  in,  around  and  abont 
the  coal  mines,  for  the  purpose  of  raising  revenue  to 
establish  and  maintain  such  Home  or  Homes. 

Section  4.  That  all  moneys  raised  by  reason  of  these 
contracts  are  to  be  pftid  into  the  State  Treasury  of 
Pennsylvania,  and  there  held  as  a  special  fund,  subject 
to  the  orders  of  the  trustees. 

Section  5.  That  after  a  concensus  of  opinion  is  ascer- 
tained, by  and  through  the  representatives  of  th«^ 
laboring  people  and  the  trustees,  as  to  what  amount 
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of  money  it  is  adyisable  that  each  class  of  laborers  in, 
around  and  about  the  coal  mines  shall  contribute 
to  maintain  this  Miners'  Home  or  Homes,  then  the 
trustees  of  such  Home  or  Homes  shall  have  blanks 
prepared  for  the  said  miners  and  others  working 
around  the  coal  mines  to  sign,  whereby  said  employe 
shall  assent  to  the  amount  to  be  collected  from  his 
earnings  by  the  said  employer  and  forwarded  to  the 
State  Treasurer  of  Pennsylvania. 

Section  6.  That  after  it  is  determined  between  the 
representatives  of  the  employers  and  the  trustees  what 
amount  will  be  contributed  for  each  ton  of  coal  mined 
and  marketed,  then  blanks  for  all  contracts  between 
the  trustees  and  the  employers  are  to  be  furnished  to 
the  employers,  whereby  the  employers,  for  a  period 
of  at  least  one  year,  are  to  contract  with  the  trustees 
that  they  will  send  to  the  State  Treasurer,  quarterly, 
the  amount  that  is  agreed  upon  shall  be  charged  on 
each  ton  of  coal,  for  the  Miners'  Home  or  Homes,  and 
each  succeeding  year  such  amount  shall  be  determined 
in  the  same  way,  and  new  contracts  made. 

Section  7.  That  only  those  are  eligible  to  this  Home 
who  are,  first,  citizens  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania, 
and,  second,  who  have  worked  in,  around  and  about 
the  coal  mines  of  Pennsylvania  for  a  period  of  at  lea^t 
twenty-five  years,  and  have  reached  the  age  of  sixty 
years;  unless,  (a)  an  employe  has  been  so  seriously 
injured  in,  around  and  about  the  mines  as  to  be  physi- 
cally incapacitated  for  further  labor,  in  which  event 
application  can  be  made  in  writing,  setting  forth  his 
physical  condition,  and  such  application  shall  be  sent 
to  the  secretary  or  one  of  the  trustees  of  the  said 
Home;  then  the  said  trustees  shall  authorize  the  phy- 
sician of  the  Miners'  Home,  and  one  other,  to  ascertain 
the  condition  of  the  said  applicant;  and  if  it  is  proven 
that  the  injury  has  incapacitated  said  applicant,  and 
it   10  so  certified  by  the  said  examining  physicians, 
then  the  certificate  shall  admit  him  into  the  Home;  or, 
unless,  (b)  an  employe  has  become  a  victim  of  what  is 
commonly  called  "miner's  asthma;"  then  such  person 
can  apply  to  the  secertary  or  one  of  the  trustees  of 
the  said  Home  for  admission  into  the  said  Home  be- 
cause of  such  affliction;  whereupon  the  trustees  shall 
name  a  Home  physician,  and  one  other,  to  examine 
sneh  applicant;  and  if  it  is  found  that  such  applicant 
is  suffering  from  said  miner's  asthma,  in  such  a  way 
as   to  physically  incapacitate  him  from  earning  his 
livelihood  in  the  mines,  or  otherwise,  and  the  physi- 
cians so  certify,  then  such  certificate  shall  admit  him 
into  the  Home:   Provided,  That  no  insane,  demented 
or  degenerate  person  shall  be  admitted  into  the  said 
Homey  and  where  they  are  already  admitted  and  be- 
come insane,   demented   or  degenerate,  a  board   of 
inquiry,  composed  of  two  physicians  connected  with 
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State  Banitariums,  together  with  the  Home  physician, 
shall  act  upon  such  case  or  cases;  and  in  ail  such 
case  or  cases,  on  petition  of  the  trustees  to  the  Grov- 
ernor,  he,  the  Governor,  shall  then  designate  what 
other  two  physicians  from  the  State  sanitariums  shall 
act  with  the  Home  physician  as  the  said  examining 
board.  And  when  such  board  shall  determine  that 
such  member  of  the  Home  is  either  insane,  demented 
or  degenerate,  then  such  member,  upon  the  report  of 
Ihe  board,  shall  be  sent  to  some  State  institution,  as 
is  best  suited  for  his  or  her  affliction. 

Section  8.  That  the  wives  of  all  the  men  who  are 
eligible  to  this  Home,  by  reason  of  the  provisions  of 
section  seven,  and  who  have  attained  the  age  of  fifty- 
five  years,  are  eligible  to  live  in  this  Home. 

Section  9.  That  each  person,  upon  entering  the  said 
Home,  shall  make  an  assignment  to  the  said  trustees 
of  all  his  or  her  personal  and  real  estate,  with  power 
in  the  said  trustees  to  collect  rents,  issues  and  profits 
of  all  his  or  her  estate;  and  the  said  trustees  and  their 
successors  shall  hold  said  property  for  the  following 
uses  and  purposes:  first,  the  rents,  issues  and  profits 
to  be  turned  into  the  State  Treasury  for  the  common 
fund  of  the  Home  or  Homes;  second,  if  any  inmate 
of  the  Home  desires  to  sever  his  or  her  connection 
with  the  said  Home,  he  or  she  can  make  application 
of  the  said  trustees,  and  then  at  the  end  of  six  months, 
if  the  application  is  not  withdrawn,  the  trustees  shall 
reconvey  to  the  said  inmate  the  property  conveyed 
to  the  trustees.  If,  though,  the  said  inmate  dies  with- 
in the  said  six  months,  then  the  property  is  to  remain 
the  common  property  of  the  Home.  After  the  death 
of  any  inmate,  the  trustees  shall  convert  ail  such  per- 
son's real  and  personal  property  into  money,  and  turn 
the  same  into  the  State  Treasury  as  part  of  the  Miners* 
Home  fund:  Provided,  That  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
five  dollars  of  such  money  or  property  as  came  through 
any  particular  inmate's  estate  shall  be  used  for  his 
or  her  burial,  in  any  such  manner  as  such  inmate  may 
have  directed,  or  as  the  nearest  of  kin  suggest  in 
the  event  the  deceased  has  not  given  directions. 

Section  10,  That  all  inmates  of  this  Home  may  be 
as  well  occupied  as  circumstances  will  permit,  the 
trustees  are  directed  to  buy  sufficient  lands,  from  time 
to  time,  to  be  farmed  by  such  inmates,  and  if  there 
is  more  than  enough  farm^roduce  raised  for  use  at 
the  Home,  then  the  surplus  is  to  be  sold  at  market 
prices,  and  this  profit  is  to  be  used  to  the  best  advant- 
age to  get  such  extras  or  necessaries,  either  in  the  way 
of  apparel,  edibles  or  home  comforts,  as  is  deemed  best 
by  the  trustees.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  any  cori>oration  of  this  Oommonwealth,  heretofore 
or  hereafter  created  by  any  general  or  special  law,  to  ctorpoimu  titie, 
change  its  corporate  title  by  resolution  of  its  Board  of  ^  *""  **'* 
Directors,  adopted  by  a  two-thirds  vote  thereof,  ap- 
proved at  any  annual  meeting,  or  special  meeting  duly 
called,  of  the  stockholders  by  a  two-thirds  vote  thereof. 
Upon  such  approval  by  the  stockholders,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  President  of  said  corporation  to  file  S2J"****  ^'^  ^ 
In  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth 
a  certificate,  under  the  seal  of  the  company,  setting  oontenu  of. 
forth  the  resolution  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Directors 
and  approved  by  the  stockholders,  the  date  of  the 
adoption  of  such  resolution  by  the  Board  of  Directors 
and  the  date  of  its  approval  by  the  stockholders,  the 
date  of  the  original  incorporation  of  the  company, 
the  act  of  Assembly  under  which  the  said  corporation 
was  created,  the  name  under  which  the  said  corpora- 
tion was  originally  incorporated  and  all  subsequent 
changes  therein,  and  the  name  which  the  corporation 
desires   to  adopt.    The   Secretary  of  the  Common- 
wealth shall  examine  the  records  in  his  office,  and,  if

Proyided,  That  any  corporation,  required  to  record 
the  original  certificate  of  incorporation  in  the  office 
for  the  recording  of  deeds,  shall,  before  being  entitled 
to  use  the  new  corporate  title,  record  in  the  office  for

To  amend  sections  two  and  six  of  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to 
establish  a  Department  of  A«rriculture»  and  to  define  its 
duties,  and  to  provide  for  its  further  administration,"  ap- 
proved the  thirteenth  day  of  March,  Anno  Domini  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  ninety-five;  increasing  the  number 
of  bulletins  which  it  shall  be  lawful  to  publish,  and  to  provide 
for  the  reapportionment  of  the  annual  reports  published  bj  the 
Department  of  Agriculture. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  section  two  of  an 
act,  entitled  '^An  act  to  establish  a  Department  of  Ag- 
riculture, and  to  define  its  duties,  and  to  provide  for  its 
proper  administration,"  approved  the  thirteenth  day  of 
March,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
ninety-five,  which  reads  as  follows: 
SJSS?  h  ■wb"  "Section  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secre- 
cited  for 'amend-  tary  of  Agriculture,  in  such  ways  as  he  may  deem  fit 
"**"*  and  proper,  to  encourage  and  promote  the  develop- 

ment of  agriculture,  horticulture,  forestry  and  kin- 
dred industries;  to  collect  and  publish  statistics  and 
other  information  in  regard  to  the  agricultural  in- 
dustries and  interests  of  the  State;  to  investigate  the 
adaptability  of  grains,  fruits,  grasses  and  other  crox>8 
to  the  soil  and  climate  of  the  State,  together  with 
the  diseases  to  which  they  are  severally  liable  and 
the  remedies  therefor;  to  obtain  and  distribute  infor- 
mation on  all  matters  relating  to  the  raising  and  care 
of  stock  and  poultry,  the  best  methods  of  producing 
wool  and  preparing  the  same  for  market,  and  shall 
diligently  prosecute  all  such  similar  inquiries  as  may 
be  required  by  the  agricultural  interests  of  the  State, 
and  as  will  best  promote  the  ends  for  which  the  De- 
partment of  Agriculture  is  established.  He  shall  give 
special  attention  to  such  questions  relating  to  the  val- 
uation and  taxation  of  farm  land,  to  the  variation  and 
diversification  in  the  kinds  of  crops  and  methods  of 
cultivation  and  their  adaptability  to  changing  mar- 
kets, as  may  arise  from  time  to  time  in  consequence 
of  a  change  of  methods,  means  and  rates  of  transpor- 
tation, or  in  the  habits  or  occupation  of  the  people  of 
the  State  and  elsewhere,  and  shall  publish,  as  fre- 
quent as  practicable,  such  information  thereon  as  he 
may  deem  useful.  In  the  performance  of  the  duties 
prescribed  by  this  act,  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
shall,  as  far  as  practicable,  make  use  of  the  facilities 
provided  by  the  State  Agricultural  Experiment  Sta- 
tion, the  State  Board  of  Agriculture,  and  the  various 
State  and  county  societies  and  organizations  main- 
tained by  ag^riculturalists  and  horticulturalists, 
whether  with  or  without  the  aid  of  the  State,  and 
shall,  as  far  as  practicable,  enlist  the  aid  of  the  State 
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Geological  Survey  fop  the  purpose  of  obtaining  and 
publishing  useful  information  respecting  the  economic 
relations  of  geology  to  agriculture,  forestry  and  kin- 
dred industries.  He  shall  make  an  annual  report  to 
the  Governor,  and  shall  publish,  from  time  to  time, 
such  bulletins  of  information  as  he  may  deem  useful 
and  advisable.  Said  report  and  bulletin  shall  be  print- 
ed by  the  State  Printer,  in  the  same  manner  as  other 
public  documents,  not  exceeding  five  thousand  copies 
of  any  one  bulletin,"  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as 
follows: 

Section  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  Agriculture,  in  such  ways  as  he  may  deem  fit 
and  proper,  to  encourage  and  promote  the  develop- 
ment of  agriculture,  horticulture  and  kindred  indus- 
tries; to  collect  and  publish  statistics  and  other  in- 
formation in  regard  to  the  agricultural  industries  and 
interests  of  the  State;  to  investigate  the  adaptability 
of  grains,  fruits,  grass  and  other  crops  to  the  soil  and 
climate  of  the  State,  together  with  the  diseases  to 
which  they  are  severally  liable,  and  the  remedies  there- 
for; to  obtain  and  distribute  information  on  all  mat- 
ters relating  to  the  raising  and  care  of  stock  and 
poultry,  the  best  methods  of  producing  wool  and  pre- 
paring the  same  for  market,  and  shall  diligently  pros- 
ecute such  similar  inquiries  as  may  be  required  by  the 
agricultural  interests  of  the  iState,  and  as  will  best 
promote  the  end  for  which  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture is  established.  He  shall  give  special  attention 
to  such  questions  relating  to  the  valuation  and  tax- 
ation of  farm  land,  to  the  variation  and  diversification 
in  the  kinds  of  crops  and  the  methods  of  cultivation, 
and  their  adaptability  to  changing  market,  as  may 
arise  from  time  to  time  in  consequence  of  a  change  of 
methods,  means  and  rates  of  transportation,  or  in 
the  habits  and  occupation  of  the  people  of  the  State, 
and  elsewhere;  and  shall  publish,  as  frequently  as 
possible,  such  information  thereon  as  he  may  deem 
useful.  In  the  performance  of  the  duties  prescribed 
by  this  act,  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  shall,  as  far 
as  practicable,  make  use  of  the  facilities  provided  by 
the  State  Agricultural  Experiment  Station,  the  State 
Board  of  Agriculture,  and  the  various  State  and  coun- 
ty societies  and  organizations  maintained  by  agricul- 
turalists and  horticulturalists,  whether  with  or  with- 
out the  aid  of  the  State;  and  shall,  as  far  as  practica- 
ble, enlist  the  aid  of  the  State  Geological  Survey,  for 
the  purpose  of  obtaining  and  publishing  useful  infor- 
mation respecting  the  economic  relations  of  geology 
to  agriculture  and  kindred  industries.  He  shall  make 
an  annual  report  to  the  Governor,  and  shall  publish 
from  time  to  time  such  bulletins  of  Information  as 
he  may  deem  useful  and  advisable.  Said  report  and 
bulletins  shall  be  printed  by  the  State  Printer,  in 
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the  same  manner  as  other  public  docaments^  not  ex- 
ceeding twenty-five  thousand  copies  of  any  one  bul- 
letin. 

Also  that  section  six  of  said  act,  which  reads  as 
follows: 

"Section  6.  That  the  Secretary  may,  at  his  discre- 
tion, employ  experts  for  special  examinations  or  in- 
vestigations, the  expenses  of  which  shall  be  paid  by 
the  State  Treasurer,  in  the  same  manner  as  like  ex- 
penses are  provided  by  law,  but  not  more  than  five 
thousand  dollars  shall  be  so  ex])ended  in  any  one  year. 
In  his  annual  report  to  the  Governor  he  may  include 
so  much  of  the  reports  of  other  organizations  aa  he. 
shall  deem  proper,  which  shall  take  the  place  of  the 
present  agricultural  reports,  and  of  which  thirty-one 
thousand  six  hundred  copies  shall  be  published  and 
distributed  as  follows:  To  the  Senate,  nine  thousand 
copies;  to  the  House  of  Representatives,  ttoenty  thou- 
sand copies;  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  ttoo 
thousand  copies;  to  the  State  Librarian,  for  distribu- 
tion among  other  public  libraries  and  for  reserve 
work,  five  hundred  copies,  and  to  the  State  Agricul- 
tural Experiment  Station,  one  hundred  copies,"  be 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  6.  That  the  Secretary  may,  at  his  discre- 
tion, employ  experts  for  special  examinations  or  in- 
vestigations, the  expense  of  which  shall  be  paid  by 
the  State  Treasurer,  in  the  same  manner  as  like  ex- 
penses are  provided  by  law,  but  not  more  thaii  five 
thousand  dollars  shall  be  so  expended  in  any  one 
year.  In  his  annual  report  to  the  Governor  he  may 
include  so  much  of  the  report  of  other  organizations 
as  he  may  deem  proper,  which  shall  take  the  place 
of  the  present  agricutural  reports,  and  of  which 
thirty-one  thousand  six  hundred  copies  shall  be  pub- 
lished, and  distributed  as  follows:  To  the  Senate,  seven 
thousand  copies;  to  the  House  of  Representatives,  ««?- 
teen  thousand  copies;  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture, 
eight  thousand  copies;  to  the  State  librarian,  for  dis- 
tribution among  public  libraries  and  for  reserve  work, 
five  hundred  copies,  and  to  the  State  Agricultural 
Experiment  Station,  one  hundred  copies.

To  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  defining:  the  rlerhta  and  lia- 
bllitlea  of  parties  to.  and  resrulatlns:  the  effect  of,  contracts 
for  work  and  labor  to  be  done,  and  labor  or  materials  to  be 
furnished,  to  any  building,  bridge,  wharf,  dock,  pier,  bulk- 
head, vault,  subway,  tramway,  tollroad,  conduit,  tunnel,  mine, 
coal-breaker,  flume,  pump,  screen,  tank,  derrick,  pipe-line, 
aqueduct,  reservoir,  viaduct,  telegraph,  telephone,  railway 
or  railroad  line,  canal,  miilrace;  works  for  supplying  water, 
heat,  light,  power,  cold  air,  or  any  other  substance  furnished 
to  the  public;  well  for  the  production  of  gas,  oil  or  volatile  or 
mineral  substance;  or  other  structure  or  improvement,  of 
whatsoever  kind  or  character  the  same  may  be;  providing 
remedies  for  the  recovery  of  debts  due  by  reason  of  such  con- 
tracts, and  repealing,  consolidating  and  extending  existing 
laws  in  relation  thereto,"  approved  June  the  fourth.  Anno 
Domini  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  one. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  section  six  of 
an  act,  entitled  "An  act  defining  the  rights  and  lia- 
bilities of  parties  to,  and  regulating  the  effect  of,  con- 
tracts for  work  and  labor  to  be  done,  and  labor  or  ma- 
terials to  be  furnished,  to  any  building,  bridge,  wharf, 
dock,  pier,  bulkhead,  vault,  subway,  tramway,  toll- 
road,  conduit,  tunnel,  mine,  coal-breaker,  flume,  pump, 
screen,  tank,  derrick,  pipe-line,  aqueduct,  reservoir, 
viaduct,  telegraph,  telephone,  railway  or  railroad  line, 
canal,  miilrace;  works  for  supplying  water,  heat,  light, 
power,  cold  air,  or  any  other  substance  furnished  to 
the  public;  well  for  the  production  of  gas,  oil  or  other 
volatile  or  mineral  substance;  or  other  structure  or 
improvement,  of  whatsoever  kind  or  character  the 
same  may  be;  providing  remedies  for  the  recovery  of 
debts  due  by  reason  of  such  contracts;  and  repealing, 
consolidating  and  extending  existing  laws  in  relation 
thereto,"  which  reads  as  follows:

prescription  be  refilled;  nor  shall  any  physician,  den-  saie  or  ureecrtp- 
tist  or  veterinarian  prescribe  cocaine,  or  any  patent  ****"  **''  resuiaud. 
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or  proprietary  remedy  containing  cocaine,  for  any  per- 
son known  to  such  physician,  dentist  or  veterinariaii 
to  be  an  habitual  user  of  cocaine:  Provided,  That  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  persons  en- 
gaged in  the  wholesale  drug  trade,  regularly  selling 
cocaine  to  persons  engaged  in  the  retail  drug  trade.

TO  provide  for  the  preparation  and  publication  of  the  names  and 
records  of  enlistments  of  Pennsylvanlans  in  the  Philippine 
and  China  wars,  one  thousand  eigrht  hundred  and  ninety- 
eifirht,  one  thousand  elgrht  hundred  and  ninety-nine,  one 
thousand  nine  hundred,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  two, 
and  makiner  an  appropriation  for  the  clerical  work  in  connec- 
tion therewith. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  the  Adjutant 
General  shall,  as  soon  as  practical  after  the  passage 
of  this  act,  prepare  for  publication  a  record  contain- 
ing the  names  of  all  soldiers  and  sailors  from  Penn- 
sylvania who  served  in  the  Philippine  and  China  wars, 
as  shown  by  the  muster-in  and  muster-out  rolls  on  file 
in  the  United  States  War  and  Navy  Departments. 
The  records  shall  give,  as  far  as  possible,  the  name, 
residence,  date  of  enrollment,  rank,  promotions,  date 
of  death  or  discharge,  and  such  other  information  as 
may  be  obtainable  by  the  Adjutant  General.

Relating:  to  automobiles,  or  mo  tor- vehicles;  providingr  for  the 
regristration  thereof;  regulating:  the  speed  limit  upon  the  pub- 
lic highways  within  this  Commonwealth;  providing  for  the  li- 
censing of  the  operators  thereof,  and  fixing  the  amount  of  the 
license;  regulating  the  service  of  process  and  of  proceedings 
in  actions  of  damages  arising  therefrom;  and  prescribing  the 
penalties  for  the  violation  of  the  provisions  of  the  same. 

Preamble.  Whcrcas,  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  to  the  rights 

of  the  people  of  this  Commonwealth  that  the  public 
highways  of  the  cities,  boroughs,  counties  and  town- 
ships of  the  Commonwealth  should  be  as  free  as  prac- 
ticable from  the  reckless  use  of  dangerous  motor- 
vehicles;  therefore — 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c..  That  no  vehicle,  com- 
monly called  an  automobile,  whether  propelled  by 
steam,  gas  or  electricity,  shall  be  operated  or  driven 
upon  any  public  highway  in  any  city,  borough,  connty 
or  township  in  this  Commonwealth  until  the  same 
has  been  registered  by  the  owner  or  owners  thereof 
in  the  office  of  the  prothonotary  of  one  of  the  coun- 
ties of  this  Commonwealth  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Section  2.  Every  application  for  registration  shall 
set  forth,  in  writing,  the  name  and  residence  of  the 
owner  or  owners,  the  name  of  the  manufacturer,  and 
the  manufacturers'  number  of  the  motor-vehicle  to 
be  registered. 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  prothonotary 
to  enter  every  such  application  in  a  book,  to  be  kept 
for  that  purpose,  and,  if  all  the  requirements  of  sec- 
tion two  of  this  act  have  been  complied  with,  to  issue 

certiflcftte.  a  Certificate  of  registration  to  the  applicant  or  appli- 

cants; for  which  registration  the  applicant  or  appli- 

yee.  cants  shall  pay  to  the  prothonotary,  at  the  time  of 

filing  the  application,  two  dollars,  which  shall  be  the 
full  cost  of  filing  and  entering  the  same  and  issuing 

Proviso.  the  registration   certificate:    Provided,   That   in   the 

cities  and  counties  in  which  the  prothonotaries  are

Section  4.  Every  registration  certificate  issued  must  ck>ntentB  of  ceni- 
contain  the  name  of  the  owner  or  owners,  the  name  of  ***^*- 
the  manufacturer,  the  manufacturers'  number,  the 
date  of  registry,  the  name  of  the  prothonotary  issuing 
it,  and  the  name  and  seal  of  the  county  in  which  the 
registry  was  made,  with  the  number  of  the  book  and 
page  in  which  it  is  entered.    The  registration  of  such 
motor-vehicle  shall  not  be  valid  until  the  certificate, 
so  issued,  is  posted  in  a  place  in  the  motor-vehicle,  posting  of  c«ru. 
so  registered,  where  it  can  be  readily  examined,  and  2S«Sn*5um'SS?' 
the  registration  number  is  posted  in  a  conspicuous

sharp  curves,  sharp  declines,  upon  the  immediate  ap- 
proach of  any  person  or  team,  and  at  the  intersection 
of  any  cross-road,  the  speed  shall  not  exceed  one  mile 
in  six  minutes:  And  provided  further.  That  nothing  Tnriao. 
in  this  section  shall  permit  any  person  or  persons  to 
drive  an  automobile  at  a  greater  speed  than  is  rea- 
sonable, regarding  trafBic,  danger  or  injury  to  property, 
at  any  time  or  at  any  place. 

Section  6.  No  person  shall  be  allowed  to  use  or 
operate  any  such  motor-vehicle  upon  any  of  the  public 
highways  aforesaid,  until  the  owner  thereof  shall 
have  procured  a  license  from  the  treasurer  of  one  !-««•«"». 
of  the  cities  or  counties  of  this  Commonwealth. 

Section  7.  No  license  issued  as  aforesaid  shall  be 
valid  for  a  longer  period  than  one  year.  They  may  be 
issued  on  the  first  day  of  January,  or  at  any  time 
thereafter,  but  shall  expire  on  the  thirty-first  day  of 
December  next  ensuing.  The  annual  license  fee  shall  ^^^• 
be  three  dollars,  and  shall  be  paid  to  the  city  oi 
county  treasurer,  for  the  benefit  of  such  city  or  county. 
The  treasurer  of  the  city  or  county  in  which  the  treas- 
urers are  paid  by  fees  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  a 
commission  of  five  per  centum  upon  all  such  license 
fees  paid  into  his  hands,  which  shall  be  in  full  com- 
pensation for  his  services  in  issuing  the  license:  Pro- 
vided, That  this  amount  of  license  shall  not  apply 
to  any  city  or  other  municipality  in  which  the  authori- 
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ties  have  imposed  a  license  fee  for  the  same  purpose: 
And  provided  further,  That  no  person  shall  be  re- 
quired to  pay  a  license  fee  in  more  than  one  city  or 
municipality,  in  any  one  year. 

Section  8.  Every  person  using  or  operating  a  motor- 
vehicle  upon  the  public  highways,  as  aforesaid,  shall 
have  displayed  in  a  conspicuous  place  on  the  back  of 
such  motor-vehicle,  in  large  numerals,  not  less  than 
three  inches  square,  the  number  under  which  it  is 
registered.  Every  such  automobile  shall  carry,  dur- 
ing the  period  from  one  hour  after  sunset  to  one  hour 
before  sunrise,  at  least  two  lighted  lamps,  showing 
white  lights,  visible  at  least  one  hundred  feet  in  the 
direction  towards  which  such  automobile  is  proceed- 
ing, and  shall  also  exhibit  at  least  one  red  light,  vis- 
ible in  the  reverse  direction.  Every  automobile  shall 
also  be  provided  with  good  and  efficient  brake  or 
brakes,  and  shall  also  be  provided  with  bell,  horn 
or  other  signal  device.  He  shall  sound  a  gong  or 
other  alarm  when  approaching  a  street-crossing  or 
road-crossing;  and  shall  have  no  more  right  of  way, 
or  preference  as  to  the  use  of  such  street  or  road  than 
the  driver  of  the  vehicle  about  to  be  passed,  but  shall 
stop  the  motor-vehicle,  when  signaled  to  do  so  by 
the  driver  of  any  horse  or  other  animal,  until  the  ani- 
mal or  animals  have  passed. 

Section  9.  Every  person  so  licensed  shall  carry  with 
him,  when  using  or  operating  such  motor-vehicle  upon 
the  public  highways  as  aforesaid,  his  license,  and  when 
so  required  by  any  constable  or  police  officer  of  the 
Commonwealth  shall  produce  the  same  and  the  cer- 
tificate of  registration  for  inspection. 

Section  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  constables 
and  police  officers  of  the  cities,  boroughs  and  town- 
ships of  this  Commonwealth  to  arrest,  upon  view  and 
without  a  warrant,  any  person  or  persons  violating 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act:  Provided,  That  in 
the  event  of  an  arrest  for  a  violation  of  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  if  the  defendant  is  unable  to 
give  sufficient  bail  for  a  hearing  or  for  his  appearance 
to  answer  at  court,  the  magistrate  before  whom  he 
is  first  taken  shall,  in  lieu  of  such  bail,  hold  in  cus- 
tody the  motor-vehicle  found  in  the  possession  of  the 
defendant;  and  the  court,  after  the  trial  of  the  de- 
fendant, if  no  sufficient  bail  according  to  law  has  been 
given  in  the  meantime,  shall  make  such  order  as  to 
the  disposition  of  such  motor-vehicle  as  may  seem 
to  it  just  and  proper. 

Section  11.  All  civil  actions  for  damages  arising

Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  the  number  of  soroushs  not  di- 
members  of  any  school-board  of  boroughs  not  divided  ^"^  *"***  ''*^' 
into  wards  shall  be  six. 

Section  2.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  qualified  JgJSJ\**^iSJcto». 
voters  of  the  boroughs  of  this  Commonwealth  which  **"* 

are  not  divided  into  wardfi,  and  boroughs  not  now  en- 
joying this  right  by  special  statutes,  at  the  first  elec- 
tion for  borough  ofBcers  next  ensuing  the  passage  of 
this  act,  to  elect  two  school  directors  to  serve  for  one 
year,  two  to  serve  for  two  years,  and  two  to  serve  for 
three  years;  and  annually  thereafter  to  elect,  for  a 
term  of  three  years'  duration,  as  many  school  direc- 
tors as  may  be  necessary  to  fill  the  places  of  those 
whose  terms  of  office  are  about  to  expire. 

Section  3.  At  the  first  election  for  borough  officers  SSS?**'**"  ^ 
next  ensuing  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  qualified 
voters  shall  designate  on  their  ballots  for  what  length 
of  time  the  x)ersons  thereon  named  shall  serve,  whether 
for  one,  two  or  three  years. 
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Section  4.  That  the  members  of  any  board  of  school 
directors  shall  have  power  to  fill  any  vacancy  which 
may  occur  therein  by  death,  resignation,  removal  from 
the  borough  or  otherwise,  until  the  next  annual  elec- 
tion for  school  directors,  when  such  vacancy  shall  be 
filled  by  electing  a  qualified  citizen  to  supply  the 
same  for  the  balance  of  the  unexpired  term:  Provided, 
That  the  qualified  voters  shall  designate  on  their 
ballots  that  the  person  or  persons  thereon  named  are 
voted  for  to  fill  an  unexpired  term. 

Section  5.  The  school  directors  now  in  office,  under 
existing  laws,  shall  act  conjointly  with  those  who  are 
to  be  elected  under  the  provisions  hereof  at  the  first 
election  for  borough  officers  next  ensuing  the  pas- 
sage of  this  act,  and  act  until  the  expiration  of  the 
term  of  said  school  directors  now  in  office;  but  after 
their  places  have  become  vacant,  either  by  a  lapse  of 
time  or  otherwise,  their  places  shall  not  again  be  filled, 
and  the  office  shall  henceforth  be  at  an  end. 

Section  6.  After  the  passage  of  this  act,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  judges  of  the  courts  of  quarter  ses- 
sions of  the  several  counties  to  fill  the  offices  created  by 
this  act,  by  the  appointment  of  proper  persons  resid- 
ing in  the  said  boroughs,  and  the  persons  so  appointed 
shall  hold  office  until  their  successors  are  chosen  at 
the  next  election  of  borough  officers.

LAWS  OF  PENNSYLVANIA, 
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AN  ACT 
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Defining  the  powers  of  the  several  courts  of  quarter  sessiona  of 
the  peace,  within  this  Commonwealth,  with  reference  to  the 
care,  treatment  and  control  of  dependent,  neglected,  incor- 
rigible and  delinquent  children,  under  the  age  of  sixteen 
years,  and  providing  for  the  means  in  which  such  power  may 
be  exercised. 

Whereas,  The  welfare  of  the  State  demands  that 
children  should  be  guarded  from  association  and  con- 
tact with  crime  and  criminals,  and  the  ordinary  pro- 
cess of  the  criminal  law  does  not  provide  such  treat- 
ment and  care  and  morab  encouragement  as  are  essen- 
tial to  all  children  in  the  formative  period  of  life, 
but  endangers  the  whole  future  of  the  child; 

And  Whereas,  Experience  has  shown  that  children, 
lacking  proper  parental  care  or  guardianship,  are  led 
into  courses  of  life  which  may  render  them  liable  to 
the  paiuA  and  penalties  of  the  criminal  law  of  the 
State,  although  in  fact  the  real  interests  of  such  child 
or  children  require  that  they  be  not  incarcerated  in 
penitentiaries  and  jails,  as  members  of  the  criminal 
class,  but  be  subjected  to  a  wise  care,  treatment  and 
control,  that  their  evil  tendencies  may  be  checked  and 
their  better  instincts  may  be  strengthened; 

And  Whereas,  To  that  end,  it  is  important  that  the 
powers  of  the  courts,  in  respect  to  the  care,  treatment 
and  control  over  dependent,  neglected,  delinquent  and 
incorrigible  children,  should  be  clearly  distinguished 
from  the  powers  exercised  in  the  administration  of  the 
criminal  law: 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c..  That  the  courts  of 
quarter  sessions  of  the  peace,  within  the  several  conn- 
ties  of  this  Commonwealth,  shall  have  and  possess 
full  jurisdiction  in  all  proceedings  which  may  be 
brought  before  them  affecting  the  treatment  and  con. 
trol  of  dependent,  neglected,  incorrigible  and  delin- 
quent children,  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years;  and 
for  the  purpose  of  this  act  the  words  "dependent  child" 
and  "neglected  child"  shall  mean  any  child  who  is 
destitute,  homeless,  abandoned,  or  dependent  upon  the 
public  for  support,  or  who  has  not  proper  parental 
care  or  guardianship.  The  words  "incorrigible  chil- 
dren" shall  mean  any  child  who  is  charged  by  its 
parent  or  guardian  with  being  unmanageable.  The 
words  "delinquent  child"  shall  mean  any  child,  in- 
cluding such  as  have  heretofore  been  designated  "in- 
corrigible children,"  who  may  be  charged  with  the 
violation  of  any  law  of  this  Commonwealth,  or  the 
ordinance  of  any  city,  borough  or  township. 

The  powers  of  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the 
peace,  as  provided  for  in  this  act,  may  be  exercised  by 
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any  one  or  more  judges  of  such  court,  who  may  be 
assigned  for  the  purpose  at  a  session  of  said  court, 
which  shall  be  known  as  the  juvenile  court;  and  all  ^"^•'^**  ^^^ 
sessions  of  such  juvenile  court  shall  be  held  separate 
and  apart  from  any  seesion  of  the  court  held  for  the  se«iiona. 
purpose  of  its  general  criminal  or  other  business,  and 
the  records  of  the  proceedings  of  such  juvenile  court  ^^^^^ 
shall  be  kept  in  a  docket,  separate  from  all  other 
proceedings  of  said  court.  Powew  of  the 

Section  2.  The  powers  of  the  court  may  be  exercised:  court?  ^ 

(1)  Upon  the  petition  of  any  citizen,  resident  of  the  petition. 
county,  setting  forth  that  a  child  is  neglected,  depen- 
dent or  delinquent,  and  is  in  need  of  the  care  and  pro- 
tection of  the  court. 

(2)  Whenever  any  magistrate  or  justice  of  the  peace, 
in  committing  a  child  arrested  for  an  indictable  of- 
fence, shall  certify  that,  in  his  opinion,  the  good  of  SSlSSiu  op 
the  child  and  the  interests  of  the  State  do  not  require  J^^  <>'  ^^ 
a  prosecution  upon  an  indictment,  under  the  criminal 

laws  of  the  Commonwealth. 

(3)  Whenever,  after  return  made  by  a  magistrate 
of  the  proceedings,  upon  the  arrest  of  such  delinquent 
child  for  an  indictable  offence,  the  district  attorney  of 
the  county,  either  before  or  after  the  indictment,  shall 

certify  that,  in  his  opinion,  the  good  of  the  child  and  2'Str?^'^^  o'  "** 
the  interests  of  the  State  do  not  require  a  prosecution     *^'  ^  attorney. 
upon  an  indictment,  under  the  criminal  laws  of  thie^ 
Commonwealth. 

(4)  Whenever,  upon  the  trial  of  any  indictment  of 

such  delinquent  child,  the  judge  trying  the  cause  is  Action  of  the 
of  opinion  that  the  good  of  the  child  and  the  interests  ^"'*'** 
of  the  State  do  not  require  a  conviction  under  the  crim- 
inal laws  of  this  Commonwealth. 

Upon  the  filing  of  any  petition,  as  above  set  forth, 
or  whenever  the  jurisdiction  of  the  court  has  attached 
by  the  filing  of  a  certificate  of  a  magistrate  or  iustice 
of  the  x>eace,  or  of  the  district  attorney,  or  by  the 
action  of  a  judge,  as  above  set  forth,  it  shall  be  within  ^^^^^  ^^  ^^^ 
the  power  of  the  judge,  holding  eaid  juvenile  court,  juSJef  ^ 
to  make  all  necessary  orders  for  compelling  the  pro- 
duction of  such  child,  and  the  attendance  of  the 
parents  and  all  persons  having  the  custody  or  control 
of  the  child,  or  with  whom  the  child  may  be;  and 
pending  the  final  disposition  of  any  case,  the  child  g^fSf 'thJ'iliiM"" 
shall  be  subject  to  the  order  of  the  court,  and  may    "^  ° 
be  permitted  to  remain  in  the  control  of  its  parents 
or  the  i>erson  having  it  in  charge,  or  of  the  probation 
officer,  OP  may  be  kept  in  some  place  provided  by  the 
State  or  county  authorities,  or  by  any  association  hav- 
ing for  one  of  its  objects  the  care  of  delinquent  or 
neglected  children,  as  the  court  may  order. 

Section  3.  The  court  shall  appoint  or  designate  one  ^     mtment  of 
or  more  discreet  persons,  of  good  character,  to  serve  pwSitton^offl^rs. 
as  probation  officers  during  the  pleasure  of  the  court; 
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said  probation  officers  to  receive  no  compensation  from 
the  public  treasury;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  all 
probation  officers,  so  appointed,  to  make  such  investi- 
gations as  may  be  required  by  the  court,  to  be  present 
in  court  when  the  case  is  heard,  and  to  furnish  to 
the  court  such  information  and  assistance  as  the  judge 
may  require,  and  to  take  such  charge  of  any  child,  be- 
fore and  after  trial,  as  may  be  directed  by  the  court. 

Section  4.  At  the  hearing,  the  judge  or  judges  hold- 
ing such  session  of  the  court  shall  determine,  after  an 
inquiry  into  the  facts,  what  order  for  the  commitment 
and  custody  and  care  of  the  child,  the  child's  own  good 
and  the  best  interests  of  the  State  may  require;  and 
may  commit  such  child  to  the  care  of  its  parents,  sub- 
ject to  the  supervision  of  a  probation  officer,  or  to 
some  suitable  institution,  or  the  care  of  some  reputa- 
ble citizen  of  good  moral  character,  or  to  the  care  of 
some  training  school,  or  to  an  industrial  school,  or 
the  care  of  some  association  willing  to  receive  it;  and 
in  either  such  case  it  shall  be  within  the  power  of 
the  court  to  make  an  order  upon  the  parent  or  parents 
of  any  such  child  to  contribute  to  the  support  of  the 
child,  such  sum  as  the  court  may  determine;  it  being 
further  provided  that,  in  all  cases  in  which  a  delin- 
quent child  shall  be  committed  to  the  care  of  a  reform- 
atory institution,  when  such  child  shall  be  discharged 
from  such  institution  the  court  shall  be  duly  ad- 
vised thereof,  and  a  record  of  such  discharge  shall  be 
kept  in  the  juvenile  court  docket. 

Section  5.  In  any  case  where  the  court  shall  award 
a  dependent  child  to  the  care  of  any  association  or 
individual,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  the  child  shall,  unless  otherwise  ordered,  become 
a  ward,  and  be  subject  to  the  guardianship  of  the  asso- 
ciation or  individual  to  whose  care  it  is  committed. 
Such  association  or  individual  shall  have  authority  to 
place  such  child  in  a  family  home,  with  or  without 
indenture,  and  may  be  made  party  to  any  proceedings 
for  the  legal  adoption  of  the  child,  and  may,  by  its 
or  his  attorney  or  agent,  appear  in  any  court  where 
such  proceedings  are  pending  and  assent  to  such  adop- 
tion. And  such  assent  shall  be  sufficient  to  authorize 
the  court  to  enter  the  proper  order  or  decree  of  adop- 
tion. Such  guardianship  shall  not  include  the  guar- 
dianship of  any  estate  of  the  child. 

Section  6.  In  the  case  of  a  delinquent  child,  the 
court  may  continue  the  hearing  from  time  to  time; 
and  may  commit  the  child  to  the  care  and  guardian- 
ship of  a  probation  officer,  duly  appointed  by  the  court, 
and  may  allow  said  child  to  remain  in  its  own  home, 
subject  to  the  visitation  of  the  probation  officer,  such 
child  to  report  to  the  probation  officer  as  often  as 
may  be  required,  and  subject  to  be  returned  to  the 
court,  for  further  proceedings,  whenever  such  action 
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may  appear  to  be  necessary;  or  the  court  may  commit 
the  child  to  the  care  and  guardianship  of  the  probation 
officer,  to  be  placed  in  a  suitable  family  home,  sub- 
ject to  the  supervision  of  such  probation  officer;  or 
it  may  authorize  the  said  probation  officer  to  board 
out  the  said  child  in  some  suitable  family  home,  in 
case  provision  is  made  by  voluntary  contribution  or 
otherwise  for  the  payment  of  the  board  of  such  child, 
until  a  suitable  provision  may  be  made  for  the  child 
in  a  home  without  such  payment;  or  the  court  may 
commit  the  child  to  a  suitable  institution  for  the  care 
of  delinquent  children,  or  to  any  society,  duly  incor- 
porated, having  for  one  of  its  objects  the  protection 
of  dependent  or  delinquent  children. 

Section  7.  No  child,  pending  a  hearing  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  held  in  confinement  in 
any  county  or  other  jail,  police  station,  or  in  any  in- 
stitution to  which  adult  convicts  are  sentenced. 

Section  8.  No  order  for  the  commitment  of  any  child, 
in  any  proceedings  had  under  this  act,  shall  extend  to 
a  i)eriod  beyond  when  such  child  shall  attain  the  age 
of  twenty-one  years. 

Section  9.  The  court,  in  making  all  orders  for  the 
commitment  of  children,  shall  place  them,  as  far  aa 
possible,  in  care  and  custody  of  persons  having  the 
same  religious  belief  as  the  parents  of  the  child,  or 
with  some  association  which  is  controlled  by  persons 
of  such  religious  belief;  and  shall,  bb  far  as  possible, 
provide,  in  making  orders  of  commitment,  that  the 
care,  custody  and  discipline  of  the  child  shall  be  as 
nearly  as  possibly  that  which  should  be  given  by  its 
parents.  In  all  cases  where  it  can  properly  be  done, 
the  child  shall  be  placed  in  an  approved  family  home, 
and  become  a  member  of  the  family  by  legal  adoptioa 
or  otherwise. 

Section.  10.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  to  commit  the 
custody  of  any  delinquent  child,  under  the  age  of 
twelve  years,  to  any  institution  of  correction  or  ref- 
ormation, unless,  after  the  care  and  oversight  given 
such  child  under  the  probation  system  provided  for 
by  this  act,  the  court  finds  that  the  best  interests  of 
the  child  and  the  welfare  of  the  community  require 
such  commitment;  and  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  com- 
mit the  custody  of  any  neglected  or  dependent  child, 
who  is  delinquent,  to  any  institution  of  correction  or 
reformation  in  which  delinquent  children  are  received, 
nor  shall  any  delinquent  child  be  committed  to  any 
institution  in  which  dependent  or  neglected  children 
are  received. 

Section  11.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  in 
derogation  of  the  powers  of  the  courts  of  quarter  ses- 
sions and  oyer  and  terminer  to  try,  upon  an  indict- 
ment, any  delinquent  child  who,  in  due  course,  may 
be  brought  to  trial.

To  cure  defects  in  the  form  of  ballots  used  by  the  voters 
of  any  municipality  or  district,  in  elections  held  on  the  ques- 
tion of  increasing  the  indebtedness  of  such  municipalities  or 
districts. 

Whereas,  The  proYisions  of  the  statutes  regulating 
the  manner  in  which  the  indebtedness  of  municipali* 
ties  and  districts  may  be  increased,  by  virtue  of  a  vote 
of  the  electors  thereof,  are  in  certain  respects  incon- 
sistent and  conflicting  with  the  provisions  of  the  gen- 
eral laws  regulating  the  conduct  of  elections  in  the 
Commonwealth,  by  reason  whereof  doubt  and  uncer- 
tainty exist  as  to  the  proper  form  of  ballots  to  be 
used  at  such  election: 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  no  election  here- 
tofore held  by  the  voters  of  any  county,  city,  borough, 
township,  school-district,  or  other  municipality,  on 
the  question  of  increasing  indebtedness,  under  the 
provisions  of  the  act  of  twentieth  April,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  seventy-four,  entitled  "An  act  to 
regulate  the  manner  of  increasing  the  indebtedness 
of  municipalities,"  et  cetera,  and  the  amendments  and 
supplements  thereto,  shall  be  deemed  or  taken  to  be 
void  or  invalid  because  of  the  form  of  ballots  by  which 
such  question  was  voted  on;  but  such  election  shall 
be  valid  and  binding,  whether  such  question  was  voted 
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on  by  separate  ballots,  as  prescribed  by  said  statute 
and  its  amendmeDts,  or  by  being  printed  on  the  gen- 
eral official  ballots.  And  if  it  appears  by  the  return 
of  such  election,  duly  made  to  the  clerk  of  the  quarter 
sessions  for  the  proper  county,  as  provided  by  the 
said  act  and  its  supplements,  that  a  majority  of  the 
votes  cast  at  such  election  was  in  favor  of  the  pro- 
posed increase  of  indebtedness,  no  question  as  to  the 
form  of  ballot  used  at  such  election  shall,  in  any  wise, 
affect  the  validity  of  the  bonds  thereafter  issued  in  v«uditjr  of 
pursuance  of  the  proposal  for  increase  of  indebted-

To  further  regrulate  the  conBtructlon,  maintenance  and  insDec- 
tlon  of  bulldlnsB  and  party  walls,  in  cities  of  the  first  class. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  all  buildings 
hereafter  erected  or  altered,  in  cities  of  the  first  class, 
shall  be  classified  as  follows: 

Buildings  of  the  first  class  shall  include  all  buildings 
in  which  the  walls,  floors,  columns,  girders,  beams, 
partitions,  and  roofs  are  of  stone,  brick,  terra-cotta, 
concrete,  steel,  iron,  or  such  other  fire  proof  materiak 
as  shall  be  approved  bj  the  Bureau  of  Building  In- 
spection. 

Buildings  of  the  second  class  shall  include  all  build- 
ings the  walls  of  which  are  as  hereinbefore  specified 
for  buildings  of  the  first  class,  but  in  which  the  floors, 
columns,  beams,  and  girders  are  of  the  construction 
known  as  ''slow-burning  construction,"  in  which  all 
columns  and  girders  shall  be  of  wood,  and  in  which 
no  column  shall  be  of  less  dimension  than  sixty-four 
square  inches,  and  no  girder  or  floor-beams  less  than 
six  inches  in  its  lea^t  dimension.  The  flooring  to  be 
of  plank  not  less  than  two  and  three-quarters  inches 
thick,  when  dressed,  and  the  roof  of  plank  not  less 
than  one  and  three-quarters  inches-  thick,  when 
dressed:  Provided,  That  in  such  buildings,  iron  or 
steel  may  be  used  for  beams,  columns  or  girders,  if 
the  same  be  protected  with  fire-proofing  materials,  as 
hereinafter  set  forth  for  buildings  of  the  first  class. 

Buildings  of  the  third  class  shall  include  all  build- 
ings the  walls  of  which  are  as  hereinbefore  specified 
for  buildings  of  the  first  class,  but  which  in  their 
interior  construction  are  not  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  as  hereinbefore  set  forth  for  buildings 
of  the  first  and  second  class,  or  the  floors  of  which  may 
be  of  ordinary  house  or  joist  construction. 

Buildings  of  the  fourth  class  shall  include  all  build- 
ings, other  than  those  of  the  character  specified  for 
first,  second  and  third  class  construction. 
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Section  2.  Any  building  hereafter  erected  or  al-  Buudings  which 
tered,  to  be  used  as  a  hospital,  asylum,  or  institution  flm^cUM.'  ^^ 
for  the  care  or  treatment  of  persons,  the  height  of 
which  exceeds  two  stories,  and  every  building  here- 
after erected  or  altered,  to  be  used  as  an  apartment- 
house,  tenement-house,  flat-house,  lodging-house,  hotel, 
school,  or  police  station,  the  height  of  which  exceeds 
four  stories,  shall  be  a  building  of  the  first  class;  and 
no  building  of  any  kind,  except  as  hereafter  provided, 
shall  be  erected  or  raised  to  a  height  exceeding  sixty-  ^^^^^  ^,  j^^j^^^ 
five  feet,  except  the  same  be  a  building  of  the  first 
or  second  class;  and  no  building  shall  be  erected  or 
raised  to  a  height  exceeding  eighty-five  feet,  except 
the  same  be  a  building  of  the  first  class;  and  all  build- 
ings of  a  height  exceeding  six  stories  shall  be  build- 
ings of  the  first  class. 

All  buildings  of  the  first  class  hereafter  erected  or 
altered,  to  be  used  for  warehouse,  store  or  factory  war»hou«e.  Btor* 
purposes,  shall  be  so  divided  by  fire-proof  walls  or  ^  '^^'y- 
partitions  on  every  floor,  except  as  hereinafter  pro-  S'pSStioM?*** 
vided,  that  no  space  on  any  floor,  not  so  divided,  shall 
exceed  twenty-five  thousand  square  feet;  and  no  ex- 
isting wall  or  partition,  in  any  of  such  building,  shall 
be  removed  so  as  to  leave  a  space,  not  so  divided,  of 
more  than  twenty-five  thousand  square  feet.  Such 
walls  or  partitions  shall  extend  from  the  fire-proof 
construction  of  the  floors  to  the  fire-proof  beam  filling 
of  the  ceilings.  The  openings  or  doorways  in  any  openings  in. 
such  walls  or  partitions  shall  not  exceed  three  in  num- 
ber for  each  floor,  for  each  such  wall  or  partition,  and 
no  such  opening  shall  exceed  ten  feet  in  height  or 
ten  feet  in  width.  Each  opening  must  be  provided 
with  two  sets  of  standard  fire-doors,  separated  by  Fir»-doon. 
the  thickness  of  the  wall  or  partition,  said  doors  to 
be  constructed  and  hung  as  provided  elsewhere  in 
this  act.  All  of  the  said  openings  through  partitions 
of  fire-proof  material  shall  have  metal  frames  or  studs, 
securely  fastened  to  floor  and  ceiling,  and  such  metal 
studs  shall  be  covered  with  such  fire  resisting  ma- 
terials as  shall  be  approved  by  the  Bureau  of  Building 
Inspection.  No  wood  for  framing  or  fastening  shall 
be  used  for  such  openings:  Provided,  however.  That 
the  space,  or  spaces,  of  the  first  or  grade  floor  of  any 
such  buildings,  may  exceed  twenty-five  thousand 
square  feet,  when  the  entire  building  is  under  the  pro- 
tection of  an  approved  system  of  automatic  sprinklers,  JJ**^';,^^*;^^,** 
so  long  as  such  system  shall  be  kept  and  maintained  ■mrinuen. 
in  complete  working  order.  If  such  system  shall  not 
be  maintained  and  kept  in  such  order,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Bureau  of  Building  Insx)ection  to  give 
written  notice  to  the  tenants  or  owners,  served  upon 
the  premises,  of  said  fact,  and  within  sixty  days  there- 
after the  division  by  fire-proof  walls  or  partitions,  as 
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above  provided,  shall  be  made,  and  thereafter  main* 
tained. 

No  building  shall  be  deemed  a  building  of  the  first 
class  unless  the  enclosing  or  division  walls  are  wholly 
or  in  part  supported  on  iron  or  steel  beams,  girders 
and  columns,  such  beams,  girders  and  columns  shall 
be  protected  against  the  external  changes  of  the  at- 
mosphere and  against  fire  by  a  covering  of  brick,  terra- 
cotta, fire-clay,  tile,  or  other  approved  fire-proofing, 
completely  enveloping  said  structural  members  of  iron 
or  steel.  Said  fire-proofing  around  outside  columns 
and  beams,  if  of  brick,  shall  not  be  less  than  eight 
inches;  if  of  hollow  tile,  shall  not  be  less  than  six 
inches  thick,  and  there  shall  be  at  least  two  sets  of 
air  spaces  between  the  iron  and  steel  members  and 
the  outside  of  the  hollow  tile  covering.  In  all  cases 
the  brick  or  hollow  tile  shall  be  bedded  in  cement 
mortar  close  up  to  the  iron  or  steel  members,  and  ail 
joints  shall  be  made  full  and  solid.  No  building  shall 
be  deemed  a  fire-proof  building  unless,  in  addition  to 
the  above  required  covering  of  the  iron  and  steel 
members,  all  the  interior  columns,  beams  and  girders 
be  enveloped  in  such  fire-resisting  materials  as  shall 
be  approved  by  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection. 
The  filling  between  the  individual  floor  beams  and 
girders  shall  be  one  of  the  fire-proof  systems  in  use, 
as  approved  by  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection, 
and  must  in  every  case  have  stood  the  test  of  three 
times  the  load  for  which  the  floor  is  designed,  without 
sign  of  cracking.  No  wood  or  other  inflammable  ma- 
terial shall  be  used  in  any  part  of  any  such  building 
except  the  doors  and  windows  and  their  frames,  the 
trims,  the  casings,  the  interior  finish,  when  filled  at 
the  back  with  fire-proof  materials;  and  the  floor  boards 
and  sleepers  directly  under  the  spaces  between  and 
under  the  sleepers  must  be  filled  up  and  leveled  off 
at  the  top  of  the  said  sleepers  with  concrete  or  other 
incombustible  material.  All  interior  columns,  and 
the  lower  fianges  of  all  girders  of  iron  or  steel,  shall 
be  protected  with  at  least  three  inches  of  brick,  terra- 
cotta, concrete,  or  other  fire-resisting  materials,  as 
shall  be  approved  by  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspec- 
tion. The  web  of  all  girders,  and  the  fianges  and  web 
of  all  beams,  to  be  protected  by  not  less  than  two 
inches  of  terra-cotta,  brick,  concrete,  or  other  fire- 
proof material;  but  the  extreme  outer  edge  of  lugs, 
brackets,  and  similar  supporting  metal,  may  project 
within  one  inch  of  the  surface  of  the  fire-proofing. 
Where  the  bases  of  iron  or  steel  columns  are  inde- 
pendent, the  said  bases  shall  be  either  cast-steel,  thor- 
oughly annealed,  or  built-steel  bolsters.  Built  sec- 
tions of  girders  or  columns,  in  which  all  -parts  are  not 
accessible  after  erection,  shall  be  filled  with  concrete, 
in  the  proportion  of  one  part  of  Portland  cement  to 
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three  parts  of  sand  and  five  parts  of  stone,  to  pass  a 
three-fourths  of  an  inch  mesh.    The  maximum  span  g  ^  ^^  ^^^^ 
for  arches  of  brick,  terra-cotta,  concrete,  or  other  pat-    ^*"  °  ^^  **' 
ent  floors,  shall  not  exceed  eight  feet;  but  nothing 
herein  contained  shall  prohibit  the  use  of  reinforced 
concrete  or  heterogenous  systems,  provided  the  depth  concreu  or  hetwo- 
of  the  floor  beams  or  girders  is  three-fifths  of  an  inch  iceneous  system, 
per  foot  of  span,  and  that  a  test  for  strength,  and 
fire  and  water  resistance,  satisfactory  to  the  Bureau 
of  Building  Inspection,  shall  be  given  for  said  rein- 
forced or  heterogenous  system.    No  arch  in  any  floor 
system  shall  have  a  rise  of  less  than  one  and  one-quar- 
ter inch  per  foot  of  span. 

In  buildings  of  the  first  class,  all  pipes,  conduits,  p,p„  eonduiu, 
mains,  wiring,  and  conveyances  for  conducting  heat,  ©tc. 
light  or  water,  shall  be  encased  in  separate  fire-proof 
ducts,  and  shall  not  be  enclosed  in  the  fire-proofing 
surrounding  any  column,  girder  or  beam  of  steel  or 
iron. 

Provided,  also.  That  this  section  shall  not  apply  to 
one-story  buildings,  used  only  for  working  in  non- 
combustible  materials,  and  that  nothing  contained  in 
this  section  shall  prevent  the  erection  of  grain  eleva-  amm  elevators, 
tors,  church  spires,  towers  for  observation  puri>oses,  Jfjj**'  ^^«"' 
and  structures  for  similar  uses,  all  of  which  structures 
shall  be  constructed  in  such  manner  and  under  such 
conditions  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Bureau  of 
Building  Inspection. 

Section  3.  Buildings  of  the  second  class,  in  which 
any  floor  area  between  exterior  walls  exceeds  fifteen  '^^^'•'••^ 
thousand  square  feet,  and  buildings  of  the  third  class 
in  which  any  floor  area  between  exterior  walls  exceeds 
five  thousand  square  feet,  shall  be  so  divided  by  walls  Divided  by  waiis 
of  brick,  stone,  concrete,  or  such  other  fire-resisting  ^tS3!**"**°' 
material  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  Bureau  of  Build- 
ing Inspection,  that  no  space  inside  such  building 
shall  exceed  fifteen  thousand  or  five  thousand 
square  feet,  respectively,  as  hereinbefore  set  forth; 
the  said  walls  to  be  of  the  thickness  as  now  required 
by  law,  and  shall  extend  through,  and  at  least  three 
feet  above,  the  roof.  No  existing  wall  in  any  buildings 
of  the  second  or  third  class  shall  be  removed,  so  as 
to  leave  a  space  inside  any  building  which  shall  ex- 
ceed the  areas  hereinbefore  set  forth  for  each  class. 

Provided,  however,  That  in  buildings  of  the  third 
class,    the  floor  area  may  be  seventy-five  hundred  I'roviso. 
square  feel,  if  the  floors  and  roof  be  made  of  plank  not 
less  than  one  and  three-quarters  inches  thick,  when 
dressed. 

Openings  may  be  made  in  such  division  walls,  of  openings  m  divi- 
the  size,  number  and  character  as  provided  in  section  »»"»  ^a"*- 
two  for  buildings  of  the  first  class,  if  protected  by 
standard  fire-doors  as  provided  in  that  section. 
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Provided  further,  That  this  section  shall  not  apply 
to  private  dwellings,  nor  to  one-story  buildings  used 
only  for  working  in  non-combustible  materials. 

In  buildings  other  than  buildings  of  the  first  class, 
skeleton  wall  construction  shall  not  be  permitted. 

All  party  walls  in  buildings  of  the  first,  second  and 
third  class,  except  dwellings  and  buildings  of  similar 
light  construction,  shall  extend  through,  and  at  least 
three  feet  above,  the  roof. 

Section  4.  All  stairways  hereafter  placed  in  any 
buildings  of  the  first,  second  or  third  clasB,  used  for 
warehouse,  store  or  factory  purposes,  and  in  which 
any  floor  area  between  exterior  walls  exceeds  five 
thousand  square  feet,  and  all  elevators,  hoistways, 
hatchways,  well-holes,  chutes,  dumb-waiters  and  in- 
terior light  or  vent  shafts,  or  shafts  of  any  description, 
hereafter  placed  in  any  building,  except  such  fire-proof 
buildingsas  areoccupied  foroffice  purposes  only,  shall 
be  enclosed,  between  fioors  and  ceilings  of  each  story, 
in  suitable  walls  of  brick,  or  with  a  suitable  frame- 
work of  iron  and  burnt  clay  filling,  or  of  such  other 
fire-proof  material  and  form  of  construction  as  may  be 
approved  by  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection,  ex- 
cept that  the  enclosure  walls,  required  by  this  section, 
in  any  non-fire-proof  buildings,  used  as  warehouses  or 
factories,  shall  be  of  brick.    All  such  walls  or  con- 
struction, where  the  elevator,  stairs,  hoist,  hatchway, 
chute,  dumb-waiter,  light  or  vent  shaft,  or  other  shaft, 
extends  to  the  top  fioor,  shall  extend  through,  and 
at  least  three  feet  above,  the  roof.    If  the  enclosure 
walls  are  of  brick,  any  of  the  above  shafts  may  be  in 
the  same  enclosure,  provided  the  stairways  are  con- 
structed of  non-combustible  material.     All  interior 
openings  in  the  enclosure  walls  of  elevators,  stair- 
ways, hoistways,  hatchways,  chutes  and  dumb  waiters, 
shall  be  provided  with  fire-proof  doors,  made  solid  for 
their  full  height,  and  set  in  fire-proof  frames  and  fit- 
tings.   Lights  of  wire-glass,  in  metal  frames,  may  be 
placed  in  such  doors  and  in  the  enclosure  walls,  but 
no  one  pane  of  wire-glass  shall  exceed  in  area  two  hun- 
dred and  fifty  square  inches,  between  muntins.     All 
exterior  openings  in  the  enclosure  walls  of  stairways, 
elevators  or  dumb  waiters,  and  all  openings  in  tiie 
walls  of  interior  light  or  vent  shafts,  shall  be  provided 
with  approved  wire-glass  windows,  set  in  approved 
metal  frames,  but  no  one  pane  of  wire-glass  in  such 
windows  shall  be  larger  than  twenty-four  inches  by 
thirty  inches,  between  muntins. .  Automatic  closing 
trap-doors,  tin  lined  on  the  under  side,  at  each  fioor, 
when  approved  by  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection, 
may  be  substituted  for  the  above  named  encioanre 
walls  for  hoistways  (without  cars),  hatchways    and 
chutes. 

The  roofs  over  the  enclosed  elevators,  stairways. 
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hoistways,  hatchways,  chutes  and  dumb  waiters,  shall 
be  made  of  fire-proof  materials,  with  a  skylight  or 
side-lights  above  the  roof,  at  least  three-quarters  the 
area  of  the  shaft,  made  of  glass  set  in  iron  frames. 
When  the  shafts  do  not  extend  to  the  ground,  the 
bottom  floor  of  the  shaft  shall  be  constructed  of  fire-  SliJgJ'  ^^'  ®' 
proof  material.  In  all  buildings  of  the  first,  second 
or  third  class,  in  which  any  fioor  area  between  ex- 
terior walls  is  five  thousand  square  feet  or  less,  the 
stairways  shall  be  of  such  number,  and  protected  in 
such  manner,  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Bureau  of 
Building  Inspection. 

In  any  building  now  existing,  in  which  there  is  an  ^{SJSif*'^'***"** 
elevator,  dumb-waiter,  interior  light  or  vent  shaft,  "  "    ' 
hoistway,  hatchway,  chute,  well-hole,  or  shaft  of  any 
description,  not  enclosed  in  walls  constructed  and 
arranged  as  required  in  this  act,  the  openings  thereof, 
through  and  upon  each  fioor  of  said  building,  shall  be 
provided  with  and  protected  by  a  substantial  guard  SSSSioiST***'  *"^ 
or  vertical  enclosure,  and  gate  or  gates,  or  with  such 
good  and  sufficient  trap-doors,  or  both,  as  may  be 
directed  and  approved  by  the  Bureau  of  Building  In- 
spection.   Such  guards  or  enclosure  gates  shall  be 
kept  closed  at  all  times  when  not  in  actual  use,  and  St  taSlST*  "^^^^ 
trap-doors  shall  be  closed  at  the  close  of  the  business 
of  each  day,  by  the  occupant  or  occupants  of  the  build- 
ing having  the  use  or  control  of  the  same.    When  in 
the  opinion  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Building 
Inspection  automatic  closing  trap-doors  are  required  JSwuSS^ot!^^' 
for  any  such  fioor  openings,  the  same  shall  be  tin-lined 
on  the  under  side,  and  constructed  so  as  to  form  a  sub- 
stantial fioor  surface,  when  closed,  and  so  arranged 
for  elevators  as  to  open  and  close  by  the  action  of  the 
elevator  in  its  passage,  ascending  or  descending. 

Provided,  however,  that  in  every  building,  now  or  ptovim. 
hereafter  used  or  occupied  as  a  hotel,  lodging-house, 
apartment  or  tenement-house,  store,  warehouse  or  fac- 
tory, or  where  a  number  of  persons  are  employed,  or 
which  is  used  for  public  assemblage,  in  which  there 
is  any  elevator,  hoistway,  hatchway,  well-hole,  chute 
or  damb  waiter,  enclosed  in  walls  constructed  of  com-  jj^^,^,     ^,j,  ^^ 
bastible  material,  the  enclosing  walls  of  such  eleva-  ho£i?JiSMi,'hatch- 
tons,    hoistways,   hatchways,   well-holes,   chutes,  and  ^^^*'  **^ 
dumb   waiters,  shall  either  be  lined  with  metal,  se-  Metai  uning. 
curely  fastened  on  the  inside  of  the  shaft,  or  such  ele- 
vators, hoistways,  hatchways,  well-holes,  chutes  and 
dumb  waiters,  shall  be  enclosed  in  suitable  walls,  con- 
structed and  arranged  as  required  for  elevator  shafts  provtao. 
in  this  act:   Provided,  however.  That  approved  auto- 
matic closing  trapdoors,  tin-lined  on  the  under  side,  jT^uStutST 
and  BO  constructed  as  to  form  a  substantial  floor  sur- 
face when  closed,  and  so  arranged  for  elevators  as  to 
open  and  close  by  the  action  of  the  elevator  in  its 
passage,  either  ascending  or  descending,  may  be  sub- 
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stitoted  for  each  metal  lining,  when  in  the  opinion  of 
the  chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection  such 
trap-doors  will  provide  the  required  protection. 

In  existing  buildings,  passenger  elevators,  enclosed 
in  open  grill  work,  may  be  erected  in  staircase  en- 
closures, where  the  entire  space  occupied  by  the  stairs 
and  elevators  is  enclosed  in  brick  or  stone  walls,  or 
wails  of  such  other  fire-proof  material  and  form  of 
construction  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Bureau  of 
Building  Inspection;  provided  that,  in  warehouses, 
stores,  or  factories,  all  openings  in  the  enclosing  walls 
must  be  provided  with  flre-proof  doors,  or  wire-glass 
in  metal  frames,  as  provided  elsewhere  in  this  section 
for  elevator  and  stairway  enclosures. 

Provided,  however,  That  nothing  in  this  section  shall 
apply  to  any  building  not  over  two  stories  in  height, 
nor  to  private  dwellings  and  buildings  of  similar  light 
construction,  stores  with  private  dwelling  occupancy 
entirely  above  the  grade  floor,  and  stables. 

Section  5.  Whenever  standard  fire-doors  or  fire-shut- 
ters are  referred  to  in  this  act,  they  shall  be  construct- 
ed as  follows,  namely:  Not  less  than  two  thicknesses 
of  one-inch  boards,  laid  diagonally,  and  securely  fas- 
tened together  by  wrought-iron  clinched  nails,  and 
covered  with  I  C  tin-plates,  not  exceeding  fourteen  by 
twenty  inches,  joints  to  be  locked  one-half  inch  and 
nailed  under  seams,  and  corners  to  have  mitre-fold 
(not  mitrejoint).  Doors  and  shutters  to  overlap  sides 
and  top  of  opening  four  inches,  and  to  close  tight 
against  smooth  masonry  (not  wood  trimmed)  and  sill. 
Bills  to  be  of  non-combustible  material,  resting  on  and 
built  into  brick  or  stone  wall,  and  extending  under 
and  beyond  outer  surface  of  door.  Doors  and  shutters 
to  be  hung  on  wrought-iron  wall-eyes,  or  to  slide  on 
track  of  heavy  flat-rolled  steel.  All  hardware,  such 
as  hinges,  hangers,  wall-eyes,  track-bolts,  binders,  han- 
dles, latches,  catches,  et  cetera,  to  be  of  heavy  wrought- 
iron,  built  in  wall,  or  bolted  through  wall  or  door 
or  shutter.  All  fire-doors  and  shutters  shall  be  closed 
at  night,  and  whenever  the  building  is  not  in  actual 
use;  at  least  one  in  three  shutters,  on  each  fioor  above 
the  first,  being  so  arranged  that  it  can  be  opened  from 
both  outside  and  inside. 

Section  6.  In  all  buildings  hereafter  erected  or  al- 
tered to  be  used  for  warehouse,  store  or  factory  pur- 
poses, the  walls  shall  not  be  furred  with  wood;  nor 
shall  any  partition,  extending  from  fioor  to  ceiling, 
be  constructed  with  wooden  studs.  In  non-fire  proof 
buildings,  to  be  used  for  warehouse,  store  or  factory 
purposes,  such  partitions  shall  be  constructed  of  some 
non-combustible  material,  to  be  approved  by  the  Bu- 
reau of  Building  Inspection,  or  of  plank  not  less  than 
three  inches  thick,  with  tongues,  and  dressed  on  all 
sides.    If  such  walls  or  partitions  are  to  be  plastered, 
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the  plaster  shall  be  applied  directly  to  the  masonry 
or  partition,  or  oyer  metal  lath,  without  air  spaces 
behind  it. 

In  all  buildings  hereafter  erected  or  altered  to  be 
used  for  warehouse,  store  or  factory  purposes,  the 
ceilings  shall  not  be  furred  with  wood,  nor  ehall  any  ceiuma. 
wooden  or  combustible  material  be  applied  to  form 
a  ceiling.  If  plaster  is  applied  it  shall  be  applied 
oyer  metal  lath. 

Section  7.  All  buildings  of  the  first,  second  and  third 
classes,  hereafter  erected  or  altered  to  be  used  as 
school-houses,  tenement-houses,  apartment-houses,  flat- 
houses,  stores,  offices,  manufactories,  workshops,  mills 
or  places  of  assembly  or  resort,  shall  haye,  in  addition 
to  the  main  stairs  or  other  means  of  egress,  a  tower 
fire-escape,  or  escapes,  as  set  forth  in  the  following 
schedule:

Section  8.  In  this  act  the  term  '^height"  of  a  build- 
ing, means  the  vertical  distance  of  the  highest  i)oint 
of  the  roof,  in  the  case  of  fiat  roofs;  and  for  high- 
pitched  roofs,  the  average  of  the  height  of  the  gable 
above  the  mean  grade  of  the  curbs  of  all  the  streets, 
or  the  mean  grade  of  the  natural  ground  adjoining 
the  building,  if  the  said  grade  or  ground  is  not  below 
the  grade  of  the  curb. 

Section  9.  So  much  of  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  con- 
flicting herewith  are  hereby  repealed.

providing  for  the  incorporation  and  government  of 
Bxiatins  indebted-  cities  of  the  third  class,"  approved  May  twenty-third- 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-nine,  the  ex- 
isting indebtedness  and  liabilities,  and  the  interest 
thereon,  of  each  of  said  cities,  contracted  prior  to  aach 
annexation  (excepting  any  and  ail  funded  indebtedneaa 
for  the  construction  of  sewers,  waterworks,  gas  or 
eleotrio  light  plants,  or  public  buildings),  shall  be  paid 
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by  snch  city;  and  the  existing  indebtedness  and  lia-  sxisuns  indebted- 

bilities,  and  the  interest  thereon,  of  each  of  said  bor-  t^MhiiT^uf''  °' 

oughs,  townships,  or  parts  of  townships,  shall  be  paid 

by  the  same  respectively,  as  the  case  may  be.

To  amend  section  two  of  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  authorizing 
the  erection  of  a  poor-house  by  the  townships  of  North  Abiner- 
ton,  South  Ablngton,  and  Newton,  in  the  county  of  Luzerne," 
approved  April  fourth,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  slzty-elfirht,  and  creating  the  Northern  Luzerne 
Poor-DlBtrlct. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  &c..  That  section  two  of  an 
act,  entitled  ''An  act  authorizing  the  erection  of  a 
poor-house  by  the  townships  of  North  Abington,  South 
Abington,  and  Newton,  in  the  county  of  Luzerne," 
approved  the  fourth  day  of  April,  Anno  Domini  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-eight,  and  creating 
the  Northern  Luzerne  Poor-District,  which  reads  as 
follows: 

"Section  2.  Robert  Lewis,  Amassa  Dean,  and  Horace  secuon  t.  aet  oc

In  this  Commonwealth,  upon 
procuring  a  license  so  to  do,  and  defining  the  manner  in 
which  they  may  be  taken,  and  the  license-fees  which  shall  be 
paid. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted^  &e.,  That  from  and  after 
the  passage  of  this  act,  it  shall  be  lawful  to  catch  eels 
in  the  waters  of  this  Commonwealth,  by  use  of  fish- 
baskets  with  wing- walls:  Provided,  That  every  basket 
so  used  shall  be  made  of  slats  not  less  than  one-half 
inch  apart,  with  a  moveable  bottom,  which  shall  be 
taken  out  of  each  basket,  so  used,  at  sunrise,  and  be 
kept  out  until  sunset;  and  no  basket  shall  be  used 
or  operated  for  the  taking  or  catching  of  eels,  except- 
ing from  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  August  to  the  first 
day  of  December  in  each  year:  Provided,  That  the 
penalty  for  using  said  basket  at  any  other  time,  or  in 
any  other  manner,  than  is  authorized  by  this  act,  and 
for  catching  and  taking  any  other  fish  than  eels  from 
the  streams  or  waters  of  this  Commonwealth  by  the 
use  of  such  baskets,  shall  remain  as  heretofore. 

Section  2.  Before  any  person  shall  be  authorized 
to  catch  or  take  any  eels  in  the  waters  of  this  Com- 
monwealth, as  provided  for  in  section  one  of  this  act, 
he  shall  be  required  to  take  out  a  license  from  the 
treasurer  of  the  county  in  which  he  proposes  to  erect 
or  construct  any  eel-basket,  for  which  he  shall  pay 
to  such  treasurer  a  license-fee  of  five  (5)  dollars,  and 
a  fee  of  one  (1)  dollar  which  shall  belong  to  said  treas- 
urer for  his  services  in  issuing  such  license;  and  such 
license-fee  shall  be  paid  by  such  treasurer  to  the  Fish 
Commissioners  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  used  by 
them  in  employing  and  paying  wardens  or  watchmen, 
in  their  discretion,  to  enforce  the  laws  of  the  Com- 
monwealth in  relation  to  fishing,  and  particularly  in 
relation  to  the  use  and  operation  of  such  fish-baskets; 
said  licenses  to  be  good  and  in  force  only  from  the 
twenty-fifth  day  of  August  to  the  first  day  of  December 
of  the  year  in  which  issued,  and  said  license  shall  be 
renewed  annually.  The  said  treasurer,  upon  receiving 
said  license  fee,  shall  issue  to  the  person  paying  the 
same  (he  being  a  citizen  of  this  Commonwealth)  a 
certificate,  on  one  of  the  forms  supplied  to  him  by  the 
Board  of  Fish  Commissioners  of  this  Commonwealth,

eyent  of  sickness,  accident  or  disablement,  nor  more 
than  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  in  event  of  death. 
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Section  2.  Such  persons  shall  associate  themselyes 
together,  and  the  company  shall  be  formed  and  incor- 
poratedi  in  the  manner  provided  by  law  for  the  incor- 
poration of  insurance  companies,  and  shall  be  author- 
ized to  transact  the  business  of  insurance  in  the  same 
manner  and  upon  the  same  conditions  as  insurance 
companies  are  by  law  authorized  to  do,  in  so  far  as 
such  laws  are  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act. 

Section  3.  The  capital  stock  of  a  joint-stock  com- 
pany,  organized  under  this  act,  shall  be  not  less  than 
twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  and  shall  be  divided 
into  shares  of  not  less  than  ten  dollars  each,  payment 
of  which  shall  be  made  in  lawful  money,  ten  per  cen- 
tum on  each  share  at  the  time  of  subscribing,  and  the 
balance  at  such  times  as  the  company  may  direct,  not 
exceeding  one  year  from  the  time  of  subscription;  and 
the  company  may  provide  such  rules,  with  regard  to 
forfeiture  of  partial  payments  on  subscriptions,  as 
they  may  deem  advisable;  which  rules  shall  be  bind- 
ing upon  the  subscribers,  provided  they  are  made 
known  at  the  time  of  subscription. 

Section  4.  The  annual  meeting  for  the  election  of 
directors  shall  be  held  at  such  time  in  the  month  of 
January  as  the  by-laws  of  the  company  may  direct, 
and  such  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  shall 
be  given  to  the  stockholders  or  members  as  may  be 
provided  in  the  by-laws;  and  at  such  annual  meeting 
the  stockholders  or  members  shall  elect,  by  ballot, 
not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  thirteen  directors, 
to  serve  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are 
duly  chosen:  Provided,  That  at  any  annual  meeting  of 
the  stockholders  or  members  it  may  and  shall  be  law- 
ful to  divide  the  directors,  which  are  to  be  chosen, 
into  two,  three  or  four  classes,  and  to  elect  the  first 
class  to  serve  for  the  term  of  one  year,  and  the  second, 
third  and  fourth  to  serve  two,  three  and  four  years, 
respectively;  and  at  all  ensuing  elections  of  said  com- 
pany the  stockholders  or  members  shall  only  elect  the 
number  of  directors  necessary  to  take  the  place  of 
those  whose  terms  of  office  shall  then  expire,  and  such 
directors  shall  be  elected  for  the  longest  term  for 
which  any  class  may  have  been  elected  as  hereinbe- 
fore provided.  And  in  case  a  vacancy  or  vacancies 
shall  happen  in  the  number  of  said  directors,  the 
board  of  directors  shall  choose  and  elect  a  proper 
person,  or  proper  persons,  to  fill  such  vacancy  or  va- 
cancies during  the  remainder  of  the  term  or  terms  for 
which  the  person  or  persons,  in  whose  place  or  places 
such  vacancy  or  vacancies  shall  have  happened,  shall 
have  been  elected. 

Section  5.  Any  mutual  company,  organized  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  authorized  to  do 
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the  business  of  insurance  when  it  shall  have  receiyed, 

from  not  less  than  five  hundred  persons,  applications 

for  insurance  against  death  amounting  to  not  less 

than  fifty  thousand  dollars,  upon  which  applications 

one-twelfth  of  the  annual  premium  shall  have  been 

paid:   Provided,  That  no  such  company  shall  be  au-  ptovim. 

thorized  to  do  the  business  of  insurance  until  it  shall 

haye  deposited  with  the  Insurance  Commissioner  the  Depoidt  with  m- 

sum  of  fiye  thousand  dollars  in  cash  or  approved  se-  SSiSS?*  oommii- 

curities;  which  sum  the  Insurance  Commissioner  is 

hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  receive,  and  it 

shall  be  his  duty  to  hold  the  same  for  the  benefit  of 

the  members  of  such  corporation  and  its  creditors, 

preference  being  given  thereto  in  the  following  order, 

to  wit:  first,  claims  under  policies;  second,  salaries 

of  employes;  third,  general  creditors. 

Section  6.  Any  corporation  now  formed  or  organ- 
ized under  the  provisions  of  the  ninth  paragraph,  sec- 
tion two,  of  the  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for 
the  incorporation  and  regulation  of  certain  corpora- 
tions," approved  April  twenty-ninth,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  seventy-four,  namely:  "The  main- 
tenance of  a  society  for  beneficial  or  protective  pur- 
poses to  its  members,  from  funds  collected  therein," 
except  fraternal,  benevolent,  charitable  or  secret  so-  ^^%.  ^'' 
cieties,  issuing  beneficial  certificates,  and  paying  bene- 
fits to  their  membership  through  the  lodge  system, 
and  insurance  or  relief  associations  formed  by  or  for 
the  exclusive  benefit  of  employes  of  corporations  or 
firms,  or  formed  by  or  for  the  exclusive  benefit  of 
members  of  any  religious  corporation  or  association, 
may  be  reincorporated  under  the  provisions  of  this  indLT^Srif^Jct*' 
act  in  the  following  manner:  A  meeting  of  the  mem- 
bers of  such  corporation  shall  be  held,  and,  if  a  ma- 
jority shall  vote  in  favor  of  the  proposed  reincorpora- 
tion, a  resolution  to  that  effect  shall  be  adopted,  and 
upon  the  recording  of  such  resolution  in  the  oflSce  for  p^^^^^ 
the  recording  of  deeds,  et  cetera,  in  the  county  where  "'** 

such  corporation  has  its  principal  office,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  directors  of  such  corporation  to  make 
the  articles  of  association,  as  herein  provided  for  the 
incorporation  of  new  corporations;  upon  which  ar- 
ticles the  same  proceedings  shall  be  had  as  upon  an 
original  application  for  incorporation  under  this  act. 
And  from  and  after  the  approval  of  said  articles,  the 
corporation  shall  be  and  become  a  corporation  under 
this  act. 

Section  10.  All  laws  and  parts  of  laws  inconsistent  ^^^^^ 
herewith  are  hereby  repealed.

Time  for  holding 
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For  the  annexation  of  any  city,  borouerh,  township,  or  i»art 
of  a  township,  to  a  contiguous  city,  and  providi^  for  the 
indebtedness  of  the  same. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  any  city,  bor- 
oagh,  township,  or  part  of  a  township,  may  become 
annexed  to  any  contiguous  city  in  the  same  county,  in 
the  following  manner,  namely: 

There  shall  be  presented  to  the  court  of  quarter 
sessions  of  the  county  a  petition,  signed  by  at  least 
twenty  per  centum  of  the  qualified  voters,  as  shown 
by  the  registry  lists  for  the  last  preceding  general 
election  of  the  city,  borough,  township,  or  part  of  a 
township,  desiring  annexation  to  a  city  under  this 
act;  and,  in  case  such  petition  is  for  the  annexation  of 
a  part  of  a  township,  there  shall  be  a  plan  attached 
showing  such  portion,  and  the  petition  shall  only  be 
signed  by  qualified  voters  as  above  defined,  and  resid- 
ing in  such  portion.  The  petition  shall  be  subscribed 
by  the  petitioners  within  three  months  immediately 
preceding  the  presentation  thereof  to  the  court,  and 
shall  be  verified  by  affidavit  of  one  or  more  of  the  peti- 
tioners. 

Section  2.  The  petition  shall  be  filed,  and  thereupon 
the  court  shall  direct  notice  to  be  given  to  the  chief 
executive  officer  of  the  city  to  which  the  annexation 
is  proposed  to  be  made;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
councils  of  such  city,  within  three  months  from  the 
date  of  said  notice,  to,  by  ordinance,  consent  to  or 
disapprove  the  proposed  annexation.  If  the  coun- 
cils disapprove,  then  there  shall  be  no  further  pror 
ceedings  under  that  petition;  but  if  the  councils  ap- 
prove, then  the  court  shall  direct  such  notice  to  be 
given  the  people  of  the  territory  proposed  to  be  an- 
nexed as  the  court  shall  consider  to  be  proper  and 
reasonable,  and  the  said  notice  shall  state  a  reason- 
able date  thereafter  at  which  the  petition  will  be  con- 
sidered and  all  parties  heard. 

Upon  the  date  fixed  for  the  hearing,  or  as  soon 
thereafter  as  practicable,  the  court  shall  hear  the 
case;  and,  if  the  requirements  of  this  act  have  been 
complied  with,  then  shall  order  an  election  to  be  held 
in  the  petitioning  city,  borough,  township  or  any  part 
thereof,  referred  to  in  the  petition,  upon  the  question 
of  annexation.  If  such  order  be  made  within  three 
months  and  more  than  thirty  days  before  the  date  of 
any  general  election,  such  election  shall  be  held  at 
such  general  election;  otherwise,  it  shall  be  held  at 
such  date  as  the  court  shall  fix,  but  in  no  case  within 
thirty  days  from  the  making  of  such  order. 
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Section  3.  The  court  shall  direct  that  notice  be 
given  by  adyertisements  or  hand-bills,  or  both,  of  the 
time  of  such  election;  and  shall  also  order  the  county 
commissioners  to  prepare  separate  ballots  for  such 
election,  which  shall  read  on  the  outside  ''Annexa- 
tion'' and  on  the  inside  'Tor  Annexation"  or  "Against 
Annexation/'  and  said  commissioners  shall  provide 
for  the  placing  of  such  ballots  at  the  polling-places, 
at  the  opening  of  the  polls  on  the  day  fixed,  and  for 
separate  ballot-boxes  to  receive  the  ballots. 

Section  4.  The  election  shall  be  held  at  the  regular 
polling-places,  and  by  the  regular  election  officers,  or, 
in  case  of  their  absence,  their  places  shall  be  filled  as 
provided  by  law.  In  receiving  and  counting,  and  in 
making  returns  of,  the  votes  cast,  the  inspectors, 
judges  and  clerks  of  said  election  shall  be  governed  by 
the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth  regulating  municipal 
elections;  and  the  vote  shall  be  counted  by  the  court 
as  is  now  provided  by  general  laws  governing  mu- 
nicipal elections,  and  all  the  penalties  of  the  said  elec- 
tion laws,  for  the  violation  thereof,  shall  apply  to  the 
voters,  inspectors,  judges  and  clerks  voting  at,  and 
in  attendance  upon,  the  elections  held  under  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act.  The  result  of  the  election  shall  be 
certified  to  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  having  jui^is- 
diction  of  the  proceedings. 

Section  5.  If  it  shall  appear  by  the  vote  when  count- 
ed that  a  majority  has  voted  for  annexation,  the  court 
shall  enter  a  decree  accordingly;  otherwise,  the  pro- 
ceedings shall  be  dismissed.  In  case  the  proceedings 
shall  be  dismissed,  no  petitions  from  that  city,  bor- 
ough, township,  or  part  of  a  township,  shall  there- 
after be  presented  unless  signed  by  twenty  per  cen- 
tum of  the  qualified  voters  thereof,  as  shown  by  the 
registry  lists  for  the  last  preceding  general  election; 
and  the  court  shall  exercise  its  discretion  as  to  allow- 
ing such  petitions  to  be  filed:  Provided,  however, 
Tl^t  should  the  court  permit  such  petition  to  be  filed, 
no  election  shall  be  ordered  to  be  held  within  two  (2) 
years  from  the  date  of  the  former  election  on  such 
annexation.  If  in  such  case  the  court  allows  the  pe- 
tition to  be  filed,  the  proceedings  shall  be  as  herein 
provided  for  the  first  petition. 

Section  6.  If  a  decree  be  entered  for  annexation,  on 
the  first  Monday  of  January  thereafter  the  territory 
so  annexed  shall  become  a  part  of  the  city  to  which 
it  is  annexed.  The  territory  annexed  shall  pay  its 
own  floating  and  bonded  indebtedness  and  the  inter- 
est thereon,  as  said  floating  and  bonded  indebtedness 
exists  at  the  time  of  annexation,  and  for  that  purpose 
an  annual  tax  shall  be  levied  by  the  city  to  which  it  is 
annexed,  and  which  shall  be  levied  upon  the  subjects 
of  taxation  in  such  annexed  territory  only.    Such  an- 
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nexed  territory  shall  not  be  liable  for  the  floating  or 
bonded  indebtedness  of  the  city  to  which  it  is  annex- 
ed, as  the  same  shall  exist  at  the  time  of  annexation; 
but  the  same  shall  be  provided  for,  principal  and  in- 
terest, by  an  annual  tax,  to  be  levied  by  such  city  upon 
the  subjects  of  taxation  within  its  limits.  In  case  ef 
annexation,  the  court  may  appoint  commissioners  to 
ascertain  the  floating  and  bonded  indebtedness  of  the 
territory  annexed  and  of  the  city  to  which  it  is  an- 
nexed. An  account  shall  be  taken  of  all  moneys  on 
hand  or  receivable,  applicable  to  the  payment  of  the 
floating  or  bonded  indebtedness  of  the  respective  por- 
tions at  the  date  of  annexation,  and  such  money  shall 
be  applied  in  payment  of  the  floating  or  bonded  in- 
debtedness of  the  respective  portions.  The  territory 
annexed  shall,  as  soon  as  practicable,  be  arranged  into 
wards  of  the  city  to  which  it  is  annexed. 

In  the  meantime,  the  councilmen  of  the  city  an- 
nexed shall  become  members  of  the  proper  branches 
of  councils  of  the  city;  and  the  members  of  council 
of  an  annexed  borough  shall  be  members  of  the  com- 
mon councils  of  the  city,  and  remain  until  the  expira- 
tion of  the  terms  for  which  they  were  elected,  and 
until  their  successors  are  duly  qualified  under  the  ar- 
rangement of  the  territory  into  wards.

AN  ACT 


To  farther  define  the  police  power  of  cities  of  the  third  class 
and  boroufirhs,  with  reference  to  electric  llfirht  wires. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  within  the  police 
power  of  municipal  authorities  of  cities  of  the  third 
class  and  boroughs,  in  this  Comraonwealth,  there  shall 
be  included  the  right  to  define,  by  ordinance,  a  reason- 
able district  within  which  all  electric  light  wires  shall 
be  placed  under  ground,  in  conduits  owned  either  by 
the  municipality  or  by  corporations  owning  such 
wires,  or  by  corporations  organized  for  the  purpose 
of  laying  such  conduits  and  renting  space  therein: 
Provided,  That  in  all  cases  in  which  such  conduits  are 
owned  by  any  private  corporation,  partnership  or  in- 
dividual, there  shall  be  reserved  to  the  municipality, 
whether  expressed  in  the  ordinance  or  not,  the  right 
to  regulate,  by  ordinance,  the  manner  in  which  such 
conduit  shall  be  used,  and  the  terms  and  conditions 
and  rate  of  rental  to  be  charged  for  space  therein, 
and  also  the  right  to  take  such  conduits,  either  by 
purchase,  upon  agreement  of  the  owners  thereof  and 
the  municipality,  or  by  condemnation  proceedings;  in 
which  latter  case  the  court  of  common  pleas,  or  any 
judge  thereof  in  vacation,  shall,  upon  petition  of  the 
municipal  authorities,  appoint  a  jury  of  seven  reputa- 
ble citizens  of  the  county,  not  residents  of  the  mu- 
nicipality, and  the  proceedings  shall  be  the  same  as 
are  provided  by  law  in  the  case  of  the  condemnation 
of  land  by  a  railroad  company.  The  municipal  au- 
thorities shall  not  have  the  power  to  surrender  or 
barter  away  any  rights  herein  reserved,  either  by  or- 
dinance or  contract,  or  otherwise. 

Section  2.  The  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the 
proi)er  county  shall  have  the  riprht  to  review  any  or- 
dinance, passed  in  pursuance  of  this  act,  and  to  annul 
such  ordinance  if  deemed  to  be  unreasonable,  upon 
appeal  of  any  person,  partnership  or  corporation  in- 
terested: Provided,  That  such  appeal  be  taken  within 
thirty  days  from  the  approval  and  advertisement  of 
such  ordinance.

ProYidinfiT  tor  the  conveyance  by  the  Commonwealtli  of  Fenii- 
Bylvanla,  to  the  commlBsionerB  of  waterworks  In  the  city  of 
Erie,  of  certain  lands  on  the  Peninsula  known  as  Presqnft 
Isle,  in  Brie  county,  Pennsylvania. 

Whereas,  The  commissionerB  of  waterworkB  in  the 
city  of  Erie,  Pennsylvania,  deem  it  necessary,  for  the 
protection  of  the  health  of  the  citizens  of  Erie,  to  ex- 
tend the  intake  pipe,  through  which  the  city  of  Erie 
is  now  supplied  with  water,  from  its  present  location 
in  the  harbor  of  Erie  to  a  point  one  mile  north  of  the 
Peninsula  of  Presque  Isle,  Lake  Erie,  which  exten- 
sion will  necessitate  the  crossing  of  said  Peninsula 
with  said  pipe; 

And  whereas,  In  order  to  furnish  to  the  city  of 
Erie  a  full  supply  of  pure  and  wholesome  water,  it  is 
necessary  to  install  large  settling  basins  and  filtering 
beds  on  said  Peninsula;  and  whereas,  the  representa- 
tives of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress 
assembled,  on  the  twenty-third  day  of  February,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-three  (chapter 
one  hundred  and  fifty-three),  granted  to  the  commis- 
sioners of  waterworks  in  the  city  of  Erie,  Pennsyl- 
vania: "The  right  to  lay,  extend  and  maintain  their 
intake  pipe  from  their  present  pumping-station  at  the 
foot  of  Chestnut  street,  at  Erie,  Pennsylvania,  across 
the  bay  of  Presque  Isle,  to  the  Peninsula;  thence 
across  the  land  belonging  to  the  United  States,  on  the 
Peninsula,  to  the  shore  of  Lake  Erie;  thence  into  the 
lake  as  far  as  may  be  advisable  to  secure  pure  water; 
together  with  the  use  of  such  land  on  the  Peninsula 
as  may  be  needed  for  the  proper  laying,  protection 
and  maintaining  the  pipe,  and  the  erection  of  all  build- 
ings necessary  for  the  construction,  care  and  supervi- 
sion of  the  work,  and  for  maintaining  the  same;  also, 
the  use  of  such  land  belonging  to  the  United  States 
as  may  be  required  for  a  road  or  roads  to  and  from 
the  main  land  to  place  of  crossing; 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  Ac,  That  the  Governor  of 
the  State  of  Pennsylvania  be  and  he  is  hereby  author- 
ized and  directed  to  convey  to  the  commissioners  of 
waterworks  in  the  city  of  Erie,  and  to  their  succes- 
sors, the  risrht,  title  and  interest  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Pennsvlvania  in  and  to  the  following  de- 
scribed piece  of  land,  in  the  county  of  Erie,  Pennsyl- 
vania, beincr  a  nart  of  the  Peninsula  known  as  Pres- 
que Isle,  bounded  and  described  as  follows,  to-wit: 

Commencincr  at  point  in  the  south  shore-line  of  said 
Peninsula,  called  Presque  Isle,  at  the  intersection  of 
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the  center  line  of  Raspberry  street  (in  the  city  of  gjjjjj*  •"^  ^•- 
Erie,  Pennsylvania),  extended  northwardly  to  the  °**' 
south  shore-line  of  said  peninsula,  at  low  water-mark; 
thence  north,  sixty  degrees  west  (N.  60  degrees  W.), 
true  meridian,  one  hundred  and  eight  and  flfty-flye 
hundredths  rods  (108  55-100),  more  or  less,  to  Lake 
Erie,  at  a  point  on  the  north  shore-line  of  said  Pres- 
que  Isle,  at  low  water-mark;  thence  south,  twenty- 
eight  degrees  and  twenty-one  minutes  west  (S.  28  de- 
grees 2r  W.),  true  meridian,  along  the  north  shore- 
line of  said  Presque  Isle,  and  along  the  low  water-

(105)  rods  to  a  point  on  the  south  shore  of  Presque  Isle, 
at  low  water-line;  thence  due  north,  true  meridian, 
nineteen  and  four-tenths  (19  4-10)  rods,  to  a  point  on 
the  south  shore  of  Presque  Isle,  at  low  water-mark; 
thence  north,  thirty-seven  degrees  east  (N.  37  degrees 
E.),  true  meridian,  fifty-seven  (57)  rods,  more  or  less,  to 
the  place  of  .beginning;  and  containing  one  hundred 
and  seventy-five  acres  of  land,  be  the  same  more  or  less;

All  rights  hereby  granted  are  subject  to  the  grant  subject  to  crant 
heretofore  made  to  the  United  States  by  the  State  of  |VtM."°"*^ 
Pennsylvania. 

Section  2.  The  conveyance  above  authorized  shall  condition*  of  the 
be  upon  condition  that  the  said  commissioners  of  *^°'*^*^*°*** 
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water-workB,  in  the  city  of  Erie,  shall  foreyer  hold 
and  use  the  property,  above  described,  exclasiyely  for 
purposes  incident  to  supplying  said  dty  with  water, 
under  the  8ux)erviBion  of  said  commissioners;  and  they 
shall  not  make  any  conyeyance,  lease,  grant  or  license 
for  the  use  of  said  property  for  any  purpose;  and  in 
case  of  any  violation  of  these  conditions,  the  title 
held  by  them  shall  forthwith  reyert  to  the  Common- 
wealth of  Fennsylyania,  and  all  rights  acquired  by 
virtue  of  this  act  shall  forthwith  cease  and  determine: 
Provided,  Any  permission  or  license  granted  by  said 
commissioners  to  the  Government  of  the  United 
States,  or  its  duly  authorized  agents,  for  its  public 
uses,  shall  not  be  considered  a  violation  of  the  above 
conditions.

To  further  amend  the  ninth  and  fourteenth  Bectlons  of  the  act, 
entitled  "An  act  to  regrulate  the  nomination  and  electton  of 
public  officers,  requiring:  certain  ezpensefl  incident  thereto  to 
be  paid  by  the  several  counties,  and  punishlngr  certain  offenflies 
in  regard  to  such  elections,"  approved  the  tenth  day  of  June, 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-three,  as  amended  by  an  act  up- 
proved  the  ninth  day  of  July,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
ninety-seven;  also  to  amend  the  twenty-second,  twenty-sev- 
enth, twenty-eighth,  and  thirtieth  sections  of  said  act  to  resn- 
late  the  nomination  and  elect  ion  of  public  officers,  reqnlrintr  cer- 
tain expenses  incident  thereto  to  be  paid  by  the  several  coun- 
ties, and  punishing  certain  offenses  in  regard  to  such  elec- 
tions, approved  the  tenth  day  of  June,  eighteen  hundred  suAd 
ninety- three,  by  repealing  the  limit  upon  the  number  of  tlmea 
the  names  of  candidates  shall  appear  on  the  official  ballots; 
by  specifying  the  form,  contents,  and  manner  of  pxintliiir 
and  counting  of  official  ballots,  and  of  making  return  ot  aU 
votes,  and  of  announcing  the  total  vote;  by  directing-  tbe 
manner  in  which  voters  may  designate  their  choice  of  candi- 
dates, and  their  votes  upon  constitutional  amendments  or 
other  questions  submitted  for  their  votes;  by  preacrlblnff  the 
duties  of  voters,  election  officers,  police  officers,  constables. 
deputy  constables,  and  helpers;  and  prescribing  forms  of 
j>unishment  for  violations  thereof. 

Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  the  ninth  section 
of  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  regulate  the  nomination 
and  election  of  public  officers,  requiring  certain  ex* 
penses  incident  thereto  to  be  paid  by  the  several  coun- 
ties, and  punishing  certain  offenses  in  regard  to  such 
elections,"  approved  the  tenth  day  of  June,  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety-three,  as  amended  by  an  act  ap- 
proved the  ninth  day  of  July,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  ninety-seven,  which  reads  as  follows:

tion certificates  or  papers  have  been  filed  with  the 
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said  commisBioners,  as  herein  proyided  for  such  elec- 
tion, and  to  be  voted  for  at  each  voting  place  in  the 
connty,  sabstantially  in  the  form  of  the  ballots  to  be 
nsed  therein. 

Section  2.  That  the  fourteenth  section  of  the  said 
act,  approved  the  tenth  day  of  June,  eighteen  hundred 
and  ninety-three,  as  amended  by  an  act  approved  the 
ninth  day  of  July,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
ninety-seven  which  reads  as  follows: 

'^Section  14.  The  face  of  every  ballot  which  shall  be 
printed  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  contain  the  names  of  all  candidates  whose  nomi 
nation  for  any  office  specified  in  the  ballot  shall  have 
been  duly  made,  except  such  as  may  have  died  or  with- 
drawn, arranged  as  hereinafter  provided. 

'^The  names  of  the  candidates  of  each  political  party 
or  body  of  electors  shall  be  arranged  under  the  titles 
of  the  offices  for  which  they  are  nominated,  in  parallel 
columns,  with  the  party  or  political  appellation  at 
the  head  of  each  column.  The  said  columns  shall  be 
enclosed  by  heavy  lines  and  separated  from  each  other 
by  a  clear  space  of  at  least  one-eighth  of  an  inch,  and 
shall  be  printed  in  the  order,  as  nearly  as  possible,  of 
the  votes  obtained  in  the  State  at  the  last  State  elec- 
tion by  the  parties  or  bodies  nominating,  beginning 
with  the  party  or  body  which  obtained  the  highest 
vote  for  the  candidate,  at  the  head  of  its  column,  at 
such  election.  When  Presidential  electors  are  to  be 
voted  for,  there  shall  be  printed  above  each  of  the 
said  columns,  the  names  of  the  candidates  for  Presi- 
dential electors  nominated  by  the  party  or  body  of 
citizens  named  in  the  columns,  arranged  in  groups 
with  the  party  or  political  appellation,  and  the  sur- 
names of  the  candidates  for  President  and  Vice  Presi- 
dent at  the  head  of  each  group.  There  shall  be  print- 
ed, above  each  column  of  candidates  of  a  political 
party  or  body,  a  circle  three-fourths  of  one  inch  in 
diameter,  and  there  shall  be  printed  around  but  with- 
out the  circle  the  following  words:  ^.For  a  straight 
ticket  mark  within  this  circle.' 

"There  shall  be  left  at  the  right  of  the  groups  of 
candidates  for  Presidential  electors,  and  of  the  lists 
of  candidates  for  other  offices,  or  under  the  title  of 
the  office  itself  for  which  an  election  is  to  be  held, 
in  case  there  be  no  candidates  legally  nominated 
therefor,  as  many  blank  spaces  as  there  are  persons 
to  be  voted  for,  by  each  voter  for  such  office,  in  which 
spaces  the  voter  may  insert  the  name  of  any  person 
whose  name  is  not  printed  on  the  ballot  as  candidate 
for  such  office,  and  such  insertion  shall  count  as  a  vote 
without  the  cross-mark  hereinafter  mentioned. 

"Whenever  the  approval  of  a  constitutional  amend- 
ment or  other  question  is  submitted  to  the  vote  of  the 
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people.  Bach  queBtion  Bhall  be  printed  upon  the  bal- 
lotB  in  a  brief  form  and  followed  bj  the  wordB  'yes' 
and  ^no/  and  if  Buch  question  be  submitted  at  an  elec- 
tion of  public  oflScerSy  it  shall  be  printed  below  the 
lists  of  candidates.  The  ballots  shall  be  so  printed 
as  to  give  each  voter  a  clear  opportunity  to  designate 
his  choice  of  candidates  by  a  cross  mark  (X)  in  a 
square  of  sufficient  size  at  the  right  of  the  name  of 
each  candidate  and  inside  the  line  enclosing  the 
column,  and  in  like  manner  answers  to  the  question 
submitted  by  similar  marks  in  squares  at  the  right  of 
the  words  'yes'  and  'no/  and  on  the  ballot  may  be 
printed  instructions  how  to  mark,  and  such  words  as 
will  aid  the  voter  to  do  this,  as  'mark  one,'  'mark 
three,'  and  the  like:  Provided,  That  a  voter  may  des- 
ignate his  choice  of  an  entire  group  of  candidates  for 
Presidential  electors  by  one  cross  mark  in  a  large 
square,  which  shall  be  placed  at  the  right  of  the  sur- 
names of  the  candidates  for  President  and  Vice  Presi- 
dent at  the  head  of  such  group,  and  such  mark  shall 
be  equivalent  to  a  mark  against  every  name  in  the 
group:  Provided  further.

When  Presidential  electors  are  to  be  SSSJSSli 'Siot- 
voted  for,  the  names  of  candidates  for  Presidential  S'*BiSj;'*J*^f 
electors  shall  be  arranged  in  party  groups,  as  pre-  lot."*"^  ^ 
sented  in  the  several  certificates  of  party  nomination 
and  nomination  papers,  and  the  groups  shall  be  print- 
ed upon  the  ballot  in  order  of  the  vote  obtained  in 
the  State,  at  the  last  Presidential  election,  by  the 
parties  nominating,  beginning  with  the  party  which 
obtained  the  highest  vote:  Provided,  That  in  the  case 
of  political  parties  not  represented  on  the  ballot  in 
the  last  Presidential  election,  the  order  of  arrange- 
ment shall  be  alphabetically. 

At  the  head  of  each  group  of  candidates  shall  be 
printed  the  appropriate  party  name  or  political  ap- 
pellation, together  with  the  surnames  of  the  candi- 
dates of  such  party  for  President  and  Vice  President, 
underneath  which  shall  be  printed  the  names  of  the 
appropriate  candidates  ^or  Presidential  electors. 

At  the  right  of  the  space  containing  the  surnames 
of  the  candidates  for  President  and  Vice  President, 
and  their  party  name  or  political  appellation,  there 
shall  be  a  square,  of  sufficient  size  for  the  convenient 
insertion  of  a  cross-mark  ( X ),  and  at  the  right  of  the 
name  of  each  candidate  for  Presidential  elector,  there 
shall  be  a  similar,  but  smaller,  square. 

The  names  of  candidates  for  all  other  offices,  shall,  SSJ^how^^^bi 
in  all  cases,  be  arranged  under  the  title  of  the  office  amwd. 
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for  which  they  are  candidates,  and  be  printed  in  the 
order  of  the  rotes  obtained  for  the  head  of  the  re- 
spective tickets  of  the  parties  or  bodies  nominating 
at  the  last  Presidential  election,  beginning  with  the 
party  obtaining  the  highest  vote:  Provided,  That  in 
the  case  of  parties  not  represented  on  the  ballot  at 
the  last  Presidential  election,  the  name  of  the  nomi 
nees  of  such  parties  shall  be  arranged  alphabetically, 
according  to  the  party  name  or  political  appellation. 
At  the  right  of  the  name  of  each  nominee,  or  candi> 
date,  shall  be  printed  the  name  or  appellation  of  the 
political  party  presenting  or  nominating  him,  and  at 
the  right  of  such  party  name,  or  political  appellation, 
there  shall  be  a  square  of  sufficient  size  for  the  con- 
venient insertion  of  a  cross-mark. 

Whenever  any  candidate  shall  receive  more  than 
one  nomination  for  the  same  office,  his  name  shall  be 
printed  once,  and  the  names  of  each  political  party,  so 
nominating  him,  shall  be  printed  to  the  right  of  the 
name  of  such  candidate,  arranged  in  the  same  order 
as  candidates  names  are  grouped,  that  is  to  say,  in 
the  order  of  the  votes  obtained  by  such  party  at  the 
last  preceding  Presidential  election,  beginning  with 
the  party  obtaining  the  highest  vote.  If  such  can- 
didate shall  be  nominated  by  any  political  party  not 
represented  on  the  ballot  in  the  last  Presidential  elec- 
tion, the  name  of  such  parties  shall  follow  the  other 
names,  and  be  arranged  alphabetically,  according  to 
the  party  name  or  appellation.  At  the  right  of  every 
party  name,  or  political  appellation,  shall  be  a  square, 
of  sufficient  size  for  the  convenient  insertion  of  a 
cross-mark. 

There  shall  be  left,  at  the  end  of  the  groups  of  can- 
didates for  Presidential  electors,  and  of  the  list  of 
candidates  for  each  different  office  (or  under  the  title 
of  the  office  itself  for  which  an  election  is  to  be  held, 
in  case  there  be  no  candidates  legally  nominated 
therefor),  as  many  blank  spaces  as  there  are  persons 
to  be  voted  for,  for  such  office,  in  which  space  the  voter 
may  insert  the  name  of  any  person  whose  name  is  not 
printed  on  the  ballot  as  a  candidate  for  such  office, 
and  such  insertion  shall  count  as  a  vote,  without  the 
cross-mark  as  hereinafter  mentioned. 

Whenever  the  approval  of  a  constitutional  amend- 
ment, or  other  question,  is  submitted  to  the  vote  of 
the  people,  such  question  shall  be  printed  upon  the 
ballot  in  brief  form,  and  followed  by  the  words  "yes" 
and  "no,"  and  if  such  question  be  submitted  at  an  elec- 
tion of  public  officers,  it  shall  be  printed  after  the 
list  of  candidates. 

The  ballots  shall  be  so  printed  as  to  give  to  each 
voter  a  clear  opportunity  to  designate  Us 'choice  of 
candidates  by  a  cross-mark  ( X ),  in  a  square  of  suffl- 
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cient  size,  at  the  right  of  the  name  of  each  candidate, 
and  inside  the  line  enclosing  the  column,  and,  in  like 
manner,  answers  to  questions  submitted,  by  similar 
marks,  in  squares  at  the  right  of  the  words  "yes"  and 
"no."  And  on  the  ballot  may  be  printed  instructions 
how  to  mark,  and  such  words  as  will  aid  the  voter  to 
do  this,  as  "mark  one,"  "mark  two,"  and  the  like. 

Provided,  That  a  voter  may  designate  his  choice  of 
an  entire  group  of  candidates  for  Presidential  electors 
by  one  cross-mark  ( X ),  in  a  large  square,  which  shall 
be  placed  at  the  right  of  the  names  of  the  candidates 
for  President  and  Vice  President,  at  the  head  of  such 
group,  and  such  mark  shall  be  equivalent  to  a  mark 
against  every  name  in  the  group. 

Provided  further,  That  each  voter  may  have  the  op- 
portunity of  designating  his  choice  for  all  the  candi- 
dates, as  nominated  by  one  political  party,  there  shall 
be  printed  on  the  extreme  left  of  the  ballot,  and  sepa- 
rated from  the  rest  of  the  ballot  by  a  space  of  at  least 
one-half  inch,  a  list  of  the  names  of  all  the  political 
parties  or  groups  of  nominees,  represented  on  such 
ballot  and  presenting  candidates  to  be  voted  for  at 
such  election.  Such  names  shall  be  arranged  in  the 
order  of  the  votes  obtained,  at  the  last  Presidential 
election,  by  the  candidate  at  the  head  of  the  respec- 
tive tickets  of  the  parties  or  bodies  nominating,  be- 
ginning with  the  party  that  received  the  highest  vote 
cast.  Following  the  names  of  such  political  parties, 
shall  be  the  names  of  the  parties  or  principles  not  pre- 
sented on  the  ballot  at  the  last  Presidential  election, 
arranged  alphabetically,  according  to  the  party  name 
or  political  appellation.  A  square,  of  sufficient  size 
for  the  convenient  insertion  of  a  cross-mark,  shall  be 
placed  at  the  right  of  each  party  name  or  appellation. 
Every  mark  within  such  square  shall  be  equivalent  to 
a  mark  against  every  name  designated  by  that  po- 
litical appellation,  or  party  name,  including  candi- 
dates nominated  by  more  than  one  party,  or  group  of 
citizens. 

At  the  head  of  every  ballot  shall  be  printed  the  fol- 
lowing instructions: 

To  vote  a  straight  party  ticket,  mark  a  cross  ( X ) 
in  the  square  opposite  the  name  of  the  party  of  your 
choice,  in  the  first  column.  A  cross-mark  in  the 
square  opposite  the  name  of  any  candidate,  indicates  a 
vote  for  that  candidate. 

Section  3.  That  the  twenty-second  section  of  the 
said  act,  approved  the  tenth  day  of  June,  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety-three  which  reads  as  follows: 
"Section  22.  On  receipt  of  his  ballot  the  voter 
shall  forthwith  and  without  leaving  the  space  en- 
closed by  the  guard-rail  retire  to  one  of  the  voting 
shelves  or  compartments,  and  draw  the  curtain  or 
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shot  the  Bcreen  or  door,  and  shall  prepare  his  tiallot 
by  marking,  if  he  desires  to  vote  for  every  candidate 
of  a  political  party,  a  cross  in  the  circle  aboye  the 
column  of  such  party,  if  otherwise  he  shall  mark  in 
the  appropriate  margin  or  place  a  cross  ( X )  opposite 
the  party  name  or  political  designation,  or  a  gronp  of 
candidates  for  Presidential  electors,  and  opposite  the 
name  of  the  candidate  of  his  choice  for  each  other 
office  to  be  filled,  according  to  the  number  of  persons 
to  be  voted  for  by  him  for  each  office,  or  by  inserting 
in  the  blank  space  provided  therefor  any  name  not  al- 
ready on  the  ballot;  and  in  case  of  a  question  sub- 
mitted to  the  vote  of  the  people,  by  marking  in  the  ap- 
propriate margin  or  place  a  cross  (X)  against  the 
answer  which  he  desires  to  give.  In  all  cases  where 
by  existing  laws  a  voter  is  entitled  to  cast  more  than 
one  vote  for  a  single  candidate,  he  shall  place  in  the 
appropriate  square,  instead  of  a  cross,  a  number 
which  shall  indicate  the  number  of  votes  to  be  count- 
ed for  the  candidate  whose  name  is  so  marked.  Be- 
fore leaving  the  voting  shelf  or  compartment  the 
voter  shall  fold  his  ballot  without  displaying  the 
marks  thereon,  in  the  same  way  it  was  folded  when  re- 
ceived by  him,  and  he  shall  keep  the  same  so  folded 
until  he  has  voted. 

''After  leaving  the  voting  shelf  and  before  leaving 
the  enclosed  space,  he  shall  give  his  ballot  to  the  elec- 
tion officer  in  charge  of  the  ballot  box,  who  shall  with- 
out unfolding  the  ballot  number  it  as  required  by  the 
Constitution  of  this  Commonwealth,  placing  the  said 
number  in  the  right  hand  upper  corner  of  the  back  of 
the  ballot  immediately  to  the  left  of  the  folding  line 
printed  thereon  and  nowhere  else,  and  shall  then  at 
once  fold  the  corner  at  the  folding  line  and  fasten  it 
securely  down  with  the  adhesive  paste  so  as  to  cover 
the  number  on  the  ballot  so  that  it  cannot  be  seen 
without  unfastening  or  cutting  open  the  part  so  fast- 
ened down,  and  shall  then  deposit  the  ballot  in  the 
box.  The  voter  shall  mark  and  deliver  his  ballot  with- 
out undue  delay  and  shall  quit  the  enclosed  space  as 
soon  as  his  ballot  has  been  deposited:  Provided,  That 
if  at  any  time  the  Constitution  of  this  Commonwealth 
shall  cease  to  require  ballots  to  be  numbered,  no  num- 
ber shall  be  marked  on  the  ballot,  and  it  shall  be  de- 
posited in  the  ballot  box  by  the  voter  himself,"  shall 
be  and  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 
pjjgj^tion  of  Section  22.  On  receipt  of  his  ballot,  the  voter  shall 

forthwith,  and  without  leaving  the  space  enclosed 
by  the  guard-rail,  retire  to  one  of  the  voting  shelves 
or  compartments,  and  draw  a  curtain,  or  shut  the 
screen  or  door,  and  shall  then  prepare  his  ballot  as 
follows: 
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If  he  desires  to  vote  for  every  candidate  of  a  po- 
litical party,  he  may  make  a  cross-mark  in  the  appro- 
priate square,  opposite  the  name  of  the  party  of  his 
choice,  in  the  straight  party  column  on  the  left  of  the 
ballot,  and  every  such  cross-mark  shall  be  equivalent 
to  a  vote  for  every  candidate  for  the  party  so  marked. 

If  he  desires  to  vote  for  an  entire  group  of  Presi- 
dential electors,  he  may  place  a  cross-mark  in  the  ap- 
propriate square,  at  the  right  of  the  name  of  the  party 
of  his  choice.  If  he  desires  to  divide  his  vote  among 
candidates  from  different  groups  of  Presidential  elect- 
ors, he  shall  make  a  cross-mark  in  the  appropriate 
square,  to  the  right  of  the  name  of  each  candidate  for 
Presidential  elector  for  whom  he  desires  to  vote: 
Provided,  That  a  mark  in  the  straight  party  column, 
opposite  the  name  of  the  party  of  his  choice,  shall  also 
be  counted  as  a  mark  for  each  Presidential  elector 
nominated  by  such  party. 

He  may  vote,  according  to  the  above  provisions,  for 
the  candidate  of  his  choice  for  each  oflSce  to  be  filled,, 
according  to  the  number  of  persons  to  be  voted  for  by 
him  for  each  office,  or  he  may  insert  in  the  blank  space 
provided  therefor,  in  accordance  with  section  four- 
teen of  this  act,  any  name  not  already  on  the  ballot. 
And  in  case  of  a  question  submitted  to  the  vote  of  the 
people,  he  may  mark  in  the  appropriate  margin  or 
space  a  cross  ( X ),  opposite  the  answer  which  he  de- 
sires to  give.  In  all  cases  where,  by  existing  laws,  a 
voter  is  entitled  to  cast  more  than  one  vote  for  a 
single  candidate,  he  shall  place  in  the  appropriate 
square,  instead  of  a  cross  ( X ),  a  number,  which  shall 
indicate  the  number  of  votes  to  be  counted  for  the  can- 
didate whose  name  is  so  marked. 

Before  leaving  the  voting  shelf  or  compartment,  the 
voter  shall  fold  his  ballot,  without  displaying  the 
markings  thereon,  in  the  same  way  it  was  folded  when 
received  by  him,  and  he  shall  keep  the  same  so  folded, 
and  deposit  it  in  the  ballot  box  without  undue  delay, 
and  shall  quit  the  enclosed  space  immediately  there- 
after. 

Section  4.  That  section  twenty-seven  of  the  act  ap- 
proved the  tenth  day  of  June,  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-three,  which  reads  as  follows: 

"Section  27.  If  a  voter  marks  more  names  than  he 
is  entitled  to  vote  for,  for  an  office,  or  if  for  any 
reason  it  is  impossible  to  determine  the  voter's  choice 
for  any  office  to  be  filled,  his  ballot  shall  not  be  count- 
ed for  such  office,  but  the  ballot  shall  be  counted  for 
all  other  offices  Ifor  which  the  names  of  candidates 
have  been  properly  marked. 

''No  ballot  without  the  official  endorsement  shall, 
except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  be  allowed  to  be 
deposited  in  the  ballot-box,  and  none  but  ballots  pro- 
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Tided  in  accordance  with  the  proyisioiui  of  this  act 
shall  be  counted;  ballots  not  marked,  or  improperly 
or  defectively  marked,  shall  be  endorsed  as  defective, 
bat  shall  be  preserved  with  the  other  ballots.  If  any 
ballot  appears  to  have  been  obtained  otherwise  than 
as  provided  in  this  act,  the  judge  of  elections  shall 
transmit  such  ballot  to  the  district  attorney  without 
delay,  together  with  whatever  information  he  may 
have  tending  to  the  detection  of  the  person  who  de- 
posited the  same/'  shall  be  and  is  hereby  amended  m 
as  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  27.  If  a  voter  has  marked  his  ballot  other- 
wise than  as  directed  by  this  act,  so  that  for  any 
reason  it  Is  impossible  to  determine  the  voter's  choice 
for  any  office  to  be  filled,  his  ballot  shall  not  be  count- 
ed for  such  office;  but  the  ballot  shall  be  counted 
for  all  other  offices  for  which  the  names  of  candidates 
have  been  properly  marked. 

No  ballot  without  the  official  endorsement  shall,  ex- 
cept as  herein  otherwise  provided,  be  allowed  to  be 
deposited  in  the  ballot-box,  and  none  but  ballots  pro- 
vided in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  be  counted.  Ballots  not  marked,  or  improperly 
or  defectively  marked,  shall  be  endorsed  as  defective, 
but  shall  be  preserved  with  the  other  ballots.  If  any 
ballot  appears  to  have  been  obtained  otherwise  than 
as  provided  in  this  act,  the  judge  of  election  shall 
transmit  such  ballot  to  the  district  attorney,  without 
delay,  together  with  whatever  information  he  may 
have  tending  to  the  detection  of  the  person  who  de- 
posited the  same. 

Section  6.  That  section  twenty-eight  of  said  act, 
approved  the  tenth  day  of  June,  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-three  which  reads  as  follows: 

^'Section  28.  After  the  polls  are  closed  the  election 
officers  only  shall  remain  in  the  voting  room  within 
the  guard  rail,  and  shall  there  at  once  proceed  to 
count  the  votes.  Such  counting  shall  not  be  adjourn- 
ed or  postponed  until  it  shall  have  been  fully  com- 
pleted. A  record  shall  first  be  made  of  the  number  of 
the  last  ballot  cast;  the  officers  in  charge  of  the  vot- 
ing check  list  shall,  in  the  presence  of  the  other  offi- 
cers and  watchers,  count  in  a  distinct  and  audible 
voice  the  names  checked  on  the  said  list  and  announce 
the  whole  number  thereof,  and  the  lists  of  voters,  the 
stubs  of  ballots  used,  and  all  unused  ballots  shall  then 
be  sealed  up  as  required  by  section  twenty-five  of  this 
act.  The  ballot-box  shall  then  be  opened  by  the  in- 
spectors, the  ballots  taken  therefrom  and  audibly 
counted  one  by  one  by  them,  and  when  the  count  is 
completed  the  whole  number  of  ballots  cast  shall  be 
announced,  and  the  counting  of  the  number  of  rotes 
received  by  each  person  voted  for  shall  then  proceed. 
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The  judge,  in  the  presence  of  the  inspectore,  shall 
read  aloud  the  name  or  names  marked  or  inserted 
upon  each  ballot,  and  the  answers  marked  thereon  to 
the  questions  submitted,  if  any,  and  the  clerks  shall 
each  carefully  enter  each  vote  as  read,  and  keep  ac- 
count of  the  same  on  tally  papers  prepared  for  the  pur- 
pose. It  shall  be  unlawful  for.  either  judge  or  in- 
spector, while  counting  the  ballots  or  the  votes  there- 
on, to  have  in  his  hand  any  pen,  pencil,  or  stamp  for 
marking  ballots. 

"All  ballots  after  being  removed  from  the  box  shall 
be  kept  within  the  unobstructed  view  of  those  pres- 
ent in  the  voting-room,  so  that  they  may  be  able  to 
see  all  the  marks  on  each  ballot,  but  out  of  their  reach 
until  they  are  placed  in  the  ballot-box  as  required  by 
law.  A  full  return  shall  be  made  in  the  manner  now 
provided  by  law  of  all  votes  cast,  and  the  total  vote, 
as  soon  as  counted,  shall  be  publicly  announced. 

''It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  police  oflScers,  constables 
and  deputy  constables  now  required  by  law  to  be  pres- 
ent at  the  polls  to  remain  within  the  voting-room,  but 
outside  the  guard  rail,  while  the  votes  are  being  count- 
ed, and  to  preserve  order  therein.  No  person  except 
the  said  peace  oflScers,  when  necessary  for  the  preser- 
vation of  the  peace,  or  persons  acting  by  their  au- 
thority for  the  same  end,  shall  enter  the  space  within 
the  guard-rail  or  communicate  with  any  election  offi- 
cer in  any  way  after  the  polls  are  closed,  and  until 
the  counting  of  the  votes  has  been  completed,"  be  and 
is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  28.  After  the  polls  are  closed,  the  election  nMtkm  efiicm 
officers  only  shall  remain  in  the  voting-room  within  SiSto*«SSiiSai 
the  guard  rail,  and  shall  there  at  once  proceed  to  ^^^af®"**" 
count  the  votes.

The  ballot-box  shall  then  be  opened  by  B«iiot-boK««  to  w 
the  inspectors,  the  ballots  taken  therefrom,  and  an-  oiMii«dud 
dibly  counted,  one  by  one,  by  them,  and  when  the  ~"" 
count  is  completed,  the  whole  number  of  ballots  cast 
shall  be  announced;  and  the  counting  of  the  number 
of  votes  received  by  each  person  vot^  for  shall  then 
proceed.    The  judge,  in  the  presence  of  the  inspectors,  Daty  of ; 
shall  read  aloud  the  name  or  names  marked  or  in* 
serted  upon  each  ballot,  together  with  the  party  name, 
or  politioal  appellation,  under  which  eaoh  vote  was 
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east,  and  the  answers  marked  thereon  to  the  ques- 
tions submitted,  if  any;  and  the  clerks  shall  each  care- 
fully enter  each  vote  as  read,  and  keep  acconnt  of  the 
same  in  tally-papers  prepared  for  the  purpose.  It 
shall  be  unlawful  for  either  judge  or  inspector  while 
counting  the  ballots  or  the  votes  thereon,  to  have  in 
his  hand  any  pen,  pencil,  or  stamp  for  marking  bal- 
lots. 

All  ballots,  after  being  removed  from  the  box,  shall 
be  kept  within  the  unobstructed  view  of  those  pres- 
ent in  the  voting-room,  so  that  they  may  be  able  to 
see  all  the  marks  on  each  ballot,  but  out  of  their 
reach,  until  they  are  placed  in  the  ballot-box  as  re- 
quired by  law. 

A  full  return  shall  be  made,  in  the  manner  now  pro- 
vided by  law,  of  all  votes  cast;  and  such  returns,  as 
well  as  those  made  by  the  judges  of  the  courts,  shall 
state  in  every  case  the  number  of  votes  cast  for  each 
candidate  by  each  political  party  or  body  of  which 
such  candidate  is  a  nominee,  as  the  same  shall  appear 
upon  the  ballots  cast.  The  total  vote,  as  soon  as 
counted,  shall  be  publicly  announced. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  police  officers,  constables, 
and  deputy  constables,  now  required  by  law  to  be  pres- 
ent at  the  polls,  to  remain  in  the  voting-room,  but 
outside  of  the  guard-rail,  while  the  votes  are  being 
counted,  and  preserve  order  therein.  No  person,  ex- 
cept the  said  peace  officers  when  necessary  for  the 
preservation  of  the  peace,  or  persons  acting  by  their 
authority,  shall  enter  into  the  space  within  the  guard- 
rail, or  converse  with  any  election  officer,  in  any  way, 
after  Ihe  polls  are  closed  and  until  the  counting  of  the 
votes  has  been  completed. 

Section  6.  The  thirtieth  section  of  the  act  approved 
the  tenth  day  of  June,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety- 
three,  which  reads  as  follows:  "Section  80.  A 
voter  who  shall  allow  his  ballot  to  be  seen  by  any  per- 
son with  an  apparent  intention  of  letting  it  be  known 
how  he  is  about  to  vote,  or  shall  cast  or  attempt  to 
cast  any  other  ballot  than  the  official  ballot  which  has 
been  given  to  him  by  the  proper  election  officer,  or 
shall  falsely  declare  to  a  judge  of  election  that  by 
reason  of  any  disability  he  desires  assistance  in  the 
preparation  of  his  ballot,  or  shall  wilfully  violate  any 
other  provision  of  this  act,  or  any  person  who  shall 
interfere  with  any  voter  when  inside  said  enclosed 
space,  or  when  marking  his  ballot,  or  who  shall  en- 
deavor to  induce  any  voter  before  depositing  his  bal- 
lot to  show  how  he  marks  or  has  marked  his  ballot, 
or  who  shall  disclose  the  contents  of  any  ballot  that 
has  been  marked  by  his  help,  or  who,  except  when  law- 
fully commanded  by  a  return  judge  or  a  competent 
court,  shall  loosen,  cut,  or  unfasten  the  corner  pasted 
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down  over  the  number  of  any  ballot,  shall  be  guilty  of 
a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  shall  be  sen- 
tenced to  pay  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dol- 
lars, or  to  undergo,  an  imprisonment  for  not  more 
than  three  months,  or  both,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
court,"  be  and  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  fol- 
lows: 

Section  30.  A  voter  who  shall  allow  his  ballot  to  be  ^ESfVulrf«?iii« 
seen  by  any  person,  with  the  apparent  intention  of  let-  p«y«.  £1  >»«>p«» 


ting  it  be  known  how  he  is  about  to  vote,  or  shall  cast  on. 
or  attempt  to  cast  any  other  than  the  official  ballot 
which  has  been  given  him  by  the  proper  election  offi- 
cer, or  shall  falsely  declare  to  a  judge  of  election  that, 
by  reason  of  any  disability,  he  is  unable  to  mark  his 
ballot,  and  on  that  account  desires  assistance  in  mark- 
ing it,  or  shall  wilfully  violate  any  other  provision 
of  this  act;  or  any  person  who  shall  interfere  with 
any  voter  when  inside  said  enclosed  space  or  when 
marking  his  ballot,  or  who  shall  endeavor  to  induce 
any  voter  before  depositing  his  ballot  to  show  how  he 
marks  or  has  marked  his  ballot;  or  any  helper  who 
shall  attempt  to  influence  the  vote  of  the  voter  whom 
he  is  assisting,  or  who  shall  mark  a  ballot  in  any  other 
way  than  that  requested  by  the  voter  whom  he  is  as- 
sisting, or  who  shall  disclose  to  any  one  the  contents  of 
any  ballot  which  has  been  marked  with  his  help,  ex- 
cept when  required  so  to  do  in  any  legal  proceedings; 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction 
shall  be  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  not  to  exceed  one  hun- 
dred dollars,  or  to  undergo  an  imprisonment  for  not 
more  than  three  months,  or  both,  at  the  discretion  of  fim  and  pwuatr. 
the  court. 

Section  7.  All  laws  and  parts  of  laws  inconsistent 
herewith  shall  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT 

To  authorise  civil  actions  for  the  recovery  of  damagee  arlfllnir 
from  newspaper  publications  negligently  made;  defining  the 
character  of  such  damages;  and  requiring  every  newspaper 
published  In  this  Commonwealth  to  print,  in  a  conspicuous 
place  In  each  issue,  the  names  of  the  owners,  proprietors  or 
publishers,  and  the  managing  editors  of  the  same;  and  mak- 
ing a  violation  of  this  act  a  misdemeanor,  and  fixing  a  pen- 
alty therefor. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c..  That  from  and  after  cwii  aouont    ay 
the  passage  of  this  act,  civil  actions  may  be  brought  ^Sv^TdSoMM^ 
against  the  proprietor,  owner,  publisher,  or  managing  i5ent'i»SSS^ 
editor  of  any  newspaper  published  in  this  Common- 
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wealth,  whether  the  same  be  published  monthly,  bi- 
weekly, semi-weekly  or  daily,  to  recover  damages  re- 
sulting from  negligence  on  the  part  of  such  owner, 
proprietor  or  managing  editor  in  the  ascertainment 
of  facts  and  in  making  publications  affecting  the  char- 
acter, reputation  or  business  of  citizens. 

Section  2.  In  all  civil  actions  which  may  be  here- 
after brought  against  the  proprietor,  owner,  publisher 
or  managing  editor  of  any  newspaper  published  in 
this  Commonwealth,  whether  the  same  be  published 
monthly,  bi-weekly,  semi-weekly,  or  daily,  and  whether 
such  owner  be  an  individual,  partnership,  limited  part- 
nership, joint-stock  company,  or  cori)oration,  if  it 
shall  be  shown  that  the  publication  complained  of  re- 
sulted from  negligence  on  the  part  of  such  owner, 
proprietor,  manager  or  editor,  in  the  ascertainment  of 
the  facts  or  in  the  publication  thereof,  compensatory 
damages  may  be  recovered  for  injuries  to  business 
and  reputation  resulting  from  such  publication,  as 
well  as  damages  for  the  physical  and  mental  suffering 
endured  by  the  injured  party  or  parties;  and  when- 
ever in  any  such  action  it  shall  be  shown  that  the  mat- 
ter complained  of  is  libelous,  and  that  such  libelous 
matter  has  been  given  special  prominence  by  the  use 
of  pictures,  cartoons,  head-lines,  displayed  tyi)e,  or 
any  other  matter  calculated  to  specially  attract  at- 
tention, the  jury  shall  have  the  right  to  award  puni- 
tive damages  against  the  defendant  or  defendants. 

Section  3.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this 
act,  each  and  every  newspaper  published  in  this  Com- 
monwealth, whether  the  same  be  published  monthly, 
bi-weekly,  semi-weekly  or  daily,  shall  publish  in  every 
copy  of  every  issue,  on  the  editorial  page,  in  a  conspi- 
cuous position,  at  the  top  of  reading  matter,  the  name 
of  the  owner,  owners,  proprietor  or  proprietors  of 
such  newspapers,  together  with  the  names  of  the  man- 
aging editor  thereof;  and  if  said  newspaper  or  news- 
papers shall  be  owned  or  published  by  a  corporation, 
then  the  name  of  the  corporation  shall  be  published, 
together  with  the  names  of  the  president,  secretary, 
treasurer,  and  managing  editor  thereof;  and  if  the 
said  newspaper  or  newspapers  shall  be  owned  or  pub- 
lished by  a  partnership  or  partnership  limited,  then 
the  names  of  the  partners,  or  officers  and  managers, 
of  said  partnership  or  partnership  limited,  shall  be 
published  in  like  manner. 

Section  4.  In  the  event  of  any  change  being  made  in 
the  proprietor,  owner,  publisher  or  managing  editor 
of  any  newspaper,  or  in  the  office  of  president,  secre- 
tary or  treasurer  of  any  corporation  owning  and  pub- 
lishing said  newspaper,  or  any  change  in  the  name  of 
the  copartners,  the  said  change  or  changes  shall  be 
duly  set  forth  in  the  next  edition,  or  issue,  of  said 
newspaper,  following  said  change  or  changes. 
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Section  5.  Any  person,  firm,  limited  partnership  or 
corporation,  publishing  a  newspaper  in  Pennsylvania, 
which  omits,  fails  or  neglects  to  carry  out  the  provi- 
sions of  sections  three  and  four  of  this  act,  and  make 
the  publication  required  by  the  preceding  sections, 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor;  and  upon  conviction 
thereof  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  five  hundred  dol- 
lars, nor  more  than  one  thousand  dollars. 

Section  6.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent 
herewith  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 

Approved— The  12th  day  of  May,  A.  D.  1903.  The 
questions  raised  by  Senate  bill  No.  690  are  of 
very  grave  importance.  They  affect  large  business 
interests,  the  freedom  of  speech  and  the  press,  the 
right  of  the  citizen  to  be  informed  concerning  current 
affairs  and  the  conduct  of  government,  as  well  as  his 
right  to  protect  his  reputation  and  home  from  the  in- 
juries that  result  from  careless  or  negligent,  as  well 
as  malicious  false  report.  They  are  of  importance 
for  the  further  reason  that,  whichever  way  decided, 
the  fact  that  they  are  raised  indicates  a  widespread 
dissatisfaction  with  existing  conditions,  and  their  cor- 
rect decision  is  likely  to  have  an  effect  within  and 
without  the  Commonwealth.  They  are  deserving, 
therefore,  of  the  most  careful  consideration,  and  the 
conclusion,  unaffected  by  any  personal  feeling  and  un- 
swayed by  any  fear  of  personal  consequences,  ought 
to  be  reached  upon  the  high  plane  of  what  will  be  for 
the  good  of  the  people. 

Pew  persons  have  read  or  have  had  the  opportunity 
of  reading  the  provisions  of  this  bill.  In  order  that 
the  opportunity  may  be  given,  I  quote  the  language  in 
full  as  follows: 

"That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  civil  actions 
may  be  brought  against  the  proprietor,  owner,  publisher  or 
managing  editor  of  any  newspaper  published  in  this  Common- 
wealth, whether  the  same  be  published  monthly,  bi-weekly, 
semi- weekly,  or  daily  to  recover  damages  resulting  from  neg- 
ligence on  the  part  of  such  owner,  proprietor  or  managing  edi- 
tor in  the  ascertainment  of  facts  and  in  making  publications 
affecting  the  character,  reputation  or  business  of  citizens. 

"Section  2.  In  all  civil  actions  which  may  be  hereafter 
brought  against  the  proprietor,  owner,  publisher  or  managing 
editor  of  any  newspaper  published  in  this  Commonwealth, 
whether  the  same  be  published  monthly,  bi-weekly,  semi- 
weekly  or  dally,  and  whether  such  owner  be  an  individual,  part- 
nership, limited  partnership,  joint  stock  company  or  corpora- 
tion. If  it  shall  be  shown  that  the  publication  complained  of 
resulted  from  negligence  on  the  part  of  such  owner,  proprie- 
tor, manager  or  editor,  in  the  ascertainment  of  the  facts  or  in 
the  publication  thereof,  compensatory  damages  may  be  recov- 
ered for  injuries  to  business  and  reputation  resulting  from 
such  publication,  as  well  as  damages  for  the  physical  and  men- 
tal suffering  endured  by  the  injured  party  or  parties;  and 
whenever  in  any  such  action  It  shall  be  shown  that  the  matter 
complained  of  is  libelous,  and  that  such  libelous  matter  has 
been  given  special  prominence  by  the  use  of  pictures,  car- 
toons, headlines,  displayed  type,  or  any  other  matter  cal- 
culated to  specially  attract  attention,  the  jury  shall  have  the 
right  to  award  punitive  damages  against  the  defendant  or 
defendants. 
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"Section  3.  That  from  and  after  the  pBaasige  of  this  act  each 
and  every  newspaper  published  in  this  Commonwealth,  whether 
the  same  be  published  monthly,  bi-weekly,  semi- weekly  or 
daily,  shall  publish  in  every  copy  of  every  issue,  on  the  editorial 
page,  in  a  conspicuous  position  at  the  top  of  reading  matter, 
the  name  of  the  owner,  owners,  proprietor  or  proprietors  of 
such  newspapers,  together  with  the  names  of  the  managing 
editor  thereof;  and  if  said  newspaper  or  newspapers  shall  be 
owned  or  published  by  a  corporation,  then  the  name  of  the 
corporation  shall  be  published,  together  with  the  names  of  the 
president,  secretary,  treasurer  and  managing  editor  thereof; 
and  if  the  said  newspaper  or  newsjiapers  shall  be  owned  or 
published  by  a  partnership  or  partnership  limited,  then  the 
names  of  the  partners,  or  olBoers  and  managers,  of  said  part- 
nership or  partnership  limited,  shall  be  published  in  like  man- 
ner. 

"Section  4.  In  the  event  of  any  change  being  made  in  the 
proprietor,  owner,  publisher  or  managing  editor  of  any  news- 
paper, or  in  the  office  of  president,  secretary  or  treasurer  of 
any  corporation  owning  and  publishing  said  newspaper,  or  any 
change  in  the  name  of  the  co-partners,  the  said  change  or 
changes  shall  be  duly  set  forth  in  the  next  edition,  or  issue,  of 
said  newspaper  following  said  change  or  changes. 

"Section  6.  Any  person,  firm,  limited  partnership  or  corpo- 
ration, publishing  a  newspaper  in  Pennsylvania,  which  omits, 
fails  or  neglects  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  sections  three 
and  four  of  this  act,  and  make  the  publication  required  by  the 
preceding  sections,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon 
conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  five  hundred 
dollars  nor  more  than  one  thousand  dollars. 

"Section  6.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  Inconsistent  herewith  be 
and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed." 

There  is  nothing  in  the  terms  of  the  bill  which  pre- 
vents any  newspaper  from  making  such  comments 
upon  legislatiye  measures  or  upon  the  official  acts  of 
State^  municipal,  county  or  public  officers  as  are 
proper  for  the  information  of  the  public  or  are  in  the 
line  of  legitimate  public  discussion.  There  are  no 
inhibitions  in  the  bill.  It  subjects  all  preliminary 
inquiries  as  to  facts  and  their  subsequent  publication 
to  the  test  of  care.  The  doctrines  of  the  law  of  negli- 
gence are  well  known  and  apparently  easy  of  applica- 
tion. Haste  and  recklessness  in  the  ascertainment  of 
facts  prior  to  publication,  or  in  the  manner  of  publica- 
tion, amounting  in  the  judgment  of  a  court  to  negli- 
gence or  the  want  of  that  degree  of  care  which  a  man 
of  ordinary  prudence  would  exercise  under  the  cir- 
cumstances, will,  if  proved,  give  a  ground  of  action 
for  such  damages  as  result  from  injuries  to  business 
and  reputation.  There  is  no  interference  with  "privi- 
leged communications." 

The  bill  in  its  application  is  not  confined  to  officials, 
but  affects  as  well  the  citizen  or  business  man,  whose 
conduct  constitutes  no  part  of  the  right  of  the  public 
to  information.  The  corporation  officer  who  has  been 
falsely  charged  with  crime;  the  manufacturer  who  has 
been  falsely  accused  of  being  a  drunken  brawler;  the 
woman  whose  domestic  griefs  have  been  unfeelingly 
paraded,  or  whose  chastity  is  improperly  suspected; 
the  student  who  has  been  falsely  accused  of  murder; 
the  clergyman  who  has  been  cruelly  maligned;  the 
quiet  citizen  whose  peace  of  mind  has  been  destroyed 
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by  the  publication  of  evil  gossip;  the  merchant  whose 
credit  has  been  affected  by  groundless  rumors;  the 
sufferers  from  reckless  but  not  necessarily  malicious 
publications,  are  given  the  right,  not  to  prohibit  publi- 
cation,  but  to  recover  the  damages  which  they  have 
sustained,  provided  they  prove  negligence  or  lack  of 
care  on  the  part  of  the  publishing  newspaper.  All  of 
these  are  instances  of  what  has  in  fact  recently  oc- 
curred. 

Within  a  few  days,  in  a  leading  article  on  the  first 
page  of  a  daily  journal,  under  large  headlines,  upon  a 
rumor  of  unknown  source  as  to  the  name  of  a  sug- 
gested appointee  to  the  position  of  Prothonotary  of 
the  Supreme  Court,  when  no  appointment  had  been 
made  and  no  utterance,  ofiicial  or  otherwise,  had  ema- 
nated from  any  member  of  that  court,  that  high 
tribunal  was  subjected  to  a  covert  assault  under  the 
words  '^Machine  After  Control  of  the  Supreme  Court." 

A  mayor  of  our  chief  city  has  been  called  a  traitor, 
a  senator  of  the  United  States  has  been  denounced  as 
a  yokel  with  sodden  brain,  and  within  the  last  quarter 
of  a  century,  two  Presidents  of  the  United  States 
have  been  murdered,  and  in  each  instance  the  cause 
was  easily  traceable  to  infiammatory  and  careless 
newspaper  utterance.  A  cartoon  in  a  daily  journal  of 
May  2nd  defines  the  question  with  entire  precision. 
An  ugly  little  dwarf,  representing  the  Oovernor  of  the 
Commonwealth,  stands  on  a  crude  stool.  The  stool 
is  subordinate  to  and  placed  alongside  of  a  huge  print- 
ing press  with  wheels  as  large  as  those  of  an  ox-team, 
and  all  are  so  arranged  as  to  give  the  idea  that  when 
the  press  starts  the  stool  and  its  occupant  will  be 
thrown  to  the  ground.  Put  into  words,  the  cartoon 
asserts  to  the  world  that  the  press  is  above  the  law 
and  greater  in  strength  than  the  government.  No 
self-respecting  people  will  permit  such  an  attitude  to 
be  long  maintained.  In  England  a  century  ago  the 
offender  would  have  been  drawn  and  quartered  and 
his  head  stuck  upon  a  pole  without  the  gates.  In 
America  to-day  this  is  the  kind  of  arrogance  which 
"goeth  before  a  fall." 

If  such  abuse  of  the  privileges  allowed  to  the  press 
is  to  go  unpunished,  if  such  tales  are  permitted  to  be 
poured  into  the  ears  of  men,  and  to  be  profitable,  it 
is  idle  to  contend  that  reputable  newspapers  can  main- 
tain their  purity.  Evil  communications  corrupt  good 
manners.  One  rotten  apple  will  ere  long  spoil  all  in 
the  barrel.  The  flaring  headlines,  the  meretricious 
art,  the  sensational  devices  and  the  disregard  of  truth, 
in  time  will  creep  over  them  all.  Men  are  affected  by 
proximity  and  professional  sympathy.  When  recent- 
ly a  verdict  of  |25,000  was  rendered  against  a  journal 
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for  libel,  this  entirely  proper  item  of  news  only  reach- 
ed the  pnblic  by  the  methods  of  a  hundred  years  ago. 
It  was  unpublished,  and  each  man  whispered  the  fact 
to  his  neighbor.  It  is  equally  idle  to  contend  that  mL- 
true  statements  and  yioious  assaults  produce  no  ef- 
fect and  that  the  upright  are  unharmed^  A  whole 
generation  of  young  men  are  being  trained  to  a  fa- 
miliarity with  crime  and  to  disrespect  for  govern- 
ment. Even  the  Legislature  recently,  by  an  act  which 
passed  both  Houses,  held  the  threat  of  imprisonment 
oyer  justices  of  the  peace  for  what  would  hare  been 
at  most  only  a  neglect  of  duty.  Bishops,  too,  hurry 
into  print  without  investigation,  and  with  only  such 
information  as  comes  from  muddy  sources,  to  express 
their  disregard  for  those  whom  the  people  have  en- 
trusted with  authority.  Both  incidents  indicate  a 
tone  which  is  already  too  prevalent  and  is  being  stead- 
ily cultivated  to  the  public  detriment.  Were  a 
stranger  from  Mars  by  some  accident  to  read  our 
daily  press,  he  would  conclude  that  the  world  is  in- 
habited by  criminals  and  governed  by  scoundrels.  It 
is  sad  to  reflect  that  some  historian  of  five  hundred 
years  hence,  misled  by  what  he  reads,  v^U  probably 
study  the  statesman  whom  we  know  to  be  able  and 
strong,  generous  and  kindly,  keeping  his  promises 
and  paying  his  debts,  and  depict  him  with  the  features 
of  an  owl  and  the  propensities  of  a  Nero  or  Caligula. 
The  motive  which  leads  to  the  degradation  of  the 
press  is  very  plain  and  by  no  means  unusual.  It  is 
the  same  motive  which  causes  men  to  put  deleterious 
chemicals  into  food,  weak  iron  into  the  boilers  of  en- 
gines, and  wood  into  the  flues  of  houses, — ^the  desire 
to  produce  cheaply  in  order  that  there  may  be  a  profit- 
able sale.  There  is  no  animosity  toward  the  poor 
creature  who  may  take  copperas  into  his  stomach  or 
scandal  into  his  mind,  but  the  willingness  to  do  injury 
for  a  reward  needs  the  supervision  and  restraint  of 
the  law  in  each  instance  alike.  Where  the  conscience 
of  the  individual  is  too  hardened  to  prevent  him 
from  going  astray,  where  trade  associations  have  be- 
'come  a  bond  of  sympathy  rather  than  a  curb  for 
wrong  conduct,  and  injuries  are  inflicted  upon  others, 
then  the  law  ought  to  lay  its  heavy  hand  upon  those 
who  offend,  whether  they  be  weak  or  whether  they  be 
strong.  It  is  not  the  individual  attacked  who  is  alone 
concerned.  The  Commonwealth  is  interested  that 
those  who  render  her  service  should  be  treated  with 
deference  and  respect,  so  that  when  they  go  forth  in 
the  performance  of  her  functions  those  to  whom  they 
are  sent  may  feel  that  they  are  vested  with  authority. 
Let  there  be  no  mistake  about  it.  In  the  long 
run,  society  always  flnds  a  way  to  protect  itself.  For 
continual,  persistent  public  violation  of  the  law,  the 
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publication  so  offending  may  be  abated  by  the  courts 
as  a  public  nnisance.  When,  daring  the  war  of  the  Re- 
bellion, a  New  York  journal  forged  a  proclamation 
with  the  name  of  the  President  attached  to  it,  to  the 
great  injnry  of  the  nation  then  in  the  midst  of  a 
struggle  for  life,  Mr.  Lincoln  promptly  suppressed  the 
publication.  The  liberty  of  the  press  to  scatter  in- 
jurious falsehood  no  more  bound  him  than  the  withes 
bound  Samson.  He  established  a  precedent  which  no 
doubt  will  be  followed  in  the  future  should  a  like  oc- 
casion demand  it.  The  existence  and  growth  of  the 
evil  is  recognized  by  all  observing  men,  has  been  point- 
ed out  in  repeated  warnings  by  the  Supreme  Court, 
and  was  frankly  acknowledged  by  the  representatives 
of  the  press  at  the  hearing  upon  the  present  bill.  I  lis- 
tened in  vain  to  hear  any  remedy  they  might  be  able  to  ' 
suggest.  Many  years  experience  on  the  Bench  has 
led  me  to  the  conclusion  that  crimes  are  widely  prop- 
agated not  by  the  malice  but  by  the  recklessness  of 
the  press,  and  that  in  certain  classes  of  cases,  among 
them  murder,  the  accused  were  at  times  convicted  or 
acquitted  before  they  reached  the  court  room.  But 
for  the  unfortunate  decision  that  the  Legislature 
could  limit  the  courts  in  imposing  punishment  for  con- 
tempt to  acts  occurring  within  the  court  room,  as 
though  violation  of  an  order  had  some  relation  to 
doors  and  windows,  the  courts  could  have  prevented 
this  interference  with  the  performance  of  their  func- 
tions and  this  aggression  upon  personal  liberty.  Such 
a  condition  of  things  is  much  to  be  deplored  and  it 
ought  to  be  prevented  if  possible.  The  bill  offers  as  a 
remedy  for  these  ills,  or  some  of  them,  the  application 
of  the  principles  of  the  law  of  negligence  to  the  pub- 
lication of  newspapers.  All  that  this  means  is  that 
they  shall  exercise  "reasonable  care"  in  the  ascertain- 
ment of  facts  and  the  announcement  of  comment 
which  may  injuriously  affect  the  reputation  or  busi- 
ness of  other  people.  It  is  a  law  of  almost  universal 
application  in  the  affairs  of  men.  When  we  walk  the 
streets  or  drive  a  horse,  or  light  a  fire  or  make  a  shoe 
or  build  a  house,  we  must  take  care  that  we  do  not 
cause  harm  to  others.  It  applies  to  the  gatherer  of 
garbage.  Why  should  it  not  apply  to  the  gatherer  of 
news?  It  applies  to  the  lawyer,  the  doctor  and  the 
dentist,  in  the  exercise  of  his  profession.  Why  should 
it  not  apply  to  the  editor?  It  is  impossible  to  give 
any  lofrical  reason  which  will  bear  examination  why 
they  should  be  exempt.  The  damages  provided  for  by 
the  bill  follow  the  ordinary  rule  of  damages  for  want 
of  reasonable  care.  When  a  man  is  bitten  by  a  dog 
or  gored  by  a  bull,  or  cut  or  burned,  or  overturned 
or  is  mn  over  by  a  hand  cart  or  street  car,  through 
negligence,  he  may  recover  compensation  for  physical 
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and  mental  suffering.  This  measure  of  damage  is  pe- 
culiarly applicable  and  in  fact  essential  in  the  cases  of 
injuries  intended  to  be  guarded  against  by  the  bill. 
When  a  woman  is  falsely  called  a  strumpet,  it  does 
not  break  her  arm  or  rob  her  of  her  wardrobe.  It 
hurts  her  feelings,  and  if  she  cannot  get  compensation 
for  her  mental  suffering  she  can  get  nothing.  If  ma- 
licious untruth  is  emphasised  by  picture  and  headline, 
punitive  damages  are  awarded.  Is  there  any  good 
reason  to  the  contrary?  If  a  man  gouges  out  the  eyes 
or  rubs  pepper  into  the  wounds  of  his  adversary,  or 
cuts  the  tongue  out  of  his  neighbor's  horse,  the  dam- 
ages are  always  left  to  the  discretion  of  a  jury. 

An  upright  and  worthy  gentleman,  trained  to  the 
law,  who  has  worn  a  sword  in  the  service  of  his 
country,  and  who  bears  a  name  honored  in  Penn> 
sylvania  for  more  than  two  hundred  years  because 
of  its  connection  with  an  impressive  and  heroio 
event,  is  sent  by  the  people  to  the  Legislature,  and  in 
the  performance  of  his  duty  and  upon  the  responsi- 
bility of  his  oath  introduces  a  proper  bill  which  is  not 
agreeable  to  the  press.  It  is  not  shown  that  the  bill 
would  be  harmful  or  unwise.  The  policy  is  not  con- 
fronted with  argument  pointing  out  its  error  or  weak- 
ness. But  some  outcast  is  hired  to  pervert  his  name 
from  Pusey  into  "pussy"  and  to  draw  contorted  cats 
which  are  scattered  broadcast  over  the  land  in  tlie 
hope  that  the  vile  and  vulgar  will  snicker  at  his  wife 
and  children  when  they  pass.  Could  the  most  jnst 
and  kindly  of  jud^res,  could  any  friend  of  the  press 
meaning  to  be  fair,  say  that  should  he  bring  snit 
against  the  newspapers  which  committed  this  outrage 
and  indecency  he  ought  not  to  be  permitted  to  re- 
cover what  a  jury  shall  regard  as  compensation? 

The  bill  provides,  under  penalty,  that  the  names  of 
the  owner,  proprietor,  publisher  and  managing  editor 
shall  be  printed  with  each  issue.  The  purpose  of  the 
provision  is  that  it  may  be  known  who  is  responsible 
for  the  publication.  Every  business  man  prints  upon 
bis  bills  and  letterheads  and  puts  in  front  of  his  store, 
his  name.  Every  doctor  and  every  lawyer  puts  his 
name  on  his  office  door.  The  law  provides  that  a 
record  shall  be  made,  open  to  the  public,  of  those  who 
compose  partnerships  and  limited  partnerships.  And 
yet  every  day  paeres  of  material  are  printed  purport- 
ing to  be  a  record  of  the  current  affairs  of  the  world, 
and  claiming:  the  riffht  to  sit  in  supervision  upon  the 
courtesies  of  the  parlor  and  the  doin^  of  public  offi- 
cials, and  no  one  knows  what  their  origin,  whence  they 
come,  who  is  he  who  writes  them  or  who  is  respon- 
sible for  them.  If  the  vendor  of  a  horse  were  to  insist 
upon  wearing  a  mask  so  as  to  escape  identification, 
who  would  buy  of  him?    The  Veiled  Prophet,  though 
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preaching  aboat  piety  and  virtue,  was  so  veiled  be- 
cause both  hideous  in  appearance  and  libertine  in 
conduct.  No  harm  and  much  good  may  come  from 
requiring  such  publicity.  These  are  all  of  the  provi- 
sions of  the  bill,  and  no  one  of  them  would  seem  to  be 
uncalled  for,  unjust  or  unduly  harsh. 

Since  the  Constitution  of  this  State,  in  its  declara- 
tion concerning  liberty  of  the  press,  directs  that  there 
shall  be  responsibilty  "for  the  abuse  of  that  liberty," 
and  since  the  test  is  that  publications  shall  not  be 
"maliciously  or  negligently  made,"  it  would  appear  to 
be  in  entire  accord  with  that  instrument  that  news- 
papers should  be  held  accountable  in  damages  for  neg- 
ligence. Some  technical  objections  are  made  to  the 
bill.  It  is  urged  that  since  weekly  newspapers  are  no- 
where mentioned,  it  offends  against  that  provision  of 
the  Constitution  which  prevents  special  legislation. 
A  careful  examination  shows  that  the  enacting 
clauses  are  in  general  words,  "each  and  every  news- 
paper" and  "any  newajwiper,"  and  that  the  enumera- 
tion of  the  different  kinds  of  newspapers  is  mere  de- 
scription and  unessential.  The  omission  of  the  word 
"weekly"  was  unwise  but  in  no  sense  fatal.  If  here- 
after a  newspaper  should  be  issued  every  other  day 
or  twice  a  day,  and  thus  not  be  included  in  the  descrip- 
tive words  used,  it  would,  as  well  as  the  journals  pub- 
lished weekly,  be  covered  by  the  general  enacting 
words,  and  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  bill.  All 
of  the  provisions  relate  to  one  general  subject  and  ap- 
pear to  be  sufficiently  described  in  the  title.  It  is 
further  urged  that  the  bill  ought  not  to  become  a  law 
because  not  read  upon  three  several  days  in  the  House 
of  Representatives  before  its  final  passage.  If  it  was 
not  so  read,  then  undoubtedly  there  was  a  failure 
upon  the  part  of  the  House  to  perform  its  duty.  When- 
ever, however,  the  bill  is  signed  by  the  President  of 
the  Senate  and  the  Speaker  of  the  House,  it  is  an  offi- 
cial certificate  that  it  has  been  passed  in  accordance 
with  the  constitutional  requirements  and  the  rules 
governiner  the  action  of  those  bodies.  But  little 
thought  is  needed  to  see  that  the  Governor  has  no  re- 
sponsibility for,  and  can  exercise  no  supervision  over, 
the  manner  of  the  deliberations  of  the  Legislature. 
He  has  no  part  or  parcel  in  them,  he  has  no  place  on 
the  floor,  and  save  by  report  and  unofficially  has  no 
knowledge  of  what  occurs  there,  except  as  they  give 
it  to  him.  The  two  houses  constitute  a  separate 
branch  of  the  government,  and  were  he  to  interfere  it 
would  be  an  encroachment  and  lead  to  untold  com- 
motions. He  can  no  more  dispute  their  certifications 
than  could  they  inquire  into  his  motives  for  signing 
a  bill  or  withholding  his  approval.  If  they  should  as- 
sert that  it  was  properly  passed  and  he  should  as- 
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sert  to  the  contrary,  who  is  to  decide  the  disputed 
question  of  fact/  he  who  officially  knows  nothing  about 
it,  or  they  who  are  given  the  power?  If  it  is  proper 
legislation  in  correct  form,  how  could  he  justify  him- 
self in  disapproving  it  on  the  ground  that  the  motives 
were  impure  or  the  manner  of  passing  it  informal?  In 
the  case  of  Eilgore  vs.  Magee,  85  Penna.  412,  where  it 
was  alleged  that  the  bill  had  not  been  read  three 
times,  the  Supreme  Court  said  that  the  duty  of  seeing 
that  this  mandate  was  observed  was  solely  that  of 
the  members,  and  further:  "In  regard  to  the  passage 
of  the  law  and  the  alleged  disregard  of  the  forms  of 
legislation  required  by  the  Constitution,  we  think 
the  subject  is  not  within  the  pale  of  judicial  inquiry.** 
This  furnishes  a  safe  rule  to  follow.  The  purpose  of 
the  reading  upon  three  different  days  is  not  to  allow 
time  for  those  interested  to  impress  their  views  upon 
the  legislators,  but  to  insure  that  the  legislators  have 
the  opportunity  for  hearing  and  voting  advisedly.  In 
the  present  case  there  was  more  than  the  usual  op- 
portunity given  for  preliminary  discussion  by  the 
people.  Some  such  legislation  was  recommended  in 
the  Inaugural  address.  A  bill  concerning  cartoons 
was  introduced  early  in  the  session  and  widely  pub- 
lished. This  bill  was  read  three  times  in  the  Senate 
and  once  in  the  House.  A  similar  bill  had  been  read 
twice  in  the  House  when  the  present  bill  was  substi- 
tuted,  so  that  if  the  allegation  of  irregularity  be  cor- 
rect, at  least  we  can  be  assured  that  the  action  taken 
was  preceded  by  numerous  forewarnings. 

The  proposed  legislation  has  been  regarded  by  a 
large  proportion  of  the  reputable  press  with  great 
misgivings.  It  is  natural  that  this  should  be  the  case. 
The  future  is  ever  uncertain,  and  the  easv  way  to 
avoid  the  dangers  ahead  is  to  stand  still.  This  is  nev- 
ertheless not  a  wise  course.  The  boy  conscious  of 
many  lapses,  who  is  invited  by  a  stern  father  into  a 
private  room,  enters  with  a  vague  dread,  and  yet  the 
purpose  may  only  be  to  arrange  for  the  coming  holi- 
days. When  the  gardener  comes  with  his  hoe  into  the 
garden  which  has  been  left  to  run  wild,  it  is  safe  to 
say  that  it  is  the  mullein  and  not  the  pea  which  is 
likely  to  suffer. 

This  bill  may  not  be  the  best  possible  lesrislation, 
but  the  purpose  is  commendable,  and  should  experi- 
ence show  it  to  be  defective,  something:  better  may  be 
devised.  It  ought  to  be  cordially  and  cheerfully  ac- 
cepted by  the  reputable  press,  for  they  have  a  special 
interest  in  its  becoming  a  law.  Where  the  tares  oc- 
cupy the  ground,  the  wheat  perishes.  It  threatens 
them  with  no  danger.  Seeking  to  utter  the  truth  and 
not  the  falsehood,  what  have  they  to  fear?  Into  our 
courts  where  learned  judges  administer  the  law  with 
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fidelity  and  juries  are  drawn  from  the  masses  of  the 
people  well  fitted  to  determine  who  is  the  wrongdoer, 
they  are  not  likely  to  be  summoned,  or  if  summoned 
they  may  go  with  entire  safety.  This  much  is  certain. 
Since  the  laws  of  God  and  nature  are  immutable  and 
inexorable,  unless  means  are  found  to  uproot  some  of 
the  tendencies  of  modern  journalism  confidence  al- 
ready badly  shaken  will  be  utterly  lost,  and  the  in- 
fluence of  the  press,  which  has  bee^n  so  potent  an  agent 
in  the  development  of  civilization  and  in  securing  civil 
liberty,  will  be  gone  forever. 

With  a  serious  sense  that  the  event  is  of  more  than 
ordinary  moment,  with  full  knowledge  of  the  import- 
ance of  the  press  and  of  its  value  to  mankind  through 
all  past  struggles,  and  with  the  hope  and  belief  tlmt 
the  greater  care  and  larger  measure  of  responsibility 
brought  about  by  this  law,  tending  to  elevate  the 
meritorious  and  repress  the  unworthy,  will  promote 
its  welfare  whii*»  benefiting  the  community,  I  approve 
the  bill.

No.  266. 
AN  ACT 

To  amend  article  nine,  section  one,  of  an  act,  entitled  "An 
act  to  provide  for  the  health  and  the  safety  of  persons  em- 
ployed In  and  about  the  anthracite  coal  mines  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, and  for  the  protection  and  preservation  of  property 
connected  therewith,"  approved  June  second,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  ninety-one;  also  to  amend  section  seven- 
teen of  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  relating  to  bituminous  coal 
mines,  and  providing  for  the  lives,  health,  safety  and  welfare 
of  persons  employed  therein,"  approved  June  thirtieth,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-five. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c..  That  the  first  section 
of  article  nine  of  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  provide 
for  the  health  and  safety  of  persons  employed  in  and 
about  the  anthracite  coal  mines  of  Pennsylvania,  and 
for  the  protection  and  preservation  of  property  con- 
nected therewith,"  approved  June  second,  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  ninety-one,  which  reads  as 
follows:

The  Forty-fifth,  Fiftieth,  Fifty-first,  One  Hundredth, 
and  Battery  D,  participated  entirely  in  the  battle  of 
Vicksburg  in  July,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
sixty-three,  but  who  were  not  at  Gettysburg,  and 
have  no  monuments  to  commemorate  their  services 
on  any  battlefield,  and  it  is  but  right  and  proper  that 
the  Commonwealth  should  recognize  their  valor  by 
providing  monuments  marking  their  position  on  the 
field  of  Vicksburg:

by  the  owners  of  live  stock  and  those  engaged  in  the 
care  and  rearing  of  animals. 

Section  2.  That  such  investigation  shall  be  made 
by  and  under  the  direction  of  the  State  Live  Stock 
Sanitary  Board  and  the  said  Board  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  make  such  provision  for  and  conduct  such  work 
of  investigation  as  is  deemed  necessary  for  the  pur- 
pose of  discovering  the  most  efficient,  economical  and 
practical  means  of  avoiding  and  suppressing  the  dis- 
eases of  the  domestic  animals  of  this  Commonwealth, 
and  the  practical  deductions  from  such  work  shall 
upon  the  order  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  be  pub- 
lished as  a  part  of  the  annual  report  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  or  as  bulletins  from  said  Depart- 
ment. 

Provided,  however,  That  all  expenses  incurred 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  first  be  approved 
by  the  Governor  and  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture. 
The  said  appropriation  is  to  be  paid  upon  the  warrant 
of  the  Auditor  General  on  the  presentation  of  speci- 
fically itemized  vouchers  and  the  written  approval  of 
the  Governor  and  Secretary  of  Agriculture  as  herein 
provided.

Entitled  an  act  making  an  appropriation  for  the  expenses  re- 
quired by  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  tlie  contins- 
ance  of  the  education  and  maintenance  of  tlie  destitute  or- 
phans of  the  deceased  soldiers,  sailors  and  marines,  and  the 
destitute  children  of  permanently  disabled  soldiers,  sailors 
and  marines,  of  the  State,"  approved  May  twenty-fifth,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-nine;  also  making  an  ap- 
propriation to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  an  act  to  provide 
for  the  education  and  maintenance  of  the  children  admitted  to 
the  Pennsylvania  Soldiers'  Orphan  Industrial  School  and  the 
Soldiers'  Orphan  Schools,  approved  May  twenty-seventh, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-three. 

Bection  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &e.,  That  the  following 
sums,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  be  and 
the  same  are  hereby  specifically  appropriated  to  the 
Commission  of  Soldiers'  Orphan  Schools,  for  the  sev- 
eral objects  hereinafter  named,  for  the  two  fiscal 
years  beginning  June  first,  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  three. 

For  the  payment  of  the  salaries  of  the  clerks,  for 
two  years,  the  sum  of  six  thousand  six  hundred  dol- 
lars, or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 

For  the  payment  of  the  salaries  of  the  male  and 
female  inspectors,  for  two  years,  the  sum  of  six  thou- 
sand six  hundred  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may 
be  necessary;  for  the  payment  of  their  traveling  ex- 
penses, for  two  years,  the  sum  of  one  thousand  two 
hundred  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  neces- 
sary. 

For  the  payment  of  postage,  telegrams,  expressa^e, 
transferring  of  pupils,  funeral  expenses,  partial  relief 
expenses  of  the  Commission,  furniture,  and  miscella- 
neous expenses  in  the  schools  and  office  for  the  Com- 
mission, for  two  years,  the  sum  of  eight  thousand  dol- 
lars, or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 

For  the  education  and  maintenance,  including  cloth- 
ing, for  two  fiscal  years,  of  the  destitute  orphans  of 
the  deceased  soldiers,  sailors  and  marines,  and  the 
destitute  children  of  permanently  disabled  soldiers, 
sailors  and  marines,  of  the  State,  admitted  to  the  Sol- 
diers' Orphan  Schools  and  to  the  Soldiers'  Orphan  In- 
dustrial School,  and  the  necessary  repairs  and  im- 
provements to  the  Soldiers'  Orphan  Schools  and  the 
Soldiers'  Orphan  Industrial  School,  the  sum  of  three 
hundred  and  sixty-five  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary:  Provided,  That  the  per 
capita  rate  for  the  education,  maintenance  and  cloth- 
ing of  the  children  in  the  Soldiers'  Orphan  School, 
shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  forty 
dollars  per  annum,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  nec-

To  provide  for  the  selection  of  a  site  and  the  erection  of  a  State 
Institution  for  the  Feeble-Minded  and  Epileptic,  to  be  called 
The  Eastern  Pennsylvania  State  Institution  for  the  Feeble- 
Minded  and  Epileptic,  and  makiner  an  appropriation  therefor. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  a  commission  is 
hereby  created,  consisting  of  seven  persons,  who  shall 
serve  without  compensation  (except  necessary  ex- 
penses), to  select  a  site  and  build  an  institution  for  the 
care  and  maintenance  of  epileptics  and  idiotic  and 
feeble-minded  persons  of  Eastern  Pennsylvania.  This 
commission  shall  be  constituted  as  follows :  One  Sena- 
tor, to  be  selected  by  the  President  pro  tempore  of 
the  Senate;  one  Representative,  to  be  selected  by  the 
Speaker  of  the  House,  and  three  persons  to  be  se- 
lected by  the  Governor.  These,  together  with  the  pres- 
ent President  pro  tempore  of  the  Senate  (John  M. 
Scott),  and  the  present  Speaker  of  the  House  (Henry 
F.  Walton),  shall  constitute  the  commission;  which 
shall  also  have  power  to  employ  a  secretary  and  a 
stenographer. 

Section  2.  Said  Commissioners  shall  select  a  tract 
of  land  so  located  as  to  be  most  accessible,  by  rail- 
road facilities,  to  the  counties  of  Eastern  Pennsyl- 
vania. 
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Section  3.  The  tract  of  land  so  selected  shall  be 
good,  arable  land,  well  adapted  to  the  preservation  of 
the  health  and  the  occupation  and  maintenance  of  the 
inmates  of  said  institution,  with  an  adequate  supply 
of  good  water,  and  natural  facilities  for  drainage  from 
the  institution  buildings;  and  the  said  tract  of  land, 
so  selected,  and  the  cost  thereof,  shall  be  approved  in 
writing  by  the  Governor  before  the  purchase  money 
shall  be  paid,  and  the  deed  for  the  same  shall  be  taken 
in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth;  but  nothing  herein 
contained  shall  prevent  said  commissioners  from  re- 
ceiving a  deed  to  the  Commonwealth,  in  fee,  for  any 
land  donated  for  the  purpose  aforesaid. 

Section  4.  The  plans  for  said  institution  shall  be 
prepared  by  said  commissioners,  and  approved  by  the 
State  Board  of  Public  Charities.  The  buildings  shall 
be  of  the  best  design  for  the  construction  of  such  in- 
stitution, and  without  expensive  architectural  adorn- 
ments or  unduly  large  or  costly  administrative  accom- 
modations, and  no  change  shall  be  made  in  said  plans 
of  construction  without  the  consent  of  the  State 
Board  of  Public  Charities. 

Section  5.  The  said  commissioners  shall,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Governor,  have  power  to  select  a  su- 
perintendent of  construction,  and  fix  his  salary,  and 
may  also  fix  the  salary  of  such  other  persons  as  they 
may  think  necessary  to  employ  in  order  to  secure  the 
proper  economical  construction  of  said  buildings. 

Section  6.  To  enable  the  commissioners  to  purchase 
the  land,  prepare  plans,  and  begin  the  erection  of 
said  buildings;  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars,  or 
so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  is  hereby  speci- 
fically appropriated;  to  be  drawn  from  the  treasury 
as  the  same  may  be  required,  on  warrants  drawn  by 
the  Auditor  General  in  the  usual  manner;  vouchers  or 
statements  to  be  furnished  before  any  warrant  is  is- 
sued. 

Section  7.  The  buildings  shall  be  in  two  groups,  one 
for  the  educational  and  industrial  department,  and 
one  for  the  custodial  or  asylum  department,  with  such 
other  subdivisions  as  will  best  classify  and  separate 
the  many  diverse  forms  of  the  infirmity  to  be  treated; 
and  shall  embrace  one  or  more  school-houses,  a  gym- 
nasium and  drill-hall,  a  work-shop,  and  an  isolating 
hospital, — ail  on  such  scale  as  will  create  an  institu- 
tion to  accommodate  not  less  than  five  hundred  in- 
mates or  patients,  planned  and  located  for  easy  and 
natural  additions,  as  population  demands. 

Section  8.  Said  commissioners  shall  proceed  to  erect 
said  buildings  and  complete  the  same  with  such  funds 
as  may  be  appropriated,  from  time  to  time,  by  the  Leg- 
islature; and  shall  make  report  to  the  I^egislature  of 
the  amount  of  money  expended  by  them,  and  of  the 
progress  made  in  the  erection  of  the  buildings.

Section  9.  The  said  commissionerSy  upon  the  comple- 
tion of  the  said  institation,  shall  surrender  their  trust 
to  a  board  of  trustees;  to  consist  of  nine  members, 
who  shall  serye  without  compensation,  and  be  appoint- 
ed by  the  Ooyernor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  Senate.  Said  trustees  shall  be  a  body  po- 
litic or  corporate,  of  the  name  and  style  of  the  State 
Institution  for  Feeble-Minded  of  Eastern  Pennsyl- 
vania. They  shall  manage  and  direct  the  concerns  of 
the  institution,  and  make  all  necessary  by-laws  and 
regulations,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution 
and  laws  of  the  Commonwealth.  Of  the  trustees  first 
appointed,  three  shall  serve  for  one  year,  three  for 
two  years,  and  three  for  three  years;  and  at  the  expi- 
ration of  the  respective  periods,  the  vacancies  shall 
be  filled  by  the  Governor,  by  appointment  for  three 
years  as  hereinbefore  provided,  and  should  any  va- 
cancy occur,  by  death  or  resignation  or  otherwise,  of 
any  trustee,  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  appoint- 
ment, as  aforesaid,  for  the  unexpired  term  of  such 
manager. 

Section  10.  That  this  institution  shall  be  entirely 
and  specially  devoted  to  the  reception,  detention,  care 
and  training  of  epileptics  and  of  idiotic  and  feeble- 
minded persons,  of  either  sex,  and  shall  be  so  planned, 
in  the  beginning  and  construction,  as  shall  provide 
separate  classification  of  the  numerous  groups  em- 
braced under  the  terms  ^'epileptics"  and  'idiotic"  and 
"imbecile,"  or  "feeble-minded."  Cases  afflicted  with 
either  epilepsy  or  paralysis  shall  have  a  due  propor- 
tion of  space  and  care  in  the  custodial  department.  It 
is  specifically  determined  that  the  processes  of  an 
agricultural  training  shall  be  primarily  considered  in 
the  educational  department;  and  that  the  employment 
of  the  inmates  in  the  care  and  raising  of  stock,  and  the 
cultivation  of  small  fruits,  vegetables,  roots,  et  cetera, 
shall  be  made  tributary,  when  possible,  to  the  main- 
tenance of  the  institution.  All  inmates  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  board  of  trus- 
tees may  adopt. 

Section  11.  The  form  of  application  for  admission 
into  the  institution,  and  the  necessary  checks  to  im- 
proper admissions,  shall  be  such  as  the  board  of  trus- 
tees shall  adopt,  and  each  application  shall  be  ac- 
companied by  answers,  under  oath,  to  such  interro- 
gatories as  the  trustees  shall  by  rule  require  to  be 
propounded. 

Section  12.  Any  parent  or  guardian  who  may  wish 
to  have  a  child  admitted  to  said  institution  for  treat- 
ment, culture  or  improvement,  and  pay  all  expenses  of 
.such  care,  may  do  so  under  terms,  rules  and  regula- 
tions prescribed  by  the  superintendent  and  approved 
by  the  trustees. 
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Section  13.  Said  board  shall  receive  as  inmates  of 
said  institution  feeble-minded  children,  residents  of 
this  State,  under  the  age  of  twenty  years,  who  shall 
be  incapable  of  receiving  instruction  in  the  common 
schools  of  this  State.  Said  board  shall  prescribe,  and 
cause  to  be  printed,  instructions  and  forms  of  appli- 
cation for  the  admission  of  such  children;  and  shall  in- 
clude therein  interrogatories  to  which  they  shall  re- 
quire answers,  under  oath,  showing  such  facts  as  may 
be  needed  for  the  information  of  the  said  trustees. 
Buch  printed  instructions  and  forms  shall  be  fur- 
nished to  all  applicants  for  the  admission  of  any  per- 
son or  patient,  in  whole  or  in  part  as  a  State  bene- 
ficiary, and  shall  be  endorsed  by  the  board  of  commis- 
sioners or  directors  of  the  poor  of  the  county  in  which 
he  or  she  resides  at  the  time  of  the  making  of  the  ap- 
plication. 

Section  14.  Adults  who  may  be  determined  to  be 
feeble-minded,  and  who  are  of  such  inoffensive  habit« 
as  to  make  them  proper  subjects  for  classification  and 
discipline  in  an  institution  for  the  feeble-minded,  can 
be  admitted  on  pursuing  the  same  course  of  legal 
commitment  as  govern  admission  to  the  State  Hos- 
pital- for  the  Insane. 

Section  15.  The  board  of  commissioners  or  directors 
of  the  poor  of  a  county,  in  approving  an  application 
for  the  admission  of  a  person  to  said  institution,  shall 
state  whether  or  not  such  person  has  an  estate  of  suffi- 
cient value,  or  a  parent  or  parents  of  sufficient  finan- 
cial ability,  to  defray  the  expense  in  whole  or  in  part 
of  supporting  such  person  in  said  institution,  and,  if 
there  be  such  means  of  support  in  part  only,  then  the 
amount  per  month  which  the  parents  or  parent  or  the 
legal  guardian  of  such  child  may  be  able  to  pay;  and 
the  person  or  persons  who  make  the  application  for 
such  admission  shall  therein  make  statement,  under 
oath,  as  to  such  means  of  support.  Said  board  of  trus- 
tees, in  accepting  an  application  for  the  admission  of 
any  person,  shall  fix  the  amount,  if  any,  which  shall  be 
paid  for  such  support,  according  to  the  ability  of  the 
parent  or  parents  of  the  person,  or  according  to  the 
value  of  such  person's  estate,  if  any,  and  shall  require 
payment  for  such  support  so  far  as  there  may  be 
ability  to  pay,  as  a  condition  to  the  admission  or  reten- 
tion of  said  x>erson.  Said  amount  may  at  any  time  be 
changed  by  said  trustees,  according  to  their  informa- 
tion concerning  such  means  of  support.  Where  the  in- 
digence of  the  child  or  its  family  is  such  as  to  entitle 
it  to  admission  upon  the  full  beneficiary  fund  of  the 
State,  the  ascertainment  of  the  facts  shall  be  as  here- 
inbefore stated,  and  the  support  at  the  institution 
shall  be  provided  for  by  annual  appropriations,  at

petent to  oversee  and  direct  the  medical,  hygienic,  edu- 
cational and  industrial  interests  of  the  institution, 
and  shall  have  charge  and  supervision  of  the  entire 
institution,  both  professional  and  otherwise.

The  salaries  of  the  superintendent,  matrons,  teach- 
ers, assistants,  and  attendants  of  the  institution,  shall 
be  fixed  by  the  board  of  trustees. 

Section  18.  The  said  trustees  shall  make,  under 
oath  by  their  president  or  treasurer,  a  quarterly  re- 
port to  the  Auditor  General  of  the  State,  and  to  the 
State  Board  of  Public  Charities,  containing  an  item 
ized  statement  of  the  receipts  from  all  sources  and 
the  expense  of  the  institution  during  the  previous 
quarter. 

Section  19.  The  Governor,  judges  of  the  several 
courts  of  the  Commonwealth,  members  of  the  Legis- 
lature, and  the  Board  of  Public  Charities  shall  be  ex- 
officio  visitors  of  said  institution.

For  maintenance  of  library  and  reading-room,  in- 
cluding salaries  of  librarian  and  assistants,  and  the 
purchase  of  books  and  periodicals,  the  sum  of  two 
thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  neces- 
sary. 

For  binding  back  yolumes  and  current  volumes  of 
valuable  periodicals,  and  rebinding  standard  works, 
the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 

For  necessary  alterations,  enlargement  and  fitting 
up  of  two  chemical  laboratories,  the  sum  of  one  thou- 
sand dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 

For  the  purchase  of  additional  machinery  and  equip- 
ment for  the  departments  of  civil,  electrical,  mechani- 
cal and  mining  engineering,  and  for  other  apparatus 
and  equipment  in  the  several  departments  as  requir- 
ed, the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  there- 
of as  may  be  necessary. 

For  enlargement  of  power-plant,  including  boilers, 
engine  and  dynamo,  the  sum  of  fourteen  thousand  five 
hundred  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  neces- 
sary.

For  the  support  of  the  public  schools  and 
Normal  Schools  of  this  Commonwealth,  for  the  two 
years  commencing  on  the  first  day  of  June,  one  thou- 
sand nine  hundred  and  three,  the  sura  of  eleven  mil- 
lion dollars:  Provided,  the  city  of  Philadelphia  shall 
be  entitled  to  a  proper  portion  of  this  appropriation, 
and  out  of  the  amount  received  by  the  city  of  Phila- 
delphia there  shall  be  paid  the  sum  of  three  thousand 
dollars  to  the  Teachers'  Institute  of  said  city,  the  sum 
of  three  thousand  dollars  to  the  Philadelphia  School 
of  Design  for  Women,  for  their  corporate  purposes, 
and  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  to  the  Teachers' 
Annuity  and  Aid  Association  of  said  city.  And  pro- 
vided, further.  That  out  of  the  amount  hereby  appro- 
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priated,  there  shall  be  paid  for  the  education  of  teach- 
ers in  the  State  Normal  Schools,  the  sum  of  four  hun- 
dred and  seyentj-five  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  to  be  applied  as  follows: 
For  each  student  over  seventeen  years  of  age,  who 
shall  sign  an  agreement  binding  said  student  to  teach 
in  the  common  schools  of  this  State  two  full  annual 
terms,  there  shall  be  paid  the  sum  of  one  dollar  and 
fifty  cents  a  week,  in  full  payment  of  the  expenses 
for  tuition  of  said  students:  Provided,  that  each 
student  in  a  State  Normal  School  drawing  an  allow- 
ance from  the  State,  must  receive  regular  instruction 
in  the  science  and  art  of  teaching,  in  a  special  class 
devoted  to  that  object,  for  the  whole  time  for  which 
such  allowance  is  drawn;  which  amount  shall  be  paid 
upon  the  warrants  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction:  And  provided,  further,  That  out  of  the 
said  amount  hereby  appropriated  there  shall  be  set 
apart  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  to 
be  expended  on  the  warrants  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Public  Instruction,  for  the  encouragement  and  sup- 
port of  township  high  schools:  Provided,  That  par- 
ticipation in  the  amount  hereby  appropriated  for 
the  encouragement  and  support  of  township  high 
schools  shall  not  be  made  dependent  upon  the  teach- 
ing of  any  dead  or  foreign  language.  The  remainder 
of  the  amount  hereby  appropriated  shall  be  paid  on 
warrants  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction, 
drawn  in  favor  of  the  several  school  districts  of  the 
Commonwealth,  in  amounts  designated  by  the  State 
Treasurer,  and  whenever  he  shall  notify  the  Super- 
intendent of  Public  Instruction,  in  writing,  that  there 
are  sufficient  funds  in  the  State  Treasury  to  pay  the 
same. 

Section  9.  For  the  payment  of  the  salaries  of  the 
county  superintendents  of  the  public  schools,  for  two 
years,  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  twenty  thousand 
dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary;  to 
be  paid  on  the  warrants  of  the  Superintendent  of  Pub- 
lic Instruction. 

Section  10.  The  State  Treasurer  is  hereby  author- 
ized and  directed  to  pay  out  of  any  moneys  in  the 
Treasury,  not  otherwise  appropriated,  on  accounts 
to  be  audited  by  the  Auditor  General  and  the  State 
Treasurer  in  the  usual  manner,  for  the  two  fiscal 
years  commencing  June  first,  one  thousand  nine  hun- 
dred and  three,  such  sums  as  may  be  required  by 
contracts  made  in  pursuance  of  law  for  the  payment 
of  stationery,  printing  paper,  and  material  for  the 
public  printing,  for  supplies  and  heat  or  fuel  furnished 
to  the  two  houses  of  the  Legislature  and  the  several 
departments  of  the  government,  and  for  the  printing, 
binding,  and  distribution  of  the  laws,  journals  and 
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department  reports,  and  for  the  miBcellaneoas  print- 
Repain.  ing,  folding,  stitching,  and  binding,  and  for  repairs 

to  and  furnishing  of  the  chambers  and  committee 
rooms  of  the  two  houses  of  the  Legislature  and  the 
several  departments  of  the  government,  which  shall 
be  done  only  on  the  written  orders  of  the  Board  of 
Commissioners  of  Public  Grounds  and  Buildings;  and 
the  watchman  of  each  house,  now  authorized  by  law, 
shall  be  required  to  keep  an  account,  and  make  report 
in  writing  to  the  chief  clerk  of  each  house  of  the 
number  of  tons  of  coal  and  the  number  of  cords  of 
wood  delivered  on  said  contracts:  Provided,  That  ex- 
penditures allowed  under  this  section  shall  not  be 
so  construed  as  to  authorize  the  Commissioners  of 
Public  Orounds  and  Buildings  to  complete  the  present 
Capitol  building. 

Section  11.  For  the  payment  of  the  interest  on  the 
funded  debt  of  the  Commonwealth,  which  falls  due  on 
the  first  day  of  August,  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  three,  and  the  first  day  of  February,  one  thou- 
sand nine  hundred  and  four,  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
and  ninety-two  thousand  three  hundred  and  forty  dol- 
lars and  seventy-five  cents,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may 
be  necessary;  and  for  the  payment  of  like  interest,  due 
on  the  first  day  of  August,  one  thousand  nine  hun- 
dred and  four,  and  the  first  day  of  February,  one  thou- 
sand nine  hundred  and  five,  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
and  ninety-two  thousand  three  hundred  and  forty  dol- 
lars and  seventy-five  cents,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may 
Fiicai  Mwt  t>e  necessary,  and  for  the  compensation  of  the  fiscal 
agent,  the  Farmers'  and  Mechanics'  National  Bank 
of  Philadephia,  the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars, 
or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  each  year.

A  JOINT  RESOLUTION. 

To  provide  for  the  participation  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  in 
the  LfOuisiana  Purchase  Exposition,  authorised  by  the  act  of 
Confess  of  the  United  States,  to  be  held  at  the  city  of 
Saint  Louis  in  the  year  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  four, 
in  comcnemoration  of  the  acquisition  of  the  great  western 
territory  by  the  United  States,  by  purchase  from  France;  and 
providing  for  the  appointment  of  a  commission,  and  making 
an  appropriation  to  defray  the  expense  of  the  same. 

Whereas,  The  President  of  the  United  States,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  act  of  Congress,  has  extended  an  in- 
vitation to  foreign  countries  to  take  part  in  the  Loui- 
siana Purchase  Exposition,  to  be  held  in  the  city  of 
Saint  Louis  in  the  year  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
four,  a  centennial  anniyersary  of  the  acquisition  by 
purchase  of  the  great  western  territory,  which  now 
comprises  the  thirteen  states  and  two  territories,  as 
follows: 

States  of  Louisiana,  Arkansas,  Missouri,  Iowa,  Min- 
nesota, North  Dakota,  South  Dakota^  Montana,  Idaho, 
Wyoming,  Nebraska,  Kansas,  Colorado,  and  Oklalioma 
and  Indian  territories,  and  the  appropriation  of  tiie 
national  government  is  six  million  three  hundred  and 
eight  thousand  dollars; 

Whereas,  The  State  of  Missouri  has  appropriated 
one  million  dollars,  and  has  extended  an  invitation  to 
her  sister  states  to  participate  in  the  Exposition,  ctnd 
her  citizens  have  raised  by  subscription  the  0um  of 
five  million  dollars  in  aid  of  the  fair;  and 

Whereas,  Many  of  the  states,  having  accepted  the 
invitation,  have  made  appropriation  for  the  erection 
of  suitable  buildings  and  for  the  proper  display  of 
exhibits,  notably:  Texas,  three  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars; Illinois,  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars 
Colorado,  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars 
Arkansas,  one  hundred  and  fifty-five  thousand  dollars 
the  Philippine  Island,  five  hundred  thousand  dollars 
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which,  together  with  the  appropriations  from  other 
states  and  countries,  will  be  the  greatest  provision 
ever  made  for  an  exposition;  and 

WTiereas,  The  Governor  in  his  message  at  the  open- 
ing of  the  present  Legifilature  referred  to  the  subject 
as  follows: 

'^The  last  Legislature  authorized  the  api>ointment  of 
a  commission  to  represent  the  State  at  this  Exposi- 
tion, but  made  no  appropriation  therefor.  I  am  in- 
formed that  a  site  has  been  allotted  to  Pennsylvania, 
and  that  New  York  and  other  states  have  already  made 
appropriations.  Our  State  has  had  buildings  and  ex- 
hibits at  all  of  the  principal  expositions  held  in  this 
country.  If  we  are  to  co-operate  in  an  effort  to  make 
this  exposition  a  success,  and  if  Pennsylvania  is  to 
have  proper  representation,  it  is  important  that  the 
Legislature  should  at  once  make  an  appropriation  in 
keeping  with  the  wealth,  population  and  comparative 
imi>ortance  of  our  State;" 

Therefore  resolved,  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives of  the  General  Assembly,  that  the  Gov- 
ernor of  the  Commonwealth  is  hereby  requested  to  is- 
sue a  proclamation  to  the  people  advising  them  that 
Pennsylvania  will  take  part  in  the  Louisiana  Exposi- 
tion, and  inviting  all  engaged  in  manufacture,  com- 
merce and  agriculture  to  enter  into  competition  with 
other  exhibitors,  domestic  and  foreign.  That  a  com- 
mission of  thirty-two  be  created  on  the  approval  of  this 
joint  resolution,  to  be  constituted  as  follows: 

f^ve  members  of  the  Senate,  to  be  appointed  by  the 
President  pro  tempore;  ten  members  of  the  House,  to 
be  appointed  by  the  Speaker  thereof,  and  ten  persons, 
to  be  appointed  by  the  Governor  of  the  Common- 
wealth; who,  together  with  the  present  President  pro 
temi>ore  and  the  present  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives, the  Governor  and  Lieutenant  Governor 
of  the  Commonwealth,  the  present  Auditor  General, 
and  State  Treasurer,  and  the  Secretary  of  Internal  Af- 
fairs then  in  office;  of  which  Commission  the  Governor 
shall  be  president,  and  the  State  Treasurer  shall  act  as 
the  treasurer  of  the  Commission.  They  shall  organize 
within  thirty  days  after  their  appointment,  and  make 
the  necessary  arrangements  for  the  proper  representa- 
tion of  this  Commonwealth  at  said  Exposition,  includ- 
ing the  erection  of  a  suitable  State  building,  and  aiding 
exhibitors  as  in  their  judgment  shall  be  proper  and 
meet,  in  order  to  secure  a  proper  exhibit  on  the  part 
of  this  Commonwealth;  for  which  purpose  the  sum 
of  three  hundred  thousand  dollars  is  appropriated,  or 
so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 

And  resolved,  That  when  the  said  Exposition  shall 
have  closed,  all  proi)erty  belonging  to  the  said  Com- 
mission shall  be  sold,  and  the  proceeds  thereof  paid 
into  the  general  fund  of  the  State  Treasury. 
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And  reeolved,  Tbat  the  resolution  concurred  in  by 
the  General  Aseembly  on  June  twentynsixth,  one  tiioa- 
sand  nine  hundred  and  one,  and  approved  on  the  eigh- 
teenth day  of  July,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  one,  is  hereby  repealed.

And  Whereas,  Public  opinion  and  State  pride  favor 
a  continuance  of  the  custom  and  that  Pennsylvania 
should  provide  a  suitable  silver  service,  commensurate 
witlh  the  occasion;  therefore.

the  regular  army  of  the  United  States. 
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Resolved,  That  a  certified  copy  of  the  foregoing 
preamble  and  resolution  be  forwarded  to  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States.

A  PROCLAMATION. 

I,  Bamuel  W.  Pennypacker,  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Pennsylvania,  have  caused  this  Proclamation  to  issue,  and  in  com- 
pliance with  the  provisions  of  article  four,  section  fifteen  of  the 
Constitution  thereof,  do  hereby  give  notice,  that  I  have  filed  in  the 
offiqe  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  with  my  objections 
thereto,  the  following  bills  passed  by  both  houses  of  the  General 
Assembly,  viz: 

House  bill  No.  425,  entitled  ''An  act  to  provide  additional  security 
to  assignees  of  mortgages  and  purchasers  of  realty,  by  requiring 
recorders  of  deeds  to  note  releases  on  the  record  of  mortgages."
